It shall (be sent at lea.st twenty-one days before the date of 
the enquiiy, and shall be accouipnnied by a cojn- of section 17 or 24 
of the Statutes, ns the case may be, and of the rules to regulate the 
procedure for conducting any enciuiry referred to in tliose sections. A 
copy of tlie notice should at the .same time be sent to the complainant, 
if any. 

11. In every case in which the Council resolve that an enquiry 
shall ho instituted and a notice for an enquiry is issued ac.cordinglv, 
tlie couiplaiiianl (if any) and the .\yurvedic Practitioner charged shall, 
upon reejnest in writing for that purpo.se signed by him or his legal 
representative, he entitled to he .sup];,lied hy the Registrar with a cot>y 
of any declaration, explanation, answer or other dociinieiit given or .sent 
(o the Council hy or on behalf of the other party, which such othei- 
jiarty will be entitled on jiroper proof to u.sc at the hearing as evidence 
in support of or in answer to tlie charge specified in the notice of 
enquiry. 

12. Any application made by the Ayurvedic Practitiouei- betwoeu 
the dale of issue of the notice and tlie day named for the hearing of the 
charge shall (be dealt with by the Pre.sident in such mumier us he shall 
tliink fit. 

Kl. Copies of all material documents which are to he laid hefurc the 
Council as evidence in regard to the case sliull be furnished to each 
lueiiiber of the Council before the hearing of the ease. 

14. At the hearing of the case by the Council, the complainant 
and also the Practitioner may be reprp.sen1pd or assisted by a legal 
representative. 

IT). Where a complainant appears personallv or by a legal 
representative, the order of procedure shall he us follows: — 

(i) The Registrar will read to the Council the notice of the enquirj- 
addressed to the Practitioner. 

{2) The complainant will then lie invited to state his case himself 
or by his legal representative and to iiroduc.e his jiroofs in 
support of it. At the conclusion of the complainant’s proofs 
his case will be clo.sed. 

(,'I) The Practitioner will then be invited to state liis case biniself 
or iby his legal representative, and to jiroduce his proofs in 
sujiport of it. lie may address tlie Council either before 
or at the conclusion of his proofs, bu( only once. 

{4) At the conclusion of the Practitioner’s case, the Council will, 
if the Practitioner ha.s produced evidence, hear the com¬ 
plainant in reply on the case geneially, but will hear no 
further evidence except in any sjiecial case in which the 
Council may think it right to receive such further evidence. 
If the Practitioner produces no evidence, the complainant 
will not be heard in reply, except by special leave of the 
Goiuudl. 
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(5) Where a wituess is produced by any party before the Council, 

he will be first examiued by the party producing him, and 
then cross-examined by tbe adverse party, and then re¬ 
examined by tlie party prodtu-ing him. The Council may 
decline to admit in evidence any declaration where the 
declarant is not present for, or declines to submit to, cross- 
examination . 

(6) The Chairman of the meeting may pul questions to any witness, 

and members of tJie Council, tnroiigb the Chairman, may 
also put questions to any witness. 

16. Where there is no complaiiiaiit, or no complainant appears, 
the order of procedure aliall be as follows: — 

(7) The Itegistrar will read to t.bc Council the notice of enquiry

tioner or to warn or to censure him. 

18. When the registration of the. name of any Ayurvedic I’racti- 

tiouer is refused, or when the name of any Jlegisteied Ayiirveiiie I'raeti- 
tiouer is removed from the llegister in aeeoidaiice witli the jirovisions 
of the preceding rules, the llegislrar shall forthwitli send iieticc of such 
refusal oi removal to the Praelitioner, by a registered letter addressed to 
his last known address. Tlie Itegistrar slmll also ^elld, forthwith, 
intiiiiution of uuj' sueJi refusal or ronioval to I lie laiily or bodies from 
whom the I'raetiiioner received his qualification or iiualifieati'ins, iitid 
shall request them not to admit him without previ uis reference to the 
Coniwil to any examination for any new (lualitieution which is regis¬ 
trable in the Register of llegistered Ayurvedic J’raetitioneis. If a 
name is removed from the Register, the Regisliar shall issue a 
nolifiealion in the ('•ulrutUt announcing the removal and may 

foiward a .summaiy of the proceedings and findings to Ayurvedic 
journals, if any, for publication.

1. No person while sufiering from evident 
symptoms of small-pox or in the convalescent 
state of the disease with scabs of pocks on his 
body shall expose himself in any street, road, 
public place, shop, bazar or any place used in 
common by persons other than members of 
the family or household to which such in¬ 
fected person belongs or shull move from place 
to place unless he is proceeding to a hospital 
for admission and treatment. 

2. The District Health Officer or a 
Sanitary Inspector may during the prevalence 
of any outbreak of small-pox order that any 


bazar, shop or other public place shall remain 
closed for such time as may appear to him to 
be necessary and may forbid the holding of 
any fair, mela or other gathering to which 
people from several villages commonly or 
])eriodically resort. 

3. No person shall carry or permit to be 
carried in a public conveyance a patient except 
in the case where a patient is carried with 
proper iirecautious to a hospital. 

4. No person shall expose in any street, 
shop, bazar or any jniblic place any clothing, 
bedding or other article which has been in 
contact with a patient or shall cause or suffer 
such articles to be carried in any public 
conveyance, but nothing in this regulation 
shall apply to a person who transmits with 
proper precautions against spreading the dis¬ 
ease any such article for the purpose of having 
the same disinfected. 

5. No person shall carry or permit to be 
carried in a public conveyance the dead body 
of any i)erson w’ho ha.s died of small-pox with¬ 
out the previous written permission of the 
District Health Officer or Sanitary Inspector, 
and without taking proper precautions against 
spreading the said disease.

Chapteh I. 

Prelimiiiary. 

1. Short title arul earttmt. —(1) Tliese rules may be called the Carbide 
of {Calcium Rules, 19.i7. 

(2) They shall ajiply to the whole of liriiish India including Rritisb 
liahudiistan and the Sonthal I'urgiuias, but excluding Burma. 

2. Supi-rse.!<Hion and sawngs .—All notifications nnd rules issued by 
the local tloverninents and all apjiointnients made by them under the 
Indian Petroleum Act, 1899 (VI11 of 1899), as applied to Carbide of 
Calcium by the notification of the Government of India in the Depart- 
nient of Commercie and Industry, No. 101-10, dated the 4tli danuai’y 
1907, are hereby superseded, but all li<;ences or duplicates granted or 
icnew(!d, all fees imposed or b'vied and all powers conferred by or under 
any notification or rule so 8Ui)erseded, shall so far us they are eonsis- 
teut with these lules, be deemed to have been resjiectively granted, 
renewed, imposed, levied or conferred under these rules.

f). Jluty of waster or ayeni hi port .—(]) I’lie master or the agent 
of the owner of every ship arriving at any j)ort. and carrying carbide 
shall, on entering the jiort and before landing any cargo, declare in 
writing to the Collector of Cu.stoms and also to the Conservalor of the 
Port, tlio quantity and description of such carbide. 

(2) The master shall moor the ship iii suidi place as the Ct)usi;rvator 
of the I’ort may direct, and, while any carbide reniain.s on hoard, shall 
not, ex(re])t for the i)urpos(.‘ of proceeding t«) sea, remove the ship with¬ 
out the wi'itlen permission of the Conservatoi of tlie Port.

Defective reo9ptaclet ,—^Tha Collector of GuBtoms may require 
tnat any receptacle containinff carbide which does not satisfy the 
requirements of rule 6 or which is defective shall be submerffed in deep 
water under the direction of the Conservator of the Port, without coin, 
pensation to the consignee.

20. Carbide to he"rovKmercially jmre ”.—No carbide shall be kept

gas evolved, either alone or in admixture with air, liable to ignite 
spontaneously. 
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21. TAceiuie- for atorage. —(1) Nci person shall store any carbide 
except under a licence p-ronted under these rules: 

Provided that no licence sKa'll be recpiired for the storage of carbide— 

(i') in any quantii.y not exceeding five pounds if it is kept in 
preBoribed receptacles each containing not more tlmn one 
pound; 

(it) in any quantity exceeding five and not. exceeding twenty-eight 
pounds if it is kept in prescribed receptacles and the follow¬ 
ing conditions are observed : — 

(o) the receiitacles shall be stored in a dry and well ventilated 
place; 

(h) due precautions shall be taken to prevent unniithorixed i>ersoii8 
from having access to the carbide; 

(r) notice shall be given of such storage to the Dislric.t Authority; 
and 

(d) where a fixed generator is used on the premises, detailed 
instructions as to the care and use of the generator shall 
be kept constantly posted up in a (dace where they (!an 
conveniently !bi> referred to by the generator attendant. 

t2) N^o licence shall be required for the temporary storage of carbide 
within port limits under sucb conditions as the Conservator of the Port 
may specify. 

22. Storage buildings. —(1) Carbide shall be stored— 

(a) if in quantities aggregating not more than .500 pounds—in a 
suitable uninhabited building at least 20 feet away from 
any other premises: provided that quantities not exceeding 
250 pounds may be stored in a ]>lnce (amnected with a shop 
at a distance not less than 10 feet from any other preini.ses : 

(h) if in quantities aggregating more than 500 pounds and not more 

than' 3,000 ]>oun(]s—in a suitable uninbabited building at 
least 40 feet away from any other premises; 

(r) if in qTxantities aggregating more than 3,000 pounds—in an 
uninhabited building at least 100 feet away from any other 
premises. 

(2) Xot more than fifty tons of carbide shall be stored in any one 
building. 

23. Power to reduce distances. —The distancses laid down in sub-rule 
(1) of rule 22 may' be reduced by the Phief Inspector where sc.reon walls 
are provided or other si)ecial precautions are t.aken or where there arc 
special circumstances that in the opinion of the Chief Inspector warrant 
the reduction. 

24. Ponsiructiov of storage buildings. —Every building for the 
storage of carbide shall be— 

■(a) constructed of non-inflammabb? material, with non-inflammable 
ro«_ifs and with tiled, jiavad, ciemented, iron or steel floors 
raised at least a foot above the ground level; and 

(i) well ventilated and water-tight to the satisfaction of the 

licensing authority. 
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26. ArrangemenU in storage buildings .—Carlbide Bhall be stored 
only on raclcH or trestles atandinp al least one font above the level of the 
floor of the building, and no artioles of an inflammable or combustilble 
nature shall be kept in the same Ibuilding. 

26. Disposal of carbide if wet .—Tf any carbide becoiiies wet it shall 
be destroyed by being submerged in deep water. Tf deej* water is not 
available, the wet carbide shall be spread out in the open in an isolated 
position, and all precautions shall be laken to prevent any fire or 
artificJal light or article ca])able of igniting acetylene being brought 
near until the material has given off all its gas. 

Notk. —The fact of carbide having become wet will ibc indicated by 
tlie outward appearance of the drum, and j)robably by a disagreeable 
odour, showing a leakage of gas. 

27. Precautions hy vendor. —(1) Every vendor of carbide delivering 
any (juantity exceeding half a pound to any j)erson, shall deliver it tt) 
him in a prescribed receptacle. 

(2) No vendor shall open more than one receptacle at a lime for the 
purj)ose of delivering caribide. 

28. Children .—No person under the age of 16 years shall bo 
emjdoyed in or allowed to enter any premises lic-ensed under these rules. 


Chaptrr V. 

Manufmture of Acetylene Gas. 

29. Application of Chapter. —(1) The rules in this Chai>ter shall be 
observed hy every person holding a licence for the storage of caribide 
granted under these rules who uses such carbide for the manufacture of 
acetylene gas. 

(2) In this Chapter, apparatus means any appliance for the mamifac- 
tiire of acetylene gas, incdudiiig all generators and gas-holders and the 
devices for preventing the passage of oxygen into the acetylene suj)ply 
j>il)ps, the pipe lines and the other fittings. 

30. Construction of apparatus. —(1) The a])paratus shall be so con¬ 
structed that lime sludge cannot gain access to any pi])es intended for 
the passage of gas or the cii'culation of water. 

(2) The use of glass in water gauges, sight boxes, etc., shall be 
avoided, but where glass is absolutely necessary as part of the apparatus 
it shall be effectively protected against fracture. 

^3) The u|)paratus shall be so constructed that it is not possible, even 
by incorrect manipulation of cocks, to seal the generating chamber 
hermetically. 

(4) The air-space in a generator shall be as small as is con.sistent. 
with the pro])er working of the apparatus. 

(5) No metal containing more than SO per cent, of copper shall be 
present in any portion of the apparatus excluding the nozales of the 
blow pipes. 

(6) The various parts of the apparatus shall be of adequate strength 
to withstand any pressures that may be generated therein. 
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(7) The size of the pipes carryinff the gas shall he proportioned to 
Ihe iiiaxirauin rate of generation, so that undue back pressure from 
throttling may not occur. 

31. Efficiency of apparatus. —The apparatus shall have an efficiency 
of at least no per cent. 

32. Temperature of apparatus. —^The temperatiire of any pari of the 
njjparatus, when working, shall not exceed 180“F. 

Notk.—T he tenij)crature may he ascertained hy placing short lengths 
of wire, drawn from fusible metal of a suitalhle melting pr)int in those 
parts of the apparatus in which heat is liable to he generated. 

33. Pressure. —(1) The ap])araius used shall not Ibe made lo work at 
a |>ressure exc^eeding 60 inches water column : 

Provided that, if it he shown to the satisfaction of the licensing 
authority that a higher pressure is iiecessarv in any generating apparatus 
and that such liigher pressure may he used without danger, the licensing 
authority may alh)w the use of higher pressure up to a maximum of 250 
inches water column on the condition that the apparatus is fitted with 
suitable, safety devices. A generator operating at a higher pressure 
than 60 inches water column shall have clearly marked on '! the water 
column at which it works. 

(2) In the use of the apparatus, regard shall he had to tlie danger of 
stoppage of jiassnge of the gas and a consequent increu.se of jires.sure. 

34. Precautions nyainst escape of gas .—(J) Adetpiate jiri'cuutions 
shall be taken to prevent any escape of gas from the apjiuratus. 

(2) GaB-holder,s shall Ibe fitted with blow off pipes carried up to a 
Buitalble jioint in the open air. 

36. Decomposition-of carbide. —(1) The carbide shall he completely 
decomposed in the apparatus, so that the lime sludge discharged there¬ 
from shall not be capable of generating more gas. 

(2) The apparatus shall give no tarry or other heavy condensation 
products from the decomposition of the cafihide. 

36. Residue .—(1) An open tank shall he provided in the open air 
for the reception of all residue from the carbide: and such residue shall 
remain for at least, ten hours in not less than four times its bulk of water 
in such tank. 

(2) Precautions shall be adojited for preventing any lime sludge from 
being discharged into the drains. 

37. Atte-nd/ints. —(1) No person shall have charge of an apparatus 
until he has been properly instructed in its management. 

(2) A label or printed card giving fully detailed instructions in the 
vernacular as to the use of the apparatus and a certificate by the licensee 
to the effect that the attendant who shall he mentioned by name has been 
properly instructed as required by sub-rule (1), shall he exhibited on or 
in close proximity to the apparatus.

Licences. 

38. Application for licence. — A. person wishing to obtain or to renew 
a licence to store carbide under these rules shall suibmit an application 
in Porm A to the authority empowered under rule 39 to grant such 
licence. 


39. Grant of licence. —(1) Licences for storage may be granted by 
the licensing authorities set forth in Schedule 1 appended to these rules, 
in the Forms, for the purposes, and on payment of the fees, specified 
therein. 

(2) Every licence granted or renewed under these rules sliall remain 
in force until the 31st day of December of the year for which the licence 
is granted or renewed. 

40. Particulars of licence. —Every licence granted under these rules 
shall Ibe held subject to the conditions endorsed on it and shall contain 
all the particulars wliicli arc contained in the form prescribed for it by 
these rules. 

41. Power of licensing authority to alter conditions .—(1) Notwith¬ 
standing anything contained in rule 40, the licensing authority may 
omit, alter or add to any of the conditions specified in the prescribed 
form of licence. 

(2) This power shall not Ibe exercised by the District Authority 
without t<he prior concurrence of the Chief Inspector. 

42. Amendment of licence. —(1) Any licence granted under these 
rules may be amended by the authority granting such a licence provided 
that tlie amendments are not in conflict with any of these rules. 

(2) A licen.see who desiies to have his licence amended shall submit 
it to the licensing authority with an op]>lication stating the nature of 
the amendment and tlie reasons for it. 

(3) The fe,e. for the amendment of a licence sliall be one rupee plus 
the amount (if any) by which the fee that would have been payaible if 
the licence had originally been issued in the amended form exceeds the 
fee paid for the original licence. 

43. Renewal of licence. —(1) A licence may be renewed by the 
authority empowered to grant such a licence. 

(2) Every application for the renewal of a licence shall be made not 
less than 30 days before the date on which the original licence expires, 
and, if the application is so made, the jiremises shall be held to be duly 
licensed until such date as the licensing authority issues the renewed 
licence or until an intimation that the renewal of the licence is refused 
has been communicated to the applicant. 

(3) The same fee shall be charged fur the renewal of a licence as for 
a new licence. 
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44. Refusal of licenr.e. —(i) A liucnsinp' authority refusing to grant, 
aiiieii(l or renew a licence, shall record his reasons for such refusal in 
writing. 

(2) A cojiy of the order containing the reasons for such refusal shall 
be given to the applicant on i>aynient of a fee of one rupee. 

45. (laurelIafion of lirence. —(1) Kvery licence granted under these 
rules shall Ibe liall)le to be cancielled by the authority granting such a 
licen('e for any contravention of the Act, or of any rule made there¬ 
under, or of any condition (iontaiiied in such licence. 

(2) The authority cancelling a licence shall record his reasons for so 
doing in writing. 

(3) A I'opy of the order containing the reasons for the cancellation 
of a lil^euce slinll be given to the holder of the liceiic.e on payment of a 
fee of one rupee. 

4fi. Ap/jeals .—(1) Any person may iippoal to the Governor General 
in Couiudl from an order of the Chief ins])ector refusing to grant, 
amend or renew a licence or cancelling a liceni;e. 

(2) Any person may appeal to I he immediate olKcial superior of the 
District Authority from an order ol' the District Authority refusing to 
grant, amend or renew a licemte or cancelling a licence. 

(3) Every appeal shall be in writing and shall Ibe accompanied by a 
copy of the order against whiidi the appeal is made. 

(4) The appeal shall be presented within 30 days when the order 
appealed against has been jiassed by the Distric.t Authority and within 
00 days when the order has been passed by the Chief Tnspeiitor. 

47. Transfer of lieeuce for storage. —(1) The holder of a licence for 
the storage of cartliide may, at any time before tlie exjiiry of the licence, 
apply for jiermission to transfer his licence to another jierson. 

(2) Such application shall be ijiade to the licensing authority who 
shall, if he ajiprovos of the tran.sfer, enter ujion the licence, under his 
signature, an endorsement to the oilect tliat the licence has been transfer¬ 
red to the per.son named. 

(3) A fee of one rupee shall be charged on each smd) apjdication. 

(4) The jierson to whom the licence is so transferred shall enjoy the 
same powers, and be sulbject to the same obligations under the licence as 
the original holder. 

43. Proeedure on death or disahilitg of hrrnsee. —(1) If a licensee 
dies or ibecom^s instdvent or mentally inca])nble. or otherwise disalbled, 
the Jierson carrying on the business of such lic^ensee shall not be liable 
to any penalty or confiscation under the Act or these rules for exercising 
the jiowers granted to the licensee by the licence during such time as 
may reasonably be reijuirfd to allow him to make an ajiplication for a 
new licence in his own name for the uuexjiired- portion of the original 
licence. 

(2) A fee of one rujiee shall be charged for a new licence for the 
uuexpired portion of an original licence granted to any person apjilying 
for it under this rule. 
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49. Losg of licence .—^Wtere a licence granted under these rules is 
lost or accidentally destroyed, a duplicate may (be granted on payment of 
a fee of one rupee. 

50. Payment of fees. —(1) Every application for the grant or 
renewal of a licence shall be accompanied by the fee payable iiiereon. 
If the licence is not granted or renewed, the fee shall Ibe refunde*!. 

(2) All fees chargeulble under these rules in respect of licences granted 
by the District Authority shall be j>aid Iby means of imjiressed stamps 
or in cash. 

(3) The payment of all other fees under these rules shall be made in 
cash or iby chetiue. 

51. Power to cxc-mpt from. jinymr,nt of fees .—The Governor General 
in CouiKiil may, by general or special order, grant exemjdion from, or 
rediKtlion of, any fee jiayable under these rules. 

52. Prod-urtion of licenre on denuuul .—(11 Every ]>erson tiolding f>r 
acting under a licence granted under these rules shall produce it, or an 
authenticated copy of it, at the place to which the licence applies, when 
called upon to do so by any lns]>ector. 

(2) Copies of any li(!OJice may, ff)r the purj)oses of this rule, be 
authenticated free of charge by the authority which granted the licence.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND EEASONS. 

Article 149 of the Indian Limitation Act, 1908 (IX of 1908), prescribes a special 
period of limitation of fiO j^ears for any suit by or on behalf of the Secretary of State 
for India in Council. I'his Article will in future govern suits by a Province against 
a Province or between a Province and the Federation. The reasons which justify 
a specially long period of limitation for suits by the Crown against a private person 
hardly seen, applicable where both parties represent the Crown. It is, therefore, 
necessary to amend the Article by excluding from its scope suits brought before the 
Federal Court in the exercise of its original jurisdiction.

Whekeas it is expedient further to amend the 
Indian Army Act, 1911, for the purpose hereinafter VIII of 
api>earing; It is hereby enacted as follows;— 

Short title. 1, This Act may be called the Indian Army 

(Amendment) Act, 1937. 

Amendment of 2, In section 2 of the Indian Army Act, 1911,— VIII of 

section 2, Act , . . 1911. 

VinoflUll. (o) to clause (a) of sub-section (1) the following 

proviso shall be added, namely: — 

“Provided that a person holding a commission in 
the Army in India Reserve of Officers shall 
be so subject only when ordered on any 
duty or service for which he is liable as a 
member of such reserve force.”: and 

(h) to sub-section (2) the following proviso shall be 
added, namely: — 

“Provided that an officer of the Indian lAiid 
Forces retired therefrom and appointed to 
the Indian Regular Reserve of Offiiiers shall 
again Ijecomo so subject when ordered on 
any duty or service for which be is liable 
as a member of such reserve force.” 

•The Governor General has been pleased to accxird 
the sanction required by sei'tion G7 (2) of the Govern¬ 
ment of India Act. 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS ANIJ REASONS. 


Under section 175 (9) of the Array Act, offii-ers of the British wing of the Army 
in India Reserve of Officers are only subject In military law when called out in a 
military^ capacity. There is no corresponding pi-ovision in the Indian Army Act for 
•officers in the Indian wing of the Array in India Reserve of Officers. It is proposed, 
therefore, to amend the Indian Array Act, 1911 (Vlll of l!)ll), to put officers of the 
Indian wing in exactly the same position as officers in the British wing. 

2. When Indian Coramissioiicd Officers retire, they arc liable under certain condi¬ 
tions to join the new Indian Regular Reserve. There is however no jirovision in the 
Indian Army Act for the subjection to military law of a retired officer who is in this 
Reserve. This defect is being remedied, but at the same time steps are being taken to 
ensure that such officers will only be subject to military law when ordered on any duty 
■or service for which they are liable as members of the Reserve.

The rejjort of llie Board of Revenue, Bengal, on the administration 
of the Wards, Attaohed and Trust Estates in the Presidency 
of Bengal for the year 1342 B.S. (IfKKi-HG). 

1. At the heginniiig of the year under report the total number of 
estates under the management of the Court of Wards was 125. Seven 
new estates were ibrought under management of the Court and !1 estates 
were released during the year. Thus at the close of the year there 
were 129 estates in ^arge of the Court. 
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2. Out of iKo H^K^egate of IIh. 89,75,727 due to Ifoveruujeut as 
Teveiiue and cesses, a sum of Its. 73.05,186 or 81'3 per cent, of the total 
was ])aid during the .year, as against 80-2 per cent, in the previous year. 
The defaults aiicrued in heavily encumbered estates where the collec¬ 
tions were insufficient to meet the ]>res8ing liaihilities. 

3. The total current demand due to the estates on account of rent 
and cesses was Jls. ]83-92 lakhs and urrear demand Rs. 305-43 lakhs. 
Tlie total sum collected was Rs. 171-08 lakhs rejiresenting 35-0 per cent, 
of the total demand or 93-3 i»cr cent of the current demand against 
3-4-8 per cent, and 95-4, resjiectively, in the jireceding year. Tlie fall 
in the percentage of collec-lion in certain estates in Chittagong is 
attributed to the f-outiuuance of comparatively low- prices in that district. 

Though the collection in Easimhaisar Estate is still below the 
standard, there has been an improvement in the last two years with a 
r«‘suUlng improvement in the general ]»osition of that estate. 

4. Tlie total amount of ascertained debts of the Court of Wards 
Estates in the I’resideiicy at the close of the year under rejiort stood at 
Rs. 2,89,41,124 against Rs. 3,.39,69,781 in the preceding year. The 
])riucipul repaid or othcrw'ise rerlm-erl was Rs. 44,20,325 and the interest 
paid or otherwise reduced Rs. 17.18,.584 as comjuired with Rs. 22,25,31-5 
ami Rs. 16,40,257, resjiectively. in the previous year. 

5. The percentage of cost of manageinent of the estates in the 
whole Presidency on their current rent and cess demand was 11-8 as 
against 9-7 of the jirei-edinp year. Jiaw exjienses rose from Rs. 10-60 
lakhs in 19-34-35 to Rs. 11-69 lakhs. 

6. The total sum spent dtiring the year nndi-; the heads Schools, 
dispensaries and works of im]irovemeut amounted to Rs. 5,-52,269 
against Rs. 0,83,122 in the jirei-eding year. 

7. The thanks of the (lovernor in Council are due to tlie Board of 
Revcnm- fur the efficient administration of the estates under the 
management of tlie Coiirt of Wards. JTe also notices with jileasure 
i.h<* work done by the Managers mentioned in the report.

Forecast of the Rabi Crops of Bengal for 
1936^7, 

(Note. —On an avei'agc of the five years 
ending 1934-35, the area under summer 
rice in Dengal lias represented some 0 -4 
per cent, of tlie total urea under rice 
in British India.) 

ChariictCT of the season .— Good rainfall in 
Octohp.r facilitated the preparatory tillage 
for and sowing of the crops which commenced 
generally in the normal time. Subsequent 
dry weather sim;e November proved helpful 
to the germination and growth of the crops. 
In the middle jiart of February heavy rain¬ 
fall caused some damage to the crojis 
especially in some districts of West and 
North Bengal. On the whole, the season has 
been a fairly favourable one for the crops 
this year. 

Acrenije .—The normal area under the 
dilTcrent ruhi crops di-ult with in this forecast 
is estin'iated at 3,518,000 acres. The area 
actually sown this year is rcjiorted to be 
3,221,800 acres as against 3,0:i(),400 acres last 
year. Of this, the area under summer rice is 
rejMirted at 432,300 acres as against 403,700 
acres last year and that under tobacco is 
307,300 acres as against 307,100 acres last 
year. 


Outturn. —^According to District Officers’ 
estimates, the average outtuni of the different 
rabi crops for the province, us a whole, works 
out at 84 per cent, of the normal as against 
70 per (;ent. last year, the outturn for tlie 
more important rabi districts being as 
fol lows ; —

Sinn liter rice and tobacco crops. —The 
outturn of summer (boro) rice, according to 
District Officers’ estimates, is 92 per cent, of 
tlu> iiorniul as against 85 per cent, last year. 
The gross yield fif the croji for the province 
on a basis ot the normal yield of 15 maiinds 
of (lean rice jier acre is estimated at 219,200 
tons this ycai- ns against 189,100 tons last 
yea r. 

The oat turn of tohacren croji is estimated at 
88 per cent, of the normal as against 79 per 
I'Ciit. hist year. Taking 14i iiiaunds us the 
normal yield of the crop per acre, the gross 
yield of the eroj) for the province this year 
is estimated at 144,000 tons as against 129,200 
tons lust year.

To all to whom these Presents shall come 

GEEETING: 


WHEEEAS by sections 4G and 48 of the Government of India Act, 
1935, it is enacted that the Governor of Bengal is appointed by Us by a 
Commission under Our Sign Manual: 


81 
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AND WHEREAS provision is made in section 304 of the said Act 
for the ap])ointment by Us of persons to act as the Governor of a 
Province during the absence of the Governor from India: 


AND WlIERPiAS We are minded t«» make provision for the office 
of Our (jovernor of Bengal : 

NOW, THEREFORE, We do declare Our Will and Pleasure to be 
as follows: — 

1. We do hereby constitute, order and declare that there shall be 
a Governor of Bengal. 

2. One of Our Principal Secretaries of State may graut to Our 
Governor of Bengal onc«? during his term of office leave of absence from 
India f«)r urgent reasons of health or of private affairs. Such leave of 
absence shall not exceed four niontbs in duration unless Our Se<^rctary 
of State shall sec fit to extend the period so granted, in whic.h case he 
sliull set forth the I'eaaons for the extension in a minute to be signed by 
himself niifl laid before, both Houses of Parliament. 

3. And W e d(j bc'n'by require and command all Our officers, civil 
and military, and all other the inhabitants of Bengal to be aiding and 
assisting unto Our said Governor. 

4. And We do hereby reserve to Ourselves, Our heirs and succiessors, 
full power and authority from tinu* to time ti> revoke, alter or ameno 
these Our Tietters Patent as to Us or tliem shall seem meet

INSTRUCTIONS to Our Governor for the time being of Bengal. 

GIVEN at Our Court at Buckingham Palacse the Eighth day of 
March 1937 in the First year of Our Reign. 

Whkbkas by Letters Patent bearing date the Fifth day of March 
Nineteen hundred and thirty-seven We have made permanent provision 
for the Office of Governor of Bengal: 
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And Whkrkas by those Letters Patent and by the Act of Parlia¬ 
ment passed on the second day of Auffust, Nineteen hundred and thirty- 
five and entitled the Government of India Act, 1935 (hereinafter called 
“the Act”), certain powers, functions and authority for the fjovern- 
ment of the Province of Benf^al are declared to be vested in the 
Governor as Our Representative: 

And Wheueas, without prejudice to the provision in the A<-t that 
in certain regards therein specified the Governor shall act according to 
instructions received from to time from Our Governor-General, 
and to the duty of Our Governor to give effect to instructions so received. 
We are minded to make general provisi<m reganling the duc! iniuiner 
in which Our said Governor sliall execute all thijigs wliich, acconling 
to the Act and the said Letters Patent, belong to his Otficc, and to the 
trust whicli We have reposed in him : 

And Wjieukas a draft of these Instructions has been laid before 
Parliament in ncxsordance with the provisions of suh-scction (1) of sec.tion 
fifty-three of tl>e Act and an Address has been prestmtcd to TTs liy both 
Houses of J’urliainent praying that instructions may he issued in the 
t«rn>s of these Instructions ; 

Now, theuefouk. We do by these Our Instructions under Our Sign 
Manual and Signet declare Our pleasure to be us follows: — 


A.—Introdtjctouv . 

I. Under these Our Instructions, unless the context otherwise 
ref^uire, the term “Govcrn<»r” shall include every ]u‘rson for the lime 
being acting us Governor according to tlu* jirovisioiis of the Act. 

II. Our (Jovernor for the time being shall, with all due .solemnity, 
cause Our Commission under Our Sign Manual apjiointing him to be 
read and published in the presence of the (Miief .luslice for the time 
being, or, in his absence, other Judge, of the High Court of the 
Province. 

III. Our sni<l Governor shall take the oath of allegiance ami the 
oath for the due execution of the Ollice of Our Governor <)f Bengal, 
and for the due and impartial administration of justice, in the form 
hereto appended, which oaths the Ohief Justice for the time being, or 
in his absence any Judge, of the High Court, shall, and he is hereby 
required to, tender and administer unto him. 

IV. And We do authorise and require Our tlovcriior. by himself 
or by any otlier person to lie authorised In him in that behalf, to 
administer to every person upjiointed by him to hold ofiici* as a memlier 
of the Council of Miuisteis llie oaths of office uml of secrecy- licroto 
appended. 

V. And We ilo furthei- direct tliat every person wlio niidc'r these 
Instructions shall be reciiiired to take an oath may make an aflii’maiion 
in place of an oath if he ha.s any ohjei'tion to making an oath. 

VI. And whereas great prejudice’ may happen to Our service by 
the absence of Our (foveriior, he shall not i^uit India during his term 
of office without having first obtained leaA’e f?-om (Is under Our Sign 
Manual or through one of Our Primupal Secretaries of State. 


B.—In iiKaAiii) to the Executive Aui-howity of riiK Phovince. 

VII. In making uppointmenia to his (hmneil of Minislers Our 
Governor shall use his best endeavours to select his Ministc-rs in the 
following manner, that is to say, to appoint in consiillatioii ivilh the 
person who in his jndginent is most likely to <'omnja.nd a stable m.ijority 
in the Legislature those persons (iueludiiig so far as practicable mem¬ 
bers of important minority eomiiiunities) who will best be- in a position 
collectively to command the confidence of tlie l^egislatnre. In so ac't- 
ing, he shall bear constantly in mind the need for fostering a sense of 
joint responsibility among his Ministers. 

VIII. In all matters within the 8Ci>pe of the cxecntiAc; authority 
of the Province, save in relation to functions whiidi he is i-eqnired b.v 
or under the Act to exercise in his discretion, t)ur (Jcn’cnior shall in 
the exercise of the powers conferred upon him he guided by the advice 
of his Ministers, unless in his opinion so to be guided would be incon¬ 
sistent with the fulfilment of any of the special responsibilities which 
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are by the Act coinmitteil to him, or with the proper discharge of any 
of the functions which he is otherwise by or under the Act required to 
exercise in his individual judKinenl; in any of which cases Our Governor 
shall, notwithstandiiiff his Ministers’ advice, act in exercise of the 
powers by or under tlic Act conferred upon him in such manner as to 
his individual judj^uient seems requisite for the due discharge of the 
responsibilities and fnnc:tions aforesaid. Put he shall be studious so to 
exercise his powers as not to enable his Ministers to rely upon his special 
responsibilities in order to relieve themselves of responsibilities which 
are jirojierly their own. 

IX. Our Governor shall interpret his special responsibility for 
the safeguarding- of t.ho legitimate interests of minorities as requiring 
him to secure, in general, that those racial or religious communities 
for the meinbi'rs of which sjiecial representation is accorded in the 
Legislature, and those classiis of the people committed to his charge 
who, whether on account of the smallness of their number or their 
primitive condition or their lack of educational or material advantages 
or from any other cause, cannot as yet fully roly for their welfare 
upon joint political action in the liCgishiture, shall not siifEer, or have 
reasonable cause to fear, neglect or oppression. But ho shall not 
regard as entitled to his jirotection any body of i)er80ns by reason only 
that they share a view on a particular question which has not found 
favour with the majority. 

Further, (Jur Governor shall interpret the said special responsibility 
as requiring him to secure a due proportion of appointments in Our 
Services to the several communities, and, so far as there may bo in 
hi.s Province at the date of the issue of tlujsc Our Instructions an 
acce]>ted policy in this regard, he shall be guided thereby, unless he is 
fully satisfied that modification of that policy is essential in the 
interests of the communities affected or of the welfare of the public. 

X. In the discliarge of his special responsibility ior the securing 
to mcinhers of the public services of any rights provided for them by 
or under tlie Act and tlie safeguarding of their legitimate interests 
Our Governor shall he careful to safeguard the members of Our Services 
not only in any rights provided' for them by or under the Act or any 
other law for the time being in force, but also against any action which, 
in his judgment, would be inequitable. 

XI. Tlie special responsibility of Our Governor for securing in the 
sphere of executive action any of the purposes which the provisions 
of Chajitor 111 of I’art V of the Act are designed to secure in relation 
to legislation shall he construed by him a.s requiring him to differ 
from his Ministers if in his individual judgment their advice would 
have effects of the kind which it is tlie purjmse of the said Chapter to 
prevent, even though the advice so tendered to him is not in eoufliet 
with any sjiecific provision of the Act. 

XII. Our Governor shall construe his special rcspiinsihility for 

the protection of the rights of any Indian State as requiring him 

to see that no action shall be taken by his Ministers which would 

imi>eril the economic life of any State, or affect prejudicially any 

right of any State heretofore or hereafter recognised, whether 

derived from treaty, grant, usage, sufferance or otherwise: and 
ho shall refer to Our Governor-General any qiiestions whicli may arise 
as to the existence of any such right. 

XIII. In tlie’ framing of rules for the regulation of the husiness 
of the l^rovini-ial Government Our Governor shall ensure that, amongst 
otlier provisions foj- the eft'eclive discharge of that busiiie.ss, due jiro- 
vision is made that "the Finance Minister shall be consulted upon any 
projiosal hy any other Alinister which alfetts the finances of the Pro¬ 
vince: and further that no reappropriation within a Grant shall 
he made by any llepartmeut other than the Finance Department, except 
in accordance with such rules as the Finance Minister may approve; 
and that, in any case in which the Finance Minister does not com-ur 
in any suc.h projjusal the matter shall ihe brought for decision before 
the ('ouncil of Ministers. lie shall furl.her in those rules make due jiro- 
vision to secure that prompt attention is paid to any rejiresentation 
j-eceiveil by his Government from any minority. 

XTV. TTaving regard to the pmvers conferred hy tJie Act upon Oiir 
Secretary of State to ajipoiiit persons to Our service if, in his opinion, 
i-ircuniBtaiices arise wliich render it necessary for him so to do in order 
to secure efficiency in irrigation. Our Governor shall make it his care to 
see that he is kept i;on.stanlly .supplied with information as to the con¬ 
duct of irrigation in his Province in order that ho may, if need he, 
place this information at the disposal of Our Governor-General.

It is Our will that the power vested by the Act in Our 
Governor to stay proceedings upon a Rill, clause or amendment in the 
Provincial lA»gislaturc in the discharge of his special responsilbility for 
the prevention of grave menace to peace and trnnquill’Sty shall not be 
exercised unless, in liis .judgment, the piiblic discussion of the Rill, 
clause or amendment would itself endanger peacic and tranquillity. 

It is Our will and pleastue that the seats in the Tjegislative 
Council to be filled by the nomination of Onr Governor shall be so 
apportioned as in general to redress, so far as may be, inequalities of 
representation which may have resulted from ele<dion, and in particular 
to secure representation for women and the S<-heduled Castes in that 
Chamber.

(2) Such application shall, as soon as possible after 
receipt, be considered by the Assembly in such manner as 
the Speaker may determine. 

(3) The Secretary shall inform the member, os soon as 
{lossible, of the decision of the Assembly on his application. 

{4) If a member is absent without permission, from all 
meetings of the Assembly for a period of sixty days or 
more, computed in the manner provided in the proviso 
to sub-section {4) of section 68 of the Act, any member 
may move that snob member’s seat be decla»vd vacant. 

{&) A member shall give three, days’ notice of such a 
motion and shall, with his notice, forward a comj)Urte state- 
ment of the dates on which the member whose seat is to be 
declared vacant was absent. 

(6) No such motion shall be admittt^d for discussion 
if the S]ieaker is satisfied that the statement is inaccurate. 

(7) If such motion is carried, the Secretary shall inti¬ 
mate the fact to the Goveimor. 

(S) The Secretary shall keep a list showing the names 
of all members who are absent for sixty dnys or nu>re, 
computed in the manner provided in the proviso to sub- 
section (4) of section 88 of the Act, from all meetings of 
the Assembly and such list shall be made available for 
inspection by members. 

6 . (J) When owing to a vacancy in the office of the 

Speaker it is necessary to choose a member os Speaker the 
Governor shall fix a date for the holding of the election, 
and the Secretary shall send to every member notice of 
,the date so fixed. 

(2) At any time before 1 p.m. on the day preceding the 
date BO fixed any member may nominate another member 
for election by delivering to the Secretary a nomination 
paper signed by himself a.s proposer and by a third member 
as seconder and stating— 

(a) the name of the member nominated, and 

(b) that the proposer has ascertained that such member 

is willing to serve as Speaker if elected. 
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(3) The person presiding shall read out to the Assembly 
the names of the members who have been duly nominated 
together with those of their proposers and seconders, and, 
if only one member has boon so nominated, shall declare 
that member to be elected. If more than one member has 
been so nominated, the Assembly shall proceed to elect a 
Speaker by ballot. 

(4) For the purposes of sub-rule (3), a member shall 
not be deemed to have been duly nominated or be entitled 
to vote if he and liis proposer and seconder have not, before 
the n>adiiig out of the names by the person presiding, made 
the oath or affirmation as members of the Assembly. 

(t5) Whore more than two candidates have been nomi¬ 
nated and at the first ballot no candidate obtains more 
votes than the aggregate votes obtained by the other 
oandidates, the candidate who has obtained the smallest 
number of votes shall be excluded from the election and 
balloting shall proceed, the candidate obtaining the snjallest 
numbiir of votes at eacli ballot being excluded from the 
election, until one candidate obtains more votes than the 
remaining candidate or than the aggregate votes of the 
remaining candidates, as the case may be. 

(6) Where at any ballot any of three or more candidates 
obtain an equal number of votes and one of them has 
to bo excluded from the election under sub-rule (5), the 
determination as between the candidates whose votes arc 
equal of the candidate who is to be excluded shall be by 
drawing of lots. 

6. If any member is unacquainted or not sufficiently 
acquainted with the English language ho may address the 
Assembly in Bengali or Hindustani provided that the 
Speaker may call on any member to speak in any 
language in which ho is known to l>e proficient. 


7. (i) The Sj>caker shall decide all points of order which 

may arise, and his decision shall bo final. 

(2) Any momhc'r may at any time submit a point of 
order for the decision of the Speaker, but in doing 
so shall confine himself to stating the point. 


8 . The Speaker, after having called the attention 
of tlio Assembly to the conduct <jf a member who persists 
in irrelevance or in tedious repetition either of liis own 
arguments or of the arguments used by other mcmlxjrs 
in debate, may direct him to discontinue his speech. 

9. (i) The Speaker shall preserve order and have all 
powers necessary for the purpose of enforcing his decisions 
on all points of order.

“ Chamber ’’ miNins a Chamber of the Bengal 
Legislature ; 

“ Council ” means the Bengal Legislative Council ; 

“ Finance Minister ” means the MinisUir appoinbetl by 
the Governor to perform the functions of the 
Finance Minister under the rules and standing 
orders ; 

‘•‘memljor ’’ means a member of the Assembly ; 

“ minister " means a Member of the Couneilof Ministers, 
and includes any memlK-r to whom such Ministt'f 
may delegaU* any fnn(;tion assigned to him under 
th<‘ ruli-M or standing orders ; 

“motion ’’ means a jirojHisal made by u nieuilier for 
the considi'ration of the AH.s<‘mbly redating to 
any matt<-r which may lx* discussed hy the 
Asst'mbly and inelude.s an amendment ; 

“ rule ■■ means a rule of the Assembly ;

Grown in its relations with Indian States or any 
Governor or any court of justice ; 

(v) utter twasonable, seditious or defamatory words ; 

and 

(m) iise his right of speech for the puri>ose of wilfully 
obstriicting the busiiK'ss of tlie Assembly. 

10 . (J) On the termination of a session all ponding 
notices shall lapse and fresh notice must l>e given for the 
next session except in the case of a cpicstion which has 
not been answenid. »Such question shall, if the member 
intimates in writing tjf)t less than fifteesn days befom the 
(iointnenceinenl of the next session his dc'sire to proceed 
with the question. Ix' carried over for rej)ly to the list of 
(piestions for the next session.

(2) If such motion be carried, the Secretary shall rc^ad 
the title of the Bill, and the Bill shall thereupon be deemed 
to be introduced in the. Assembly. 


36. When a Bill is introducicd, or on some subsequent

1. These rules may bo called the Bengal Legislative 
Council Rules. 


2. In these rules 

“ the Act ” means the Governncent of India Act, 1935 ; 

“ Assembly ” means the Bengal Legislativci Assembly ; 

“ Chamber ” means a Chamber of the Bengal Legisla¬ 
ture ; 

Council ” means the Bengal Legislative Council ; 

“ Fiiiaiico IVIinister ” itieaiis tlie Minister appointed by 
the Governor to perform tho functions of the 
Fiimnoe Minister under the rules and standing 
orders ; 


“ Gazette ” means tho Calcutta Gazelle ; 

■ “ member ” means a member of the Council; 

“ Minister ” means a Member of the Council of Ministers, 
and includes any memlior to whom such Minister 
may delegate any function assigned to him under 
the rules or standing orders ; 
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"Secretary ” moans the Secretary to the Conneil, and 
includes any person for the time being performing 
the duties of the Secretary ; 

“session” means the whole period, from the time wlien 
the Council meets to the time when it is prorogued ; 

‘‘standing order” meaixs a standing order of the 
Council. 

Words and expressions used in the Act and not dofinod 
in these Rules sliall have the meanings assigned to them in 
the Act.

11. The Governor acting in his discrotion may— 

(a) at the comniencemont of a session of tho Council,

13. (J) No question shall be asked, save with the consent 
of the Governor acting in his discretion, in regard to nny 
of the following subjects, namely:— 

(t) any matter coiuuictod with the relations between His 
Majesty or the Governor Gtaiernl and any foreign 
State or Piinoe ; 

(i») the personal ociiduct of the Ruler of any Indian 
State or of a member of the ruling ft-mily thereof ; 

(iii) any matter arising out of or affetiting the adminis. 
tration of an excluded area. 

(J^) No question shall be asked on any matter coiitiected 
with any Indian State unless the Governor acting in liis 
discrction- 

(*) is satisfied that the matter alTucts the interest of the 
Provincial Government t>r of a British subject 
ordinarily resident in the Province, and 

(»*) has given his consent to the question being asked. 


(3) If the President is of opinion that a question is or may¬ 
be one wliich cannot be asked save with the consent of the 
Governor, ho shall, as soon as may- be after the receipt of the 
notice of the question, forward to the Gov<irnor a copy there¬ 
of and, unicws the Governor (who.se decision in the matter 
shall be final) decides in his discretion that tin- questii>u 
may be put, it shall not be entered in the li.st of business. 

(4) Notwithstanding the tact that the I'i'esideiit has made 
iio rofereuee under sub-rule (3), if the Goveriu)r acting in his 
discretion considers that any (.juestion or part of a question is 
one which cannot lx: asketl without his cousont, he may with¬ 
hold his coiisont to the asking of the question and, on com- 
miiiiioation to the President of liis decision wliich shall Im: 
final, the question shall not fje entered iii the list of business 
or, if it has Ixien so entered, the President shall decline to 
allow the question to bo put.

16. In matters which are or have been the subje-et of 
controversy b<‘tween the Chivertior (lenerul in Coinieil or the 
Secretary of State and the Provincial (ioveriimeut, no 
question shall be asked, except us to mattt-rs of fact, anil 
the answer shall be confined to a statement of facts. 


17. Any member may put a snpph-mentary question 
for the purpose of further elucidating any matter of fact 
regarding wliieh an answer has been given : 

Provided that the? President shall disallow any supple¬ 
mentary question if, in his opinion, it iuiringeB the rules as to 
the subject-matter of questions. 


18. The provisions of rules 40 and 42 shall, so far as may 
be, apply to all motions. 

19. The Governor may order the piiblicuition of any 
Bill (together with the Statement of Objects «uid Iteasons 
aecompanyiiig it) in the Gazette, althougJi no motion has 
l»een made for leave to intioduce the Bill. Jn that case- 
it shall not b*' neoessary to move for leave to introduce 
the Bill, and, if the Bill is afterwards introdini'tl, it shall 
not be necessary to pnblisli it again. 


20. (1) Any member other than a Minister, desiring to 

move for leave to inti-oduce a Bill shall giA'c notice of liis 
intention, and shall, together with the iu)tiee, submit six 
copies of the Bill and of the fidl statement of Objects and 
Reasons. 

(2) If notice is given of a motion to iiitiXMluee a Bill which, 
in the ujhnion of the President, cannot Ik; introdnet'd save

(3) If the Council agrees to the amendments or any of 
them with further amendments or proposes further amend¬ 
ments in place of amendments made by the Assembly the Bill 
as further amended witli a message to that effect shall be sent, 
to the Assembly. 

{ 4 ) If the Bill is thereafter returned with a message in¬ 
timating that the Assc^mbly insists on amendments to which 
the Council is unable to agree the Council may report the 
fact of the <li8agrt'ement to the flovernor. 

32. When a Bill originating in the Assembly has been 
passed by the Assembly and is sent to the Council copies of 
tlie Bill shall laid on the table at the jiext following mecd.- 
iiig of the Cotiiieil «'>r as soon as j>ossibic' thereafter. 

33. At any time «ifter ooj>ies have l)een laid on the' table, 
any member acting on Iwhalf of the Covenmiont in the case 
of a (Joveriiment Bill or, in any other case, any member may- 
give notice of his inUudion to move that the Bill be taken 
into consideration. 

34. On the day on which the motion is set down in the 
list of business which shall, unless the I*rc!sidcnt otherwise 
directs, be not less than seven days from the receipt of tlie 
notice the member giving notice may move that the Bill 
be taken into consideration. 

35. On the day. on which such motion is made or any- 
subsequent day^ to which the discussion is post^joned the 
principle of the Bill and its general provisions may discuss¬ 
ed, but tlu! details of the Bill must not be discnissed further 
than is iiecH'ssary’ to exjdain its principle. 

36. Any member may (if the Bill has not already beeji 
referred tf> a selctct committee of tlie Assembly or to a joint 
committee of both Chambers, but not otherwise) move as an 
amendment that the Bill be referred to a Rcloct committee 
and, if such motion is carried, the Bill shall bo referred to a 

• select committee and the standing orders regardijig select 
committees on Bills originating in the Council shall then 
apply. 


37. If -the motion that the Bill be taken into considera¬ 
tion is carried, the Bill shall be taken into consideration and 
the provisions of the rules ancj standing orders of the Council 
regarding consideration of amendments to Bills and the 
subsequent procedure in regard to the passing of Bills shall 
apply.

the Assembly to the amendments. 

{ 2 ) If the Bill is thereafter returned by the Assembly with 
a moss^e that the Assembly agrees to the amendments or any 
of them with further amendments or proposes further amend¬ 
ments in place of amendments made by the Council, the 
provisions of rules 28 and 29 and sub-rule (i) of rule 30 
shall apply and the Council may either agree to the Bill as 
originally passed in the Assembly or as further amended 
by the Assembly, as the case may be, or may return the Bill 
with a message that it insists on an amendment or amend¬ 
ments to which the Assembly has disagreed. 


40. The Governor acting in his discretion may at any 
time before the resolution is moved inform the President 
that ho disallows any resolution or any part of a resolution 
on the ground that it relates to or affects the discharge of 
any of the. functions of the Governor in .so far as he is by 
or under the Act required to act in his discretion or exercise 
his individual judgment, and if he does so, the resolution 
or part of the resolution shall not be placed on the list of 
business or if it. has been placed on the list of business, it 
shall not be moved. 

41. The Governor may at any time before the resolu¬ 
tion is movc<l disallow any resolution or any part of a reso¬ 
lution on the ground that it cannot be moved without detri¬ 
ment to the public interest or that it relates to a matter 
which i.s not primarily t-he concern of tlu; Provincial Govern¬ 
ment and if he does so, the resolution or part of the resolution 
shall not be placed on the list of business or if it has been 
planed on the list of business, it shall not be moved. 


42. (I) No resolution shall bo moved, save with the 

consent of the Governor acting in his discretion, in regard to 
any of the following subjects, namely :— 

(i) any matter connected with the relations between His 
Majesty or the Governor General and any foreign 
State or Prince ; 

(**) the personal conduct of the Ruler of any Indian 
State or of a member of the ruling family thereof: 

(*m) any matter arising out of or affeoting the adminis¬ 
tration of an excluded area.

Act or by these rules no discu.s8ion of a matter of general 
public interest shall take place otherwise than on a resolu¬ 
tion moved in accordance with the rules and standing 
orders <?xcept with the consent of the Pre.si«lont an<l of the 
Minister to whose department the motion relates. 

(H) It shall not be permissible to the President or to the 
Minister eoncorned to give his consent to the moving of any 
motion which recpiires the consent of the Governor under 
rule 42 unless siieh consent has been obtained.

The Governor may disallow any motion for an 
adjournment of the business of the Council on the ground that 
it cannot be moved without detriment to the public interest 
or that it relates to a matter which is not primarily the concern 
of the Provincial Oovermnont and, if lie does so, the adjourn¬ 
ment shall not be permitted by the President and no fiirther 
discussion of the motion shall take place. 

48 . The right to move the adjournment of the 
Council for the purpose of discussing a definite matter of 
urgent public importance shall he subject to the following 
restrictions, namely ;— 

(t) not more than one such motion shall be made at 
the same sitting ; 

(w) not more than one matter can he discussed on 
the same motion, and the motion must he res¬ 
tricted to a specific matter of recent occur¬ 
rence ; 

(Hi) the motion must not revive discussion on a matter 
which has been discussed in the same session ; 

(«v) the motion must nut anticipate a matter which 
has been previously appointed for considera¬ 
tion, or with r<'ferenO(j to which a notice of 
motion has been previously given ; and 

(t>) the motion must not deal with a matter on which 
a resolution could not be moved. 

49 . (1) A motion cxj)re8sing want of confidence in a 

Minister or a motion disapproving the policy of the Minister 
in a particular respect may be made with the consent of 
the Presideni. and subject In the following reslrictions, 
namely :— 

(a) leave to make the motion must bo asked for after 
questions and before the list of business for 
the day is entered upon ; 

(A) the member asking for leave must before the com¬ 
mencement of the sitting of the day leave with 
the Secretary a written notice of the motion 
which he proposes to make. 

(2) If the President is of opinion that the motion is in 
order he shall read the motion to the CouncU and shall 
request those members who are in favour of leave being 
granted to rise in their places and if not less than twenty-one 
members rise accordingly, the President shall inttoate 
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that leave is granted and that the motion will be taken 
on such day, not being more than ten days from the day on 
which leave is asked, as he may appoint. If leas than twenty- 
one members rise the President shall inform the member that 
he has not the leave of the Council. 

50. (1) A member who has resigned the office of 

Minister may with consent of the President make a personal 
statement in explanation of his resignation. 

(2) Such statement shall be made after questions and before 
the list of business for the day is entered upon. 

(3) On such statement no debate shall be allowed. 

Provided that a Minister shall be entitled after the 
member has made his statement to make a statement jMsrti- 
nent^thereto. 


61. Any resolution to nsinove the President from 
office, of which the I'cquired notice of fourteen days has been 
received, shall be n ad to the Coiinc*il by the President. 
He shall then rcqinsst those members who ar«! in favour 
of leave, being grantetl Iti move th(' resolution to rise in their 
places and if not less than tw(!iify-on(i members rise 
accordingly the President shall intimate that leave is 
granted. If less than twenty-one members rise, the President 
shall inform the intending mover thereof that he has not the 
leave of the ConiK'il to move it. 


52. The annual finaneial statemmit or tlu^ .statement of 
the estimated receipts and expenditure of the Province in 
respect of every financial year (ht'reinafter referred to as 
“the Budget”) shall be presented to the ('ouncil on such 
day in the pn-cetling financial year a.s the Governor exercising 
his individual judgment may appoint : 

Provided that the provisions of jjaragraph ."i of the 
Government of India (Commencement and Transitory 
Provisions) Order, 1936, shall |[apply as regards the Budget 
for the financial year 1937-38. 


53. (/) On a day or days to be appointed by the 

Governor, exercising his individual judgment, subsequent to 
the day on which the Budget is prosonted and for such 
time as the Governor exercising his individual judgment 
may allot foi this purpose, the Council shall bo at liberty 
to discuss the Budget as a whole or any question of 
principle involved therein. 

(2) The Finance Minister shall have a general right of 
reply at the end of the discussion. 

(3) The President may, if ho thinks fit, proscribe a time¬ 
limit for speeches. 
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B4. (1) The Gk>vemor, exeroising hia individual judgment, 

may from time to time, allot a day for the presentation of 
a supplementary statemont of expenditure. 

(2) The Governor, exercising his individual judgment, 
shall allot one or more days, subsequent to the day of presenta¬ 
tion, for discussion of the estimates of expenditure other than 
estimates relating to expenditure referred to in paragraph 
(«) of sub-section (3) of section 78 of the Act. 

66. The procedure to be followed by the. Council in 
making rules under sub-section (I) of section 84 of the Act to 
regulate its procedure and the conduct of its business shsdl 
be such as may be adopted by motion made and carried in 
the Council. 

66. An Address from the Council to the Governor 
shall be presented through the Speaker after motion made 
and carried in the Council. 

67. The Homo Department shall bo the channel of 
communication between the Council and the Governor. 

68. A copy of every Bill introduced in the Council 
shall, immediately after its introduction, be forwarded by 
the Secretary to the Gov^ertior General for his information. 

69. (/) Whenever a private member of the Council 
gives notice of his intention to move for leave te introduce 
a BUI, the Secretary shall forthwith send two copies of the 
Bill and Statemont of Objects and Reasons to the depart¬ 
ment to which the case belongs and to the Legislative 
Department. 

(2) The provisions of sub-rule (/) shall, as far as may 
be, apply to all amendments notice of which is given by 
private members of the Council in the case of a Bill.

Legialative (^otincil Standing Orders in foroe imznedlately 
lieiore the <!Oininencemeiit of Part III of the Grovemment of 
India Act, 1935, aa modified and adapted for the purposes 
of the Bengal Legislative Council by the Governor in exercise 
of liis jMawers tinder aiib-w^ction (3) of section 84 of the said 
Aid are hereby published for gc'nernl information :— 

1. These standing orders may lie calhxi the Bengal 
Legishitive Council Standing Orders. 

2. In these standing orders— 

“ the Act ’’means the Government of India Act, 1935 ; 

“ Assembly ” means the Bengal Tji gislative Assembly ; 

‘‘ Chamber ” means a Chamlter of the Bengal Legis¬ 
lature ; 

“Council ’’ means the Bengal Legislative Coiuioil; 

“ Finance Minister” means the Minister appointed by 
the Governor to jxsrform the functions of the 
• FiiuHice Ministi-r under the' rules and standing 
orders; • 

“ member ” means a member of the Council; 

“ Minister ” means a Member of the Council of Ministers 
and includes any member to whom such Minister 
may delegate any function ussigiicd to liim under 
the rides or standing orders ; 

“motion ” means a proposal made by a member for 
the considc'ration of the Council relating to any 
matter which may bo discussed by the Council 
and includes an amendment; 

“ rule ” means a rule of the Council; 

“ Secretary ” means the Seen'tary to the Council and 
includes any person for the time being performing 
the duties of the Secretary ; 

“ Select Committee ” means a Committee appoii ted by 
the Council, to consider or take evidence upon 
aiw Bill, and to report their opinion for the 
in&rmation and assistanoe of the Counoil; 
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“ seBsion ” means the whole period, from the time 
when the Council meets to the time when it is 
prorogued. 

Words and expressions used in the Aot and not defined 
in these standing orders shall have the meanings assigned 
to them in the Aot. 

3. Whenever it appears to the Governor acting hi his 
discretion that the (Jouncil should meet— 

(a) he shall cause a notification to be published in the 

local official Gazette, appointing the day, hour 
and place for a meeting of the Council, and 

(b) the Secretary shall send to each member a sum¬ 

mons to attend the meeting. 


4. (/) Whilst in session, the Council shall meet at such 

hour as the Governor may appoint. 

(2) Any meeting of the Council may be adjoiumed by 
the person presiding. 

6 . (I) As soon as may lie after the election of the 

President, the Council slmll elect one of its mcmbt'rs to b<' 
a Deputy President. 

(2) Any mcmfxu- may nominah; another memln'r for 
election by delivering to the S<!<!rctary, before such time as 
the Governor may appoint, a nomination paper signed by

THE BENGAL PUBLIC SERVICE COMMISSION REGULATIONS, 

1837. 

Part I.—Preliminary. 

1. These Regulations may be called the Bengal Public Service 
Commission Regulatir)ns, 1937. 

2. In these Regulutions, unless there is anything repugnant in the 
subject or context,— 

(a) “Commission’’ means the Bengal Public Service Commission; 

and 

(b) “Governor’’ means the Governor acting in his discretion; 

(c) “Member’’ means a Member of the Commission and includes 

the Chairman thereof; 

(d) “the Act’’ means the Government of India Act, 1935. 


Part II.—Composition of Commission, pay and tenuro of offloe. 

3. ’I'he Commission shall consist of a Chairman and two other 
Members. 

4. The Chairman shall receive a pay of Rs. 3,000 a month, and 
each of the other Members a pay of Rs. 2,000 a month. 

5. (a) A Member who, prior to his appointment as such, has retired 
from the service of tlie (Jrown in India, may draw, in addition to hi.s 
puy as Meinbei, such annuity, pension, allowance or gratuity as has 
been sanclioned in respecd of his previous service. 

(h) A Member who, at the time of his appointment as such, is in 
the service of the Crown in India, shall, during his term of office on the 
Commission, and subject to the provisions of regulation H), continue to 
be governed, as regards I'etirement and peii.sion, by the rules api>liciible 
to the servic-e to which he belongs. If, under (hose rules, he is required 
or permitted to retire or resign from the said service during his term of 
office on tlie Commission, he may, in addition to his pay us Member, 
draw fioin (lie date ol such resignation or retirement, such annuity, 
pension, allowance or gratuity as is admissible to him under the rules 
ajiplicable to tlie service to which he belongs and is sanctioned. 

G. A Member shall liold office for five years: 

Provided that— 

(а) a Member’s tenure of office may he extended by the Governor 

by any period not exceeding five years; 

(б) no Member may continue to serve after he has reached the 

age of 65 years; 

(c) the appointment of any Member may he terminated by the 
Governor at any time, if the Member is for any reason un¬ 
able or unfit to continue to perform the duties of his office. 


7. An officiating appointment may lie made in the place of any 
Member absent on leave or on tlie occurrence of a vacancy in the office 
of a Member until the permanent incumbent has returned from leave 
or some person has been permanently appointed to the office and has 
entered upon the discharge of the dutiea thereof. 
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Part III.—Leava. 

8. A Member who at the date of his appointment was in the servioe 
of the Crown in India may be granted leave under the rules applicable 
to him and his service as Member shall count for such leave. 

9. A Member who at the date of his appointment was not in the 
service of the Crown in India may be granted leave as follows:— 

(a) Tjeave on leave salary equivalent to full pay up to one>eleventh 

of the period spent on duty as a Member subject to a maxi¬ 
mum of four months at any one time. 

(b) Leave on medical certificate on leave salary equivalent to half 

pay subject to a maximum of three months at any one time; 

(c) Extraordinary leave without allowances subject to a maximum 

of three months at any one time. 

Explanation .—^All or any two, of these kinds of leave may be granted 
in combination at any one time. 

Part IV.—Pension. 

10. No pension shall attach to the ofBce of Member as such, but in 
the case of a Member who at the date of his appointment was in the 
service of the Crown in India in a pensionable capacity, servioe as 
Member up to the age of 55 shall c.uunt for pension under the rule.s 
applicable to the service to which such Member belongs and shall, 
unless the Member be a member of the Indian Civil Service, _alBO count 
for the higher additional pension under rule 475-A, Civil Service 
Regulations. 


Part V.—Passages. 

11. (a) A Member who, at the time of his first appointment, is— 

(i) domiciled and permanently resident elsewhere than in Asia; and 

(if) is on leave preparatory to retirement from the service of the 
Crown in India or is not in the service of the Crown in 
India, 

shall be entitled to one first-edass single passage from a port outside 
Asia to a port in India not exceeding the cost of a single passage by sea 
between Hombay and London by P. & O. Eirst-class “II” : 

Provided that, should the cost of the passage engaged be less than 
the cost of a passage by sea between Bombay and Ijondon by P. & O. 
Eirst-class “B” and should any part of the journey between port and 
pert be performed by land, the Member concerned shall be entitled to 
the actual cost of the railway fare but not exceeding the difference 
between the cost'of the passage engaged and the cost of passage by sea 
between Bombay and L<iudou by P. & O. First-class “B.” 

Note (i ).—A journey by land may be deemed to include the passage 
across the English Channel and railway, fare may be deemed 
to include the cost of such a passage. 

Note (2 ).—Colombo shall be deemed to be* a port in India. 

(b) A Member who, at the date of his appointment, was in the 
service of the Crown in India and was eligible for passage benefits, 
shall be entitled as Member to passage benefits equivalent to the balance 
remaining to his credit in his passage account immediately prior to his 
appointment as Member. 

(c) A Member who, prior to the date of his appointment, has retired 
from the service of the Crown in India but who, while in service, was 
eligible for passage benefits, shall be entitled as Member to such passage 
benefits as may have lapsed to Government in accordance with the 
passage rules applicable to him prior to retirement. 

(d) The passage benefits to which he may be entitled under sub- 
regulations .(b^ and (c) may be enjoyed by a Member in addition to the 
passage to which he may he entitled under sub-regulation (a). 
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Part VI.—Travelling Ailowanoe. 

12. (a) For journeys on duty, a Meiulier may draw such travelling 

allowance us would be admissible (o a Government servant of the first 
grade in respect of similar journeys. 

(h) No travelling allowance will be granted to a Member on first 
appointment for a journey to join the Commission, save that a Member 
who, on the date of his first appointment as such, is in the service of 
the Crown in India, may draw for the journey to join the Commission 
the travelling allowance which would be admissible to him for a 
journey on transfer under Section XI of the Subsidiary Rules for 
Travelling Ailowanoe under Fundamental Rule 44. 


Part VII.—Provident Fund. 

13. A Member who, at the date of his appointment, was in the 
.service of the Crown in India and prior to that date had been admitted 
to the benefits of a special or a contributory provident fund maintained 
bj' Government, shall be eligible after appointment to continue to 
subscribe to the .said fund on the same terms and conditions and 
subject to the same rules as previously : 

Provided that on attaining the age of •'ih the amount standing to his 
credit in the fund or the balance thereof after such deductions have 
been made as arc autluirised under the rules applicable to him, shall, 
iioiwithstanding anything contained in the said rules, become payable 
to him and shall be paid in the manner provided in section 4 of the 
Provident Funds Act, ]92r) (XIX of 1925), and Government will make 
no contribution to nor pay any interest on his account in the fund for 
any period after he has attained the age of 55. 


Part VIII.—Staff of the Commission. 

14. The staff of the Commission shall consist of— 

(/) a Secretary; 

(//) such number <if clerks and menials ns may from time to time 
be sanctioned by the Governor. 


Part IX.—The Secretary. 

15. The Secretary shall be appointed by the Commission with the 
approval of the Governor. 

10. The Secretary shall hold otfice for a period of five years 
inclusive of any periorl spent on leave: 

Provided that the Governor may extend the tenure of ofiice of. the 
Secretary by a period not exceeding five years at a time. 

17. If, on the date of his appointment ns Secretary, the person so 
appointed is in the service of the (hown in India, he shall receive pay 
according to the time-scale of the service to which he belongs and, in 
addition, shall receive a special pay of Rs. 15U per mensem; otherwise 
he shall be paid a salary on the scale of Rs. 750—50—1,000 per 
mensem.

23. A person ai>poinled to the cleric.al or menial establishment

Rules, 1934.

29. An appeal from an order of removal or dismissal passed by the 
Secretary under regulation 27 shall lie. to the Commission, and an 
appeal from any order other than one of removal or dismissal passed 
by the Secretary under the said regulation shall lie to the Chairman. 


Part XII.—Cenaral Provision. 

30. In respect of any matter for which special provision is not 
made by these regulations, the conditions of service of a person serving 
as a Member of the Commission or on its staff shall be governed by the 
rules and orders for the time being applicable to such classes of Govern¬ 
ment servants as shall be specified by the Governor. 
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Part XIII.—Mattera on which it shall not be necessary to oonsult the 

Commission. 

31. It shall not be necessary to consult the Commission with respect 
to the matters specified in clauses (a) and (h) of sub-section (3) of 
section 266 of the Act for those services and posts the appoiutinpr 
authority for which is an authority subordinate to the Provincial 
Government. 

32. With respect to recruitment by promotion to the Bengal Police 
Service and to the posts of Assistant Commissioner of Police, Calcutta, 
it shall not be necessary to consult the Commission, except with regard 
to— 

(a) the claims of such candidates as may be nominated by the 
Governor or the Inspector-General of Police or the Commis¬ 
sioner of Police, Calcutta, as the case may be; and 
(h) in the case of each candidate so nominated, whether his c^uali- 
iications are sufficient and whether his record proves him to 
have the reiiuisite character and ability for the 8ervii;e to 
which it is proposed to appoint him. 

33. Subject to the provisions of regulation 35, when a post in the 
Bengal General Service is filled by promotion from a post in that service 
subordinate to such post, it shall not be necessary to consult the 
Commission. 


Illustrations. 

(n) The Second Assisianl Secretary, Legislative Department, is 
subordinate to the First Assistant Secretary, Legislative 
Department. 

(5) An Electric Inspector is subordinate to the Electrical Adviser 
and Chief Inspector. 

(c) The Registrar, Court of Small Causes, Calcutta, is not subordi¬ 
nate to the Administrator-General and Official Trustee. 

34. It shall not be necessary to consult the Commission with respect 
to the hlliug of the posts in the Bengal General Service specihed in 
Schedule A annexed hereto when such posts are filled by promotion or 
transfer from another Provincial Service. 

35. It shall not be ne<^essary to consult the Commission with 
respect to the filling of the posts in the Bengal General Service specified 
in Schedule B annexed hereto, except on the claims of such candidates 
as may he nominated by the Governor. 

36. Where Assistant Secretaryships to Government in the Bengal » 
General Service, other than those in the Legislative Department, are 
filled by promotion from llie Secretariat clerical staff, it shall not 
be necessary to consult the Commission, except on the claims of such 
candidates as may be nominated by the Governor. 

37. With respect to the filling of the posts of Registrar in the 
Secretariat in the Bengal General Service, it shall not be necessary to 
consult the Commission, except on the claims of such candidates ns 
niBV be nominated by the Governor. 

38. With respect to the posts of Personal Assistant in the Bengal 
General Service, where appointment is made by promotion from a 
subordinate or clerical .service, it shall not be necessary to consult 
the Commission, except on the claims of such persons as may be nomi¬ 
nated by the Governor. 

39. It shall not be necessary to consult the Commission with res- 
l)e(!t to the filling of any officiating appointment. 

40. It shall not be necessary to consult the Commission with res¬ 
pect to any appointment to a teiujau-ary post, the necessity for which 
is declared at the time of its creation to be unlikely' to continue for 
more than a year, and which is filled by a person not already confirmed 
in a civil service or employed in a civil post on a contract. 

41. It shall not be necessary to consult the Commission with res¬ 
pect to any appointment to a temporary post which is filled by a person 
who has already been confirmed in a civil sentice or is already employed 
in a civil post on a contract. 
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42. It shall not be necessary to consult the Commission with res¬ 
pect to any appointment to a part-time post, where such post is filled 
by an officer who is already confirmed in a civil service or is already 
employed in a civil post on a contract. 

43. It shall not be necessary to consult the Commission with regard 
to the termination of the probation of any person. 

44. It shall not be necessary to consult the Commission with regard 
to the discharge or reversion of an officer otherwise than as a penalty. 

4f). It shall not be necessary to consult the Commission regarding 
the termination of the employment of any person in accordance with 
the terms of his contract of employment. 

4G. It shall not be necessary to consult the Commission with res¬ 
pect to the imposition of any penalty laid down in any rule or order 
for failure lo jwiss any le.sl or examination within a sjjecified time. 

47. It shall not be necessary to consult the Commission with res- 
])ect to any case in whicli the Commission at any previous stage has 
given advice in regard to the orders to be passed and in which no 
fresh question has thereafter arisen for their determination. 

48. In regard to petitions and memorials in disciplinary cases it 
shall not be necessary for the Commission to be consulted before an 
order rejecting such a petition is passed by the Governor. 

49. It shall not be necessary to consult the ('nminission with res¬ 
pect to the matters specified in cl.-uses (a) and (b) of sub-section (3) 
of section 2GG of the Act in the case of posts in the Eastern Frontier 
Rifles (Rcngal Battalion). 

50. It shall not be necessary to con.sult the Commission with res- 
jiect to the matters specified in clauses («), (b) and (c) of sub-section (3) 
of section 2fiG of the Act in the case of officers of His Majesty’s forces 
to be appointed to or holding civil posts under the Provincial Govern¬ 
ment. 

51. It shall not be necessary to <‘.onsult the Commission with res- 
jiect to the matters aj)ecified in clauses («), (b) and (r) of sub-section (j) 
of section 2GG of the Act in the ease of persons whose appointment the 
Governor is empowered by or under the Act to make either in his 
discretion or exercising liis individual judgiucni. 

52. With respect to the matters specified in clause (c) of sub¬ 
section (3) of section 2GG of the Act, 

(f/) it shall not be necessary to consult the Commission prior to the 
Iiassing of orders by any authority subordinate to the Pro¬ 
vincial Government which is competent to pass such orders; 
and 

(b) it shall not be necessary to consult the Commission in the case 
of disciplinary orders of the Provincial Government impos¬ 
ing on members of a subordinate service any of the folmw- 
ing jlunishments: — 

(i) formal censure; 

(ii) withholding an .increment or promotion, including stoppage 
at an efficiency bar; and 

(mj suspension, where such sus]>eusiou is imposed not as a 
punishment, but to facilitate the proper investigation of 
a case against a suspended officer.

A dvomte.-Gen eral. 

1. Tenn f and conditions of appointment .— 
(a) The Advocale-Gcneml is the Chief Ijegal 
Adviser of the Government of Bengal. Sub¬ 
ject to tile provisions of section 5.5 of the Gov¬ 
ernment of India Act, 1935, his appointment 
sliiill ordinarily be for a term of five years, but 
tenuitiable e.arlier on .six months’ notice by 
either the Governoi- or the Advocnte-Oenernl 
and renewable at the oi)tion of the Go^emor 
at the end of the period. Such renewals shall 
not bo restricted in number but shall never 
exceed five years at a time, lie will retieive 
a. monthly retainer of Rs. 2,000 which will 
cover all Ids woi-k of an advisory nature as well 
as the duties enumerated in Rule 3 yost. 

ill) During any absence or deputation of the 
Advocate-General, the Governor may appoint 
a person to act as Advocate-General and the 
person so appointed will receive the full 
amount of the retainer of the post and exer¬ 
cise all the powers of an Advocate-General 
until his predecessor in office ha.s returned to 
his duties. 

2. StaUitorg poirer.'i and functions. —The 
Stiatutory powers and functions vested in tho 
Advocate-General, Bengal, areas follows: — 

G) East Indian (fomi)auy Act, 1813, 53 Geo. 
.3, c. 15.5, s. Ill; power to file infornnation for 
debts due to the (h’own. 

Note .—This power was kept alive by section 
2 of the Government of India Act, 1833, and 
again by section 1 of the Government of India 
Act, 1853, merged in the Government of India 
Act, 1858. 
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This has not been limited or affected by the 
Code of Civil Procedure (section 79 of Code). 

(ii) Civil Procedure Code, Act V of 1908, 
8. 91; power to institute and sHiictiou suits in 
respect of public' nuisiiiices. 

(til) Civil Procedure Code, section 92; 
power to institute and sanction suits in erases 
of public trusts of a churitalilc or rclipious 
nature. 

All Collectors and Deputy ('oininissioners arc 
empowered imder section 98 of the Civil 
Procedure Code to exercuse within the limits 
of their resjjcctive districts (exc.ludinp the hrwn 
of Calcutta) the power cotiforred by sections 
91 and 92 of the Code. 

(Eastern Penpal and Assam (loverjimeiit 
notification No. 704J., dated the 22nd_ Febru¬ 
ary 1909, and Penpal Government notification 
No. 8592L.R.. dated the Ifith April 1918.1 

These notifications do not, however, divest 
the Advocate-General, Penpal, of his powers 
under sections 91 and 92 thouph these enable 
them also to be exercised by the above olKcors 
of the Local Government.

Patent for the TTiph Court, ISfif), clause 26;

Note .—The Attorney-General has power to 
exhibit ex-officio criminal information (as a 
mode of institutinp criminal proceediups 
without indictment by a Grand Jury) in any 
case of misdemeanour a.s distinpuished from 
felony.

(nm) Lunacy Aid, IV of 1912, section 39; 
power to make application for iniiuisition in 
Lunacy. 

3. Dutirx without fees .—In addition to the 
duties the Advocate-tlcneral has to perform 
under Enplish and Indian Statutes, Ije shall 
perform without fees the followinp duties:— 

(_t) He will advise upou any'matter upon 
which he is consulted by the Governor throup’h 
the Government Solicitor, the Lepal Remem¬ 
brancer or the Standinp Counsel. 

{ii) He will appear in the followinp civil 
cases:— 

(®). Cases in the ordinary or extraordinary 
Oripinal Jurisdiction of the Hiph Court to 
which the Province is a party. 

{h) Cases in the ordinary or extraordinary 
tlripinal Jurisdiction of the Hiph Court to 
which Government officers are p.srtie8 and 
which the Governor has decided to conduct 
on behalf of such officers. 

(0 Gases in the ordinary or extraordinary 
Oripinal Jurisdiction of the Hiph Court in 


which neither the Governor nor Government 
officers arc directly interested, but in which the 
Governor considers himself to be sufficiently 
interested to render it advisable to conduct 
the cases on behalf of some third person. 

This does not include cases of the Court 
of Wards, Calcutta (.Corporation, Calcutta 
liuprovomont Trust, Calcutta I’ort Trust or 
any other public corporate body. Coses of 
such quasi-public departments as the Board 
of Examiners are however included. 

{d) Oripinal ca.ses of the same nature as 
those referred to In items {a), (b) and (c) 
oripinally filed in some other Court and tmns- 
ferred to the Hiph (kmrt. 

(Hi) Appeals from the cases referred to in 
clause (H). 

(iv) He will appear in the High Court 
(Original Side) in the references under the 
Stamp Act, Hrobate Act and the like. 

(v) He will similarly appear when so requir¬ 
ed before the Hiph Court on its Oripinal Side 
in references from the I’residenc.y Small Causes 
Court Judges to which the Province is a party 
or can otherwise be heard. 

Note. —In all the above cuncs the Advocate- 
General will be at liberty should he be so dis- 
].> 08 ed, to claim his fees if recovered from the 
other party. 

(vi) He will rcjireseul the (Jrown at all 
.stapes in all criminal cases arising within the 
oriliuary Original Jurisdiction of the High 
Court, whether the Tribunal be a Judge and 
Jury or a Special Tribunal and in all quasi- 
eriminol matters such as cases under tin; 
Pre.ss Act, Habeas Corj)us and Extradition 
cases arising within the same limits iirovidcd 
always t hat the Governor considers that owing 
to the 8j)eeial imj)ortnnce of the case the 
attendance of the Advocale-Gcni>ral is 
de.sirable. 

Note.. —Oi'dinary criminal prosecutions in 
the High Court, are left to the.

Note. —Ordinarily one consultation fee only 
will bo allowed. The Legal Remembrancer, 
however, before delivering the brief will, after 
consulting the lawyer-in-charge of the case, 
form an estimate of the number of consulta¬ 
tions which may be necessary and will inform 
the Advocate-General a(!(!ording]y. This 
numher may be increased in a proper case at 
the instance of the Advocato-tieneral and on a 
reference to the liegal Remembrancer. If in 
the course of a trial or appeal an immediate, 
consultation becyomes nec.essary, the Advocate- 
General will be entitled to bold the same and 
will inform the Legal Remembrancer without 
delay. 

(«») Peritsal fee. —No fee is ordinarily 
admissible. 

Note. —The. Legal llemeiubruuc.er, however, 
after consulting the lawyer-in-charge of the 
ca.se may rocommeTid a special perusal fee, if 
churaod, in cases of complexity involving pro¬ 
longed labour, which will be fixed by the 
Governor exercising his individual judgment. 

(vii) When two or more regular civil 
appeals are heard together on the Appellate 
Side of the High Court 30 gold mohurs for 
the first appeal and 7J gold mohurs for each 
analogous apiieal .subject to u i.uaxiiuum of 
sixty gold mohurs for the whole day.

Payment 
oil account of passages by air shall be made by 
the Acoountant-Geiieral, Bengal, to the air¬ 
ship companies either direct or through their 
recognised agents. 


No. 3339F.—31st March 1937.—In exercise of the powers conferred 
by rule 44 of the Civil Services (Classification, Control and Appeal) 
Rules, the Governor in Council and acting with his Ministers hereby 
makes the following rules: — 

Rulw. 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Bengal Services (Increases to 
Pensions) Rules, 1937. 

(2) They shall Ibe deemed to have come into force on the 1st March 
1936 and shall, in the case of pensioners other than those in class C in 
rule 2, remain in force so long only as Government may decile. 

2. These rules shall apply to the following classes of pensioners: —

(ii) Class B. —^Pensioners in reoeijit of a superior pension who 
retirea after the introduction of the revised rates of pay— 

(ol in 1919-21, or 

(b) during the post-war period 

on account of the increased cost of living but did not receive the full 
I>ensionary benefit of the revision. 
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(tu) Clatt C .—Pensioners in receipt of an inferior pension who 
retired on or before the 31st March 1936. 

(tu) Clast D .—Pensioners in receipt of a pension granted under the 
rules in Part VI of the Civil Service Regulations. 

3. (1) The pensions of those in class A in rule 2 shall be raised on 

the scale shown below: — 


Scale. 

Pensions not exceeding Rs. 10 a month by Rs. 2. 

Pensions exceeding Rs. 10 hut not exceeding lls. 20 a month by 
Rs. 3. 

Pensions exceeding Rs. 20 but not exceeding Rs. 30 a month by 
Rs. 4. 

Pensions exceeding Rs. 30 but not exceeding Rs. 40 a month by 
Rs. 5. 

Pensions exceeding Rs. 40 but below Rs. 45 a month by an amount 
which will bring the pension uj) to Rs. 45 a month. 

(2) The pensions of tlio.se in class B in rule 2 shall he raised on the 
scale given in sub-rule (1) reducied by one-sixth for every completed six 
months of service qualifying for iionsion from the date of the introduc¬ 
tion of the revised rates of pay— 

(a) in 1919-21, or 

(5) during the post-war period 

on account of the increased cost of living as the case may be. 

(J) The jiensions of those in class C in rule 2, who retired before the 
introduction of the revised rates of pay— 

(a) in 1918-21, or 

(b) during the post-war period 

on account of the increased cost of living, as well as of those who retired 
after the introduction of the revised rates of pay but on pension 
calculated on the old rates, shall be raised by Rs. 2 a month. In the 
case of those who retired after the introduction of the revised rates 
of pay— 

(rt) in 1918-21, or 

(h) during the post-war period 

on account of the increased co.st of living, as the case may be, the 
maximum limit of pension in Article 481(5) of the Civil Service Regu¬ 
lations as it stood on the 14tli .Tanuary 1921 shall he enhanced by 
lls. 2 a month. 

(4) The pensions of tho.se. in class D in rule 2 shall be enhanced 
on the scale given in sub-rule (1): 

Provided that in the case of pensions granted on the new scales laid 
down in revised Chapter XXXVIII of the Civil Service Regulations 
promulgated with the Government of India, Finance Department, 
Resolution No. 429-C.S.R., dated the 15lh May 1922, pensioners shall 
have the option of drawing their pensions at the new rates or at the old 
rales plus the increase thereon permissible under .sub-rule (/). 

4. In cases where a portion of the pension has been commuted the 
increase shall be calculated on the original amount of the pension 
before commutation. 

5. Re-employed pensioners drawing a pension not exceeding Rs. 10 
a month shall be entitled to the increa.se on the scale laid down in rule 
3. In the case of a pensioner who is in receipt of separate pensions 
from both the Civil and the Military Departments, the said limit of 
Rs. 10 shall have reference to the total of the combined civil and 
military pensions. 

6. In the case of a pensioner who is in receipt of separate pensions 
from both the Civil and the Military Departments and is entitled to 
an increase under these rules, euch increase shall be assessed on the 
total of the combined civil and military pensions, either on the scale 
laid down in rule 3 or on the military scale, whichever may be the 
more favourable to him. 

7. No part of an increase of pension allowed under these rules shall 
be taken into account for purposes of commutation of pension. 
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MEMORANDUM ON THE BENGAL SERVICES (REVISION OF 
SPECIAL PAY) RULES, 1937. 

No. 3238F.—27lh March 1937.—In 1931 Government decided that 
nil pays and .special pays subject t«i their rule-making control should be 
examined with a view to their reduction and, as an ad mtrrim measure, 
passed what are generally known as “the ITi per cent, cut orders.” 
These laid down, with certain exc;eptions, that all new appointments 
made after the 21 st July li)31 should l»e made on a provisional basis, 
and should carry pay (including special pay) at the current rates less 
15 per cent. The term “new appointments” covered not merely appoint¬ 
ments of new recruits to (rovernment service, but also promotions to 
higher duties of persons already in Government service. 

2. A permanent revision of payx proper, superseding the above 
ad interim orders, was promulgated— 

(tf) for permanent posts in the Bengal Servic.es (Revision of Pay) 
Rules, 1934; and 

(/)) for temporary posts in the Bengal Services (Pay <'i Temporary 
Posts) Rules, 193S. 


3. A permanent revision of sprcf/il payx comjdeting the supersession 
of those ad interim orders has now been completed, and will be found 
in the Bengal Services (Rirvision of Special Payl Rules. 1937, pub¬ 
lished in the Finance Department notification No. 3262F., dated the 
27th March 1937. 

4. The principles adopted in this revision of special pavs are much 
the same as those adoplad in the esase of the pavs proper of permanent 
posts, for an H(!count of which a reference is invited to Finance Depart¬ 
ment’s “Mcmorandtim on the Bengal Services (Revision of Pay") Rules, 
1934, and raatteis connected therewith”—No. 199!)F.. dutt*d the 2Sth 
March 1934. All special pays of corresponding amounts arc subjected 
to a corresponding cut; the amount of the cut on smaller special pays 
is smaller than the amount on larger special pays, and a limit (Rs. 101 
is adopted below which no special pay is reduced. A slightlv different 
treatment is accorded to special pays on account of “unhealthiness of 
locality”. Those which stood at Rs. 25 or below prior to the 15 per 
cent., cut orders are restored to that figure, while those which exceeded 
Rs. 25 are subjected to a flat cut of 15 per cent, as in the 15 per cent, 
cut orders but subject to a resultant minimum of Rs. 25. 

5. There are a few cases in which no "revised rate” was called for, 
because the “unreviSed rate” was in fact a rate already permanently 
fixed in conformity with thp pattern of the general revision. These 
will be found in Scbedule I of the rules. 

6. As regards the application ot the revised rates to Government 
servants already in service, the rules provide saving clauses, as did the 
rules revisimr jjays proper, in favour of those who w'cre in service on 
the 21st .July 1931. A special provision deemed necessary in favour 
of tho.se classes of Government servants who were exempted from the 
15 per cent, cut orders is made in rule 7 (c). The Government servants 
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in question are the Police establishment enrolled under the Police Act, 
and head warders and warders of all grades (including female warders) 
in the Jail Department. 

7. Eor the purpose of interpreting the words “in the same line of 
service’’ wherever they oetmr in the rules, reference should be made 
to the orders which have been issued from time to time “grouping’’ 
posts in definition of the term “Outside the ordinary line of a person’s 
service’’ in the Bengal Services (Bevision of Pay) Rules, 1934. 

8. For the avoidance of mistakes, it has been arranged with the 
Accountant-General, Bengal, that he will check in advance all calcula¬ 
tions of the first special pay proposed to be drawn under the Benj^al 
Services (Revision of Special Pay) Rules by persons already in service 
on the 28th February 1937. No such person may therefore draw specdal 
pay on the basis of these rules until he bus been authorised to do so 
by the Accountant-General. Pending receipt of the Accountant- 
General’s authorisation, special pay should be drawn at the rate appli¬ 
cable to the month of F<d)ruarv 1937. When the Accountant-General’s 
authorisation is received, supplementary bills may In; preseuhul for the 
difference, if any, between the pay actually drawn for service after the 
28th February 1937 and the pay authoriseil for the same perit>d by the 
Accountant-General. The Accountant-General will shortly issue 
detailed instrucdions in the matter. 

9. It is requested that dejmrtimmts will iubirm the Finance Depart¬ 
ment of any posts carrying special pays jirior to the Lst March 1937 
whie.h have not been included in either Schedule I or Sidiedule II of 
the Bengal Services (Revision of Special Pay) Rules, 1937. It is 
desired to make the rules exhaustive.

25 grunted on account 
of unhealthiness of locality: 

Provided that they shall not operate to reduce a special pay granted 
on account of unheulthiiiess of locality to a figure below Rs. 25. 

4. Holders of the posts included in Schedule T will draw on and 
after the 1st March 1937, Ihe rates of special pay shown against them. 

5. With effect from the 1st March 1937, the posts included in 
Schedule II shall carry revised rates of spei'iul pay (granted for reasons 
othei than unhealtliiness of locality) us shown therein. 

tJ. («) The revised rates of special pay (hereinafter called “the 
revised rates’’) shown against the posts in Schedule 11 shall apply to 
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all occupants of tliosc posts appointed or reappointed thereto after the 
21st July 1931, subject to the exceptions provided in rule 7. 

(h) A person who was appointed or reappointe.d to a post in Schedule 
II on or before the 2l8t July 1931, and has, save for periods of leave 
or for periods of ofHciatin^ or teni])urary service in another post on the 
same tiitie-scale or in a higher ]>osl, held it continuously since then, 
shall he entitled to draw, so long as he holds that post, the special 
pay which would have been attac.lied to it, had the lo per cent, cut 
orders and these present rules never been issuejl; otherwise he shall draw 
the revised rates. 

7. The following persons who otherwise would he liable under rule 
6 to the revised rates, shall be excepted from their apj)lication to the 
extent indicated: —

appointed or reappointed to a post included in Schedule II after the

but before the 1st Marcih 1937, shall, if the rate of special pay actually 
drawn by him on the 28th February 1937 was more than the revised 
rate, be allowed, while holding the post lo draw, in addition to the 
revised rate, a personal pay equal to the difference, such personal pay 
being absorbed in future iintremenis (if an.y) of pay proper in the 
manner specified in Fundamental Rule 37. 

(c) (i) A person belonging to a cla.ss whh^h, under rule 6 of the 
Bengal Services (nJ interim Revi.sion of Fay) Rules, 1931, has been 
exempted from the operation of the 15 per cent, cut ordc*rs, appointed 
or reappointed after the 21st July 1931 but prior to the 1st March 1937 
to a post included "in Schedule 11. shall be entitled to draw, for so 
long as he holds the iiost and is dot appointed to a new post, the amount 
of special pay which he actually drew in re8i)ect of the post on the 2Hth 
February 1937.

chalan in triplicate, the original copy being forwarded to the Chief 
Inspector of Boilers, Bengal, Calcutta, together with the application for 
inspection. An application under section 7 or section 8, to which the 
treasury receipt obtained on payment of the prescribed fee is attached, 
shall be deemed to be accompanied by the prescribed fee.” 

2. In rule 10 of the said rules— 

(i) in clause (4) fur the word ‘‘calendar'’ suhstitute the word 
‘‘financial”; 

(w) after (danse (4) insert the word “and”; 

(m) omit tlie semicolon and the word ‘‘and” at the end of clause 
(J); and 

{iv) delete clause (6'). 

3. For clause (7) of rule 12 of the said rules suhstitute the follow¬ 
ing clause: — 

‘‘(7) Addit.iunul fee. fur hispeetiun on Sundays and certain holidays. 
—(a) Notwithstanding the provisions of clause (.^) an additional fee 
of Rs. 60 shall be charged for the inspection of a boiler on a Sunday, 
Christmas Day, New Year’s Day, Good Friday and the King’s Birth¬ 
day, provided that such inspection is made at the request of the owner 
of the boiler. 

(6) The additional fee charged under sub-clause (a) shall be paid 
in the manner prescribed in rule 2.” 

[Note. —The Inspector who makes the inspection shall be entitled to 
an allowance equal to half the additional fee so charged.]

‘‘19. Application for in.spcction and, certificate. —When a certificate 

is required for a boiler, application shall be made by the owner to 
the Inspector through the Chief Inspector of Boilers at the Head Office, 
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Gulcutta, in Form B No. 1, appended to these rules, stating the date 
on which the boiler will be ready for inspection. Such application 
slinll be accompanied by the treasury receipt in original obtained on 
payment of the prescribed fee. On receipt of the application at the 
head office it shall be sent to the Inspector concerned with the necessary 
endorsement thereon by the Cashier, showing that the fee and the 
extra fee, if any, chargeable for inspection on a Sunday or other holi¬ 
day as laid down in clause (7) of rule 12 together with the Inspector’s 
travelling expenses, if any, chargeable under sub-clause (a) or sub¬ 
clause (h) of clause (S) of rule 12 have been deposited in a Government 
Treasury. If the date on which the boiler will be ready for inspection 
as stated in the application by the owner is unsuitable for inspection 
of the boiler, the Inspector shall fix a date within thirty days from 
the date of the receipt of the application for such inspection and will 
give the owner not less than ten days’ notice of the date so fixed.”

—These rules nm\ be called the 
Hazardous Occupations (Lead) llules, 1937. 

(h) They shall apply to all factories in which any operation specified 
in the Schedule is carried on. 

2. Declaral ion of oceupationst as Hazardous .—The operations 
speedfied in the Sclu'dule are declared to be hazardous oj)ern(i>>ns whwi 
earned on in any factory. 

3. (1) Definition of "lead eomponnd ".—In these rules "lend com- 
jjound’’ means any compound t)f lead, other than galena, or any mixture 
which contains a (;ompouiid of lead, other lhan galena (but does not 
include an alloy coid.aining lead): 

I’rovided that the compound or mixtiin' when 8ub.jected to the 
treatment prescribed in sub-rule (3) yields to an aqueous solution of 
hy'drochloric acid a quantity of soluble lead c.ompound exceeding, when 
calculated as lead moinixide, five per I'cnt. of the dry weight of the 
portion taken for analysis. 

(2) In the case of paints and similar products and other mixtures 
containing oil or fat the "dry weight” means the dry weight of the 
material remaining after the substance has been thoroughlv mixed and 
treated with suitable solvents to remove oil, fats, varnish cu other 
media, and the treatment referred to in sub-rule (1) shall be applied 
to the material so remaining. 

(3) The treatment referred to in sub-rule (1) shall be as follows: — 

A weighed (luantity' of the material w'hich has been dried at 10()°C 
and thoroughly mixed shall be continuously shi.ken for one 
hour, at the comnion temperature, with 1,00(j limes its 
weight of an aiiueous.solution Jif hydrochloric acid containing 
0'2.') per cent, by weight of hydrogen chloride. This solution 
shall thereafter be allowed to stand for one hour and then filter¬ 
ed. The lead salt contained in the clear filtrate shall then be 
precipitated as lead suljihide and weighed as lead sulphate. 
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4. Sampling, —Wbon an Inspector of Factories suspects that any 
substance used or intended for use in any fac.tory contains a, lead com¬ 
pound be may at any time take for analysis suliicieut samples of that 
substance: 

I’rovided that the manaffer «>f the factory may, at the time when a 
sample is taken and on j)rovidinp’ the. necessary api)liuni^es, require the 
lns])cctor to divide the sample into two parts and to make and seal and 
clelivei to him one such ]iart. 

5. ProhUiition of employment of women, adolencents and children .— 
No voman, adolesccmt or child shall he emjdoycd in any faciory in any 
of the operations sj)ecified in items (/') to (ivV) inclusive of the .Schedule. 

fi. Medical rertificodon and e.raviination. —(1) No person shall be 
employed in any factory for more than 15 days in the year, in any of the 
operations specifical in the Schedule unh'ss a s])ecial certificate of fitness 
in the Form a])])ended to these rules pranted to him by a certifying 
Burjfeon appointed under section 12 of the Factories Act, 1934. is in the 
custody of the mana{'er of the factory. 

(2) The Chief Inspector of Factories may require that any person 
granted a certificate under sub-rule (1) shall carry with him while at 
work a token giving reference to such certificate. 

(3) Every person so employed shall be medically examined by a 
certifying surgeon or by a registered mediiral practitionc'r specially 
a])pointed by the Local (lovernment to ho a certifying surgeon for the 
purpose of these' rules, at intervals of not more than six months, and a 
record of such examinations shall he entered in the Form apuended to 
these rules and he preserved by the manager of the factory.

—“Efficient exhaust draught’’ means localised ventila¬ 
tion eflected by heat or mechanical means, for the removal of gas, 
va])our, dust or fumes so ns to prevent them (ns far as practicable under 
the atmospheriir conditions usually prevailing) from escajiing into the 
air ol any jilace in which work is carried on. No draught shall be 
deemed efficient which fails to remove smoke generated at the point 
where smdi gas, vapour, fumes or dust originate. 
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8. Floors and work-benches. —(1) The floor of every room, in which 
any person is employed on any of the operations specified in items (i) 
to (vi) of th(! Scdiedule, shall be of smooth cement or other smooth 
impervious material. 

(2) The top of every work-hencdi in every such room shall be of 
smooth impervious material. 

(3) The said floors and work-henches shall be kept clean and in good 
condition. 

(4) The Chief Inspector of Factories ma 5 ' require by order in wriHng 
the said floors and work-benches to bo kept wet in such manner as he 
may deem suitable, in order to reduce dust. 

9. Washing fnciUiies .—The occupier shall provide and maintain in 
a cleanly state and in good repair for the use of ]>ersons employed on any 
of the operations spiudfied in the Schedule either— 

(i) a trough with a smooth impervious surface fitted with a waste 

pipe without plug, and of suffie.ient length to allow at least 
two f(!et for every five such persons employed at any one 
time, and having a i-onstant supply of water from taps or 
jets above tlie trough at intervals of not more than two 
feet; or 

(ii) at least one lavatory basin for every five such persons employed 

at any one time, fitted with a waste pipe and plug, having 
a constant supply of water;

2. Siiperxcsnian and .mvirtf/x. —(1) All notifications and rules issued, 
and all appointments uiaile, by IimuiI Governments under the Indian 
Petroleum Act, 1899, and all rules made by the Governor General in 
Council under section 8 of that Act are hereby superseded, but— 

(i) all licences or duplicates granted or renewed and nil fees 
imjwsed or levied shall be deemml to have been respectively 
granted, reueweil, imposed or levied under these niles; and 
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(li) ull approval giv<>n and all powers conferred by or under any 
notification or rule so superseded shall, so far as they are 
consistent with the A<-t and these rules, be deemed to have 
b(‘en piven or conferred by or under these rules. 

(2) Anytliinff not in conformity with ihese rules which was 
permitted to be done by or under any rule in force immediately before 
the comin'jj into force of these rules, and which, under tliese rules, may 
be permitted by the Chief Inspector to be done, shall be deemed to 
have bei-n so permitted by the Chief Inspector, unless the Chief 
Inspector, .after such notice of his intention ns he considers reasonable, 
declares that it is not so ])ermitted.

(!) in a Presidency-town, or its suburbs, the f\)mniissiouer of 
Police; and

(e) “District Magistrate” includes an “Additional District

(/) “Heavy petroleum” means petndeum which has its flashing- 
[wint not below ITtOOF.; 

(,(/) “Inspector” means an officer authorised by the Governor 
General in fJouncil under sub-section (7) of section 10 of 
the Act; 

(7/1 “Installation” means any premises within which anv plime 
has been snoeially prepared for the storage of petroleum in 
bulk, but does not iiicdudc a well-head tank;

(2) Notwithstiinding anything contained in ihc preceiling rules, if

Provided that the sampling officer may at any time require a sainidc 
of any of the petroleum to he delivered to him, with a view to having 
it tested.

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OHAPTIR III. 

Transport of Potroloum. 

Part 1.—Gknerai.. 

24. Prevention of arridents. —All tlue prei-aulinn shall be taken at 
all times to prevent accident by tire or explosion. 

25. Pre.'oentinn of escape of petrolevni. —All due precautions shall 
be taken at all times to prevent any escape of petroleum during 
transport especially into any drain, sewer, harbour, river or water 
corirse. 

2fi. Em,pty receptacles .—All empty tanks or other receptacles 
which have contained dangerous petroleum or whiili have contained 
non-dangerous petroleum in bulk shall, except when they are opened 
for the purjmse of cleaning them and rendering them free from 
petroleum vapour, be kept securely closed unless they haA'c been 
thoroughly cleaned and freed from petroleum vapour. 

27. Receptacles for danyerovs petrolevni .—(1) Dangerous jietro- 
leum, if not in bulk, shall he contained in gas-tight tinned, galvanised 
or othorwi.se externally rust-nrimfod sheet iron or steel receptacles 
which shall bo fitted with well-made filling apertures and well-fitting 
screw plugs, nr with screw caps or other caps with metal air-tight 
under-cajis. The receptacles shall 1 h> kept in proper repair. 

(2) No receiitacles, <itber than tanks on tank-carts of a typo 
approved in writiiig by the Chief Inspector, shall bo of more than 
gallons capacity excluding the air-space pro.scribed by sub-rule (T). 

f3) The receptacles, other than tanks on tank-carts, shall be of a 
type nppnived iii writing by the Chief Inspector and shall have the 
following thickness of metal: —

(4) Where the a))proval of the diief Inspector is .sought to a tyi)e 
of receptacle not previously approved, three copies of n detailed drawing 
thereof to scale .shall be forwarded to him. 

(5) The receptacles shall be so constnicted ami secured ns not to 
be liable, excejd under circumstances of gross negligence or extra¬ 
ordinary accident to become defective, leaky or insecure in transit. 

(6) The receptacles shall bear a stamped, embossed, painted or 
printed warning exhibiting in conspicuous characters the words 
“Petrol” or “Motor Spirit” or an equivalent warning of the dangerous 
nature of the petroleum. 
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(7) An air-space of not less than 7^ per cent, of its capacity shall 
be leh in each tank, drum or other receptacle containing dangerous 
petroleum. 

(8) Nothing in sub-rules (1), (2), (3), (4) and (6) shall apply to 
receptacles in the possession of His Majesty’s forces. 

28. Rereptoclef for Hov-ilanijer'ous petroleum. —Non-dangerous 
{>etroleuiii, if not in bulk, sliall be packed in air-tight tins or drums of 
steel or iron or in other receptacles not easily broken or in tanks 
permanently fixed to carts, wagons, boats or other means of carriage, 
Slid of types apjiroved by the Chief Inspector; 

Provided that, in the case of an unhertihml passenger ship to which 
Part TV of the Indian Merchant Shipping Act, 1923 applies, the 
petroleum shall be packed either in tins enclosed in outer ^ wooden 
cases or in hermetically sealed iron or steel drums or, if it is heavy 
petroleum, in .sound well-coopered wooden easks of not more than 50 
gallons capacity. 

29. RestrirUoii on delivery and detpateh of petroleum. —(1) No 
person shall deliver any petroleum to any one other than the holder of 
a .storage licemie or hi.s authorised agent or a I’ort Authority or railway 
administration. 

(2) No iK'rson s'hall desjiatch any petroleum to any one other than 
(he holder of a storage licence. 

(3) Notwitlrstanding anything contained in suh-rule _ (2) non- 
daiigerous petroleum not exceeding 3,000 gallons in quantity packed 
in sealed air-i.ight tins <ir drums of .steel or iron may be despatched to 
a person not liolding 4i storagt' licence, provided that the person de.s- 
patching (he petroleum has satisfied himsedf that prior arrangements 
liave been made by the person to whom the petroleum is dcspatdhed for 
the immediate disposal in the original packages of any quantity in 
exco.ss of 500 gallons. 

(4) This rule shall not apply to the delivery or desiaitch of petroleum 
in quantities which are permitted by the Act or these rules to be stored 
without licence, or to any i)etrolcum in the possession of His Majesty’s 
forces. 


Part II.— Tkansfoet «y water. 

30. C’oiiditions of c<irri.a<je of petroleum in hulk hy water. —Petro¬ 
leum in bulk shall not he carried by water except in a ship or other 
vessel cerlifipd annually us suitable for the carriage of petroleum in 
hulk by an oflicer ajipointod by tdie Governor General in Council in this 
l)ehalf, and the iRdroIcum shall he stored in such part of the ship or 
other vc.s.sel ami in such manner as may be approved by general or 
special order, hy the officer .so appointed after consultation with the 
Chief Inspectrjr; 

Provided that— 

(a) nothing in this rule shall apply to ships importing petroleum; 

(b) petroleum in tank-wagons may, with the permission in writing 

of the Chief Inspector and subject to such conditions as he 
may specify, be transported across a river by a recognised 
wagon ferry. 
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31. Requirernientt at to ooiutruction of vettelt. —Ever^r ship or 
other vessel carrying petroleum In bulk, other than a recognised wagon 
ferry permitted to transport tank-wragons under proviso (6) to rule 30, 
must ne of steel or iron well and substantially oonstructed with scant¬ 
lings of ample dimensions in proportion to the sue of the vessel. 

32. Tank fittings on vesseLt. —In petroleum tank-ships or other 
vessels used for tlie transport of petroleum other than heavy petro¬ 
leum the following provisions shan apply: — 

(a) all tanks shall l>e tilted with independent approved filling and 
suction pipes and valves or with stand-pipes with blank 
danges, all pipes lieing carried down nea7-ly to the bottom 
of the tanks, and no petroleum in bulk shall be taken on 
board or discharged excejit through such pipes and valves, 
unless otherwise permitted by the Chief Inspector in 
writing; 

{fi) all tanks shall be fitted with manholes having screwdown 
covers with petroleum-tight joints and, in the case of tanks 
intended for use with dangerous petroleum, with ventila¬ 
tors or relief valves of approved pattern properly protected 
with wire gause of a mesh of not less tJhan 28 to the linear 
inch; and 

(n) ventilators similarly protected sliall be fitted to all spaces 
around tanka: 

Provided that the Chief Inspector may, by order in writing, exempt 
from the piovisious of this rule any vessel which was employed in 
transjKirting petroleum in bulk before the Ist April, 1937. 

33. Self-inopel led Ixtryes. —The following conditions shall be 
observed in self-propelled barges transporting petroleum other than 
heavy petroleum: — 

(а) the whole of the inadhinery shall be at the stern of the barge 

and shall be entirely separated from the cargo by a coffer¬ 
dam consisting of two transverse petroleum-proof bulk¬ 
heads separated by a space of at least two feel .six inches; 

(б) the barge shall be provided with a heavy w’ood belting; and 

(c) suitable ventilators shall be fitted to the cargo space: 

Provided that (Xjuditiou (tt) shall not be applicable to any barge 
which was employed in transporting petroleum before the 1st April, 
1937. 


34. Petroleum in hulk on barges or flats. —(1) Petroleum in bulk 
shall not be transiKuted in a barge or fiat unless the barge or flat— 

(a) is self-propelled and carries at least four fire extinguishers, or 

(h) is in tow ot, or otherwise attended by, a steamer nr tug carry¬ 
ing at least four fire extinguishers. 

(2) The fire extingpuishers referred to in sub-rule (1) shall be of a 
pattern approved by the officer appointed under rule 30 and shall be 
fitted in positions approved by him. 
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35. Inflammable cargo, or jm’Sttenyerg. —(1) No ship or other vessel 
shall carry petroleum in hulk if it is carrying passengers, or any 
inflammable cargo other than petrole.iiin or coal. 

(2) This rule shall not apply to heavy petroleum used as fuel and 
carried in i;ellular double bottoms under engine and boiler compart¬ 
ments and under ordinary holds, and in peak tanks, deep tanks or 
bunkers of approved (^oustruetion; such oil fuel storage tanks and 
installations connected therewith shall comply with the provisions of 
rules 228 to 243 of the Indian Merchant Shipping (Construction and 
Survey of Passenger Steamers) Rules, 1935. 

3G. Tie»trictinn» an to infl/tmmahle cargo. —(1) No steamer or tug 
employed in towing or otherwise attending a barge, flat or lighter 
carrying petroleum, other than heavy petroleum, in bulk shall ai the 
same time tow or otherwise attend any other vessel carrying an inflam¬ 
mable cargo other Hhan petroleum or coal. 

(2) No such steamer or tug shall t:arry any inflammable cargo other 
than petroleum or coal. 

(3) All such steamers <»r tugs shall he fitted with efficient spark 
arresters. 

37. Ventilation and cleaning of holds and tanks. —(1) Before any 
petroleum is discharged from a ship or vessel the holds of such vessel 
shall be thoroughly ventilated ; 

Provided that nothing in this sub-rule sliall apply to any vessel 
carrying dangerous petroleum not exceeding 0 gallons or non-dangerous 
petroleum not exceeding 500 gallons or heavy petroleum not in bulk. 

(2) After all ];eti<ilemn has been discharged from any such vessel 
the holds, tanks aud bilges of the vessel shall be rendered free from 
inflammable vapour. 

(3) Sub-rule (2) shall not apply to the tanks of a ship importing 
petroleum which leaves the pprt without delay after the discharge of 
cargo or remains only, for tihe purpose of taking on board bunkers 
stores or ballast or for such other purposes as may be approved by the 
Conservator of th(( Port, if the tanks of every such ship are sci'urely 
fastened down immediately after the discharge of the cargo. 

(4) Sub-rule (2) shall not apply to barges or lighters continuously 
engaged in the transport of petroleum in bulk,— 

(a) an interval of not more than 72 hours is likely to elapse 

between an operation of unloading or discharging and the 
next loading operation; and 

(b) the tanks are securely fastened down immediately after 

unloading. 

(5) Sub-rule (2) shall not apply to specially constructed steel tank 
motor-vesisels apiuove'd by the Chief Inspector which are engaged in 
transport of petroleum iu bulk on such rivers and on such parts thereof 
us may fie approved by him in areas outside port limits, or by the Con¬ 
servator of the Port withiu port limits, if the tanks of such vessels are 
securely fastened down immediately after unloading and the vosseLs 
depart not later than 12 hours after completion of discharge for their 
next place of loading. 
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(6) All ships or other vessels which bv sub^rules (3), ^4) or (5) are 
exempted from the application of sub-rnle (2) eihall, \intil their holds 
and tanks have been rendered free from inflammable vapour, comply 
with all the rules applicable to ships, nr other vessels when carrying: 
petroleum in bulk. 

38. Master of vessel specially responsible .—The master or other 
officer in charfi:c of any ship with petroleum on board nr of any vessel 
certified under rule 30 shall be responsible that— 

(o) all due precautions are taken for the prevention of accidimt 

in the loading or discliarge of petroleum; 

(ft) so long as there is petroleum or inflammable vapour in a tank, 
all openings from the tank to the atmosphere, except the 
gas escape line, arc kept closed and locked or otherwise 
fastened in a manner certified »is satisfactory by the officer 
appointed under rule 30; and when it is necessary to take 
dips or samples, the ullage plug.s or sighting ports arc 
closed immediately this has been done; 

Provided that, subject to the provisions of clause (c), such master 
or officer in charge may cau.se the necessary openings to be 
opened or unlocked for the jmrpose of taking on board or 
discharging non-dangerous petroleum, for cleaning the 
tanks, or for other sufficient reason; 

(c) every person entering a tank wears a safety helmet of a 

description approved by the Chief Inspector, unless a Con¬ 
servator of the l*oi-t <»r other officer appointed by the 
Governor General in Council in this behalf has examined 
the tank with the aid of a vapour-testing instrument and 
has certified it to be free from dangerous vapour; 

(d) the vessel and jiny steamer or tug towing or otherwise attend¬ 

ing on such vessel exhibits conspicuously: — 

(i) from sunrise to sunset a red flag not less than three feet 
square with a u''hite circular centre six inches in diameter, 
if dangerous petroleum is carried, and a red flag not 
less than three feet square if non-dangerous petj’oleiiin 
is carried; and 

(u) from sunset to sunrise such warning lights as may be 
required by the Conservator of the Port; 

(«) the vessel, when carrying petroleum in bulk, at all times lies 
afloat unless otherwise permitted by general or special order 
in writing of the Chief Inspector or the Conservator of the 
Port; 

(/) the vessel, when carrying petroleum in bulk, is constantly 
under the control and personal supervision of a responsible 
person; 

(p) iron or steel hauiiners or other instruments capable of causing 

a spark are not used for the purpose of opening or closing 
tJhe hatches or tank covers; and 

(ft) footwear which exposes any iron or steel is not worn on the 
deck of any vessel while the loading or unloading of 
dangerous petroleum is proceeding. 
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89. Loading^ and unloading by (1) Where adequftte elec* 

trie lif'htinfr is installed and rule 105 is complied •with, tank-ships smd 
harges may discharge or load non-dangerous petroleum at any time 
and tank-ships and barges which have commenced the discharge into 
storage tanks on shore, or loading into their own tanks, of dangerous 
petroleum in bulk beiore sunset may continue the said discharge or 
loading. 

(a) Should anything occur during discharging or loading dangerous 
jietroloum after sunset which necessitates a repair or disconnection of 
the plant pipes or connections, such discharging or loading shall be 
discontinued until after sunrise. 

(.^) Save as provided by sub-rule (1), petroleum shall not be dis¬ 
charged or loaded or landed between the hours of sunset and sunrise. 

(4) This rule shall not apply to the refueling of aircraft by vesseLs 
certified under rule 80, subject to any conditions which the Chief 
Inspector may impose in this behalf. 


40. Jjoading aiul dist;h.ti.rge of bulk petroleum,. —(1) The loading 
and discharge of petroleum in bulk shall he by armoured hose and 
metal pipes. 

(2) All pipes and other appliances used in the landing or loading 
of petroleum in bulk shall be free from leakage. 

(3) When a ship has finished discharging petroleum other than 
heavy petroleum, the pipe line shall be immediately emptied of petro¬ 
leum by pumping water through the line. 

(4) The Chief Inspector may, by written order grunt exem])tions 
in any p!irti(!ulur case fnun the pwvisious of sub-rules (1) and (3). 

41. Precaufionn on sunpemion of loading or discharge .—Wheii 
the loading or landing of jietroleum has been commenced such loading 
or landing shall proceed with due diligence, and if it is discontinued, 
the tanks and holds of the ships or other vessels concerned and all 
loading or discharge valves shall be. closed immediately. 

42. Naked lights, fire and smoking on board a vessel prohibited .— 
No lire, nuked light, fu.sees, matches, or other appliance for produidng 
ignitnm or explosion and no smoking shall Ije allowed on board any 
barge, fiat or lighter carrying petroleum in bulk, or on board any such 
vessel used for the transport of dangerous petroleum otherwise than 
in bulk or for the transhipnieut of petroleum to or from any vessel 
within the limits of any' port: 

Provided that nothing in this rule shall prevent the use on a self- 
propelled Imrge of the machinery of propulsion. 

43. Smoking, fire and lights prohibited during loading and un¬ 
loading .—At all timed during the loading or unloading of a ship or 
other 'vessel until such time as all petroleilm shall have been loaded 
into or removed from the holds or tanks and the holds or tanks shall 
have been securely closed dowfi and, in' the case of landing, rendered 
free from inflammable vapour, there shall be no fire or artificial light 
or enmking on board such ship or other vessel or withia 100 feet of 
the place where the petrolsiim is being Ina^d or londadi 
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ProTided that tin's rule shall not apjdy to the use of lamps, cookers 
or other similar apparatus, electric; or othei"wise, so desij^ned, con¬ 
structed and maintained as to be ini;apnble of igniting' inflammable 
vapour or, in the case of heavy ptdroleum, the- use of ffalley fires: 

Provided further that this rule sihull not apply to the discharging’ 
or loading of a sliip, under csniditions approved by the Conservator of 
the Port, by means of steam from her own Imilers or power generated 
by electric, motors or internal cminhustion engines placed in a {Kwitioa 
away from cargo holds and puniprooins or by means of elecjtric motors 
so designed, c.on.structcd and maintained us to he incapable of igniting 
inflammable vapour and maintained in acc;ordance with Tdoyd’s or any 
other approved (dassificuition society's rc'quirements.

45. FIrf’-r.rtiii/jiiisJiiiiy (ijr/il imbrex to hr irudif for use .— Vessels 
discharging or loading |ietroleum shall have adequate firo-extiugui.sli- 
ing appliau<;es so disjxised that they can be put into iinmmliate use, and, 
if the petredeum is dangerous petroleum, shall have their awnings 
furled. 

4(i. Jle.'ttrirtiou on the ron rri/iinrr of />efroltniin.. —Dangerous and 
non-dangerons petroleum shall not be simultaneously conveyed to the 
shore or to anolhor ship on the same vessel. 

47. lirxtrictiun as to Iraki) ////.». —lyeaky tins or other receptacles 
containing petrolevim shall not he jliscluirged into a vessel containing 
sound tins or other sound re«;eptacles. 

4H. Transport hy sra- of petroleum trhirli has mil been testbed.— 
(1) Petroleum which has been im])orted into any port specified in sub- 
rule (1) of rule 7 and which has not been testixl at such port in accord¬ 
ance with the rules eontaiued in (lhapter IX, shall not be transported 
to any otlier p<trt otherwise than to a ])orl at which importation is 
l)ermitted under sub-rule (1) of rule 7 and in accordamse with the pro¬ 
visions of all the rules in Chapter H, except rule 5, wflien it arrives 
at such other port. 

(2) Nothing in sulh-rule (1) shall apply to petroleum of Burmese 
origin which is covered hy a certificate in Form B granted 1)3’ a te.sting 
otlicer ai)i)ointed by the (lovernment of Burma. 

4.'i. 'Transport hy sea- of petroleum irhirh has hern tested .— Petro¬ 
leum which has been tested at one of the jiorts siiecified in sub-rule (1) 
of rule 7 and petroleum of Burmese origin which is covered by a certi¬ 
ficate in Form B granted hi- a testing olticer ni)pointed bv' the (lovern- 
nient of Burma, ina.v be transported to un\’ other port and the provisions 
of rules 8 to 14, Hi and 17 shall ajiplv to such j)etroleum when it arrives 
at such other ])ort.

which shall !be gas-tight and shall be efficiently sealed, or in 
a hold in which there are eflii-ient ventilators in acconlanc-e 
with clause (5), or on deck in accordance with rule G1; 

(5) half of the ventilators provided in accordance with clause (o) 
shall ('stend to the bottom of the siiace, and the other half 
onlv a short distance, below the dec,k; the short ventilators 
shall be labelled "Outlet or to Leeward" and the long "Inlet 
or to Windward"; such ventilators shall have large (;owl 
heads, the openings liming covered with double fine brass wire 
gauze; 

(c) dangerous iietroleum shall be contained in receptacles comidying 
with the jirovisious of rule 27; and 

id) special iirecautions shall Ihe taken against smoking and the' use 
of lights or fire of any kind while the cargo is heing loailed 
or unloaded, or while the hatciics arc off, or any deck open¬ 
ings an* uncovered ; Ihefore any lights are used in a conijiart- 
ment which contains petrolenni prei-antions shall he taken 
to ensure that (he space is (dear of vaiiour; all emiity recep¬ 
tacles which have contained dangerous pelndenni shall he 
kept securely closed. 


til. Transport on ilcck. —I’etroleum may he carried ou deck in steam 
or motor-vessels not spei-ially built for the carriage of iietroleum, sulhject 
to the following conditions: — 

(a) in cargo ships dangerous petroleum shall not occn]iy more than 
50 per cent, of the open deck area and shall be so slowed as 
not to interfere with the navigation of the sliip, or make it 
unseuvvortby; 

(5) ill passenger ships a limited (iiiautity of dangerous petroleum 
may be carried provided proper precautions are taken n'gard- 
ing stowage, and keeping the jiackages away from jiassengcr's 
promenade or deck space; 
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(g) the petrolnum Hhall be protected from the direct raya of Ibe auu 
by the uae of a canvaa awuinf^ or otherwise; and 
(d) cunapicuoua notices shall be posted up drawinf^ attention to the 
danger arising from smoking or striking matches near the 
deck cargo. 

02. (!onJition» of traiisjiort hy country craft .—No dangerous petro¬ 
leum sliull Ibe transported in country craft except subject to tlie following 
conditions; — 

(«) subject to the provisions of rule 27, the petroleum shall be 
carried— 

(i) in 40/till gallon steel barrels the screw bungs of such barrels 

being well-fitting and sealed; or

I'rovided that the distance specified in clause (») may be reduced to 
dO feet when the jietroleuiu is filled or di.scharged under seal and closed 
vapour Peturn pipe lines are provided: 
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Provided furtlier that the diatance specified in clause (i) may be 
reduced to the figure prescrilhed in the licence in Form K where the 
notroleiini is filled, stored and discharged into a tank in any premises 
licensed in that Form.

—(1) Every vehicle while 
engaged in the transjjort of j>etrolenm by road shall be constantly 
attended by at least one jierson : 

Provided that such vehicles may Ik* left unattended in 2 dnces 
j)revionsly ap 2 >roved by the (thief Inspector. 

(2) Every vehicle on which more than 1,000 gallons of petroleum is 
being transported by road, or which, while transjiorting any ])etroleum 
by road is being trailed by another vehicle, shall so long ns it is in 
motion, be attended by at least two persons.

(7) No trailer attached to a tank-wagon shall be employed within

09. Tank raparity .— In these rules the tank forming 2 >nrt of a tank- 
wagon or tank trailer shall he deemed to include any number of tanks 
on the same chassis and any limitation herein 2»’es(‘Tilhed on tlie capacity 
of a tank shall he construed so as to permit of the tank containing the 
amount S2>ecified under varying degrees of tem])erature.

70. Employment of ele.ctric light. —If electric lighting' is employed 
on any vehicle, including a trailer, used in the transjxirl of petroleum 
other than heavy petroleum by road, the follo'wing conditions shall ll)e 
complied with ; — 

(■/) the pressure shall not exceed sixteen volts; 

(it) the circuit shall !be heavily insulated and siiall Ibe independent 
of the chassis, and the wiring shall be so fixed and protected 
as to reduce as far as possible the risk of damage; 

(lit) the generator, battery, switches and fuses shall ibe carried in 
front of the fire-resisting screen and the battery shall be in 
an easily a(!cessi:ble position; and 

(ill) means of cutting off the current close to the battery by a double 
pole switch or other suitable method shall be provided. 

71. Enellinp from i'rhtflex.— (\) *jo motor i-onveyance other than 
aircraft shall fill or rejdenisli its fuel tanks with petroleum other than 
heavy petroleum directly from vehicles carrying 2 >etroleum in bulk. 

(2) Aircraft may receive fuel by means of specially constructed tank 
lorries or wagons only it these are of a tyjie approved by the Chief 
Inspector for this jiurpose. 

(IJ) During the fuelling of aircraft useil for the conveyance of 
passengers no j)assengers shall be allowed to remain in the machine. 

(4) No person shall be allowed to smoke within 100 feel of any air¬ 
craft while it is being, or is about to be, fuelled. 

(5) All aircraft engines within the distance 8i>e(!ified in sub-rule (4) 
shall be stopped so long as fuelling is in progress. 

(6) Nothing in sub-rules (2) and ('>) shall ai)])ly to military aircraft 
fuelling on military lerodromes. 

72. Owner rexponxihle for obscri-ancc of rules. —The owner of a 
vehicle used for the transport of petroleum who employs any person in 
connection with sucJi trnn.sport, shall be res])onsible that all necessary 
measures have been taken to ensure that sm h person is acquainted with 
and carries out the provisions of these rules. 

73. PrecoMtions to he observed during filling or emptying lanh- 
wagons .—During the filling, discharging or em])tyiug of any tank-wagon 
or trailer tran8i>ortiug petroleum in bulk other than heavy petroleum the 
following precautions shall he (fcerved : — 

(t) if the vehicle is iimdianically-driven the engine shall be 
stopped so long as the filling, discharging or emptying is 
in progress and shall not be restarted until all tanks and 
valves have been securely clo.sed : 

Provided that this condition may be dispensed ■with in the case of 
vehicles approved under .sub-rule (2) of rule 71, which are 
supplying aircraft; 

(tt) adequate j)rovision shall be made to prevent the accumulation 
of a dangerovls static charge of electricity; 

(m) if the wagon is drawn by an animal or animals, they shall be 
removed from the wagon and' the wheels securely scotched 
before the filling, discharging or em])tying of any dangerous 
petroleum is begun; and 

(iv) the yehifile shall be constantly attended by a competent person.

74. Composite vehicles. —^Petroleum in cans or other receptacles shall 
not be tran8i)orteil by road on any tank-wagon used for the transport of 
petroleum unless the wagon is so constructed as to comply with the 
conditions aiiplicablc to transport on wagons other than tank-wagons as 
well as with the conditions applicallde to transport on tank-wagons. 

75. Filling arul dipping pipes to he kept closed. —Except during the 
operatiou.s of tilling or emptying a tank-wagon the tilling and dipping 
pipes shall be kejit securely closed. Where the filling jiipes are not pro¬ 
vided with a liquid seal, the covers shall be kept locked or properly sealed 
except during the operation of filling a tank-wagon, and the keys shall 
not ibe carried on the wagon. 

7(i. Filling and empting hg night. —Except where ajiprovcd elec¬ 
tric lighting as specified in rule 105 is exclusively used, the filling, 
discharging and emptying of (ank-wagoiis shall be performed between 
the hours of sunrise and sunset. 

77. Approval of vehicles for transport in hulk necessary. —(1) 
Petroleum in hulk shall not be transjKirted by laud except in a vehicle 
of a type; api)roved in writing by the Chief Inspector. 

(2) All such vehicles other than those exclusively used for the 
transport of heavy petroleum shall have a stamped, eml) 08 sed, ]>ainted 
or printed warning exhibiting in conspicuous chameters the words 
“Petrol”, “Motor Spirit”, “Kerosene” or an equivalent warning of 
the nature of the contents. 

(3) I'lvery siicli vehicle and its fittings shall be maintained in good 
(s)udition. 

78. Vehicles for transport other than in hulk. —(1) Every vehicle 
on which iHjtroleum not in bulk is transported shall be strongly 
constructed and with sides and hack of adequate height and shall he 
maintained in good <!ondition. 

(2) Tu the (!as«> of an animal-drawn vehicle the requirement in sub¬ 
rule (1) regarding the sides and back of the vehicle shall not apply if 
(he load is securely fastened to the vehicle. 

(3) All receptacles shall be .so packed as not to project beyond th<! 
sides or back of the vehiide. 

79. Engines of mechanicallg-dricen rehtcle.s. —(1) In every mechani¬ 
cally-driven vehicle used for (he transport by road of j)etroleum other 
than uon-daugerous petndcum not in bulk or heavy petroleum: — 

(a) the engine shall be of an internal combustion type; 

(5) the engine fuel tank and electric batteries shall be effectively 
screened from the body of the vehicle by o fire-resisting 
shield carried up above the height of the load and down to 
within twelve inches of the ground; and 

(c) the exhaust shall he wh<dly in front of the fire-resisting shield. 

(2) If windows arc provided in the fire-resisting shield they shall 
be fitted with wired glass. 
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(3) The fuel tank of every such vehicle other than nn articulated 
vehicle may he behind the fire-remeting shield if— 

(a) a fuel feed apjmratuK, placed in front of the shield, is used to 
lift the «:onteut8 from the fuel tank; and 

(h) the fuel tank is protected from blows by tlie fj-ame or by stout 

steel guards, and the filling hole cover is provided with a 
lock. 

(4) The fuel tank of any vehicle may be behind the fire-resisting 
shield if the fuel used in the engine is heavy petroleum. 

(6) A quick action cut-off valve shall Ikj fitted to tlie fuel feed pipe 
of every such vehicle in an easily accessible })osition, which shall be 
(dearly marked. 

80. Speed limit for vehicles. —Without prejudice to the operation 
of any other provision of law f<»r the time being in force whereby a 
lower limit of speed is iiuiKised, thi; speed of a motor tank-wagon, or 
a motor lorry transporting petroleum in recej)tucles shall not exceed 
30 miles per liour if fitted with pneumatic tyres und l.'i miles per hour 
if fitted with solid tyres. 

81. Exemptionx. —(1) If the Chief Inspector is satisfied that in 
respect of any class of vehicle any of the requirements of rules 08, 78 
and 7!t may be safely suspended or relaxed, be may authorise such 
suspension or relaxation for such period and under such conditions as 
be may think fit. 

(2) Nothing in rules 08, 70, 77, 78 and 79 shall apply to vehicles 
and trailers in the possession of His Majesty’s forces. 

82. Special provisions for molor eorweyanees. —(!) Rules 03 to 80 
shall not apply to the conveyancse of petroleum in any motor vehicle 
for use only in the propulsion of .such vehicle. 

(2) No motor conveyance cairying passengers on hire .shall (orry 
any petroleum other than : — 

(i) petroleum in the fuel tank incorpomted in the (conveyance, 

and 

(ii) petroleum not exceeding 20 gallons in quantity iut(mded to be 
used to generate motive |>ower for tlie conveyanco and kept 
in the manner provided in sub-section (2) of section 8 of the 
Act. 

(3) During the filling or replenishment of the fuel tank of a vehicle 
licensed for the conveyance of more than six' passengers on hire, no 
passengers shall be allowed to remain in_ the vehicle. 

(4) All petroleum tins (sorried in a vehitdc (»rrying passengers for 
hire shall be securely (dosed und shall Im* carried in a specially pre¬ 
pared receptacle which is not accessible to passengers in the vehicle, and 
is not on the roof. 
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Paiit V.—Thansport by Pipe Limes. 

83. Application. —Th« rules iu this part apply only to tlie tran¬ 
sport of petroleum by means of pipe lines other tnan those in any area 
in which operations for the winniu^^ of natural petroleum or natural 
^as or both are carried on or within the limits of refineries and 
mstallatioas. 

84. Ca$ings. —(1) An approved easing shall be put over the pipe 
line whore it posses under any railway or public road and an approved 
protective casing shall be constructed round the pipe where it crosses 
over any railway or protected work: 

Provided that the Chief Inspector may waive this rule in the case 
of any specified road or roads, if he is satisfied that the safety of the 
public jis not likely to be endangered thereby. 

(2) The Chief Inspector may require an extra casing to be put over 
the pipe line where it crosses any stream, road, railway or protected 
work. 

85. Patrol. —The whole of every pipe line shall be efficiently 
patrolled. 

86. Pre/oesntion of oa'petskce prestwre. —^As a precaution against 
excessive pressure iu the pipe line, an automatic bypass relief valve 
and a reliable pressure gauge shall be placed on the common discharge 
pipe at pumping stations. 

87. Telegraph and telephone. —A telephone or telegraph line shtfll 
be provided with (ionnections at frequent intervals along the pipe line. 
One telephone or telegraph line shall suffice for a series of parallel pipe 
lines: 

Provided that this rule shall not a 2 >ply to a pipe line connecting 
railway sidings with installations if the length of such pipe line does 
not exceed one mile. 

88. Gate valve*. —Gate valves shall be provided at reasonable 
intervals. 

88. Cheoking of tMnk gauges .—Tank gauges shall l)e checked 
between stations at frequent intervals. 


CHAPTER IV. 

Stonigs of Petroleum Requiring Lioenoe. 

90. Licence for storage .—Save as provided in sections 7, 8 and 9 
of the Act and by rule 109 no one shall store any petroleum except under 
a licence granted under these rules: 

Provided that no licence shall be necessary for storage in a well¬ 
head tank. 

91. Precautiosu against fire. —-(1) No person shall smoke in any 
installation or storage shed. 

(2) No person shall carry matches, fusees or other appliance for 
producing ignition or explosion in any installation or storage shed 
which is used for the storage of dangerous petroleum. 
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(3) No fire, furnace or other source of heat or light capable of 
igulting inhammahle vapour shall be allowed in any licensed installa¬ 
tion or storage shed save in places specially authorised by the licensing 
authority for the purpose. 

(4) An adequate supply of dry sand or earth together with the 
necessary implements for its convenient application, or other efficient 
means of extinguishing petroleum fires, shall always be kept in every 
installation and in or adjacent to every storage shed. 

92. aupervinon of ujiertUioa* within an installation or itorage shed. 
—^All operations within an installation or storage shed shall be con¬ 
ducted under the supervision of an experienced responsible agent or 
supervisor. 

93. Cleanliness of installation or storage shed. —The ground in the 
interior of an installation, and the protected area surrounding any 
storage shed or installation, sliall be kept clean and free from all 
inflammable material, waste vegetation and rubbish. 

Explanation. —In this rule “protected area” means the area neces¬ 
sary for the maintenance of the distances required under the conditions 
of the licence to be kept clear between any installation or storage shed 
and any protected work. 

94. Drainage. —(1) All enclosure.s surrounding tanks or buildings 
belonging to an installation or storage shed shall be kept drained and 
no u'ater shall be alloa'cd to accumulate in the enclosure. 

(2) Where drainage is effected by means of a pipe, the pipe shall 
be fitted with a valve actuated from the outside of the enclosure; 

Provided that this sub-rule shall not apply to storage sheds which 
are not required'under these rule.s or the terms of the licence to be 
piovided with an enclosure wall or embankment. 

(3) All valves and other openings for draining off water shall be 
kept closed except when water is being drained off. 

(4) The nature of the drainage arrangements sliall be shown in the 
plan submitted with the application for a licence. 

95. Exclusion of unauthorised persons. —(1) Every installation shall 
be surrounded by a wall or fence of at least six feet in height: 

Provided that nothing in this sub-rule shall apply to an installation 
licensed under the I'ules in force immediately before these rules come 
into operation unless its fencing is considered by the licensing 
authority to be unsatisfactory. 

(2) Precautions shall be taken to prevent unauthorised persons 
from having access to any storage shed or installation. 

96. Claldren. —No person under, the age of 15 years shall be 
employed, in or allowed to enter any premises licensed under these 
rules. 

97. lieceptacles for petroleum. —The provisions of rules 26, 27 and 
28 shalll apply to petroleum stored under licence. 
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98. Petroleum only to be stored. —No installation or storage slied 
shall without permission in writing from the Chief Inspector be used 
for any purpose other tlinn the storage and distribution of petroleuiQ 
and purposes directly connected therewitli. 

99. Marking of capacity of taaiks. —The capacity in gallons of 
every tank in an installation shall be conspicuously iiiarkod on the tank. 

100. Construction of tanks. —(1) Every tank or other recejctacle 
used for the storage of petroleum in bulk other than a well-head tank 
shall be cioiiistructed of iron or steel properly erected and designed 
according to sound engineering practico; and, together with nil pipes 
and fittings, shall be so constructed and maintained as to prevent any 
leakage of jietroleum. 

(2) The height of a storage tank shall not exceed its diameter; 

Provided that, in the c:ase of tanks of less tluan 30,000 gallons cajia- 

citv^ the height may extend to one and half times the diameter. 

(3) No tank shall be more than 50 feet in height. 

101. Testing of tanks. —(1) Storage tanks or other recejitiiidus for 
the storage of petredeum in built other than well-head tanks, after heirg 
placed in a final position and liefore being brought into use, shall, 
unless they were in use before the let Ajiril 1937, be tested by water 
pressure by the licensee in the presence of an Engineer accepted as 
qualified for the jiurpose by the licensing authority. 

(2) The water used for testing shall be free from ])clroleum and 
shall not be jiassed through any pipes or pumps ordinarily used for the 
conveyanc'H of petroleum : 

Provided that, where the licensing authority is satisfied that it is 
not reasonably possible to convey water by pii)es or }>umps other than 
those ordinarily used for the conveyance of petroleum, he may permit 
the use of a petroleum-pipe or pump for the isonveyance of water sub¬ 
ject to such conditions us he may impose. 

(3) The test referred to in sub-rule (I) shall also be made before any 
rec-.eptacles for the storage of petroleum in bulk are brought into use 
after being repaired. 

102. Earthing of tanks. —All tanks or other receptacles for the 
storage of petroleum in bulk, other than well-head tanks or tanks or re¬ 
ceptacles of less timu lO,OO0 gallons capacity containing heavy petro¬ 
leum, shall be electrically connected with the earth in an etiicient manner 
by means of not less than two separate and distinct conneidions i)laced 
at opposite extremities of such funk or iweptacle. The roof and all 
metal connections of such tank or receptacle shall be in efficient 
electricoil contact with the body of such tank or receptacle. 

103. Inspection of earth connections. —(1) The connections and con¬ 
tacts required V)y rule 102 shall be inspected and tested at least once 
in every year by the licensee of the tank or receptacle in the manner 
prescribed by tlie Chief Inspector. 

(2) A record of such inspections and tests shall be maintained by 
such licensee, and shall be produced on demand by any Inspector. 
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auLLt ««d sunrise except where approved electric lightui^ «■ 
in rule 105 is exclusively used. 


105. Klectric apparatus. —(1) All electric wires installed at less thu 
15 feet, fntm the in eny petrolenm i^^llation or situated within 

20 feet of any buildhitf or tank containifi^danfferous petroleum shall 
consist of insulated oebtes, enclosed in metallic coverings which shall be 
gas-tight, electrically and mechanically continuous throughout, and 
effectively earthed outside the building.^* 

(2) No elec.tric wire shall pass over any petroleum tank, filling, 
painting or storage shed. 

(53) In filling, painting and storage sheds and pump rooms used for— 
(t) dangerous petroleum— 

(a) all electric meters, distribution boards, switches, fuses, plugs 
and sockets shall be phu-cd outside the building and sh^l 
be of ilame-prcK)f construction satisfying the requirements 
of the British Standard Specification No. 229, and the 
frames shall be effectively earthed; 

(5) all electric fixed lumps shall he cuedosed in a well glass 
fitime-pruof fitting, either doubly enclosm] with an inner 
and an outer well glass or singly enclosed with stibstan- 
tial metal pmtection; such lamps shall be installed at 12 
feet where p<i8sihle, but in no case less than 8 feet, a^vo 
the fiejor level; 

(o) all electric portable hand lamps of the self-contained pattern 
shall be of a type approved by the Chief Inspector; 

id) for the exammation of cans and other containers, electric 
torches employing a separate battery may be used; these 
torches shall be fitted with substantially protected flame- 
pixx>f globes and shall be supplied through a cable of cab- 
tyre or other suitable sheathing and properly constructed 
flame-pr<K>f connectors; and 

(e) no single fixed lamp shall exceed 150 watts. 


(ii) non-dangerous petroleum: — 

in) all electric metres, distribution boards, switches, fuses, plugs 
and sockets shall be enclosed in iron-clad, gas-tight cases 
and bhall be fixed at least 5 feet above tlic floor level in 
well-ventilated p<isition8 close to the door; 

(h) all electric fixed lumps shall be enclosed in a gas-tight well 
glass fitting prqvided with substantial metal protection; 

(r) air electric portable iiand lamps shall be fitted with sub¬ 
stantially protected gas-tight globes and supplied through 
a flexible cab-tyre or other suitable sheathing and im>^ 
pecly cauBtruc:ted gas-tight connectors; and 

no single fixed lamp shall exceed 200 watts and no hand 
lamp shall exceed 30 watts. 
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106. Pumping .—'So internal i^ombuatiou engine or electric motor 
shall be used for drivings pumps for pumping petroleum save in a pump 
house specially constructed for the purpose and under such conditions 
as may be approved by the Chief Inspector: 

_ Provided that this rule shall not apply where the motor control 
switchgear and starting apparatus are of flame-proof construction 
satisfying the requirements of the British Standard Specification 
So. 229. 

107. Posting up of rules ank conditions .—Copies of the preceding 
rules in this Chapter and of the conditions of the licence shall he 
exhibited in a conspicuous place in every licensed installation and 
storage shed. 

108. Petroleum, in possession of His Majesty's forces .—Nothing 
in rules 90, 90, 98, 101 and 104 shall apjdy to petroleum in the 
jiOHsessiou of His Majesty’s forces. 


CHAPTER V. 

Storage of Petroloum not Requiring Licenoo. 

109. Exemption of heavy petroleum. —(1) Notwithstanding any¬ 
thing contained in these rules, it shall be permissible to store without 
licence, subject to the conditions of this Chapter, heavy petroleum in 
quantities not exceeding 10,000 gallons, which is not stored in the 
.same installstion or storage .slied as other petroleum. 

(2) The provision's of Chapter IV shall not apply to petroleum so 
permitted to be stored without licence under su^rule (1). 

110. Storage of exempted heavy petroleum in hulk. —(1) Heavy 
petroleum in bulk, if stored otlierwise than under a licence, shall be 
stored in a tank constructed of iron or steel properly erected and 
designed and the tank with all pipes and fittings shall be so constructed 
and maintained as to prevent any leakage of petroleum. 

(2) All Innks of a capacity exceeding 1,000 gallons shall be 
surrounded by a bank or wall, or sunk in a pit, so constructed and 
maintained as to be able to contain without leakage the whole of the 
petroleum liable to be present at any one time in the tank. 

(3) A distance of not less than ten feet shall be kept clear between 
protected works and the enclosure walls or banks. 

(4) Nothing in this rule shall apply to petroleum in the poesession 
of His Majesty’s forces. 

111. Storage of exempted heavy petroleum not in hulk .—Heavy 
petroleum which is not in bulk, if stored otherwise than under a licence, 
shall, if the quantity exceeds 600 gallons, be stored in a storage shed 
of which either— 

(а) the doorways and other openings shall be built up to a height 

of one foot above the level of the floor; or 

(б) the floor shall be sunk to a depth of one foot. 
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112. Prior report of storage of exempted heavy petroleum .—Every 
person intending' to store heavy petroleum in quantity exceeding 1,000 
gallons otherwise than under a licence shall send to the Chief Inspector 
a prior report stating the situation of the premises on which such 
petroleum is to be stored. 

113. Garages and hongars. —(1) Every garage or hangar used for 
housing any motor conveyance containing dangerous petroleum in bulk 
in any tank incorporated in the conveyance, whether such petroleum 
is intended to be used to generate motive power for the conveyanc^e 
or not, shall be (constructed of uninflammable material and be effectively 
and safely ventilated to the open air. 

(2) Every such garage or hangar shall be in charge of a competent 
person who shall be responsible for taking all proper precautions 
against fire and shell prevent unauthorised persons from having access 
to the building. 


CHAPTER VI. 

Lioenoas. 

114. Application for licence. —(1) A jjerson wi-diing to obtain or 
to renew a licsence prescribed under these rules shall submit an 
application in writing to the authority empowered to grant such a 
licence. 

(2) Every application for the grant or renewal of a licence to store 
or to import and store petroleum shall be in Form D. 

115. GratU of licence. —(1) Licences for importation and storage 
may be granted by the licensing authorities set forth in Schedule 1 
in the forms, for the puriKwes, and on payment of the fees, specified 
therein. 

(2) A licence in Form H may be granted for such jieriod as the 
licensing authority may deem necessary subject to a maximum of 
twelve months. Every other lic'ence granted or renewed under these 
rules shall remain in force until the ^Ist day of December of the year 
for which the licence is granted or renewed. 

(31 Where the licensing authority is the Ohief Inspector, an 
applicant for a new licence may apply to the District Authority for 
a certificate to the effect that there is no objection to the applicant 
i-eceiving a licence for the site piojjosed and the District Authority 
shall, if he. sees no objection, grant such certificate to the applicant 
who may TForward it to the Ohief Inspector with his application in 
Form D. 

(4) The Chief Inspector may refer an application not accompanied 
by a certificate granted under sub-rule (3), to the Diatrict Authority 
for h'is observations. 

(5) If the District Authority, either on a reference being made to 
him or otherwise, intimates 'to the Chief Inspector that any licence 
which has been applied for, should not in his opinion be granted, 
such licence shall not be issued without the sanction of the Governor 
General in Council. 
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(6) No liceuce in Form H Hhull he granted except to a person 
holding a licence in Form I. 

(7) In the case of a licence granted for storage one copy of the 
plan or plnns of the storage premises signed in token of approval by 
the licensing authority shall he attached to the licence and one copy 
shall be filed for record in the office of the licensing authority. 

no. Particvla/rs of lirence. —Kvery licence grunted under those 
rules shall be held subject, to the conditions endorsed on it and shall 
contain all the particulars which are contained in the form prescribed 
for it by these rules. 

117. V(nr.e.r of licensing avtkority to alter ronditiom. — (1) Not¬ 
withstanding anything (contained in rule llfi the licensing authority, 
at the time of issuing a licence, may omit, alter or add to any of 
the conditions specified in the pre3cril)ed form of licence. 

(2) The power (conferred by sub-rule (1) shall tiot be exercised by 
the nistrict Authority without the prior enneurrent^e of the (Ihief 
Inspector. 

118. lAme/ndment of licence. —(1) Any licence granted under these 
rules may be amended by the authority granting such a licence; 

Provided that the amendments ahull not be inc^onsislent with any 
rule in this Chapter. 

(2) A licensee who desires lo have his lic-ence amended shall submit 
it to the licensing authority with an aiiplication stating the nature 
of the amendment and the reasons therefor. 

(:i) The fee for the amendment of a licence sholl be one rupee plus 
the amount (if any) by whi(;h the fee that would have l>een payable 
if the licence had originally lieen i.ssued in the amendefi form exceeds 
the fee originally paid for the licence. 

119. Renenol of licence. —(1) A licence may be renewed by the 
authority empowered to grant such a licem^e. 

(2) Every application for the renewal of a licence shall be made 
not less than thirty dajTi before the date on which the licence expires, 
and, if the. application i« so made, the premises shall be lield to be 
(inly licensed until such date as the licensing authority renews the 
licence or until an intimation that the renewal of the iicem^e is refused 
has been communicated to the apjdicHut. 

(d) The same fee shall be charged for the lencwal of a liceuce as 
for a litience. 

120. Refusal of licence .—(1) A licensing authority refusing to 
grant, amend or renew a licence, shall record bis reasons for such 
refusal in writing. 

(2) A copy of the order containing the reasons for such refusal 
shall be given to the applicant on payment of a fee of one rupee. 
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121. Cancellation of licence .—(1) Eveiy liuence (panted under 
theee i-ules nhall be liable to be (cancelled by order of the licensingr 
authority for any contravention of the Act or of any rule thereunder, 
or of any condition contained in such licence. 

(2) A licensing authority cancelling a licence shall record his 
reasons for so doing in writing. 

(U) A co])y of the order containing the reasons foi' the cancellation 
of a licence shall be given to the holder of tlie licence on payment of 
a fee of one rupee. 

122. A{}j>eah .—(1) Any person may appeal to the (lovevnor General 

in Council from an order of the Chief Inspector refusing to grant, 

amend or renew « licence or cancelling a licence. 

(2) Any person may appeal tt) the immediate official superior of 
the Distrit't Authority from an order of the District Authority refusing 
to grant, amend or renew a licence or cancelling a licence. 

(•1) Every appeal shall be in writing and shall be ac.com])anied by 

a copy of the t»rder against which the appeal is made. 

(4) The ap])eal shall be presented within 30 days when the order 
appealed against has been passed by the District Authority and within 
fiO day.s when the order has been passed by the Chief Ins|>ector. 

123. Supply of rule.f. —With every licence granted for the storage 
of petroleum, a (M)py of rules 90 to 107 in Chapter IV, shall be given 
free of charge to the licensee. 

124. Certificate* of safety. —(1) Before petroleum is etored in any 
installation for which a licence is being granted for the first time, a 
certificate shall be furnished to the Ih-ensing authority to the effect 
that all enclosure walls and embankments constructed in accordance 
with the coTiditione of the licence are of such a nature a.s to ensure 
safety. 

(2) The certificate shall be signed by an Engineer accepied as 
qualified for th(' puij)oae by the liconsing authority. 

(3) When the licence, is not granted for the first time, but is being 
granted for an increased quantity of petroleum, a <-ertificate shall 
similarly be furnished to the licensing authority before any quantity 
of petroleum exceeding the amount which was admissible under the 
former li(umce is stored in the in.stallation. 

125. Transfer of licence for storage. —(It The holder of a licence 
for the storage of ])cfroleum may, at any time before the expiry of 
the licence, apply, fur permission to transfer his licence to another 
person. 

(2) Suc.h appli(tation shall be made to the licen.siug authority who 
shall, if he approves of the, transfer, enter upon tbe licence, under his 
signature, an. endorsement to' the, effect that the -licence has ireen 
transferred to the person named. 

(3) A fi;e of one mpee shall be charged on each such application. 

(4) Tile pe.r.son to whom the licence is so transferred shall enjoy 
the same powers and be subjec.t to the same obligations under the 
licence as the original holder. 
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126. Procedure on, death or dimliility of licensee .—(1) If a liceuBef! 
dies or becomes insolvent or mentully incapable or otherwise disabled, 
the person carryinf? on the business of such licensee shall not be liable 
t() any penally or confiscation under (he Act or these rules for exer- 
(lisinp the powers granted to (.hi' licensee by the licence during such 
time as may reasonably be reciuired to allow liim to make an application 
for a new licence in his own name for the unexpired portion of the 
original liceuc(!. 

(2) A fee of one rupee shall be charged for a new licence for the 
unexpired jai^rtion of an original licence granted (<► any person applying 
for it under tliis rule. 

127. AoJ.v of licence .—AVhere a licence granted under these rules 
is lost or accidentally destroyed, a du|>licatc nimy be granted on pay¬ 
ment of a fee of (,ne ruj)ee. 

128. Pai/inenI of fees. — (1) lOvery aj)j)lication for the grant or 
ji'iiewal of a licence shall b(! accompanied In' the fee jiayable thereon. 
If the licence is not grunted or reneweil, the fee shall be refunded. 

(2) All fees ehurgetdde under ihese rules in respect of licences 
granted by the District Authority shall be j)aid by means of impressed 
stamps or in cash. 

(3) The ]):iymen( of all other fees under these rules shall be made 
in cash or by che([ue. 

129. Poirec to r.renij/t from i/aymenb of fees. —The Governor 
General in ('oiincil may, by general or special order, grant exemption 
from, or reduction of, any tee jKiyablc under these rules. 

130. Proilnrtion nf licence on denuind .—(1) Eveiy jierson holding 
or acting under a licence granted under these rules shall produce it, 
or an authenticated cojty of it, at the ])lace to which the licence 
ai)plies, when called upon to do so by any Inspcctoi'. 

(2) (!opi(‘s of any licence may, for the juirposes of (his rule, be 
autlumticated free of charge by (he authority which granted (he licence. 

131. Proi'cd lire on reports of iiifriiiffemcnts. — The District 
Authority shall inform the (3)ief Inspector of the action taken by him 
on anv rej)oits of infringements of the Aid or of these rules which the 
Chief Inspector may make to him. 


CHAPTER VII. 

Refining and Biending of Petroieum. 

I.'i2. .\pproriil of refiner!/. —(1) No ]iersou shall refine or blend 
petr<denm unless (he plans showing tlie general arrangement of tanks, 
stills, fencing, gates, and all plant and buildings at the ])lnce where it 
is iiroi'osed to refine oi blend jietroleum (hereinaftei' in this (Chapter 
refeired to as the refiner\i have been approved by the ('hief Inspector. 

(2) The t'hiof Inspeetoi' on icceiving an application under sub¬ 
rule (1) may require the submission of «uch paiticulars as he inay 
specify regarding (he materials used or to he used in the equstruetion 
of stills, condensing pijjes and tanks, and the method of their erection. 
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Kelention of plan *.—A copy of tlie approved plans, wlii(di 
sliall iiicorporato any alterations sanctioned under rule 135 from time 
lo time shall be kept at the refinery. 

l-‘t4. A'lipJirallon of rule*. —^Uules 135 lo 147 inclusive apply only 
lo refineries. 

1.35. Alteration*. —No alteration in a refinery involvinfj: the general 
arranpement of tanks, stills, any other plant and bnildinp.s or the 
materials used in the construction or Ino method of erection of the 
stills, condensinp pijies and tanks shall be carried out without the 
previous sanction in writinp of the Chief Inspector. 

1.30. U*e of fire~proof materials .—All buildinps in which jietrolcum 
is handled shall be built of fire-proof materials. 

137. Situation of storage tanls. —No storage tank, tlic capacity of 
whicli exceeds .50,01)0 gallons, shall be situated nearer than 3()0 feet to 
any still, boiler or furnace. 

1.38. Si:p of servire. tanli.<t. —Tlnless specially permitted by the 
Chief Inspector seivice tanks (i.e., tanks which contain fuel for lioiler 
and still fires) shall not be larger than is necessary to conserve 24 hours 
fuel for the fire which they serve. 

139. Drainage. —Suitable arrangements shall be made for the 
proper canying oft’ and fire-trapping of all drainage and possible 
leakage from a still or bench of .stills. 

140. Five* anti smokinn .—(1) No fire, furnace or source of heat or 
light I'apable of igniting intlamiiiable vapour shall be allowed excej)! 
in the firing spaces of stills or boilers. 

(2) No smoking shall be allowed except in spaces or buildings 
sjiecially approved for the purpose by the Chief Inspector. 

141. Supply of sand or earth.—(\) An adequate quantity of dry 
sand or earth together with the nocesBary implements for its convenient 
application or other efficient means of extinguishing petroleum fires 
shall always be kept rcsadilv accessible near tanks and stills. 

(2) 'rite Chief Inspector may specify the quantity of dry sand or 
earth which shall be deemed to be adequate for the purposes of this rule. 

142. Hydrants and lio.tcs. (1) In a retiiiery with a .still capai'ity 
excx'cdiug on an average 1,000 gallons daily, hydrants with a minimum 
pressure of 40 lbs. with the necessary hose, .shall he provided at suitable 
points. 'I’heir h'etdion shall be shown in the approved plans of the 
refinery. 

(2) All hydrants and hose shall be kept in an efficient condition. 

143. Pnmpiny of dantjerous petrolevin .—All dangerous petroleum 
as it leaves the stills, with the exception of such quantities as may he 
pumped direct to ser'vice tanks for fuel, shall be at om;e pumped out 
of the refinery to storage tanks, and shall not be stored in the immediate 
neiglihourhood of .stills and boilers: 

Provided that the Chief Inspector may permit dangerous petroleum 
to be disposed of otherwise. 
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144. Preve,ntion of danger from eleetricity .—^Adequate provision 
sliall bo jnadie l.o provc^nt ihe ac^cumulation of dangerous static charges 
of electricity. 


140. Plans .—Fire walls and efficient separators for drainage shall 
be shown, in the plans referred to in rule 132 and may be required to 
be erected when (leemed ne(!essary by the Chief Inspector. 

146. Reports of fires .—The occurrence of any fire at a refinery 
shall be rejiorted immediately by the person in charge of the refinery 
for the time being to the nearest Police Station and to the Chief 
Insiiector. 

147. Closing of refinery .—If a refinery is closed down, the area 
within the fence surrounding it shall be cleared of all petroleum having 
u flashing-point below 2()0°F. as soon as possible. 


CHAPTER VIII. 

Tatra Ethyl Lead Mixtures. 

14<S. Addition of tctra ethyl lead .—Tetra ethyl lead shall not be 
added lo t»etroIeum in such quantity as to render the proportion of 
Ictra elhyl lead to petroleum in excess of one part in 1,000 parts by 
volume or one part in 4o0 parts by weight. 


14!J. Im/iortatioii, transport and storage .—No person shall import, 
transport or store any petroleum (tontaining tetra ethyl lead in which 
Ihe |)ropovtion of telrii ethyl lead excotuls one part in 1,000 parts by 
vcdunic or one part in 40(1 parts by weight. 

l.')0. PoK'rr to increa.fe proportion .—The Chief Insj)cc1.or may by 
an order in writing in sjiecual cases permit the proportions of tetra ethyl 
l(>ad prescribed in rules 148 and 149 l<» Ik; increased. 


111. Coloration .—Every mixture of petroleum and tetra ethyl leail 
shall be distinctively c(doiired before being sold to the public. 


lo2. Marking of reeeptacles .—All receptacles containing a mixture 
of petroleum and tetra ethyl lead shall unless they are in the possessioji 
of ITis Majesty's forces bear a warning in the following terms— 


'^Warning. 


This spirit contains lead and should be used as a motor fuel only.” 
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CHAPTER IX. 

Testing of Petrotoumi 

1')•'{. Ihawinj! of samples. —(1) In all cases the sampling officer 
sliall i)er8onally superintend the drawing of the sample. Where the 
sample is drawn from an original unopened receptacle containing 
petroleum not in hulk the opening shall he sufficient to admit of the 
sample being rapidly transferred from the receptacle. 

(2) Two hottles, each of the capacity (»f about 40-flnid ounces, shall 
he filh'd to tliree-quarters of their capa<-ity with the sample and corked. 
The corks shall he driven home and (!ut off level with the neck; and 
melted sealing wax shall he worked into the corks and the hottles shall 
he efficiently sealed. 

(•‘f) In tile case of jietroleum im]>orted by sea the bottles containing 
tiic samjde shall, after heiug sealed, la? labelled with the name of the 
shiji, the name of the consignee, and 8u<‘h other distinguishing marks 
as may he necessary. 

154. Fonrardniij anti releiiliun «/ samples .—One of the hottles 
referred to in suh-nile (2) of rule 153 shall be preserved for reference in 
case of need and the other shall he forwarded to the testing officer. 

155. Proccthire for delivery of samples from, ship's caryo. — (1) 
When the muster of, or the, agent for, a ship has made the declaration 
required by rule <S, the sampling officer shall go on hoard the vessel 
and (ditnin samples of all the petroleum on hoard which it is intended 
to land at the jiorl. If the importer s«i desires the 8ami>ling officer shall 
also lake samples of all the petroleum on hoard which it is intended to 
land at any other port in British India : 

I’rovided that no sample need he taken of— 

(«) pcti'(deum which is declared to he dangerous; or 

(li) petroleum of Burmese origin .whicdi is covered by a certificate 
in F<»nn 11 granted by a testing officer appointed by the

(2) The master .shall deliver to the samjiliug officer, without charge, 
samples of every variety of petroleum ••omprised in the petroleum of 
which samples are to he taken under sub-rule (1). Such samples shall, 
if the sampling officer so requires, be taken from the particular recep¬ 
tacles indicated by him :

(///) in hulk or in tanks—one sample from each group of tanks 
nr tank comi)artment8 certified to he of the same brand 
or quality ; 
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(b) of other petroleTun— 

(t) in cases—one sample for every 10,000 cases or part thereof;

(in) in bulk or in tanks—one sample from each tank or tank 
compartment. 

157. St^indtird Te.it Appnratus. —(1) The Standard Test Apparatus 
and thermometers shall— 

(a) agree in every Tcspect with the specifications laid down in 
Schedule TTl ;and 

(5) have been tested and certified by the Hoard of Trade or the 
Mntionnl Physical Laboratory, London, and marked with the 
year of test. 

(2) The standard thermometers shall be, replaced at least once in 
every three years. 

158. Cri-tifiratioII of apparatvs. —(1) When any apparatus for 
determining the fl.nshing-point of j>etroleum is submitted to the officer 
ai)point.ed under sub-section (/) of section 15 of the Act for compari¬ 
son witli the Standard 'I'est. Apparatus, lliat officer shall examine the 
u|)purat.us including the thermometers and the barometers or aneroids. 

(2; No (untificate shall be granted under section 1C of the Act if— 

(a) the apparatus is in any re8i)ec.t outside the tolerances laid down 
in Schedule 111 to these rules or is otherwise defective; or 

(h) any thermontcter shous rcuding-s varying by more than 1°F. at 
temperatures of T(>”K. and i20’l'’. ns given by the Standard 
Test Aiiiiarntus; or 

(c) any barometer or aneroid shows a variation of more than half 

an inch from the pressure given by the Standard Test 
Apparatus. 

(3) A certificate in Form E shall be granted in respect of any 
a])parutus which has been found to agree with the Standard Test 
Ajiimratus within the limits mentioned in sub-rule (2). 

(4) A eertificutc granted umler this rule shall be valid for a period 
of three years. 

159. Reyister of certifirulv.i .—A register of all certific.ates granted 
under rule 158 shall be maintained in Form F by the officer ap])ointcd 
under sub-section (7) of section 15 of the Act. 

11)1). Metlioif.i of tr.it. —(1) The testing officer shall test the samples 
in the manner laid down iii Schedule 111 to thc.se rules. 

(2) In all cases at least three, samples shall be sei)aratelyf tested, the 
average of the three readings being corrected for the. thermometer 
correction, if any, and for the barometric correction in ca.se of dispute. 

(3; If the average flashing-point is not lower than 7r)°r. and no 
one test gives a iiasiiing-])oint below 73°F. the wdiole of the petroleum 
represented by the sam])les shall be deemed to be non-dangerous 
petroleum. 
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IGl. Prornlurp u'hrv tvsf/i show want of uniformity. —(1) If the 
te.st.infr officer, after testinjj eainplee taken from a sln'p’s r.argo, considers 
flirttu‘r tests necessary to satisfy himself that, none of the petroleum is 
ilanircroiiH, lie shall report to the (’ollector of Customs aocordinply.

Determination of Flashing-Point. 

[5«e Rules 157 and 160.} 

I. Appahatos to bx usxo. 

The flashing-point of petroleum and petroleum mixtures which are 
fluid at 50° F. and wliich flash not above 120°F. shall be determined b.v 
the Abel apparatus ns hereinafter defined. 

The flashing-point of petroleum and petroleum mixtures which are 
solid at 50°F. and which flash not above 120°F. shall be determined by 
the Abel aiiparatus, the test being modified as hereinafter described. 

The flashing-point of petroleum and petroleum mixtures which flash 
above 120° F. shall be determined bv the Pensky-Martens apparatiis as 
hereinafter defined. 

11. Peeparing the samples for test. 

About ten fluid ounces of the sample, sufiicient for three tests, should 
be transferred from the bottle into which the sample has been drawn to 
a pint, flask or bottle, which should be immersed in water artificially 
cooled until a thermometer, introduced into the sample, indicates a 
tcmperaturi! not exceeding 50°F. 

III. (1) Abel apparatus. 

The apparatus to be employed shall be the Abel petroleum testing 
apparatus modified by having an oil cup provided with a stirrer. It 
shall he constrmded to the dimensions herein specified within the limits 
of nccurafiy prescribed by the tolerances sot forth below. 

Oil Cny .—The oil cup consists of a cylindrical vessel open at the 
top and fitted on the outside with a flat circular flange projecting at 
right angles. 

Within the cup, fixed through the wall and silver soldped or 
brazed in place, there is a gauge consisting of a piece of wire bent 
upwards and terminating in a point.

The stirrer consists of a round stem having four blades or vanes 

silver soldered in j»la<!e at, one end. A collar is fixed on the stem so 

that w’hcn the stem is inserted into the bush from belfiw, it is arrested 
at a position such that the correct length protrudes into the lil cup.

An ebonite oi’ fibre ring of right-angle section is fitted into the hole 
in the centre of the flat ring forming the to]) of the hath and, when the 
apparatus is in use, the oil cup fits into, and its flange rests upon, this 
ebonite or fibre ring so that the oil cup is centrally disposed within the 
heating vessel.

Tile test apparatus shall be placed for use in a position where it is 
not exposed to currents of air or draughts. 

The heating vessel or water-bath shall be filled by pouring water 
into the funnel until it begins to flow out at the spout of the vessel. 
The temperature of the water at the beginning of the test shall be 
130° F., and no heat shall be applied to the water-bnth during the test. 
When a test has been completed and it is desired to make another test 
the water-bath shall be again raised to 130°F., which may conveniently 
be done while the petroleum cup is being emptitid, cooled and refilled 
with a fresh sample to be tested. The next test is then proceeded with. 

If an oil test-lamp is being used it shall be i)repared by fitting it 
with a piece of flat plaited <;andlu-wick and filling it with colza or rape 
oil up to the lower edge of the opening of the spout or wick tube. 'J'he 
lamp sliall l)e trimmed so that when lighted it gives a flame of about 
0-]5 of an inch diameter, and this size of flume, whi(di is represented by 
the projecting white bead on the cover of the oil-cup is readily maintain¬ 
ed by simple manipulation from time to time with a small wire trimmer. 
A gas test-flame may be employed, and if so, the size of the jet of flame 
shall be adjusted to the size laid down above. 

The bath having been raised to the proper temperature, the (sup 
shall be placed on a level surface in a good light, and the oil to be tested 
shall be poured into it, until the level of the liquid just reaches the point 
of the gauge which is fixed in the cup. Jlefore a test is begun the 
temperature of the oil shall be determimsd and shall be brought to 
approximately (iO°F. The cover, with the slide closed, shall then be 
put on to the cup and pressed down so that its edge rests on the rim 
of the cup, and the cup shall be so pla(^ed into the bath or heating 
vessel, every care being taken to avoid wetting the sides of the cu}) 
with the oil. The thermometer in the lid of the cup has been adjusted 
so as to have the correct immersion when the brass collar of the thiumo- 
meter is properly seated, and its position shall not in any cinuiinstances 
be altered. When the cup has been placed in the proper position, the 
scale of the thermometer faces the operator. 

Tin* test-lamp shall then be placed in position upon the lid of the 
cup. When the temperature has reached fiti'F. the operation of testing 
.shall be begun, the test-flame being npidied once for every rise of one 
degree, in the following manner: — 

The slide shall be slowly drawn open while a metronome, set at T-b 
to 80 beats per minute, beats three times and shall be closed during the 
fourth beat. A pendulum of 24 inches effective length may be used in 
place of the metronome, counting one beat from one extremity of the 
sw'ing to the other. 

The barometric pressure shall be obsei’ved and recorded. No correc¬ 
tions shall be made except in case of dispute, when the flashing-point 
figure shall be corrected according to the following rule: — 

For each inch (25-4 mm.) below 29-92 in. (760 mm.) barometric 
reading add 1-G°F. to the flasbing-point. 

For each inch (25-4 mm.) above 29*92 in. (760 mm.) barometric, 
reading subtract 1-6°F. from the flashing-point. 
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(2) FOE rETM01.Etm FLASHING BETWEEN 90" F. ANIJ 120° F. 

The air-chamber which surrounds the oil-cup shall be filled with 
(■old water al a depth of 1 -5 inch, and the heatiuf;f vessel or water- 
bath filled as usual, but also with cold water. The lamp shall Ihen be 
placed under the apparatus and kept there during the entire operation, 
and the temperature of the oil raised at the rate of 2°F. to 2*25°F. 
per minute, the testing being carried out as laid down in the previous 
section, except that the test flame shall first be applied when the 
temperature has reached 80°F. 

(3) FOE .SOLID PETROLEUM MIXTURES. 

Solid petroleum mixtures are to be tested in the Abel apparatus in 
the following manner: — 

The solid mixture must be cut into cylinders l>f> inch long and 
0-25 inch in diameter by means of a cork borer or other similar cutter 
having the correct internal diameter. Th(!Se cylinders arc to be i>laced 
in the petroleum cup of the testing,- apparatus in a vertical position in 
such number as will completely fill the cup. The cylinders must be in 
contact with one another, but must not be so t.ighlly packed as to be 
deformed in shape. 

Five or six of the cylinders in the centre of the cup must be 
shortened to 0-5 inch to allow space for the thermometer bulb. 

The air bath of the testing apparatus must be filled to a depth of 
IvO inch with water. The water bath must then be raised to. and 
maintained at, a temperature of about 80°F. 

The cup must then be placed in the air bath, and the temperature 
of the sample must be allowed to rise until the thermometer in the 
oil-cup shows 75°F., when the test flame must be applied. 

If no flash is obtained, this temperature must be maintained constant 
in the oil-cup for one hotir, at the expiration of whicli time the test 
flanic must again be applied. 

if a flash is obtained, the solid mixture will be subject to the provi- 
.linns of the. Petroleum Act, 1934.

IV. (I) THE PENSKT-MARTENS APPAEATU.S. 

The standard Pensky-Martens Closed Tester shall be used for deter¬ 
mining the flashing-point of all petroleum products having a flashing- 
point above 120°F. 

Every instrument shall be marked with the letters I.P.T., an identi¬ 
fication number (on the cup, cover and top plate) and the name of the 
maker or vendor, such stamping implying a guarantee that the instru¬ 
ment complies with the requirements specified below. 
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The Pensky-Martens Tester shall include the followisg major 
parts: — 

Cl/p.—The cup of the standard Pensky-Martens Tester shall be made 
of brass and shall satisfy the following dimensional specifications: —

Openings B and C shall be equally distant from opening A, and radii 
drawn through each of their (centres shall be at an angle of not less 
than 13o° nor more than 140°. 

Openings A, B, and C need not conform exactly to the shape of 
geometrical figures bounded by arcs of two concentric circles and 
intersected len^h of radii. Their boundaries must, however, fall on 
or between the lines indicated by the limiting values of the dimensional 
specification of the preceding text. 

Opening D is a split tube to grip the thermometer collar. It shall 
be set at an angle of not less than 10° nor more than 15° from the 
perpendicular. Its centre is approximately 0-75 in. from the centre 
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of the lid and on u radiuH ut an uuf^k- of not Iohr than 50’* nor more

Flame c.rposure device .—The tip of the flame jet shall have an orifice 
0‘027 in. to 0'03 in. diameter. The flame-exposure device shall be

The test flame shall be approximately spherical and shall be regulated 
to be of the sanie mean diameter as a bead O-lfi in. in diameter of some 
suitable material mounted on the lid. 

The mechanism operating the shutter should be of the spring type 
and c,onstru(!ted so that when at rest the shutter shall completely ciose 
the three openings. When operated to the other extreme the three 
openings in the lid shall be fully open and the tip of the exposure tube 
shall be fully depressed. 

None,—A pilot flnnie for nutomntic relighting of the test flomo shoulit bo 
pro\ided. 

Where gas is not available, an oil burner shall be used as the test 
flame, the position of whicdi shall correspond with that of the gas flame 
previously specified.

Thermometers .—A low range thermometer shall be used with the 
Standard Pensky-Martens tester for determining the flashing'point above 
120 °P. The thermometer shall comply with the specification given 
below.

Each thermometer shall be mounted securely in a thermometer collar 
so that from the under-side of this collar to the bottom of the bulb 
tihe distance is 2-1 in. (±0-05 in.). The thermometer collar shall 
liave an outside diauietey of ()*5 in., db 0 W- iu., and a fiange ()•] in., 
dbO’ttl in., in thii^kness. The cement used to fasten the thermometer 
into the collar shall be of such a nature that it will withstand the 
action of oil up to the highest temperature at wlhich the thermometer 
is used. 

Drying of the sample. 

If gas oil or fuel oil is being tested, the sample shall be dried by 
the following method: — 

One hundred grams of well-dried granular calcium chloride is 
placed in a dry wide-mouth stoppered glass bottle. 

Two hundred and fifj^ millilitresf of the oil is then poured upon 
the calcium chloride. 'The stopper is secured.in position by tying. 
The bottle is then well-shaken and is stood in a vessel of water, the 
level of the water being up to about one-third of tJhe height of the oil

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in the bottle. ^ The_ water is next raised to a temperatare of 60®C. 
(120°F.), and is maintained at this temperature for a period of seven 
hours, the bottle and its contents bein^ well-shaken up at intervals 
of about an hour. At the end of this treatment the bottle and its 
contents are allowed to cool to atmospheric temperature; the bottle is 
then opened and sufficient of the oil for test filtered through paper on 
a Buchner funnel. 


IV. (II) METHOD. 

All parts of the cup and its accessories shall he thoroughly clean 
and dry before starting the test. Particular care should ho taken to 
avoid the presence of any gasoline or naptha used to clean the appara¬ 
tus after a previous test. 

The cuj) shall he filled with the oil to he tested up to the level 
indicated by the filling mark. 

The lid shall he placed on the cup and the latter set in the stove. 
Care should be taken to have the locjitiiig devices properly engaged. 
The thermometer shall be inserted. 

The teat flame shall he lighted and adjusted so that it is of the size 
of a bead 0-1(5 in. in diameter. 

Heat shall he supplied at such a rale that the temperature read on 
the thermometer increases not less than 9 or more than 11 degrees per 
minute. The stirrer shall he turned at a rate of approximately (50 
revolutions per minute. 

Application of the test flame shall be mndc at each temperature 
reading which is a multiple of 2°F. un to 220°F. For the temperature 
range above. 22(1°F., application shall he made at each temperature 
reading which is a multiple of 5®F. The first application of the test 
flame shall ho made at a temperature at least Sfi^F. below the actual 
flashing-point. Application of the test-flame shall he made by operat¬ 
ing the device controlling the shutter and test-flame burner so that tlie 
flame is lowered in one-lialf second, left in its lowered position for one 
second, and quickly raised to its liigih position. Stirring sltnll he dis¬ 
continued during the application of the test-flame. 

The flashing-point is taken a.s the temperature read on the thermo¬ 
meter at the time of the flaiiu- application that causes a distinct flash 
in the interior of tlie cup. The true fla.sh must not be confused with 
the bluish halo tliat sometimes surrounds the test flame for the appli- 
eutions preceding the one that causes the actual flash. 

The barometric- jeressure sliall be observed cind recorded. No correc¬ 
tions shall be made except in case of di.sputc. when the flashing-point 
figure shall be corrected according to the following rule: — 

For each inch (25-4 mm.) below 29-22 in. (700 inm.) barometric 
reading add 1 -G^F. to the flaslliiug-point. 

For each inch (25-4 nim.) Icelow 29-22 in. (700 mm.l haromefrio 
reading subtract l-G°F. from the flashing-point. 

V. THE FLASHlNU-POirrr. 

If a flash takes place at any temperature below 7n°F. the tempera¬ 
ture at which it occurs is noted. Two fresh portions of the sample 
are .then to be successively te.sted in a similar manner nud the results 
recorded. If mi greater difference than two degrees Fahrenheit exists 
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bet'<^een any two of the three rettorded results and if in no insta&Oe 
the lla.s1i has taken place within eif^ht degrees Fahrenheit of the 
temperature at which the testing was commenned, the average of the 
three readings gives the flushing']Mnut reciu'ded hy that particular 
instrument, but without either apparatus correction or thermometer 
correction. In the event of there being a greater difference than two 

degrees Fahrenheit between any two of the readings, or if flhe flash 

has occurred witliin eight degrees of the temperature at which the 
testing was connnenced, the series of tests is to he rejected and a fresli 
series of three similarly obtained. 

If, however, a flash has occurred at or below (id®!', when the test was 
applied in tlie manner above described, the next test shall be com¬ 
menced 1()°F. lower than the temperature at wliich the flush had been 

previously obtained, and this procedure shall be continued until the 
results of three consecutive tests do not show a greater difference than 
two degrees Fahrenheit and until a flash has not occurred in any of 
llie three tests within eight degrees Fahrenheit of the temperature at 
which the test was commenced. Provided always that if at the com¬ 
mencement of the series of tests a flash has occurred on the first appli¬ 
cation of the test-flame at tiG®F and if a flash has also occurred on the 
first application of the flame it e.ach of the three .successive tests in 
whic.h the test-flauic is first applied at Gfi^F. us above directed, the 
testing officer shall (certify that the petroleum bn.-, a flashing-point 
lielow fi7°F. and the sample shall be reported as “dangerous petrtt- 
leuni”. 

If a temperatur<‘ <if 7fi°F. has Iteen reached without a flash 
occurring, the application of the test-flame is to he eontinued at every 
degree rise of temperature until a temperature of 89°F. has been 
roadlied. If no flash occurs up to this point, the test shall be continued 
on a fresh sample as in Section HI fit) ('2’> above. 

If no flash occurs up to 120°F., the flashing-point shall be deter¬ 
mined by the Pensky-Martens apparatus and method, an described 
above.

No. V-2li.—111 exercise of the powers conferred by sectione 6 and 7 
and sub-section (2) of section 8 of the Indian Aircraft Act, 1934 
(XXII of 19.‘J4), anil seel ion 4 of the Indian Telejrraph Act, 1885 (XIII 
of 1885)*, and in supersession of the Indian Aircraft Ilules, 1920, with 
the excejition of I’urt TX thereof, the Oovernor Oenerul in Council 
is pleased to make the following rules, the same liuving been previously 
piililished, as required by section 14 of the former Act, miinely ; — 


RULES. 

PAKT I,— ^Pbeliminarv. 

1. Short title and eMent. — (1) These rules may be called the Indian 
Aircraft Itules, 1937. 

(2) They apply (unless the contrary intention appears) to all air¬ 
craft for the time being in or over British India, provided that in the 
case of aircraft registered elsewhere than in British India, for the 
jirovisions of Parts IV, V, VI and 1 .X of these rules relating to 
registration, licensing of personnel, airworthiness and log hooks there 
shall be substituted the regulations of the State in which the aircraft 
is jegistered. 

2. Natioiuility of aircraft.-^Au aircraft shall be deemed to possess 
the nationality of the State on the register of which it i.s entered. 

3. Definitions and Interpretation. —(1) In these rules, unless there 
is anything repugnant in the subject or context— 

“Acrobatics” means any aerial manceuvres voluntarily accom¬ 
plished other than tnose which are carried out in the course 
of normal flight; 

“Aerial work aircraft” means aircraft used for an industrial or 
commercial purpose or any lucrative purpose other than 
public transport; 

“Aerodrome” means any definite or limited ground or water area 
intended to be used, either wholly or in part, for the landing 
or departure of aircraft, and includes all buildings, sheds, 
vessels, piers and other structures thereon or ' appertaining 
thereto; 

“Aerodrome light” means any light exhibited at an aerodrome 
for the puroose of usisting the navigation or manceuvres 
of an aircraft or of signalling to or from an aircraft; 
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"Aerodyne” meunn an aircraft, whose support in flight is 
derived dynaiuically from the reaction on surfaces iu 
motion relative to the air, and includes all aeroplanes, 
helicopters, gyroplanes, gliders and kites; 

‘‘Aeroplane” ineans a luechaiiicully driven aerodyne supported by 
aerody'nairiic reactions on surfaces remaining fixed under the 
same conditions of flight; 

“Aerostat” means an aircraft supported in the air statically and 
includes all airships and balloons; 

“Aircraft” means any machine which can derive support in the 
atmosphere from reactions of the air, and includes balloons 
whether fixed or free, airships, kites, gliders and flying 
machines; 

“Airship” means a mechanically driven aerostat, having ineans of 
directional control; 

“Balloon” means an aerostat, not provided with mechanical means 
of propulsion ; 

“Contracting State” means any state which is for the time being 
a party to the Convention relating to the Regulation of Aerial 
Navigation signed at Paris, October 13, 1919, with the addi¬ 
tional Protocol, signed at Paris, May 1, 1920, and any aiuoud- 
ment which may be made thereto un(fer the provisions of Article 
34 thereof; 

“('ourse” means the forward direction of the intersection of the 
plane of symmetry (supposed vertical) of an aircraft with n 
horizontal plane. Tt is defined by the angle which it miikc.s 
with a meridian of origin. By extension the angle itself; 

“Export” means taking out of British India; 

“Flying machine” means ii mechanically driven aerodyjie, and 
includes all aeroplanes, helioopt«r.s and gyroplanes; 

“Glider” means an aerodyne supported in flight by aerodynamic 
reactions on surfaces remaining fixed uuaer the same condi • 
tious of flight and not provided with mechanic.al means of 
propulsion; 

“Government aerodrome” means an aerodrome which is maintained 
by or on behalf of Government; 

“Import” means bringing into British India; 

“Landing area” means that jmrt of an aerodrome reserved for the 
departure or lauding of aircraft; 

“Making w'ay”: An aircraft is said to be “making way” when 
under way in the air or on the surface of the water, it has a 
velocity relative to the air or water respectively; 

“Military aircraft” iucludes naval, military and airforce aircraft; 
and every aircraft commanded by a person in naval, military or 
airforce service detailed for the purjmse shall be deemed to be a 
military airoraft; 
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"Normal fligrlit" means flight oumprisiug olimbiug, horizontal 
flight, turning and descending; provided, however, that it does 
not entail abrupt variations in height or in the attitude of the 
aircraft; 

"Oil the surface of the water”; An aircraft is deemed to be "on the 
surface of the water” so long as any portion of it is in contact 
with the water; 

"Passenger aircraft”, "mail aircraft” and "goods aircraft” means 
aircraft which effect public transport of passengers, mails or 
goods respectively; 

“Personnel” In relation to any airi-i'aft means tlie person in eliarge. 
jiilot, navigator, engineer, ami all other members of (In- 
<Tew; 

"I'rivate aircraft” means all aircraft other than aerial work air¬ 
craft or public transport aircraft; 

"Prohibited area” means an area over which the navigation of 
aircraft is prohibited under rule 12. 

"J’ublic transport.” means all carriage, of persons or things efl'ected 
by aircraft for a remuneration of any nature whatsoever, and 
all carriage of persons or things effected by aircraft wiihmtl 
such remuneration if the carriage is effected by an air transport 
undertaking; 

"Public transport aircraft” means an aircraft which effects public 
transport; 

"State aircraft” includes military aircraft and aircraft exclusively 
employed in State service, such as posts, customs, police; 

"Svibsequent aircraft” means an aircraft which is cionstructed in 
accordaute with the design and specification of a type of air¬ 
craft, which has been approved or accepted b.v Ihe Governor 
General in Council for the issiie of a certificate of airworthiness; 

"Take off” includes all the successive positions of an aerodyne from 
the moment it moves from rest until the moment of starting 
normal flight; 

"1\) land” is the action under normal conditions of making contact 
with the ground »>r a solid platform or water by an aircraft 
equipped for this purpose; 

"Under way”: An aircraft is said (o be “under way” when, being 
in the air or on the surface of the water, it is not moored to 
the ground or to any fixed object on land or in the water; 

"Under control”: An aircraft is said to be "under control” when 
it is able to manoeuvre as required by these Rules; 

"Visible” as applied to lights means visible on a dark night with 
a clear atmosphere; . 

(2) Any power or duty conferred or imposed by these rules on the 
Governor General in Council ma.y be exercised or discharged by the 
Governor General in ('ouncil or by any person authorised by him in that 

behalf. 
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PART II.-QkNKHAL CONOITIOITB OF XXYINO. 

4. Ute and operation of aircraft. —^No person shall use or operate 
or assist in using or operating an aircraft save in auoordanoe with these 
rules. 

6. Registration and nationality and registration vuirk,i. —^No person 
shall fly, or assist in flying any aircraft unless— 

(а) it has been registered, and 

(б) it bears its nationality and registration marks and the name 

and residence of the owner afilxed or painted thereon in 
ac'cordaiice with rule JJ7, or. in the l•us^> of aircraft regis¬ 
tered elsewhere than in British India, in ace.ordance witli 
the regtilatiuiis of the State in whicli it is j'egistered : 

I’rovided that the prohibition imposed hy this rule shall not apply to 
aire.raft flown in accordance with the special permission in writing of the 
Uovernor tleneral in Council and subject to any conditions and limita¬ 
tions wliich may be specified in such permission. 

6. Licensing of personnel. —Every aircraft shall carry and bo 
operated by the personnel prescribed in Part V of these rules and such 
liersonnel shall he licensed in the manner prescribed in that Part: 

Provided that in the (»ise of aircraft not registered in Hritish 
India, sucli personnel hIiuII be licensed in ac-eordanee with the 
regulations of the State in which the aircraft is regi.stered : 

Pnwided further that this rule shall not apply to an aircraft 
flown by a person under instruction or undergoing tests for tlie i»urpose 
of obtaining or renewing a pilot’s licence if— 

(a) the aircraft is flown within 3 miles of a licen.sed aerodrome or 
a Government aerodrome, 

(h) the aircraft carries no passengers, and 

(o) prior notice of the flight and of the purpose of tlie flight is given 
to the person in charge of the aerodrome from which the 
flight is made. 

7. Documents to he carried in aircraft. —(1) No person in charge of 
any public transport aircraft shall allow such aircraft <o he flown unless 
the following documents are carried on board the aircraft, namely:— 

(i) the certificate of regi.strntion, 
the lic.pnces of the personnel, 

(iii) the certificate of nirw'orthinesB, 

(iv) the journey log book in cases whci'c the keeping of u journey 

log book is prescribed in Part IX, 

(v) the working copies of the aircraft and engine log books 

prescribed Iby Part IX, whenever the aircraft leaves its 
normal station, 

(vi) where radio-telegraph apparatus is carried in the aircraft, 

the permit or licence issued by the Director-General of 
Posts and Telegraphs, under which such apparatus is 
carried:

Provided that where a licence ur other document has been submitted 
to a competent authority under these Rules for renewal or other action 
that fact shall he deemed a valid excuse for its not bcinj^ cntried on 
board the aircraft. 

(2) No person in charge of any aircraft engaged in international 
navigation shall allow such aircraft to be flown unless (bo following 
documents issued by the State in which the aircraft is regislcrcd arc 
carried on board the aircraft, namely: — 

(i) the ccrtificalc of registration, 

fii) the licences tif the personnel, 

(iii) the certificate of airworthiness, 

(iv) the journey log book, 

(v) the aircraft and engine log books, 

(vi) where radio-telegraph apparatus is carried in tlic aircraft, the 

permit or licence for such apparatus, 

(vii) where the aircraft carries passengers, a list of their names 

showing their places of origin and dc'stination, 

(viii) where the aircraft carries goods, air consignment notes and 
manifests in respect thereof. 

8. Carriage of explosicets and arvis .—No person in, or in charge of, 
an aircraft shall carry or permit to he carried therein, any explosives, 
articles of a highly inflammalble nature, arms, ammunition, or military 
stores other than:--- 

(a) smdi exjdosives or other articles us may l)e reciuired for and arc 
not kept for any other purpose than the working or handling 
of aircraft; and 

(h) subject to the provisions of the^Indian Arms Aid, 1878, and the 
rules made thereunder, and’ subject to sucb further restric¬ 
tions as may be imposed Iby the owner of the aircraft regard¬ 
ing their carriage, such arms and ammunition as may 
reasonably be required for the private use of any person, 
either as personal luggage or as freight: 

I’rovided that such explosives, articles, arms and ammunition, 
M'hen ciiiricd in a passtmger aircraft, shall he placed in a 
receptacle or recejitacles not acciessible to the ]iasRengers. 

9. Radio-telegraj}h Apparatus. —(1) No jjerson shall operate radio- 
transmitting apparatus in any aircraft registered in British India unless 
he holds a licence of. the type required by llie jmivisions of Part V 
in ivspeet of aircraft required or jiemiitted by these rules to carry 
radio-telegraph or radio-telephone apparatus as the ease may he, and 
issued in aceordaiice with those provisions. 

(2) Radio-transmitting ajiparatus edrried in aircraft shall be operated 
under the cimdition.s defined by the International Tele-communication 
Convention (Madrid 1932) and the general radio communication regu¬ 
lations annexed thereto as far as these apply and shall be operated only 
during the hours in which such operation is permitted by the Governor 
General in Council. 
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(3) Aircraft registered iu British India and required er penniited 
by these rules to carry ra<lio-tc‘legrBjih apparatus shall be fitted with 
such apparatus in accordance with the provisions of Part VTT. 

(4) Nothing in this rule shall exempt any jJcrson from those provi¬ 
sions of the Indian Telegraph Act, 1885, and the rules made thereunder 
which require that radio-telegrajih apparatus shall be licensed. 

10. Mails. —No person shall carry mails or allow mails to be carried 
iu any aircraft excej)t with the consent in writing of the Director- 
General of Posts and Telegraphs. 

11. Aerodromes. —(1) No pilot or person in charge of any aircraft 
carrying passengers for hire or reward shall use any place for a series 
of landings and departures, and no pilot or person in charge of any 
aircraft employed on a scheduled air transport service, shall use any 
place as a regular pla<!e of landing tir departure other than an aerodrome 
licensed or approved for the purpose in accordance with the provisions 
of Part XT. 

(2) No .person being the jiroprietor of an aerodrome other than an 
aej-odroiiie mentioned iu sub-rule (1) shall pcj’juil Ihe aerodrome to be 
us«'d in eontruvontion of (hut suWule. 

(3) No person other than the occupant of an aircraft manceuvring in 
accordance with these rules may enter upon the landing area of an 
apjmoved or licensed aerodrome without the consent of the person iu 
charge of the aerodrome. 

12. Prohibited areas.- —(1) No person shall fly or assist in fl.ying an 
aircraft over any of the areas specified in Schedule I save in accordance 
with the conditions specified in that Schedule. 

(2) Every pilot, who, when flying an aircraft, finds himself above 
a prohibited area in contravention of sub-rule (1), shall, as soon as ho 
is aware of tin? fail, give (he signal of distress sjiecified in sub-i'ule (2) 
of rule 107, and shall land tlie aircrafi as soon as jiossible oulsidi' the 
jirohibiled an’a at oik? of the nearest aerodromes in British India: 

Provided that he shall not, unle.ss compelled b.v stress of weather 
or other unavoidable cause, fly further into the prohibited area nor 
commence to descend while stifl above the jirohilbited area. 

(3) When the signals prescribed in rule 111 are given, the pilot of 
the aircraft shall immediately change his course and fly away from the 
prohibited area. 

(4) When (lie signals jirescribed in ride 110 are given, the pilot shall 
immediatel.v give the signal referred to in sub-rule (2) of this rule and 
land the aircraft in accordance with that sub-rule. 

13. Photography from aircraft. —^No person shall take, or cause or 
permit to be taken from an aircraft any photogra])h of a prohibited 
area or of any jiart thereof, or of any object therein. 

14. A erial work arui public transport reserved for certain aircraft .— 
No aircraft registered in accordance with Part IV in Category B shall 
be used as an aerial work aircraft or as ji ])iil)lic transpoit aircraft. 

Provided that the Governor General in (Ji>uncil may from time to 
time permit, and impose, restrictions on the jwrformance of aerial work 
or public transjxirt by aircraft other than tho.se regi.stered in ace<md- 
ance with Part IV in Category A, and such restrictions shall be 
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deemed tt» huve been effectively impooed if they have been notified 
ill writinf>’ to the owner or operator of such aircraft or by notification 
in (he GazeMe. of India. 

Ju. Conditions to he complied with by aircraft in flight. —No air- 
i raft engaged in international navigation, passenger aircraft, goods 
iiireraft or mail aircraft, and no aircraft let out for hire for the jmrpose 
oi being llown by the hirer, shall ibe flown unless the following conditions 
are complied with, namely: — 

(i) tlie aircraft shall be certified as airworthy and shall be main¬ 

tained in airworthy condition in accordance with the provi¬ 
sions of Part VI or (in the case of an aircraft not registered 
in British India) in accordance with the regulations of the 
State in which tnc aircraft is registered; 

(ii) all the terms or conditions on which the certificate of air¬ 

worthiness was granted shall Ibe duly complied with; 

(iii) the aircraft shall carry on board its certificate of airworthiness 

and any oilier certificates prescribed by Part VI, or by the 
regulations of the State in which the aircraft is registered 
which it is required to carry on board. The certificate of 
airworthiness shall be carried in the pocket of the journey 
log book; 

(iv) the aircraft shall be fitted with and shall have in working order 

such instruments and equipment as are prescribed in I’art VI 
for an aircraft of that <dass or description : 

Provided that the Governor General in Council may, by order in 
writing and subject to such conditions as may lie contained in the order, 
esemiit, any aircraft from the operation of this rule. 

Ea-plauation.—h'ov the purpose of this rule, aircraft let out on t>ay- 
ment for instructional or other purposes by a flying club or 
flying .school to a member or pupil thereof .shall be deemed 
to be let out for hire. 

IG. Rules of the Air. —Every pilot and navigator shall olliserve. and 
every person in charge of an aircraft shall cause to be observed, all the 
rules of the air contained in Part XIT, and shall lake all such steps 
as are ])racticablo to secure that when the aircraft is in flight or is being 
mameuvred on the land or water, the windows, wind screens or side 
screens of the aircraft through which the pilot obtains his view forward 
or sideways arc maintained in such condition as not to obscure his 
view. 

17. Production of licences, etc. —Any licence, certificate, log book 
or document granted or required to be maintained under these rules 
shall, on demand, for the purpose of inspection, by any magistrate, 
any police oflil-cr aliove the 7-ank of constalile, any (Justoin.s-otticcr, any 
commissioned officer of His Majesty’s naval, military or air forces, any 
nori-ccmunissioned officer of the Royal Air Force, any gauetted officer 
of the Civil Aviation Uejiartmeut, or any other jierson authorised by 
the (rovernor General in Council by special or general order in writing 
in this behalf, bo produced by the licensee or, in the case of an aircraft 
or of a licensed aerodrome, by the owner, hirer or person in charge 
thereof: 
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Provided that any such licence, certificate, log Ibook, or document 
relating to an aircraft or its perstmnel which is not !by these Buies 
required to he carried in the aircraft shall he produced within seven 
days of the making of the demand. 

18. Prevention of ftighls in contravention of the rules. —(1) An autho¬ 
rity authorised under Section 8 of the Indian Aircraft Act, 1934, to 
detain aircraft may do so by the issue of a written direction to the pilot or 
other person for the time being in charge of the aircraft to ho detained, 
or hy taking such other steps as may ibe necessary to make tlie detention 
effective. If an aircraft detained hy a })er8on so authori.sed is housed 
or kept at a Government aerodrome the housing or picketing charges 
normnlly applicable shall Ibe payable in respect of the whole period 
during which it is detained. 

(2) Any person acting in contravention of any direction given under 
this rule shall, without prejudice to any other penalty he may incur, 
be deemed to have acted in contravention of these Rules. 

19. Cancellation, suspension or endorsement of licences n.nd certi¬ 
ficates .—(1) Where any person is convicted of a contravention of or 
failure to comply with these rules in respect of any aircraft the 
Governor General in Council may cancel or SHS])end any certificate of 
registration granted under these Rules relating to that aircraft. 

(2) The Governor General in Council may cancel or suspend any 
certificate relating to the airworthiness of an aircraft granted under 
these Rules if he is satisfied that reasonable doubt exists as fo the safety 
of the aircraft in question or of the type to which the aircraft in 
question belongs and may vary the conditions attached It) any such 
(iertificate if he is satisfied that those conditions may properly be 
rehiNed or that reasonable doitbt exists whether those conditions afford 
a sufficient margin of safety. 

(3) Tile Governor General in (huuicil may foi’ reiwons whicli shall 
lie recorded in writing cancel, suspend or endorse any certificate oi- 
licence, granted under these Rules if he is satisfiiul that there is 
sufficient ground for so doing and may suspend an_v such certificate or 
licence tenijiorarily during the investigation of an\- matter forming a 
ground for action under this sub-rule. 

(4) The Governor General in Council may cancel or vary any parti¬ 
culars entered by him or under his authority in any licence or certificate 
granted or in any journey log book issued under these Rules. 

(5) The Governor General in Council may require the holder of any 
licence, certificate or other document granted or issued under these 
rules or any per.son having possession or custody of such licence, certi¬ 
ficate or document to surrender the same to him for can ceil ati on, 
suspension, endorsement or variation and any person failing to comply 
with an,y such requirement w'ithin a reasonable time shall be deemed 
to have acted in contravention of these Rules. 

21). Certnin rules not appUcahle to gliders and kites .—Rules 5, 6, 7, 
12, 15, 17, 19 and 25 shall not apply to gliders, and rules 5, G, 7, 12, 
15, 17, 19 and the rules in Part III, with the exception of rule 26 in so 
far as it relates to the dropping of articles from aircraft, shall not apply 
to kites. 
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PART III.—Generai, safety conditioits. 

21. Datiyerous ftyiny .—No person shall fly any aircraft in such 
f.ircumstaiic.es as, hy reason of low altitude or proximity to persons or 
dwellinprs or for any other rea.son, to cause unnecessary dangler to any 
person or projierty. 

22. Flyiny over rilieit, etc .—No pilot shall fly any aircraft, and no 
j)er.son in fhar»’o of any aircraft shall allow it to be flown over any city, 
town, villaffe site or other jiopnlous area exce])t at such altitude, which 
in no case sliall he less than 1 ,<M)0 feet, as will enalble the aircraft to 
land outside tlie city, town, villajje site or other pojmlous area in the 
event ol an eniergierK-y; 

Provided that tliis prohibition shall not apply within a distance of 
one mile from a licensed aerodrome or a Government aerodrome. 

2d. Acrobatics. —(1) No jierson shall use any aircraft for 
acrobatics— 

(rt) when flying over any city, town, village site or populous area; 
or 

(b) when flying over any meeting for public games or sjiorts or 
other public assembly, excejit where a request for such 
flying has been made in writing by the promoters of such 
meeting or assembly. 

(2) When an aircraft is used for acrobatics— 

(a) it shall he flown by a licensed pilot, or, if it is flown by a 

jierson for the jiurpose of mialifying for a licence under 
those Rules, such person shall be accompanied by a licensed 
pilot iu.structor; 

(b) if passengers are c.arried, whether the carriage is i)ublic tran¬ 

sport or not, their previous consent to the performance of 
acrobatics shall bo obtained in writing; 

(c) the i)ilot or person in charge of the aircraft shall satisfy him¬ 

self before commencing the flight that every person carried 
in the aircraft, is properly secured by safety belts; and 

(</) the acrobatics shall be concluded at a height above the ground 
not less th.an 2,000 feet, or such lower altitude as the 
Governor General in Council may permit by special order 
in writing. 

24. Prohibition of into.Tiratcd persons e.nteririg aircraft. —No person 
acting as, or carried in an aircraft for the j)uri)Ose of acting as, pilot, 
commander, navigator, engineer or operating mentber of the crew there¬ 
of, shall, while so ficting or carried, be in a state of intoxication or in a 
state in which, by reason of his having taken or used any sedative, 
narcotic or .stimulant, drug or jweparation, his capacity so to act is 
impaired; and no other jjerson while in a state of intoxication shall 
enter or be in any aircraft. 

25. _ Smohiny in nireraft. —(i) The owner of every aircraft registered 
in British India which is provided with a ceftificate of airworthiness 
shall cau.se to be exhibited in a prominent place in the aircraft a notice 
stating where and to what extent smoking is prohilbited or permitted 
therein. 
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(2) A aotioe permitting smoking in such aircraft may be exhibiteti 
therein only if smoking in the aircraft is permitted by the certificate of 
airworthiness of the aircraft or !by the direction of the Governor General 
in Council and only in accordance with the <;(mditions relating to 
smoking contained in such certificate or direction. 

(3) No person shall smoke in any aircraft registered in British India 
which is provided with a certificate of airworthiness unless a notice per¬ 
mitting smoking is exhibited in the aircraft, and any person smoking 
shall comply with all the terms of such notice. 

2(j. Parachute descents and dropping of articles.—ISo person shall, 
except in a case of emergency, descend by means of a parachute from 
an aircraft and no person shall drop or cause or permit to Ibe dropped 
from an aircraft any article, whether attached to a parachute or not, 
unless the descent is made or the article is dropped in accordanixj with and 
subject to any conditions <ir limitations contained in a general or special 
order of tlie Governor General in llouucil in writing in that behalf; 

I'njvided that nothing in this rule shall be deemed to prevent the 
dropiiing of— 

(a) ballast which is not prohibited by the provisions of Rule 114; 

(ft) message bags, smoke producing or other apparatus or materials 
dropped for the purjmsc' of navigating an aircraft or wim- 
inunicating messages from an aircraft, subject to the observ¬ 
ance of such precautions as to the nature of the articles 
dropped and the place of dropping as will avoid risk of in¬ 
juring persons or property on the ground; 

(a) separate sheets of paper ciinlaiuing printed matter in any place 
if the written {K'niiission of the I)is1rict Magistrate or, in u 
I’residency town or Rangoon, of the Oominissioner of I’olice 
is first obtained in each case. 

27. Carriage of per.ions in unnulhorised parts of aircraft .—No 
person shall at any time be carried on the wings or undercarriage of 
the aircraft, or on or in any other jmrt thereof which is not designed 
for the accxnnmodation of the personnel or jKissengers, or on or in any¬ 
thing aHached externally to the ain-raft: 

Provided that— 

(a) nothing in this rule shall prevent u person having temporary 
access— 

(i) to any jmrt of the aircraft for the purpose of executing re¬ 

pairs to the aircraft or adjusting the machinery or 
equipment thereof or for the purjHisc of doing anything 
which may be necessary for the safety of the aircraft or 
persons or goods carried therein; or 

(ii) to any part of the aircraft in which goods or .stores are 

being carried and lo which projKsv means of iiccess is pro¬ 
vided ; and 

(ft) a person may be carried on or in any part of the aircraft, or 
anything attached thereto, with the permission in writing 
of the Governor General in Council and subject to any 
conditions which may be specified in such permission. 
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28. Prohibition on persons under seventeen having sole control of 
aircraft. —No person, bein^ under seventeen years of age, shall have 
sole control of an aircraft in motion, and no person shall cause or per* 
mil any other person to have sole control of an aircraft in motion umess 
lie knows or has reasonable cause to believe such other person to have 
attained the age of seventeen years. 

29. Acts likely to imperil the safety of aircraft. —^No person shall 
interfere with the pilot or with a mem^r of the operating crew of an 
aircraft, or tamper with the aircraft or its equipment or conduct him¬ 
self in a disorderly manner in an aircraft or commit any act likely to 
imperil the safety of an aircraft or its passengers or crew. 


PART IV.— Registration and masking of aircraft. 

ilO. Certificate of Registration. —(1) The authoritjy empowered to 
register aircraft and to grant certificates of registration in British 
India shall be the Governor General in Council. 

(2) An aircraft may be registered in British India in one or other 
of the following Categories, n.iinely— 

{a) Category A. —if the aircraft is wholly ow'ued either— 

(i) by British subjects or persons under His Majesty’s protec¬ 

tion, or 

(ii) by a company or corjioration registered within and having 

its principal place of busine.s8 within His Majesty’s domi¬ 
nions; and 

(6) Category D .—if the aircraft is wholly owned either— 

(i) by persons, resident in or carrying on business in British 

India, 'who are not British subjects nor persons under His 
Majesty’s protection, or 

(ii) by u company <ir corporation registered elsewhere than with¬ 

in His Majesty’s dominions and carrying on busine.ss in 
British India. 

(.'{) No aircraft in respect of which the conditions required in sub¬ 
rule (2) are not satisfied, and no aircraft which is already validly re¬ 
gistered in another country shall be registered in British India. 

31. Nature of application. —(1) Every applic»tion for. a certificate 
of registration sliall be accompanied by— 

(a) such particulars relating to the aircraft as may be required; 

(h) the fee prescribed in rule 35, which fee shall be returned if the 
application is not granted; 

(c) in the laise of aircraft imported by-air, a certificate signed by 
a Chief Customs-Ofticer or Customs-Collentor that the 
customs duty leviable in respect of it has been paid. Such 
certificate shall state the type and manufacturer’s number 
of the aircraft and engine, and if the aircraft has been regis¬ 
tered elsewhere, its registration markings. 
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(2) An applicant for a certificate of registration may be required 
to produce proof of the truth of the statements contained in his applica¬ 
tion. 

32. Aircraft imported by air. —When an application is made for 
the registration of an aircraft before its import into India for the pur¬ 
pose of the import of the aircraft by air, a temjjorary cctiificaie of 
registration will, subject to the conditions of sub-rule (3) of i-ule 30, be 
granted by the Ciovernor General in Council on the owner of the air¬ 
craft complying with clauses (a) and (b) of sub-rule (1) of rule 31. 
Such temporary c.ertificate shall be valid only until the first landing of 
the aircraft at a Customs aerodrome in British India, when the certi¬ 
ficate shall be delivered by the pilot or other person in charge to the 
local Aerodrome Officer. Thereafter, on production by or on behalf 
of the owner of the aircraft of the certificate mentioned in clause (c) 
of sub-rule (1) of rule 31, the certificate of registration shall be granted 
by the Governor General in Council: 

Provided that if an aircraft in respect of which a temporary certi¬ 
ficate of registration has been is.sued is imported otherwise than by air, 
such temporary certificate shall cease to be valid on the date of import 
of the aircraft, and the temporary certificate shall forthwith be deliver¬ 
ed by the owner to the Director of Civil Aviation in India, and there¬ 
after the (certificate of registration shall be grunted by the Gov(>rnor 
General in Council. 

33. Change in ownership. —In the event of any change in the 
ownership of a registered aircraft, or if a registered aircraft ceases to 
be ownetl wholly either by persons or by a company or corporation ful¬ 
filling the conditions set out in rule 30, then— 

(1) the registered owner of the aircraft .shall forthwith notify the 

Director of Civil Aviation in India of such change of owner¬ 
ship or, as the case may be, that the aircraft ha.s cca,sed to 
be so owned as aforesaid; and 

(2) the registration and the certificate thereof shall lapse as from 

the date of such change of ownership, or the date on which 
the aircraft ceased to be so owned. 

34. Aircraft destroyed or withdrawn from. we. —When a register¬ 
ed aircraft has been destroyed or permanently w'ithdruwn from use, flie 
registered owner shall as soon as possible notify tlie Director of Civil 
Aviation in India accordingly, and the registration and the certificate 
thereof shall lapse as from the date of such notification. 

35. Jicgistratioa Fees. —A fee of twenty rupees shall be payable in 
respect of a certificate of registration: 

Provided that, where the aircraft has been previously registered in 
British India and the Governor General in Council is satisfied— 

(tt) that the certifitmte of registration last issued in respect of the 
aircraft has lapsed by reason of (he .sale of the aircraft by 
the registered owner; and 

(5) that the registered owner of the aircraft immediately before the 
sale was the constructor thereof or a dealer in aircraft; and 
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(c) that the aircraft has not been flovn since a certificate of regis¬ 
tration was last issued in respect thereof, except for the 
j)urpo 80 of— 

(i) all experiment or test carried out in the ordinary course of 

(instruction or in order to obtain a certificate of air¬ 
worthiness; or 

(ii) a demonstration to a prospective purchaser; or 

(iii) (ltdivering the aircraft to a purchaser; 

a fee of rupees four only shall be payable. 

dfi. liegister of Aircraft .—The register of aircraft registered in 
India shall he open to inspection by members of the public at such times 
and subject to sucli conditions as may lie specified by the Director of 
(livil Aviation in India. 

dT. Nationality and Registration Marks: how to he affi,xed. —(I) 
The nationality mark of an aircraft registered in India shall be the 
capital letters VT in Homan characters, and the registration mark shall 
be a group assigned by the Governor General in Council of three capi¬ 
tal letters in Itoniun characters. 

(2) Tile nationality and registration marks shall be painted on the 
aircraft in the following manner: — 

(a) Aerostats .—In the case of airships the marks shall be jiainted 
near the maximum cross-section so as to appear on both sides 
and on the upper surface equidistant from the letters on the 
sides. 

In the case of Imlloons the marks sliall appear twice near the 
maximum iiorixontal circumference of a spherical balloon 
and shall be placed as far as possible from one another and, 
on a non-spherical balloon, near the maximum cross-section 
on iKith sides immediately above the rigging band on the 
points of attachment of the basket suspension cables. 

In the case of all aerostats, the side marks shall be visible both 
from th<' sides and from the ground. 

(h) Aeroylanrs .—The marks shall be painted once on the lower 
surface of the main plane structure and once on the upper 
surface of the main plane structure, the top of the letters 
to be towards the leading ('dge. They shall also be }>einted 
along each side of the fuselage or of the iKidy between the 
main planes and the tail planes. 

The marks shall be painted on each side of the fuselage or of the 
body. 

(r) Other aerodynes .—The provisions of clause (//) shall be 
applicable to other aerodynes in so .far ns the latter comprise 
oorrc.spbnding elements on w'hich marks could be placed. 

(3) The marks shall be of such a colour in relation to the colour 
of the background on which they are painted as will render them clear¬ 
ly legible -at a distance of not less than 250 yards in a clear 
atmosphere. 
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(4) The height of the letters of the nationality end registration 
marks need not excoed eight feet. Subject as aforesaid, the height of 
the marks shall be as follows: — 

(a) Aerostats .—In the case of airships the height of the marks 
shall be equal to at least one-twelfth of the perimeter of the 
airship at the maximum eross-secrtioiL. 

In the case of balbsms the height of the murks shall be equal to 
at least oue-fifteenth of the maximum horizontal circum¬ 
ference of a spherical balloon and to at least one-twelfth of 
the perimeter of a non-spherical balloon at the maximum 
cross-section. 

(h) Aern/ilaiie.'i .—The ittarks to be borne on the wings and the 
fuselage or Isidy shall, as regards each grou]) of marks, be 
formed of letters of equal height, as large as possible 
without however toueliitig the visible outline of the wings, 
fuselage or Isjdy. 

(r) (ti/ropliiiirji .—The marks to be lM)rne on the fuselage or body 
shall, as regards each group of marks, lie ftirmed of letters 
of equal height, as large as ]>ossible without however touch¬ 
ing the visible outline «>f the fuselage t)r body. 

(fl) Ot/ier aerodjpies .—The provisions of clause (h) shall be 
ai)]dicable to other aenalynes in so far as the latter comprise 
coi'resiioiiding elements on whirl) marks could be placed. 

(6) As nearly as the constructional features of the aircraft admit— 

(а) the width of the letters shall be two-thirds of their height; 

(б) the thickness of the letters shall be one-sixth of their height; 

and 

(o) except as provided in sub-mle (0) a space equal to one-half 
the width of the letters shall be left between the letters. 

The letters shall Iks painted in plain block type and shall be uniform 
in shape and size. 

(6) A hyphen of u length equal to the width of one of the letters 
shall be painted between the nationality murk and the registration 
mark. 

(7) The nationality and registration marks shall he displayed to the 
best possible advantage, taking into con .si deration the constructional 
features of the aircraft. The marks shall always he kept clean and 
visible. 

(8) The aircraft shall carry affixed to the car or basket or to the 
fuselage, in a prominent position, a metal plate which shall be of 
stainless steel and shall be iusc.rilK?d with the names and residence of 
the owner and the marks of iiutiunality and registration. 


Part V— Pehsonnei, of Aircraft. 

38. Personnel to hr carried in flyiny wtivhines .—Subject to the 
provisions of rule fi, every Hying machine registered in British India 
shall comply with such of the following requirements in respect of the 
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persounel wliich it tarries and by which it is operated as are applicable 
to the class of flying machine to which it belongs: — 

(1) Private pilot .—Every private flying machine shall be flown by 
a person holding a 1‘rivate 1‘ilot’s licence (“A” licence) or 
a 1‘ublic Transport 1‘ilot’s licence (“B” licence) issued in 
accordance with sub-rules (1) and (3) respectively of rule 
41: 

Provided that a flying machine, which is carrying a passenger or 
passengers other than a person licensed to give instruction 
in flying in acciordancc with sub-rule (3) of this rule, may 
not be flown by a person holding only a Private Pilot’s 
licence (“A” liceime) unless he has had not less than 2r) 
hours solo flying ex]»erien(!e, has a certificate from a 
licensed pilot instructor that he is considered sufficiently 
qualified for the purposti and has previously flown a flying 
machine of the same type and has satisfactorily wimpleted 
3 lundings and 3 take-olfs therein. 

(2) Public Transport or aerial work pilot .—Every public transport 
or aerial work flying machine sliali be flown by a person 
holding a Public Ti uisport Pilot’s licence (“B*’ licence) 
issued in accordance vvitli sub-rule (3) of rule 41 : 

Provided that within British India, such flying machine, when 
flying by day and when not employed on a regular scheduled 
air service may bo flown by u person liolding an “A” licence 
which has been specially endorsed in accordance with sub- 
rule (2) ut rule 41 (“A-l" licence): 

Provided further that .such flying machine may be flown at any 
time or place within British India by the holder of a “B” 
licence or of an “A-l” licence if the holder of a “B” licence 
endorsed for the particular type of flying machine is in the 
co(!ki)it and is aide to take control of the flying machine : 

Provided further that a flying machine, the jjroperty of or being 
used by a duly constituted flying club, carrying a member 
of the club otherwise than for tbe pnrj) 08 e of instructing 
such member in flying, shall not, for the purjiuse of this 
rule, be, deemed to be flown for public timnsport notwith¬ 
standing that payment may be made to the flying club for 
such carriage, unless payment is made either ftirectly or in- 
directl,y to the pilot of the flying machine or the pilot of the 
flying machine is a paid employee of the flying club in which 
case the aircraft shall be deemed to be flown for public 
transport. 

(3) pilot instructor .—Every flying mac-bine which Is being used 
for the purpose of giving instruction in piloting shall carry, 
except when flown solo by a pupil under instruction, a per¬ 
son holding a “B” licence, which has been specially endors¬ 
ed for instructional purposes in accordance with sub-rule (4) 
of rule 41, and no other person may impart, for a remunera¬ 
tion of any nature whatsoever, instruc-.tion in piloting flying 
machines ; 

Provided that the holder of a “B” licience which has not been so 
endorsed may, when acting as assistant to a licensed pilot

instructor, impart such instruction but shall in no case 
■ authorise a person under instruction to perform his first solo 
flight nor give instruction in any form of acrobatics. 

Explmnation. —A person acting as assistant to a licensed pilot 
instructor shall not be deemed to have ceased to be so acting 
by reason only of the ohsence of the pilot instructor, if such 
absence does not exceed seven consecutive days, but, where 
such absence exceeds seven consecutive days, he shall not 
continue so to act without a written authorisation from the 
Governor General in Council. 

(4) SeconH- Chut Navigator. —Every flying machine used for inter¬ 

national public tmnsj)ort and having to fly without 
landing— 

(i) by day, more than 100 miles over inhabited regions, or more 

than 100 miles but not more than GOO miles entirely over 
the high st^as or uninhabited regions, or 

(ii) by night, more than 15 miles but not more than 600 miles, 
shall have on board a navigator holding a first class navi- 
class navigator’s licence. 

(5) First Chut Navigator. —Every flying machine used for inter¬ 

national public transport and having to fly without landing— 

(i) by daj', more than 600 miles entirely over the high seas or 
uninhabited regions, or 
(ii) by night, more than 600 miles, 

shall have on board a navigator holding a first class navi¬ 
gator’s licence. 

(6) Filot or other member of crew as Navigator. — (a) In either of 

the following cases, namely— 

(i) when the pilot of a flying machine, required by sub-rule (4) 
or sub-rule (a) of thi.s rule to carry a navigator, himself 
holds a navigator's licence of the required class and 
there is on board a second pilot capable of flying the 
machine in c,aso of need, 

(ii) when there is on board such flying machine a member of 
the crew additional to the pilot who holds such navigator’s 
licence, 

a navigator shall not be required to be carried in addition to 
STich pilot or nieiuber of the errew. 

(6) When the pilot of a flying macdiine, required by sub-rule (4) 
or H\ib-rulc (5) of this riile to carry a navigator, himself 
holds a navigator’s licence of the required class hut there 
is on board no second pilot c;apable of flying the machine in 
case of need, a n-ivigator holding a licence of the required 
class shall be carried in addition to the pilot except in the 
case of — 

(i) night flights over routes suitably marked and recognised as 
such by the competent authorities. 
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(ii) (lay flightH over inliahited regions, 

(iii) flay fliglita of not more than six hundred miles over the 

high seas or uninhabited regions. 

(7) In sub-rules (4), (5) and (fi) of this rule— 

(i) “uninhabited region’’ nieaus a region where, in conse- 
(luence of the sparsity of tlie population, and of the 
absence of natural landmarks or of the insufficiency of 
the maps, the difficulties of navigation are similar to those 
irud, with over the high seas; 

(ii) “night” means the period coinniencing one hour after sun¬ 
set and terminating one liour before sunrise; 

(iii) “flight over the high seas” means a flight in the course of 
which an aircraft finds itself over the sea at a distance 
of more than !i() miles from the nearest point of the coast. 

(8) RiitJio-tclegrapk Operator’s Licence. —An aircraft which is 

recpiired by these Itules to carry radio-telegraph apparatus 
shall carry, in addition to the pilot and whether or not it 
particijiates in the international service of i)uhlic correspond¬ 
ence, a person holding cither a first class or a second class 
radio-tclegraj)!! operator’s Ii<rence issued in accordance with 
this I’art to operate radio-telegraph apparatus on aircraft. 

(9) Ratilo-trlrplioiie Operator.- An aire.raft whic.h is required by 

these liules to carry radio-telegraj)!! apparatus and which 
communicates by radio-tele}>houy. shall carry a person 
holding a first class radio-telegraph operator’s liccncie: 

Provided that an aircraft, which carries radio-telephone apparatus 
and which communicates solely by radio-telephony, may 
carry, instead of a person holding a first class radio-tele¬ 
graph ojMjrator’s lictence, a radio-telephoms operator licensed 
in accordance with this I’ort to oi)erate radio-telephone 
ajiparatus on aircraft. 

89. Licensing authority. —1’h(‘ authority by which the licences 
riiferred to in rule 88 may he granted, renew«*d or varied shall be the 
(Governor (foneral in Council who may withhold the grant or renewal 
of a licence if for any reason he considers it desirable to do so. 

40. Signature of licence holder. —On the issue? of a licence to an 
applicant he shall forthwith sign his name on the licence as the holder 
thereof with his ordinary signature. 

41. Proofs of coyipctency. —Applicants for licences shall be requir¬ 
ed to produce proofs of having the following practical experience and 
of having passed satisfactorily the following tests and examinations: — 

(1) Private Pilot’s Licence. (“.4’’ Licence). —Flylufy Experience, 
Flying Tests, Technical Examination and Medical Examina¬ 
tion as laid down in Section A of Schedule II : 

Provided that for the purpose of the grant of such licence: — 

(«) A person who is qualified as a Royal Air Force Pilot may 
be exempted from the flying tests and may be exempted

from the medical examination on production of a certi- 
fioate from a Royal Air Force Medical 0£5cer that he is 
fit for flying duties and is up to the standard required 
for an “A” licence;

a contracting State may he exempted from all or any 
of the flying tests and from subjects (n) and (h) of the 
technical examination, and may, if he is the holder of a 
current licence, be exempted from the medical examina¬ 
tion; 

(c) A licence may he issued for all types of flying machines or 

endorsed for one or more types only. 

(2) Pilot's licence endorsed for limited transport of poods and 
passengers within India P'A-l" TAcence). —Flying Experi¬ 
ence, Flying Tests, Tecnnical Examination and Medical 
Exoiiiinntlon as laid down in Section U of Schedule IT : 

Provided that for the purpose of the grant of such licence— 

(«) a person who is qualified as a Royal Air Force Pilr)t may he 
exempted from the flying tests and from the technical 
examination on flying machines, engines, instruments and 
elementary navigation, specified in Section R of Schedule 
II; and an examination by a Royal Air Force Medical 
OflScer at which the candidate was passed fit for full flying 
duties may he accepted in lieu of the medical examina¬ 
tion ; 

(/<) tlie requirements in respect of flying experience may he 
varied by the Governor General in a case where the flying 
experience of the applicant is in the opinion of the 
Governor General in Council substantially the eqtiivalent 
of the flying experience specified in Section B of Schedule 
11 ; 

(c) siK^h licence shall be endorsed for sxiith types of flying 
Jiiachine only ns the candidate has produced proof of his 
competence to fly. 

(.8) Public Transport Pilot’s Licence (“R” Licence). —Flying Ex¬ 
perience, Flying Tests. Technical Examination and Mcdiiial 
F.xuinination as laid down in Section G of Schedule II ; 

Provided that for the purpose of the grant of such licence— 

(rt) a person who is qualified as a Royal Air Force Pilot may be 
exempted from the flying tests (but not from any of the 
required flying experience) and from the technical exami¬ 
nation on flying machines, engines and instruments speci¬ 
fied in Section C of Schedule II; and an examination by 
a Royal Air Force Medical Ofiicer at which the candidate 
was passed fit for full fl.ving duties may be accepted in 
lieu of the medical examination; 

(■6) a person to whom a licence of a corresponding class has 
iieen granted by the competent authority in any one of 
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His Majesty’s dominions may be exempted from all or 
any of the flying;' tests, and from subjects (a) to (c) and 
(y) of the techuicHl cxuinination, and may, if he is the 
holder of a current licence, be exempted from the medi* 
cal examination; 

(c) the requirements in respect of flying experience may be 
varied by the Governor General in Council in a case where 
in his opinion the flying experience of the applicant is 
substantially the equivalent of that specified in Section C 
of Schedule II; 

(<l) HU<di lie.ence shall be issued for such types of flying machine 
only as the candidate has produced proof of bis compet¬ 
ence to fly, provided that for industrial purposes, other 
than public transport, a licence may be issued for any or 
all types of flying machines. 

(4) Public Transport Pilot's lAcence, endorsed for instructional 

purposes {Pilot Instructor's Licence ).—Plying Experience, 
Plying Tests, Technical Examination and Medical Exami¬ 
nation as laid down in Section D of Schedule II. 

(5) Navigator's TAcence, Jsi class and 2nd' class .—Plying Experi¬ 

ence, Tecihnic.al Examination and Medical Examination as 
laid down in Section E of Schedule II: 

1 ‘rovidcd that for the purpose of the grant of such licences a 
person to whom a licence of a corresponding class has been 
granted by the (!ompetent authority in any one of His 
Majesty’s dominions, may be exempted from the technical 
c.xamination and may, if he is the holder of a current licence, 
be exempted from the medical examination. 

(6) Radio-telegraph Operator's Ldcences — 

(a) First Class lAcence — 

Flying Experience and Medical Examination .—As laid down 
in Section P of Schedule II. 

Technical Qualifications.—The candidate must be the holder 
of a first class certificate of competency as a wireless 
operator issued hy the Director-General, Posts and 
Telegraphs, India, or of such other certificate of 
proficiency us a wireless operator as may be accepted 
by the Director-General of Posts and Telegraphs in lieu 
thereof. 

(h) Second Class Licence — 

Flying Experience and Medical Examination .—As laid down 
in Section P of Schedule II. 

Technical Qualifications .—The candidate must be the holder 
of a second class certificate of competency ac a wireless 
operator issued by the Director-General of Posts and 
Telegraphs, India, or of such other certificate of profi- 
mency as a wireless operator as may be accepted by the 
Director-General of Posts and Telegraphs, India, in lieu 
thereof. 
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(c) Radio-telephone Operator't lAcenoe — 

Flying Experience and Medical Examination .—^As laid down 
in Section F of Schedule II. 

Techtiical Qualifications .—The candidate must he the holder 
of a certificate of proficiency as radio-telephone operator 
issued by the Director-General of Posts and Telegraphs, 
India, which has been specially endorsed for air opera¬ 
tions, or of such other certificate of proficiency as a 
radio-telephone operator as may be actiepted by the 
Director-General of Posts aiid Telegraphs, India, in 
lieu thereof; 

1 ‘rovided that a candidate for a radio-telegraph operator’s licence 
who has not had the required air experience may he granted 
a provisional licence for a period not exceeding one year 
in order to enable him to acquire the necessary air experi¬ 
ence. 


42. Periods of validity of licences. —(1) The licences may be 
granted, and on each occasion of renewal may be renewed, for anj‘ 
period not excteeding the periods shown below: — 


(«) Pilot’s “A” Lic-ence.—Twelve months. 

(b) Pilot’s “A-1” Licence. \ Six months in the case of a 

(r) Pilot’s “B” Licence. I granted to a male. 

[ h our months in the case of a 
(d) Pilot Instructor’s Tii<!ence. ) Ucenco granted to a female. 

(el Navigator’s Licence.--Twelve months. 

(/) Radio-telegraph Ojicrator’s Licence.—Twcnl.v-l'our months. 


(2) The holder of a liceucxi shall, in any one of the following circum¬ 
stances, be required to undergo a fresh medical examination, wholly 
or in part, and to produce a certificate of medical fitness as a (sondition 
of the licence remaining valid, namely: — 

(i) in the event of sickness involving incapacit^y for a period of 

twenty days or more for the work for which he is licensed; 
or 

(ii) in the event of an accident occurring otherwise than during 

the performance of such work and involving the same 
incapacity; or 

(iii) in the event of an a<'cidcnt occurring during the i)crformanc.e 

of such work and involving injury; or 

(iv) if the holder of a licence has performed a total of 125 hours’ 

flying in the capacity of pilot of a flying machine within 
any period of thirty consecutive days since his last medical 
examination under these Rules. 

43. Renewal of licences. —^Incent'es may be renewed for the periods 
specified in rule 42 on production of proof of recent flying experience 
and after the passing of the medical examination as laid down in 
Schedule II; 

Provided that in the case of a member of the operating crew of an 
aircraft engaged in public transport or aerial work, who is on duty 
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iu a region distant from official medical centres, the medical examina¬ 
tion may exceptionally at the discretion of the Governor General in 
Council, be deferred for two consecutive periods of three months each 
on condition that such member obtains locally in each case and forwards 
to the Director of Civil Aviation in India a favourable medical certi¬ 
ficate furnished by a medical practitioner who poBsesses qualifications 
entitling him to inclusion in the Medical Register of Great Britain: 

Provided further that the holder of any licence may be required 
before the renewal of the licence to satisfy all or any of the require¬ 
ments which are applicable on the first grant of a licence of the same 
class: 

Provided further that in the case of a pilot’s licence the Governor 
General in Council may, when .renewing the licence restrict the types 
of airiTaft for wJiich (he licence is endorsed (o (liose on which he is 
satisfied that the holder of the licence has had recent reasonable flying 
experience. 

44. Aircraft not registered in British India. —An aircraft not 
registered in British India shall carry the personnel prescribed by the 
laws of the State in which it is registered and such personnel shall be 
licensed in accordance with the laws of that State. 

45. Validation of foreign licences. —When a licence has been 
grunted by the duly competent authority in any part of His Majesty’s 
(lomiuious outside British India or in any foreign State and is for the 
time being in force the Governor General in Couucdl may, subject to 
such conditions and limitations and for such periods as he shall think 
fit, confer on such licence the same validity for the purpose of flying 
aircraft registered in British India as if it had been granted under 
these Rules and a licence so validated shall be subject to the provisions 
of rule 19. 

46. licnewal, variation or validatiori of lice/iu:es outside British 
India. —-If a licence granted under these rules is varied or renewed in 
conformity with the provisions of these rules, or if a licence is validated 
for the purpose of flying aircraft registered in British India in 
conformity with the provisions of rule 45, b.y an authority outside 
British India specified by the Govemem General in Council in this 
behalf, such variation, renewal or validation shall have effect in British 
India as though the licence had been varied, renewed or validated by 
a person authorised in this behalf under sub-rule (2) of rule 3. 

47. Age of applicants. —Licences shall not be granted to applicants 
who at the time of qualification do not comply with tlie following 
conditions:— . 

(a) An applicant for a Pilot’s “A” Licence shall liave attained the 
age of’ 17 years. 

(h) An applicant for a Pilot’s “A-1” Licence or for a Pilot’s “B” 
Licence 'shall have attained the age of 19 years and shall 
not be more than 45 yfears of age. 

(c) An applicant for a Navigator’s Lic;euce shall have attained the 
age of 19 years and shall not be more than 50 years of age. 
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(d) An applicant for a Radio-telegraph Operator’s Licence shall 
have attained the age of 19 years: 

Provided that, at the discretion of the Governor General in Council, 
a relaxation may be made as regards the upper age-limit:— 

(i) in the case of an applicant for a Pilot’s “A-1” Licence or for a 

Pilot’s “R” Licence, if before the date of his a])plication 
he has been in service as pilot of a State dying machine, or 

(ii) in the case of an applicant for a navigator’s licence, if up to 

the date of his application he has been in service as an 
operative member of the crew of an aircraft. 


48. FecB. —(1) The following fees shall be payable in respect of the 
issue, validation or renewal of licences or the issue of duplicate licences 
and the tests and examinations laid down in Rules 41 to 43: —

•For all flying tests the candidate shall be required to provide the 
aircraft and pay all charges incurred thereby, and in addition he shall 
pay, when nn ofliciul examiner is carried on board during the flying 
test, a fee at the rate of Its. 10 for each hour or part of an hour so 
flown : 

Provided that an applicant for the issue or renewal of a Pilot’s 
“A-1” or Pilot’s “IV’ Tiiceuce who is required to undergo some part 
only of the technical examination shall pay a fee of Rs. 10 in respect 
of each group of subjects as shewn in Schedule II in which he is 
examined, and an applicant for the variation of such a licence by the 
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addition of a type of aircraft not already endorsed on the licence shall, 
if required to be examined on that type of aircraft, pay a fee of Rs. 5;

Treasury receipt for the sum 
necessary to cover all the fees payable, except tlie fees for the official 
medical examination and the fees tor the official examiner for a flying 
test if n<it a Government servant which shall be payable direct to the 
examiner. 

(3) When in any ease the licence i.s not issued or renewed or vali¬ 
dated, the Governor General in Council may refund to the applicant 
such proportion of the sum paid as represents the cost of any examina¬ 
tion not carried oul or any licence not issued. 


PART VT. - A IRWOETHINES s . 

49. Standard of airworthinexs. —A certificate of airworthiness may 
be i.ssuod by the Governor General in Council in respect of any flying 
machine which complie.s with the minimum standuiils of airworthiness 
prescribed in the United Kingdom in re.spei;t of design, materials, 
methods of constnu^tion and equijmient, and the owner of a flying 
machine in re.spect of which a <'ertificate of airworthiness is required 
by these Rules, or is applied for or issued shall submit smdi evidence 
relating thereto aud shall submit to such inspection and tests of the 
flying machine us may be required by the Governor General in Council: 

Pnjvided that the. Governor General in Council may, in rc.spect of 
any flying machine or class of flying machines, from time to time 
pre.scribe modifications of the standard and suc:h modified standard shall 
be complied with as a condition of the i.s.suo or remaining in force of a 
certificate of airworthiues.s in respect of the flying machine or cIunh of 
flying machines. 

50. Acceptance of foreign standards .—The Governor General in 
Council may, in respect of any flying machine, accept a.s evidence of 
compliance with the conditions of rule 49 a valid certificate of airworthi¬ 
ness issued by the competent authorities in any other part of His 
Majesty’s Domiuions or in any foreign country, provided it is shewn 
to his satisfaction that the conditions on which such certificate of 
airworthiness was grunted are sulsstantially etjuivaJent to the conditions 
on whitdi a certificate of airworthiness is granted by His Majesty’s 
Government in the United Kingdom. 

51. Categories and Subdivisions. —A certificate of airworthiness may 
be issued in respect of one or more of the cntegcuics and .subdivisions 
of flying machines specified in Seqtiou A of. Schedule III and the opera¬ 
tions of the flying machine shall be restricted to t.Jiose authorised for 
the categories to which the certificate of airworthiness extends. 

52. Instruments and equipment — minimum. —A certificate of air¬ 
worthiness shall not he granted in respect of any flying machine which 
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18 not equipped with the following instruments and equipment, which 
shall he in working order, namely:— 

Air speed indicator. 

Altimeter. 

Revolution indicator. 

Such gauges as may be considered necessary by the Governor 
General in Council for the particular installation. 

Safety belts or harness for the pilot and for each person carried in 
an open cockpit. 

(In amphibian flying machines and in flying machines fitted with 
a retra(;table nndoicarriage) indicator of position of landing 
wheels. 


53. Instruvienti and equipment for flight. —Every flying machine 
which is required by these rules to be provided with a certificate of air¬ 
worthiness, shall, when flying, be fitted or equipped with the instru¬ 
ments an<l equiiuiieut specified in Section B of Schedule III according 
to the circumstances of the flight. The instruments and etjuipment 
shall be of tyiies approved by the Governor General in Council, they 
shall be installed in a manner approved by him and shall be luain- 
taiued in working order. 

54. Weight. —Every flying machine which is required by these 
Rules to be certified us airworthy shall be weighed and marked in 
accordance with the provisions t)f Section C of .Schedule 111. 

55. Period of validity of certificates of airworthiness. —A certi¬ 
ficate of airworthiness shall be valid for a period of one year from the 
date on which the flying machine was passed for the issue of tlie certi¬ 
ficate : 

Provided that in the case of damage to the flying machine such as 
renders it unsafe for flight, or of failure to carry out the 
inspection jirescribed in these Rules, or of failure to carry 
out any compulstjry modification directed by the Governor 
General in Council, or of iiic«>rporation of anj’ modification 
which has not been approved by the Governor General in 
Council, the (rertificate shall cease to be valid until the flying 
machine has been repaired or modified as the case may be and 
in.spected and certified as required by these Rules. 

5G. Renewal of certificates of airworthiness. —The Governor Oene.rul 
in Council may renew any certificate of airworthiness for such further 
period (nut exceeding one year at a time) as he may think fit, and may 
for this purpose require the flying machine to be overhauled, inspected 
and certified in accordance with rule 57, and in addition may require 
the flying machine to be inspected by a person authorised in this behalf 
by the (lovernor General in Council or tested in flight, or to be so 
inspected and so tested, and the owner of the aircraft shall give all 
necessary facilities for such inspection and test. 
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67. Periodical overhaul. —Every flyings macliine reqtiired by these 
rules to bo i)rovi(led with a certificate of airworthiness, and every engine 
of such flying niiudiine shall be periodically overhauled and after every 
such overhaul, and after the conipletiou of any repairs to or modifica¬ 
tion of the flying nmchiue or engine, the flying machine shall be 
inspected and certified in ac.cordance with the provisions of Section E 
of Schedule 111 by the appropriate person licensed under rule 61. 

58. Modifi-cations. —(1) If at any time the Governor General in 
Council coiisiders modifications to a flying machine, in respect of whitih 
a certificate of airw(jrtliiueps is in force, to bo necessary for safety, he 
may require sucli modifications'to be carried out as a condition of the 
certificate of airworthiness remaining in force. 

Such modifications may be notifieil in a general notice to aircraft 
owners and ground engineers or in -a special notice to the owner of a 
particular aircraft. 

(2) If modifications (including changes of equipment or its instal¬ 
lation) W'hicli afl'ect the safety of the flying machine aie carried out 
in a flying macliine in respect .>f which a certificate of airworthiness is 
in force, then, until the modifications have, been ajiprovod by the Gov¬ 
ernor General in Council, the flying muciiine shall not fly except in so 
far as under these Iliiles it might fly if it had no certificate of airworthi¬ 
ness. 

(3) Any such modifications shall be carried out by methods approved 
by the Goveiiior General in (Jouncil and shall be inspected by the 
appropriate iiorson licensed under rule 01, who shall certify the modi¬ 
fication in the form and manner laid down in Section E of Schedule Ill. 

59. Maintenance, sUiiidards and accessories. —The Governor General 
in Council Juuy in respect of any aircraft or class of aircraft which 
is certified as aiaworthy under these rulc-s and in respect of any 
tcclinical accessories or equipment used in connection with the opera¬ 
tion of .Micli aircraft, prescribe conditions for the technical operation, 
niaintcnance and use of such aircraft, ui;ces8ories or eiiuiimiont. 

00. Daily inspection. —(1) A public transport flying machine 
effecting public trans])ort shall not commence any flight unless it has, 
within the ]ueceding 24 hours, been inspected and certified as 
safe for flight in accordance witli these llules t)y the appropriate person 
licensed under rule 61 ; 

I’rovided that if any such flying machine not carrying passengers 
for nmiuueration on a regular .scheduled uir service is absent from 
its usual .Station, whether by rea.sou of delay or otherwise, for a longer 
period than 24 hours, it may proceed on its journey if, at the time of 
commencement of a flight, it has not performed more than 12 hours 
flying and a period of more than four days has not intervened, since it 
was .last s(j inspected and certified: 

l’rovide<l further that no such flying machine shall commence any 
flight if, since such ius])ection, it has.suffered any damage or revealed 
any defect which w'ould render the machine unsafe for flight and which 
could not, ill accordance with ordinary aeronautical practice, be 
remedied by the pilot or crew. 

(2) The certificate required by sub-rule (1) shall be given in the 
form and manner sjiecified in Section 1) of Schedule III. 
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(3) The pilot or commander of every fijanfr machine shall before 
commencing any flight satisfy himself that:— 

(a) having regard to the performance of the aircraft, the extent 
to which it is loadecl, and the prevailing conditions, sufli- 
cieiit length of run is available to effect a safe take off 
and the line of flight in the take off direction is not 
obstructed, and that 

(b) the flying machine is safe for flight according to the cir¬ 
cumstances of the fliglit as laid down in Section D of 
Schedule III. 

61. lAcenting of Ground Engineers — 

(1) For tlip purpose of rules 57, 58 and 60 the Governor General 

in Council may grant licences as Ground Engineers in the 
following categories to persons who satisfy the requirements 
as to practical experience, examination and tests laid down 
in Section F of Schedule ITT, namelj':— 

Category A. —Inspection of aircraft before flight. 

Category li. —Inspection of aircraft during construction or over¬ 
haul. 

Category C. —Inspection of acro-engines before flight. 

Category D. —Inspection of acro-engines during construction or 
overhaul. 

Category X. —Ins])eclinn, construction, iustalkitioii and re])air 
of aircraft instruments, accessories and equipment; 
special duties as may be specified in the li<'en(^e. 

(2) A Ground Engineer’s licence shall not be granted to a ])ereou 

who has not atluined the age of 21 years. 

(3) Licenses shall remain valid, unless cancelled or suspended, for 

the periods specified therein, .subject to a maximum period 
of twelve months in each case, and may thereafter be 
renewed by the Governor (leiiera] in f'nuncil. A candidate 
for the renewal of a licence may be required to undergo, 
further examinations and tests as a condition of the renewal 
of the licence. 

(4) A Ground Engineer li<^eiised in u imrticular category shall be 

eoinpetent to deal (miy with the matters specified in sub- 
rule (ll against the category in which he is licensed. 

(6) A licence granted under this rule shall .specify the type or 
types of aircraft, aero-engines, instruments, uccessorie.s or 
equipment which th^licensee is competent to deal with, and 
may contain restrictions limiting his competence to deal with 
any particular class of work, and the Governor General in 
Council may at any time vary such specifleations or restric¬ 
tions. 

(6) Any licence grunted under this rule may be cancelled, sus¬ 
pended or endorsed by the Governor General in Council 
after investigation where it appears to him that— 

(o) the holder of such licence has performed work, or granted a 
certificate in respect of work, which has not oeen per¬ 
formed in a careful and competent manner, or 
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(b) the holder of such licence has granted a certificate in respect 

of any matter which he is not licensed to deal with, 

(c) it is undesirable for any other reason that the holder of such 

licence should continue to exercise the functions of a 
Oround Engineer. 

(7) The (lovernor General in Council may withhold the grant or 
renewal of a licence if for any reason he considers it 
desirable to do so. 

62. Fees. —(1) The following fees shall be payable in respect of the 
issue, or renewal of certificates of airworthiness and Ground Engineers’ 
licences and duplicate certificates and licences, and the inspections, 
tests and examinations required by this Part—

(2) When, in view of the candidate’s experience and competence, 
it is decided to dispense with the whole or a part of the technical 
exanlination, the fee "may he waived or reduced by such amount as the 
Governor General in Council thinks fit. 

(3) An application for a licence or'certificate or for the renewal or 
extension of a licence or certificate shall be accompanied by a Treasury 
Receipt for the sum neces.sary to cover all the fees payable, but when. 
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in any case, the licence or certiiicate is not issued, renewed or extended, 
the Governor General in Council may refund to the applicant such 
proportion of the sum pahl us represents the cost of any examination or 
inspection not carried out or any licence or certificate not issued. 


PART VII. —RAnxu-T£i.£GnAPU apparatus. 

()!J. Aircrtift for which apparatvx is ohlifjatory. —Every public 
transport aircraft refjistered in British India, whicli is capahle, accord¬ 
ing to its certificate of airworthiness, of carrying' ten or more persona 
including the crew, shall, when used in international air navigation or 
on a regular air transport service operating in British India, he equipped 
w’ith radio-telegrajili apparatus of a type approved by the Governor 
General in C’ouncil ca])ah]e of sending and receiving communications 
by radio-telegraphy or radio-telephonyq and installed, bonded and 
screened in a manner approved by the Governor treneral in Council. 

64. Suspension of rales. —The application of the rules in this Part 
may be suspended when owing to the lack of radio-telegraph organisa¬ 
tions available for air traffic in a particular region the employment of 
radio-telegraph apparatus on board aircraft would serve no useful 
purpose. 


PART VIII. —Air-route ukacons, aerodrome lights and false 

LIGHTS. 

65. Air-route beacons and aerodrome lights. —(1) No air-route 
beacon or aerodrome light shall be established or maintained within 
British India, nor shall the character of the light exhibited therefrom 
be altered, except with the approval in writing of the Governor General 
in f!oun(;il, and subject to such conditions as he may prescribe. 

(2) No person shall wilfully or negligently injure or interfere with 
any air-route beacon oi aerodrome light, established or maintained with 
the approval of the Governor General in Council, or any light exhibited 
therefrom. 

66. False lights.—(1) Whenever in British India aTiy light is 
exhibited— 

(a) in the neighbourhood of an aerodrome or an air-route beacon 
so ns to he liable to be mistaken for an aerodrome light or 
an air-route beacon ; or 

(h) which by reason of its liability tt> be mistaken for an aerodrome 
light or an air-route beacon is calculated to endanger the 
safety of aircraft; or 

(c) which, being in the neighbourhood of an aerodrome, is liable 
by reason of its glare to endanger the safety of aircraft 
arriving at or departing from the aerodrome, 

the Governor General in t’ouncil may serve a notice upon the o'wuer or 
person in possession of the place where the light is exhibited or upon the 
person having charge of the light, directing that owner or person within 
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a reasonnhle time to be specified in the notice, to take effectual means 
for e-\liiij 4 uisliing- or for cflectually screening the light and for preventing 
for the futiue tins exhibition of any similar light. 

(2) Ttie notice may be served either personally or by post, or by 
affixing the same in some conspicuous place near to the light to which 
the notice relates. 

(3) An owner or person on whom n notice under sub-rule (1) has 
been served shall, in the absence of reasonable cause, the burden of 
proving which shall be upon liini, comply with the directions contained 
in the notice. 

(4) If any owner or person on whom a notice under this rule is 
served, neglects for a period of seven days to extinguish or effectually to 
screen the light mentioned in the notice, the Governor Oeiierul in Council 
may enter upon the place where the light is and forthwith extinguish 
the same, doing iio unnecessary damage. 


PART JX.— liOG Books. 

()7. (1) Tlie following log books shall be kept in respect of aircraft 

regicslered in Uriti.sh India, namely:— 

(rt) for every aircraft an aircraft log book anil an engine log book 
and where more than one engine is fitted, a separate log 
book for each engine; 

(h) iu addition, for every public transport ujicraft (except, wheio 
such aircraft does not leave the vicinity of its starting place 
and returns williout landing elsewhere to its starting place) 
and for every aircraft engaged in irternational navigation, a 
journey log book. 


(2) The log books shall be kept up to date in such manner as the 
Governor General iii Gouncil may direct. 

(3) Tlie journey log book shall be is.sued by the Governor General 
in CouiKul: other log books shall be in the form required by the 
Govi^rnor Gimeral in Council. 

(4) 'I'lie log liook.s shall he pre.scrved for two years from the date of 
the last entry tliereiu. 

(o) Ts'o per.Mm .shall destroy, mutilate, alter or render illegible any 
log hook or any entry made therein, or wilfully make or procure or assist 
in tlic making id any false or fraudulent entry in or omission from any 
log hook. 


I’A.RT X. —Investigation of ArriDF.NTS. 

08. In this Part the expression “serious structural damage” in 
relation to ap aircraft means:— 

(t) the telescoping or breaking apart of the fuselage; or 
(it) tlie breaking of a main spar; or 

(iii) the breaking of any part of the controls; or 

(iv) damage by fire to any part of the aircraft. 
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69. Notification of accidents. —(1) When an accident, in which 
any aircraft is involved, occurs in or over British India, and such 
accident involves deatli or personal injury to any person, whether carried 
in the aircraft or not, or serious structural damage to the aircraft, or is 
suspected to have been caused or contributed to bv the failure in the air 
of any part of the aircraft, the pilot, or, if the pilot is incapacitated by 
injury, the owner or, if the owner is not present or is incapacitated by 
injury, the hirer of the aircraft shall— 

(«) send notice thereof by felegrain (o the Director of Civil Aviation 
in India, and 

(b) give information to the District Magistnite and the Officer in 
charge of the nearest Police Statif)n. 

(2) The notice and information shall be sent as soon as possible and 
by the best available means and in any case within twenty-four hours 
after the occurrence of the accident. 

(3) The notice to tlie Director of Civil Aviation in India shall contain 
the following information :— 

(i) the iiutionalily and tlie registration marks of the aircraft; 

(it) the name of the owner and hirer (if any) of the aircraft; 

(hi) the name of the pilot of the aircraft; 

(‘iv) the place where the uc<-idenl o<-c-urred; 

(v) the date and time when the accident occurred; 

(vi) the nature of the accident; 

(vii) a brief statement of the extent of damage to the aircraft; and 

(viii) whether death or personal injury was caused by the acc.ident, 
and, if so, to whom. 

70. Tfeport on accidents. —The pilot or owner of an airi'raft which 
has been involved in an accident, wlielher notiliable under rule (>9 or not, 
shall, if required by the Director of ('ivil Aviation in India, submit to 
the Director, a written report on such accident in such form as he may 
prescribe. 

71. Kentooal of wreckoffc. —(1) In the case of an accident which 
is notifiable under rule (19 and whi«di inv<dves serious structural damage, 
or in any other case in which the l)irc»9or of ( ivil Aviation in India 
gives notice to the owner or other person in charge of the aircraft to this 
effect, the aircraft shall not. except under the authority of the Director 
of Civil Aviation in India, be removed or tjtlierwise interfered willi: 

Provided that subject to compliance with the provisions of rule 01 
of the Indian Aircraft Kules, 1!)20, in so far as they may be applicable:— 

(■i) if the aircraft is wrecked on water, the aircraft or any parts 
or contents thereof may be removed to snob extent as may be 
necessary for bringing it or them to a place of safety; 

(ii) the aircraft or any parts or contents thereof may be removed 
or interfered with ,so far as may be necessary for the purpose 
of extricating persons or animals, preventing the destruction 
of the aircraft or its contents by fire or other cause or prevent¬ 
ing any danger or obstruction to the public; and 
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(Hi) goofls, moils or passengers’ baggage may be remoTed from 
the aircraft under the supervision of the pilot, a member of 
the crew, an oUicial of the operating company, an officer of 
police, a Magistrate, or an officer of the Civil Aviation 
Directorate, and, in the absence of any such person, mails 
may be removed under the supervision of an officer of the 
I’osts and Telegraphs Department, and passengers’ baggage 
by the owner or owners thereof. 

(2) ’The Director of Civil Aviation in India may authorise any person, 
so far us may be necessary for the purposes of any investigation under 
these rules, to take measures for the preservation of any aircraft involved 
in an accident, and such person may thereupon have access to, examine, 
or otherwise deal with tlie aircraft; 

(3) The owner of the aircraft or his nominalc'd repi'cscntative shall 
have the right to be jiresenl during any 4>xiniiination or other action 
taken under s\ih-rnles (1) and (2) provided that tlie Dircc.tor of Civil 
Aviation shall not be bound to postpone aiiv action which he may 
consider necessary under this rule by reason of the absence of the 
own(!r or his representative. 

72. luxpertar' x j7ivP!tti<jation. —(1) The Director of Civil Aviation 
in India may ord<M- the investigation of any at;cident. whcilier notifiable 
under rule (it) or not and may by general or special order appoint any 
person (hereinafter referred to as an Inspector of .Veeddents) for tin- 
|)ur])oS(.' of carrying out surffi investigation. 

(2) The investigation shall be conducted in sindi manner that if .a 
charge is made or is likely to be made against any person, that per.son 
shall have an opportunity of being present and of making any state¬ 
ment, or giving any evidence and producing witnesses on bis behalf. 

(3) The Insjtector of Accidents sliall make a rejmrt to the Director of 
Civil Aviation in India stating all relevant facts with regard to the 
iKicideiit and his findings with regard to the causes of the accident and 
adding any recouimentlatinns which lie may think fit to make with a 
view to the avoidance of similar accidents in future. 

73. Powers of Inspector .—For the purpose of suidx investigation 
an Tn.sjiector of Accidents shall have pow-er: — 

(n) by suiniuoiis under his hand to require the attendance of any 
person whom he thinks fit to call before him and examine 
for such purpo.se and to reonire answers or returns to any 
inquiries be thinks fit to make; 

(h) to require any sucli person to make and sign a declaration of 
the truth of the stalements made by him in his e.vamiiintion; 

(c) to require and enforce the production of all hooks, papers, 
docin’iieuts and material objects w-hicli he considers import¬ 
ant for such purpose; 

{d) to have aCcess to and examine any aircraft concerned in tlie 
accident, the place where the accident occurred, or any 
titlier place the entry upon and examination of which appears 
to the Inspector requLsite for the .purposes of the investiga¬ 
tion. 

74. Inspector's fee .—AVhen a person other than an officer of 
(Invernment is appointed to investigate an accident, he may be granted 
Hueb fee and expenses as may be determined by the Governor General in 
Council. 
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7f>. Formal Investigation .—^Where it appears to the Governor 
General in Council that it is expedient to hold a formal investigation of 
an accident, he may, whether an investigation has been made under 
Rule 62 or not, by order direct a formal investigation to be held; and 
with respect to any sneb formal investigation the folbiwing provisions 
shall liavo effect: — 

(1) The Governor General in Council shall appoint a conij)etent 

person, in these rules referred to as “(be (,'ourt'’ to bold the 
investigation, and may appoint one or Jiiore persons possess¬ 
ing legal, aeronautical, engineering, or other sjjecial know¬ 
ledge to act as assessors, and may direct that the Court and 
the assessors shall receive such remuneration as be may 
determine. 

(2) The Court shall h(dd the investigation in oj>en court in such 

manner ami under such conditions as the (?ourt may think 
most effectual for ascertaining the causes and circumstances 
(if the accident and enabling the Court to make the report 
hereinafter mentioned. 

(•1) (!) The Court shall have, for the purpose of the investigation, 
all the powers of a Civil Court under the Code of Civil 
Procedure, 1908. and without jmejudice to those powers the 
Court may— 

(o) enter and inspect, or authorise any person to enter and 
inspect, any place or building, the entry or inspection 
whereof appears to the Court requisite for the purposes 
of (he investigation; and 

(h) enfoi'ce the attendance of witnesses and compel the produc¬ 
tion of documents and material objects; and every person 
required by the Court to furnish any information shall 
he deemed to be legally bound to do so within the meaning 
of Section 176 of the Indian Penal Code. 

(«) The assessors shall have the same powers of entry and iinsjiec- 
tion as the Court. 

(4) The investigation shall be conducted in such manner that, it a 

charge is made or likely to be made against any ])Brson, that 
person shall have an opportunity of being present and of 
making any statement or giving any evidence and producing 
witne.sses on his behalf. 

(5) Every person alleudiug us a witness before the Court shall be 

allowed such expenses as the Court may consider reasonable. 
Provided that, in the case of the owner or hirer of any air¬ 
craft concerned in the accident and of anv persons in his 
employment or of any other person concernecl in the accident, 
any such expenses may be disallowed if the Court, in its 
discretion, so directs. 

(6) The Court shall make a report to the Governor General in 

Council staling its findings ns to the causes of the accident 
and the circumstances thereof, and adding any observutiouB 
and recommendations which the Court thinks fit to make 
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with a view to the preservation of life and the avoidance of 
Kiinilar uccidenlu in future, including a recommendation for 
ibe cuncellutioii, suspeuNioii or endorsement of any licence 
or certificate issued under these Hides. 

(7) The assesatM’s (if any) shall either sign the report, with or 
without reservations, or state in writing their dissent there¬ 
from and their reasons for such dissent, and such reserva¬ 
tions or dissent and reasons (if any) shall be forwarded to 
the Governor General in Gouncil with the report. The 
Governor General in Council may cause any such report and 
reservations or dissent and reasons (if any) to be made public, 
wholly or in part, in sucdi manner as he thinks- fit. 

7(>. Ohslruction of procerdi7igs.~i\) A person shall not obstruct or 
impede the Court or an Tu.spector of Accidents or an assessor or any 
person acting in the e.xen-ise of any powers or duties under the rules 
in this I’art. 

(2) A person shall not without reasonable excuse (the burden of 
proving wliich shall lie on him) fail to comply with any summons or 
rccini.silion of a ('ourt or an Inspector of Accidents holding an investiga¬ 
tion under the rules in this Part. 

77. Soiu'ii !/.—Nothing in this Part shall limit the power of the 
fxoviM-nor Gemu-al in Council with regard to the cancellation, suspension 
or endorsement of any licence or certificate issued under these Rules. 


PART XI.—AF.KonRouKs. 

78. (jovcromcvt mroilromcx. —A Government aerodrome shall not 
be open to u.se by any member of thv public save to such extent, if any, 
and subject to such conditions as the Governor General in ('ouiKiil may 
detei-mine. 

79. Plarc.i other ihon Governvieut aerodromes. —A place in British 
India other than a Government aerodrome shall not be used as a regular 
place of landing and deiiarlure by a schetluled air transport service or for 
a series of landings and departures by any aircraft carrying pns.sengers 
for hire or reward unle.ss it has been licensed for the purpose, or save in 
accord,-ince with the conditions, if any, of such licence. 

8 (1. T/irensed orrudroiiirs .—An aerodrome .shall be licensed by the 
Governor General in (.'ouncil in one of the following categories, 
namely:— 

(a) for ])ublic use ; 

(/)) for private use; that is to say, for use by the licensee and by 
individuals specifically nuthoris<*c! by the licensee. 


81. Piihlic aerodromes. —Every aerodrome which is licensed for 
public use or which is open to use by aircraft registered in India upon 
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payment of charges shall to the same extent and upon the same condi¬ 
tions be open to use by aircraft possessing the nationulity of a contract¬ 
ing State. Every such aerodrome shall at all reasonable times be open 
to use by any aircraft in the servic-e of His Majesty. 

82. Tariff charges. —At every aerodrome referred to in rule 81 
there shall be exhibited in a conspicuous place a single tariff of charges, 
including c.harges for lauding and length of slay, which shall not cxceo<i 
the charges specified in, and shall be leviable in accordance ^vith the 
provi.sions contained in Section H of Schedule V, and such tariff shall be 
applicable alike to all aircraft wliether registered in India or in any 
coiilvaeting State. 

83. Qualification of licensee. —A licence for an aerodrome shall not 
be granted to any person or (;orporution other than— 

(a) a British subject or person under Ilis Majesty’s protection, or 

(ft) a eoiiipany or corporation registered and having its principal 
place of business in His Majesty’s dominions. 

84. Period of validity of licence..—Aw aerodrome licence may be 
granted for any period not exceeding twelve months, and on each occa¬ 
sion of renewal may be renewed for any period not exceeding twelve 
months. 

8 -'). Vlas.tificaiion of Aerodromes. —An aerodrome may be licensed 
fur all types of aircraft or for certain specilied types or classe.s of aircraft 
snd the li(!ence may specify the conditions on which the aerodrome may 
be used. 

8 (J. (.1) Cond it ions governing the grunt of a licence.- —A licence 
sliall not be granted in re.spect of any place which does not satisfy the 
rociuiremciits specified in I’art A of Schedule V. 

(2) While a licence i.s in force n<i alterations to the landing area or to 
the huildings or other structures on the aerodrome which may aflect the 
safety (jf aircraft shall be undertaken .save witii the previous npi>roval of 
the (lovernor (leneral in Council. Application for snrdi a]>prnvnl shall he 
addrcB.sed to the Director of Civil Aviation in India and shall he nccom- 
poniod by full jiarticulars with plans of any such nllcralions imdudiug 
alterations to surrounding obstructions which may affect the safety of 
aircraft. 

(3) The ne<'cssary approval ina.v be granted or withheld and if granted 
may be granted sidiject to such conditions (ineduding conditions involving 
n revision of the original conditions of licence) as tlie (lovernor (leueral 
ill Council lua.v think fit. 

(4) If an.v alteration of the nature referred to in sub-rule (2) is under¬ 
taken without the previous approval of the Governor General in Council 
the licence may he cancelled. 

(5) The licensee shall maintain the aerodrome in a fit state for use 
h;i' aircraft and adeejuntely marked to the satisfaction of the Governoi 
General in Council during the whole perioil of tlie currency of the licence 
where this exceeds a period of three months and shall, if the aerodrome 
becomes nnscrviccablc, immcdiatclj- notify the Director of Civil Aviation 
in India by telegraph. 
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87. Fees .—The fees ohargeahle for the ffrant or renewal of a lieenoe 
for an aerodrome shall be—

Provided that if, in the opinion of the Governor General in Council, 
it is necessary or expedient before the ^rant or renewal of the licence, 
for the aerodrome in question to be inspected by an officer of Govern¬ 
ment or otJier person authorised by the Director of Civil Aviation in 
India, an additional fee of Rs. 80 shall be chargeable for the inspection, 
and the applicant shall also he required to pay the travelling expenses 
of the inspecting officer.

Section I. —Lights and visual signals to he diselwed by aieceaft 

ANII smiNU SIGNALS. 

A. — General. 

88 . Obligation to display the required lights. —The rules concerning 
lights to be displayed by aircraft shall be complied with in all weathers 
from sunset to sunrise, and during such time no other lights which may 
be mistaken for tho prescribed lights shall be exhibited. The said lights 
shall not be dazzling. 

89. Angular limits of lighu. —^The angular limits of the lights 
referred to in this Part shall be determined when the aircraft is in its 
normal position for flying on a rectilinear horizontal course and as 
shewn <liaprwmmiitieHlly in figure I in S<diedule IV. 

90. Failure of lights, etc. —(1) In the event of tho failure of any 
light which is reejuired by these Rules to be displayed by aircraft in 
flight, the, aircraft concerned shall, if the light cannot immediately be 
repaired or leplncod in flight, land ns soon as it can do so without 
danger. 

(2) Where, owing to the difficulty of producing lamps to meet the 
requirements of these Rules as regards sec-tor lights, an overlap of those 
lights is unavoidable, the overlap shall be as- small as possible; there 
shall be no seetpr in whicdi no light is visible. 

91. . Savings. —Nothing in these rules shall interfere with the opera¬ 
tion of any special rules made by the Government of any fttate with 
respect to the additional signal or station lights for military aircraft, 
aircraft exclusivi-ly employed in' State services or for aircraft in group 
formation, or with the exhibition of recognition siguiils adopted by 
owners of aircraft which have been authorized by their respective 
Governments and duly imblished. 
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B.—Ughtg and visual tignals to he displayed hy aircraft. 
Flying machines. 

92. In the air or on land aerodrome.^. —(1) Every Hying mucliino 
iu the uir ur on the Iniidiiig area of a land acrndi'onie shall display 
the following lights, that is to say: — 

(») on the right side, a green light, fixed so as to show an unbroken 
light, visible at a distance of at least h miles, throughout a 
dihedral angle of 110° formed by two vertical planes, of wliich 
one is parallel to the plane of sjmmetry and directed dead 
ahead, and the other is directed to the right; 

(b) on the left side, a red light, fixed so as to show an unbroken light, 

visible at a distance of at least 5 miles, throughout a 
dihedral angle of 110° formed by two vcrticul planes, of 
which one is parallel to the plane of symmetry and directed 
dead ahead, and the other is directed to the left; 

(c) at the rear, a white light, fixed so as to show astern an unbroken 

light, visible at a distance of at least 3 miles, throughout a 
dihedral angle of 140° formed by two vertical planes bisected 
by the plane of symmetry. 

(21 In a case where, in order to comply with the provisions of sub¬ 
rule (1), a single light has to be replaced by several lights, the field of 
visibility of each of these lights shall be so limited that only one can 
be seen at a time. 

(3) In the cas(.‘ of a flying machine with a maximum span of less 
than 05 feet, the lights required by this rule may be combined in one 
or more lumps, i)luced centrally, provided that the reiinireincnts of sub¬ 
rules (1) and (2) as to cedour and visibility are complied with. 

93. I'ndrr iroy on the surface, of the water. —Every flying nmcliine 
under way on the surface of the water shall display lights in accordance 
with tlie following provisions: — 

(1) If it is under control and is not bein'? towed, it shall display 

the lights required by rule 92, ami in addition, forward, a 
white light fixed so as to show forward an iinhroken light 
visible, at a distance of at least 3 miles, througliout u diliedral 
angle of 220° formed by two vertical planes and bisected by 
the plane of symmetry. 

(2) If it is being towed, it shall display the lights required by rule 

92. 

(3) If it is not under control, it shall display two red lights placeil 

wliero tlicy euii best be seen, one vertically over the other, 
not less than 3 feel apart, and both being visible, so far as 
practicable, all round the horizon at a distance of at least 
2 miles, un<l, in addition— 

(a) if Tnaking way. it sliall display the lights required by 
nile 92; or 

(h) if not making way, it shall display the light required by 
clause (c) of sub-iuile (1) of rule 92.

(4) If it is towing another aerodyne, it shall display the lights 
specified in clause (1) and in addition, forward, two white 
lights placed where they can best he seen, one -vertically 
over the other, not less than 6 feet apart, and visible at a 
distance of at least 3 miles in a dihedral angle of 220° 
formed by two vertical planes and bisected by the plane of 
symmetry. 

94. At anchor or moored on the surface of the water. —Every flyin 
machine whether at anchor or moored on the surface of the water sha. 
display lights in accordance with the following provisions, namely; — 

(1) In every case, it shall di.splay forward centrally where it can 

best be seen, a white light, visible all round the horizon at a 
distance of at least 1 mile. 

(2) In a case where the length of the flying machine is 150 feet 

or upwards, it shall display, in addition to any other light 
required by this rule, a white light at or near its stern at a 
lower height, than the forward light nientionetl in clause 
(1), and visible all round the horizon at a distance of at least 
1 mile. 

(3) In a (tase where the mj'ximum span of the flying machine is 

150 feet or upwards, it shall display, in addition to any 
other light required by this rule, a white light on each side 
placed in such a manner us to deman;ate the maximum lateral 
dimension of the flying machine and visible, so far as practi¬ 
cable, all round the horizon at a distaiu^e of at least 1 mile. 

Gliders. 

95. In all cusps in which flying machines are required hy these 
rules to display lights, a glider shall display a red light visible, so 
far as practicable, in all directions. 

. IJalloons and Kites. 

96. AVer Ballnovs. —A free balloon shall display a red light jilaced 
not less than 15 or in ore than 30 feet below the basket and visible, so 
far ns practicable, in all directions at a distonce of at least 2 miles. 

97. Captirr ha/fiions and hites. —In the case of a captive balloon 
or kite, lights shall be displayed in accordance with the following 
provisions, namely : — 

(1) when flown at an altitude exceeding 180 feet above the ground, 

or at any altitude if it is less than 3 miles from an aerodrome 
or from a reiioguised air route the balloon or kite shall dis¬ 
play a white light placed 12 feet vertically above a red ligfht, 
these lights being visible so far os practicable in all directions 
at a distance of at least 2 miles, the upper white light being 
placed not less than 15 or more than 30 feet below the 
basket, or, if there is no basket, below the lowest part of the 
balloon or kite: 

(2) in addition, from the mooring cable of the balloon or kite 

there shall be displayed at intervals of 1,000 feet measured 
from the said group of two lights, similar groups of two 
lights, one white and one red, and if the lowest group of 
lights is obscured by clouds, an additional group shall be 
displayed below the cloud base: 
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(3) in addition, the position of the object to which the balloon or 
kite is moored on the ground shall be marked by a group of 
three flashing lights, arranged on a horizontal plane at the 
apexes of a triangle approximately equilateral and measuring 
at least 75 feet on each side; the side of this triangle, per¬ 
pendicular to the horizontal projection of the cable, shall be 
delimited by two red lights, the third light shall be a green 
light placed opposite the direction of the cable. 

98. Day Tnarkings for captive haUooiix .—By ilay, the mooring cable 
of a captive balloon shall have attached to it at intervals of not more 
than COO feet measured from the basket (or, if there is no basket, from 
(he lowest part of the balloon) tubular streamers, not less than 8 inches 
in diameter and C feet in length, and marked with alternate bands of 
white and red 18 inches in width. 

99. Day markinf/s for kites .—By day, the mooring cable of a kite 
shall be marked, either in the manner required by rule 98 in the case 
of a captive balloon, or by streamers of stout pajjer attached to the 
cable at intervals of 300 feet measured from the lowest part of the kite, 
such streamers being not less than 30 inches in length and one foot in 
width in their widest part and marked with alternate bauds of white 
and red 4 inches wide. 


Airshipt. 

100. Under way. —(1) Except as provided in rule 101 an airship 
when under way shall display the follo'wing lights, namely: — 

(a) forward, a white light fixed so as to show forward an unbroken 
light visible a( a dlsi.ance of at least 5 miles and throughout 
a dihedral angle of 220° formed by two vortical planes and 
bisected by the plane of symmetry; 

(It) on the right side, a green light fixed so us to show an un¬ 
broken light visible at a distance of at least 5 miles and 
throughout a dihedral angle of 110° formed by two vertical 
planes, of which one is parallel to the plane of symmetry 
and directed dead ahead, and the other is directed to the 
right; 

(c) on the left side, a led light fixed so as to show an unbroken 

light visible at a distance of at least 5 miles and through¬ 
out a dihedral angle of 110° formed by two vertical planes, 
of which one is parallel to the plane of symmetry and 
directed dead ahead and the other is directed to the left; 

(d) at the rear, a white light fixed so as to show astern an un¬ 

broken light visible at a distance of at least 3 miles and 
throughout a dihedral angle of 140° formed by two vertical 
planes and bisected by the plane of symmetry". 

(21 In a case where, in order to comply with the provisions of sub- 
rule (1), a single light has to be replaced by several lights, the field of 
visibility of each of those lights shall be so limited that only one can 
be seen at a time. 
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101. Not und4tr control. —(1) An airahip which is under way and 
which is not under control, or which has voluntarily stopped its 
engines, or which is being towed, shall display the following lights, 
namely: — 

(a) the forward and rear lights required by clauses (a) and (el) of 

sub-rule (1) of rule 100; 

(b) in addition, below the airship, two red lights, one placed 

vertically below the other 12 feet apart., the upper light 
being 2*5 feet below the control car, and both being visible 
so far as practicable in all directions at a distance of not 
less than two miles; 

(c) in addition, if making way but not otherwise, the side lights 

required by clauses (b) and (c) of sub-rule (1) of rule 100. 


(2) By day, an airship in the circumstances mentioned in sub-rule 
(1) of this rule shall display two blae.k balls or shapes, each at least 2 
feet in diameter, one placed vertically below the other 12 feet apart, 
Ihc upper one being 24 feet below the control (•nr, and Iwth being 
visible so far as f)rncticable in all directions. 

Where necessary in order to comply with this recpiirement, the said 
group of two black balls or shapes may be duplicated. 

102. Moored. —(1) An airship when moored to a mooring mast shall 
displaj’ at or near the rear a white light visible, so far as practicable, 
ill all directions at a distauc'e of at least 3 miles. 

(2) An airship, when moored to the ground or the surface of the 
water by a cable, shall display, forward, the white light required by 
clause (a) of sub-mle (1) of rule 100, and at the rear, the white light 
required by clause (d) of that sub-rule and in addition the airship and 
its mooring cable shall be lighted or marked in accordance with such of 
the provisions of rules 97 and 98 as are applicable in the case of a 
captive balloon. 

(3_) An airship while, picking up its moorings, although considered 
as being under way and not l»eing under control, shall however display 
only the lights specified in rule 100 until it is finally made fast. 


(/'.—So un d Signalu. 

103. Fog. etc .—In fog, mist, falling snow or heavy rainstorm, 

whether by day or night, an aircraft on the water shall make the follow¬ 
ing sound signals, namely:—- 

(a) If not anchored or mooreil. a sound at intervals of not more 
than Iwo minutes, consisting of two blasts of about five 
.seconds duration with an interval of about oi.e second 
between them. 

(h) If at anchor or moored, the rapid'ringing of an efficient bell or 
gong for about five seconds at intervals of not more than 
one minute. 
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SECTION II.

A. (iHoiiNi) Markings, Lksuts and Signals on and in tiik Viginitv 
OF Aerodromes open to public use. 

J04. (j round markings .—At every land aerodrome open U) public- 
use, tile boundaries of the luudiug area sball, by means of suitable* 
luarkinffs. Ice rendered (dearly visible botb to airoraft in tbe air and to 
aircraft uiancpuvrinR' on the landing area. In addition, a circle mark¬ 
ing may be plac.ed on the landing area. All obstructions existing on a 
landing area shall be clearly marked. In case part of the marked 
landing area should become unfit for use, this jeart sball be delimited by 
c'learly visible m.arkings or flags, and may, in addition, be indicated by 
one or more clearly visible crosses. 

10.‘). <1 round signals. —(1) At every aerodrome open to public; use— 

{a) the direction of the wind at the lauding area shall be clearly 
indicated by one or more of the recognised methods, «.//., 
conical streamers, smudge fire, etc.; 

{!>) if there is a landing T, it shall be used to indicate the com¬ 
pulsory direction for binding and taking-off, even should 
such direction not correspond to the direedion of the wind. 
Normally, the T shall be so plucc'd that the long arm lies 
along the direction of the wind, with the cross arm set at 
(bat end of the long arm from which the wind is blowing. 
Ill the event of there being no wind or a light irregular 
wind, the T shall be fixed in the direction in which the land¬ 
ing or departure is to be made, and the fact that it is fixc'd 
shall be, signalled by the presence of n ball, mounted on a 
mast on the signal area and clearly visible both to aircraft 
in flight and to those mancpuvring on the landing area. 

(1:1) When, by way of exception, at certain aerodromes, the landing 
area is rc'garded as divided into two approximately equal zones, one for 
dc'parture and the other for landing, as providcid for in rub* Itlfi, this 
.“pecdal arrangement must be indicailecl by a full star of five points 
(constituted by a regular non-emnvex pentagon which could be inscribed 
in a circle of not le.sH than forty-five feet diameter) as shown in figure 
2 in Schedule IV. 

(d) VV'hcn under rule lit) the special rules for air traffic presc-ribed 
in Section V arc temporarily suspended, wholly or partially, in respect 
of a sjiecified aerodrome such suspension shall be iuclicated by a red 
.square panel, (wb side of which measures at lea.st ten feet, ■ placed 
horizontally as shown in figure .‘t in Schedule I V. 

(4) If an order issued under rule 118 prescribes among other things 
that circuits outside the lauding area and those for taking id)' and land¬ 
ing, which arc referred to in clause (h) of rule 120 and rule 124, arc to 
be right-handed, the red square panel, prescribed in sub-rule (4) of this 
rule, shall, along two of its sides, be bordered by a red rc;ctangular 
panel at least three feet in width, separated from the central panel by 
at least three feet. At the extremity of one of the rectangular panels 
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shall be placed a red triangle so as to indicate that the direction of the 
circuit is right-handed as shown in figure 4 in Schedule IV. If, how¬ 
ever, the only object of the order is that circuits should be right-handed, 
the red square panel shall not be displayed. 

(5) When special circumstances call for n prohibition to land liable 
to be prolonged, use shall be made of a red square panel, placed hori¬ 
zontally, each side of which measures at least ten feet and the diagonals 
of which are covered by yellow strips at least two feet in width, arrang¬ 
ed in the form of an X as shown in figure 5 in Schedule JV. 

(01 When the bad state of the lauding area or any other reason culls 
for the observance of certain precautions in landing, use may be. made 
of a red scpiare panel, placed horizontally, each side of which measiires 
at least ten feet and one of the diagonals of which is covered by a yellow 
strip at least two feed, in width as shown in figure 0 in Schedule IV. 

(7) When a landing by means of a radioelectric guide is taking place 
the fact may he signalled by hoisting on a mast a yellow triangular 
equilateral pyramid, each side of which measures at least six feet as 
shown in figure 7 in Schedule IV. 

(8) The signals referred to in the foregoing sub-rules shall, when¬ 
ever possible, he displayed in a special part of the aerodrome selected 
as a signal area; by way of exception, the wind indicators and the 
landing T referred to in sub-rule 0) of this rule may be located else¬ 
where. 

(9) During periods of poor visibility, the lights existing for night 
lighting shall be operated by day, whenever possible and in so far as 
necessary. 

10(i. (t round lijfhU. —(1) At every aerodrome oi)en to public; use 
and us<m1 for night flying, the following provisions shall apply during 
the working hours of the night service, narnely : — 

(u) Jfniii/eronn lujhtif .—No lights shall be exhibited at or in the 
neighbourhood of an aerodroim; which may endanger the 
safety of aircraft, whether by reason of glare, or by causing 
confusion' with or ]»reventing clear visual reception of the 
lights or signals prescHbed in these rules. 

(A) Aerodrome heacun. —The position of the aerodrome may be 
indicated by a luminous beacon. 

(2) At every land aerodrome open to public u.se and used for night 
flying, the folhjwing ])rovisions .shall apply during the working hours 
of the night service, namely: — 

(a) Llyhtivfj of oh.it.rurtions. —Fixed red lights shall be c.vhibited — 
(i) on all obsl.ructions within the landing area whicth constitute. 

a danger to aircraft in motion on the landing area; 

(iil as'far as possible, on all obstnu-tions within 1,000 y.nrds of 
the boundary of the landing area and constituting a danger 
to aircraft approaching or leaving the aerodrome in a 
normal manner. In case it should be impossible- to e.vhibit 
fixed red lights on such obstructions, their horiz-mtal pro¬ 
jection and the centre of the obstructions shall, as fur as 
possible, be clearly indicated’by synchronised red flashing 
or occulting lights, placed on a level with or near to the 
ground. 
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(b) Lighting of landing T and of wind indicators. —The landing 

T, if used, and at least one of the wind indicators shall be 
illuminated with fixed lighting, preferably white. 

(c) Lighting of signals. —The signals displayed in the signal area 

shall be suitably illuminated. 

{d) Lighting of landing area — 

(i) The landing area or the part thereof on which landings 

should be made shall be Illuniinated by u floodlight or 
floodlight system during landing manoeuvres; 

(ii) In default, one of the following methods may be used: 

First method: A line of lights spaced 150 feet apart shall be 
laid out on the ground, consisting of a central section 
of six white lights to iudii^tu that landings should be 
made on the adjacent i>urtiou of the landing area and 
on eitlier side of this line, with at least two green 
lights at one end and at least two red lights at the 
other end to indicate tliat landings should be made 
from the direction of the green liglits towards the red 
lights; 

Second method: Lights shall bo laid out on the ground in the 
form of a T, the long arm of which shall be composed 
of at least four lights in a line not less than 25U yards 
in length. The light at the foot of the T shall indicate 
the place whore the aerodyne should first make couluct 
with the ground and the cioss arm of the T shall indi¬ 
cate the place where it should finish its run. Landings 
may l>e made on either side of the long arm of the T 
but always parallel to that arm; in the event, how¬ 
ever, of the area situated on either side of the long 
arm becoming obstructed, the liglit indicating the cross 
arm on that side .shall be removed and landing shall 
be effected on the opposite side. 

The direction of landing and take-off will be given by the 
two ulterjiative methods referred to aU)ve; the landing 
'1' shall not., therefore, be used. 

(e) Approach hghtiny —The most favourable sectors of approach 
to the landing aiea may be indicated by green lights. 

(/) liouivdary lighting —The boundary of the lauding area shall 
be marked by fixed yellow-orange lights, normally laid out 
SOU feet apart: 

Provided thot— 

(i) when there are obstructions on the Iwundary of the landing 

area, the lights serving to mark such obstructions may 
take the place of boundary lights; 

(ii) when the boundai’y lights are in the form of strips, their 

colour may be red; 
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(iii) when local conditious render unavoidable the nee of gas 

boundary lights, they may be given an intermittent 
character; 

(iv) when the boundary of the landing area cannot be marked, 

only the extremities of such landing area between which 
aircraft may move without danger shall be indicated by 
fixed yellow-orange lights. 

(3) At every water aerodrome open lo public, use and used for night 
flying, the provisions of sub-rule (2) shall equally apply, except in 
cases of obvious impossibility. 


11. U 1 .STRBSS, URGENCY AND SAFETY KlGNAl.S. 

107. (1) General .—The following general provisions shall apply 

to all distress, urgency and safety signals, namely: — 

(rt) the signals referred to in this rule may be transmitted only 
with the authorisation <if the commander or i)er8on res- 
jwnsible for the aircraft; 

(ft) wlien these* signals are sent by radiotelegraphy or radio- 
telephony, the group or spoken expression shall he sent 
three times, and followed by the group ])K and (he call 
sign, also sent three times, of the static?! which sends it. 
In the casi* of “safety” mP8.sageH, the fre(|uency to be 
employed is that for “distress” messages. 

(2) Dhlress Sif/uahs.- -When an aircraft is thrwitcued by grave and 
imminent danger aiid reciuests .immediirte assistance, the following 
signals shall bo used or di.splayed, either together or sepamtel.\^ before 
the sending of a message, namely: — 

(a) by radiotelegraphy— 

the signal ...-... [See Note (1)]. 

(ft) by radiotelephony— 

the spoken expression “MAYDAY” (corresponding to the French 

pronunciation of the expression “m’aider”). 

(c) by visual signalling— 

(i) the signal ...-... with signalling apparatus; 

(ii) a succession of red pyrotechnical lights fired at short in¬ 

tervals ; 

(iii) the two-flag signal "corresjioriding to the letters NC of the 

International Code of Signals [See NoU) (2)]; 

(iv) the di.stant .signal, (am.si.sting of a square flag having, either 
• above or below it, a ball or anything resembling a ball 

[See Note (2)]. 
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(d) by sound signalling— 

(i) the signal ...-... with any sound apparatus; 

(ii) a continuous sounding with any sound apparatus [See Note 

( 2 )]. 

JVote (J).—^When the signal specified in clause (a) above is sent 
by radiotelegraphy on 500 kc/s (600 m.), it shall, when possible, in 
order to be received by autoiuaiic maritime apparatus, be followed by 
the automatii; alarm signal consisting of a series of twelve dashes of 
four seconds eac.h, separated by an interval of one second. 

JVote (2). —Tile signals specified in (iii) and (iv) of clause (c) and 
(ii) of clause (d) above are normally for use by seaplanes on the sur¬ 
face of the water, but they may also be used by aircraft in the air. 

(3) Urgejicry Signah. — (u) When on aircraft wishes to give notice 
of difficulties which compel it to land without reipiring immediate 
assistance, the following signals shall be used, either together or 
separately, before the sending of a message, namely: — 

(i) by i-adiotelegraphy— 

the group PAN, the letters of which must be well separated 
that the signals A N may not he transformed into one 
signal P; 

(ii) by radiotelephony— 

the sjKiken expression PAN (corresponding to the French pro¬ 
nunciation of the word “panne”); 

in ciiw's where, owing to the rapidity of the mameuvres to be 
executed, the aircraft is unable to transmit the intend¬ 
ed message by radiotelcgruphy or radiotelephony, the 
signal PAN not followed by a message retains this 
meaning; 

(iii) by visual signalling— 

by day: u succession of white pyrotechnical lights; 

by night: a succession of white pyrotechnical lights, or a suc¬ 
cession of short and inlermittent fiashes with the 
navigation lights. 

(h) When an aircraft has a very urgent message to transmit con¬ 
cerning its own safety, or that of an aircraft, ship or other vehicle, or 
the safety of any person on board or within sight, the follow¬ 
ing signals shall lie used, cither together or separately, liefore the 
sending of the message. As a general rule they are addressd to a 
spec.ific authority. 

(i) by radio! elegraphy— 

the group XXX; 

the letters of each group and the successive groups shall be 
clearly separated from each other; 
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(ii) by visual signallings— 

either a succession of green pyrolechnical lights; 

or a succession <if green flashes with signalling apparatus. 

(4) Safety SigiuiU. —Wlicn an uircuwft is about to transmit a 
message (mtiecrning the safety of navigation or giving important 
meteorological weirnings, tlie folhiwing signals shall be used, either 
together or sepnrtely, before the sending of a message, namely: — 

(a) by radiotelegrapby— 

the group T T T; 

the letters of each group and the sucicessive groups shall be 
clearly separated from each other. 

(h) by radi<itelephony— 

Ihe French word “SFiCTIltITE” (to which correspond in 
Fiiiglish pronunciation the syllalnis SAY-OURE-E-TAY). 

(c) by visual signalling— 

International visual signalling procedure, by signalling appara¬ 
tus or flags. 

C. Otukh Signals to om from Airchaft. 

108. At aerodromes open to public use — 

(1) By day and by night, when there is an officer controlling the 

traffic!, he snail, exce^it as permitted by sub-rule (2) of this 
rule, use the following visual signals, namely: — 

(a) t<t authorist! movement on the landing area, hut excluding 
authorisation to take-ofi', he sliall direct at the nircraft 
an intermittent while luminous beam; 

(/>) to authorise takiug-tiff, he shall direct at the aircraft n con¬ 
tinuous white luminous beam; 

(c) to prohibit taking-off or any movement on the landing area, 
ho shall direct at the aircraft an intermittent red lumin¬ 
ous beam; 

The signals in this sub-rule may be. preceded by the last three 
letb^rs of the registration group of the aircraft to which the 
signal is addressed; these three letters shall be sent in the 
International Morse Clode, In- using a luminous beam of the 
same colour as the signal which is to be sent. 

(2) By day, w'heu there is on the lauding area an officer con¬ 

trolling the traffic, he may use the foillowing signals, 
namely: — 

(«) to authorise movement on the landing area, but excluding 
authorisation to take-off, he shall wave a small white flag 
in the direction to be followed; 

(h) to authorise taking-off, he shall lower a small white flag in 
the direction of teffiing-off; 
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(fi) in pi'ohibii (akinjir-off or niovoment t«wiirdn the taking-off 
point, he sliall raise a ainall red flag; 

(d) to proliibit landing, he shall wave a small red flag vertically 
above his head. 

(3) An aircraft wi.shing (o land at night, without being compelle<l 
to do BO, on an aeiodronie having a ground w)ntTol, shall, 
before landing, ask permission by a signal made either by 
radiotelegraphy or nud iotelephony or by means of a lamp 
or a projector, the use of the navigation lights for this 
purjx)s(; not being jierinissible. 

The visual .signal, sent by International Morse Code, shall be 
eomiM)Hed of tlu: last three letters of the registration grouji 
of the aircraft; tiiis .signal sliull he repeated for as long as 
may 1 k‘ necessary. 

The reply will be given from the ground to the aircraft either by 
radiotelegraphy or radiotelephony o7' by visual signal, it 
being understood that when permi.ssion has been asked by 
visual signal the replv sholl always be by visual signal. 
The visual signal shcatl consist of a repetition of the same 
three-letter sign made witli the signalling lights of the 
aerodrome. 

These signalling lights shall he eonstituted either by a group of 
lights arranged on a lioriKoiital plane at the apexes of an 
eciuilateral triangle, each side of wbieb measures from one to 
three yards, or by a luminous bt‘am directed at the aircraft. 

The colour green shall be used to give perinissiou to land and the 
(•(dour red to prohibit landing. 

109. Stfjnala fur aircraft not to laud. —(1) At every aerodrome, the 
firing of a red pyrotechnieul light or the display of a red flore from the 
ground, whether by day or by night and nolwitlistanding any previous 
permission, shall be taken as an instruction to aircraft in flight that 
they are not to land for the moment and to aircraft mannmvriug on the 
landing area that they are to stop moving. 

(2) At aerodromes provided with the triungiilar device provided for 
in sub-rule (3) of rule 108, the eniissioii by such device of intermittent 
red lights shall, whetlier by day or by uight and notwithstanding any 
previous permission, instruct aircraft in flight that they are not to land 
for the moment. 

110. Signals for aircraft to land .—To require an aircraft to land, 
the following signals shall he used, namely: — 

(a) by (Ui\ : a series of jirojeetiles discharged at- intervals of ten 
seconds, each showing on bursting black smoke. 

(h) by night : a seri('8 of projectiles discbarped at intervals of ten 
seconds, showing on bursting white lights or stars. 

In addition, if it is necessary to distinguish amongst several the 
aireraft. which is to land, an intermittent white luminous beam shall be 
directed at that aircraft, 
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Provided that, when the authority who desires to give the order to 
land is able to establisli a radioelectric c.ommuuication with the aircraft, 
this order may be given by using the means of communication 
established. 

111. Warning xignnl for prohibited nreax .—To warn an aircraft 
that it is in the vicinity of a prohibited area and should change its 
course, the following signals shall be used, namely: — 

(«) by day : a series of projectiles discharged at intervals of ten 
seconds, each showing on bursting orange smoke; 

(/j) by night: a series of projectiles discharged at intervals of ten 
seconds, showing on bursting orange lights or stars. 

Provided that, when the authority who desires to prescribe the change 
of course referred to in this rule is able ti> establish a radio-electric com¬ 
munication with the aircraft, this order may be given by using the means 
of communication established. 


SLOT ION III. 

Gknkrai. Rut.es for Air Traffic. 

112. General. —(1) Subject to the provisions of sub-rule (G) of this 
rule and clause (1) of rule IHi. mechanically driven aerodynes shall 
always give way to non-inechunii‘ally-driven aerodynes and to aerostats, 
and mechanically-driven aerostats to non-im'chanically-drivtui uero.stat.s 
and aeroilynes. 

(2) An airship wliich is under way and which is not under (iontrol (or 
which has veduntarily stopped its engines) shall, for the application of 
the rules in Se<-.tion TIT, be classed as u free balloon. 

11,‘t. Rixk of collixion. —(1) When circumstances permit, an aircraft 
can ascertain risk of ctdlisiou with another aircraft by carefully watching 
tin* snceessive compass bearings and angles of elevation of the latter. 
It .shall consider that risk of collision with this other airi'raft exists if 
neither the Ixiaring nor the angle of elevation c.liunges a]>preciably and 
if tin- distance- between tin* two aircraft diminishes. 

The term “risk of cedlision’’ incluelcs all risk of ai-cident due to undue 
pro.xiniity of othe.r aircraft. 

(2) Every aircraft which is required by these Pules to give way t<» 
another to,avid collision, shall keep a safe distance, having regard to 
the circiiinsfances of the ca.se. 

(3) VV'hile .observing tin- pr<»visions relative to risk of collision con¬ 
tained in sub-rules (I) and (2), a mechanically-driven aircraft must 
always niaiimuvre according to the provisions of sub-rules (4) and (8), 
as soon as it is apparent that, if it pursued its course, it would not pass 
clear of another aircraft. 

(4) AVhen two ine(dianically-driven aircraft are meeting end on or 
nearly end on, each shall, without prejudice to the application of the 
provisions .of sub-rule (1), alter its course to the right. 
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(5) Subject to the application of the provisions of sub-rulev (1) of 
of this rule and sub-rule (3) of rule 116, when two mechanically-driven 
aircraft are on courses which cross, the aircraft which has the other on 
its own right side shall keep out of the way of the other. 

(6) An aircraft overtaking any other shall keep out of the way of the 
overtaken aircraft by altering its own course to the right, and must 
not pass by diving. 

Ev(>ry aircraft coming up with another aircraft from any direction 
more than 110 degrees from aiiead of the latter, i.e., in such a position 
with reference to the aircraft which it is overtaking that at night it 
would be unable to see either of that aircraft’s side lights, shall be 
deemed to be an overtaking aircraft, and !io subsequent alteration of the 
bearing between the two air<-raft shall make the overtaking aircraft a 
crossing aircraft within the meaning of these rules, or relieve it of the 
duty of keeping clear of the overtaken aircraft until it is finally past 
and clear. 

As by day the oveT-taking aircraft cannot always know with certainty 
whether it is forward or abaft the direction mentioned above from the 
other aircraft, it should, if in doubt, assume that it is an overtaking 
aircraft and keep out of the way. 

(7) Every aircraft which is obliged by the rules in Part XT I to keep 
out of the way of another aircraft shall, if the circumstances of tlie case 
admit, avoid passing over or under th(> other, or crossing ahead of it. 

(iS) Wlicre, by any of the rules in Part XII. one of two aircraft is to 
ke(!p out of lh(* way, the <itlier shall kee]( its course and speed. When, 
however, in conscMjueiKa' of t hick weather or any other cause, the aircraft 
liaviug the right of way finds itself .so close that collision caiiuol he 
avoided by the action of the giving-way airci'aft alone, it shall take 
such actioTi as will best aid to avert collision. 

(9) Every aircraft in a <‘loud, fog, mist or other conditions of bad 
visibility, sh.all proceed with caution, having careful regard to the 
c.visting circumstances. 

(10) Ev(*ry aircraft Hying beneath <douds shall always do so, so lar 
as it is safe and jiracticable, at such a distance below the elouds as will 
enable it r(*adily to see and lw» seen. 

I I 1. /(’/.«/• of ro/lisloii oil air Irofiir roiitcx. — In order to obviate th(‘ 

increased ri.sk of C(dlision whicli exists on air traffic routes the following 
lU’ovisions shall he oh.served by aerodynes and airships whc>n flying on 
or ill (he vicinity of such routes, namely: — 

(1) All uircratt tlyiiig by eoinpass along the straight line (rhunih 
line) joining two points on an air traffic rimti* in eommon 
use. shall keep such line af least 1,000 yards on its left. 

{2) An uircrafi following, either an officially recognised air traflie 
route, or a route frequented by aircraft and indicated on the 
ground by a line of landmarks such us a road, railway, river, 
canal, coastline, etc., shall keep such route at least 300 yards 
on its Icit. 

(3) An aircraft shall not tly keeping on its right any of the lines or 
routes referred to in rule 1]4. except at a distance therefroiu 
sutficient to avoid aircraft following such lines or routes in 
ai!cordance with the said rule. 
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(4) An aircraft (irnssiiijir tme of tlic linos or routes referred to in rule 
114 sliull cross it at right angles as rapidly as possible. 

(f)) In the ease of pre-arranged flights in group formation, the air¬ 
craft of the lender of the group sh^l lead the flight in such 
a manner that every aircraft in the group can comply with 
rule 114. 

1 lo. PoxiUon of pilot .—To facilitate the application of the rules for 
air traflic. (‘ontuined in this Part, the pilot of a mechanically-driven 
aerodyne shall, save in exceptional cin-umstances, be plac.ed either in 
the plane of symmetry of the aerodyne or on the left-hand side of such 
plane. 


SECTION IV. 

SrEciAi, Rules kou Air Traffjc on ani» in the Vicinity of all 

Aebodromks. 

116. Sper.uil rulex .—The following provisions shall apjdy on and in 
the vicinity of all aerodromes, namely: 

(1) Aircraft about to land on an aercHlrouie sliull he given free way. 

(2) An aircraft about to take (»ff shall not attenij)! lo d* so iintil 

(here is no risk of collision w'ilh another aircraft. 

(H) In the case of (wo mechanically-driven aerodynes approaching 
an aerodrome for the purpose of landing, the aerodyne flying 
at the greater height shall he responsible for avoiding the 
aerodyne at the lower height, hut the latter shall, if the 
contingency arises, comply with the provisions of sub-rule (ti) 
of rule 113.

OPEN TO PUBLIC USE. 

A. (Ikneraj,. 

117. E.riciil of iippliaitiov. —(1) '[’he provisions of Section V shall 
apply on and in the vicinity of aerodromes open to public- use. They 
concern only land aild water aerodromes for mecdianically-driven aero¬ 
dynes, which are designated in the jjiesent Section by the single, word 
■■aerodynes''. 

(2) No!i-inechanically-driven.aerodynes on and in the vicinity of 
aerodromes open to public use shall comi)ly with the ])rovisiouH of 
Section X as fur us jiossiblc. 

1 hS. hj.rcmptiunx .—The (iovernor tjcneral in Council may by 
.sj)eeial order in writing in this behalf temjjorarily suspend the applica¬ 
tion of all or any of the provisions of Section V with reference to any 
aerodromes in British India which is open to public use. Where any 
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such order is for the time being in force with respect to any aerodrome 
the suspension shall be indicated by the appropriate signals provided 
for in sub-rule (3) of rule 105. 

.119. Neutral snuex .—At land aerodromes, a neutral zone, situated 
along the perimeter of the landing area and at the approaches to the 
hangars, may be set apart for aerodynes manoeuvring on the ground.

120. Miniinum Flyluy -Subject to any special local regu- 

liilion.s which may exist: 

(a) tliglit over a landing area a< a lower height than 2,000 feet is 
prohibited for aerodynt's, save in the ease of a departure or 
landing.

123. Fiitcd balloons and, kites .—No fixed balloon or kite shall be 
elevated in the vicinity of an aerodrome without a special authorisation.

124. Circnits .—An aerodyne starling from or about to land on an 
.•leroiliduie shall make a circuit or ])artial circuit and the turning shall be 
made clear ot <fie landing area and shall he left-handed fanti-clockwise), 
so that during such circuit the landing area shall always tie on its left. 

.\s an exi-eplion, the turning shall lie righl4iauded when the signal 
indicated in suh-rule (4) ot rule 1().5 is displayed.

127. Take-offs .—tin hind aerodromes Imving a ground control, no 
aerod.yne having proceeded on to the landing area witJli the intention 
of taking oft' sliall laki- off' until it has received permission to do so hy 
the signal.s prescrilied in clause (hi of sub-jiile (I), and danse (li) of 
sub-rule (2), of rule 108. 


D. Utiles to hk ohskkved foh m.vnokttviies on the ghounii. 

128. (1) l.ainl aeroihooies .— Every aerodyne moving on the 

ground in the landing area shall normall.v do so in the direction of 
landing. It may, however, in order to shorten its course, cross the 
landing area 1<i .reach its lake-idT point or the boumlar.v, provided that, 
in the (siurse of such inoveineiit, turns are always made to the left, that 
it gives, free way to every aircraft leaving or landing, and that it ism- 
forms to tihe iirovisioii.s of suh-rules (4) and (8) of rule 11.3.

129. lie gul alt! nix for prevent in g eoUixioiix at sea .—Every airurnfl 
manoeuvring under its own power on the water shall conform to the 
regulations for preventing (T>llisions at sea, and for the purposes of 
these regulations sliall be deemed to be a steam-vessel : 

Provided that— 

(a) in (•oTifoiTiiing witli the above-mentioned regulations, it shall 
be borne in mind that steam-vessels in narrow channels are 
lint able to niameuvre so us to avoid collision witli uireraft; 

{!>) the aireraft sliull carry only the lights specified in Section T of 
this part, and not those prescrilM-d for steam-vessels in the 
regulations for preventing collisions at sea; it shall use the 
sound signals speidfied in the alsive-mentioned regulations 
only as specified in rule 103 and clause (d) of sub-rule (2) 
of rule 107; and it shall not be deemed to hear any sound 
signals.

130. lioUaxt .—The dropping of ballast oilier tliau fine, sand or 
Water from aircraft in the air is prolhibited. 

131. (Jhxor-vancv of genera} and special rules fur air traffic .—Ju 
(uniforming with the provisions of Sections ITT, IV and V of this Part, 
due regard sliall he had to all dangers of navigation and collision and 
to any special cin^uiiistances which may render a departure from lhe.se 
rules nei^essary in order to avoid iiiiniediute danger. 

132. Neglect in the tixe of lights or signals, etc .—Nothing in this 
I’ari .shall e.vonerate any aircraft, or the owner, pilot or crew thereof, 
from the consequences of any neglect in the use of lights or signals, or 
of any neglect to keep a proper lookout, or of the neglect of any pre¬ 
caution wlhieh may be reijuired by the ordinary practice of the air, or 
by tile S]>eciul cireumstaiiees of the ease. 

133. Special orders relative to navigativii of aircraft in the imme¬ 
diate vicinity of an aerodrome .—Nothing in this Part shall interfere 
with the operation of any special rule or rules approved by the Uoveriior 
(leiieral in Council and published relative to navigation of ain^raft in 
the inimediute vicinity of any aerodrome or other place, and it shall be 
obligatory on all owners, pilots, or crews of aircraft to obey such rules. 
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PART XIII.— Genebai.. 

134. Inspection .—Any person authorised Iby the Governor General 
in Council by s]>e('iul or general order in writing in this behalf may— 

(a) at all reasonable times enter any place to which access is neces¬ 
sary for the purpose of exercising his powers or carrying out 
his duties under these rules; 

{b) at all times during working hours enter that portion of any 
factory or place in which aircraft or parts of aircraft or aero 
engines or parts of aero engines are being manufactured, 
overhauled, repaired or assembled and inspect any such fac¬ 
tory or place, aircraft, aero engines or parts and any 
drawings relating to such aircraft, aero engines or parts; 

(c) at any time inspect any flying machine which is required by 
these rules to be certified as airworthy or in respect of which 
ii cci'tificalc of airworthiness is in force, 

(</) enter, inspect and search any aircraft for the purpose of secur¬ 
ing compliance with any of ihese rules. 


135. Forgery, etc., of documents .—No person shall fraudulently 
lend any licence or certificate issued under these Rules or allow it to be 
used by any other person. 

130. Foreign Military Aircraft .—No person shall fly or land, or 
assist in flying or landing, any foreign military aircraft over or in 
British India except on or with the invitation or permission in writing 
of the Governor General in Council, and on such conditions as may be 
specified in the invitation or permission. 

137. Obstruction of authorised persons .—No person shall voluntarily 
obstruct any per.son acting in the exercise of his powers or in the dis¬ 
charge of his duties under these Rules. 

138. General power to exempt .—^The Governor General in Council 
may by general or special order in writing exempt any aircraft or class 
of aircraft or any jjerson or class of persons from the operation of these 
rules, either wholly or partially, subject to such conditions, if any, as 
may be specified in such order. 

139. J^ennJtie. 1 . —(1) Any person contravening any of these rules 
shall, where no punishment is provided for such contravention in the 
Indian Aircraft Act, 1934 (XXII of 1934), be punishaJble to the extent 
laid down in Schedule VI to these rules, 

(2) It shall be a defence to any protieedings for contravention of 
or failure to comply with, these’rules if the contravention or failure is 
proved to have been due to accident, stress of weather or other unavoid¬ 
able cause; and it shall be a defence to any proceedings under these 
rules against the owner, hirer, operator, pilot or commander of an air¬ 
craft that the alleged contravention took place without his actual fault 
or privity.

Proofs of Competency, Tests and- Examinations for the Issue and 
Renewal of Licences to Aircraft Personnel. 

Personnel. 

The qualifications of which proofs are required from applicauts for 
licences or renewal of licences are as set out below: — 

Skction a.—Pbivatk Pilot’s Licence (“A” Licence) (Flying 

Machines). 

1. Flying Experience.— An applicant for the grant of a licence or 
the renewal of a licence shall be required to produce evidence or having 
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carried out, during the six months immediately preceding the date of 
the application, not less than five hours solo fiying. 

2. Flying Texts. —(1) An applicant for the grant of a licence shall 
he required to carry out the following tests to the satisfaction of the 
examiners: — 

(u) Tests for altitude and gliding flight: Two fiights eacli finishing 
with a glide, the engines being completely throttled down at 
not less tliau 2,QUO feet above the lauding area. The land¬ 
ings shall be made without reopening the throttle and within 
15U yards of a point fixed beforehand by the official examiners 
of the test. 

(b) Test of skill: A flight around two posts (or buoys) situated 50U 

yards apart making a series of five figure-of-eight turns, 
each turn reaching one of the two posts (or buoys). This 
flight shall be made at an altitude of not mure than 600 feel 
above the ground (or water) without touching the ground 
(or water). The landing shall be etfecd.ed by: — 

(i) finally closing the throttle of the engine at latest when the 

aircraft touche, the ground (or water); 

(ii) finally stopping the flying machine without the use of brakes 

within a distance of 50 yards from :> point fixed by the 
candidate before starting. 

(c) Spinning test : A left hand and right hand spin. During this 

test the examiner shall be on board. The test shall be under¬ 
taken at such a height that normal flight is resumed after the 
spin at a height of not le.ss than 2,000 feet above the ground. 

(2) An applicant for the renewal of a licence who has not had the 
recent flying experience laid down in paragraph 1 of this Section sliall 
carry out trie following tests to the satisfaction of the examiner: — 

(а) Test of skill: Three figure of eight turns in accordance with 

sub-paragraph (1) of this paragraph. 

(б) Landing test: Three landings, finally s(n])])ing the aircraft on 

each occasion without the use of brakes within a di,stance of 
50 yards from a jioint fixed by the applicant before .starting. 

(3) An applicant for the addition to bis licence of a different type 
of aircraft may be required to carry out any of the foregoing tests and 
shall normally be required to curry out the lauding t<*st detailed in 
clause (5) of .sub-paragraph (2). 

3. Technical Examination. —An applicant for the grant of a licence 
shall be requiied to pass, to the satisfaction of the e.xaminers, an 
examination in the following subjects: — 

(a) Rules as to liights and Signals; (General Rules for Air Traffic; 

Special Rules for Air Traffii; on and in the vicinity of aero¬ 
dromes ojien to Public u.se. 

(b) International Air Legislation, with imrticular reference to the 

obligations of a jiilot in international flights. 

(r) General knowledge of, in so far as they affect the responsibilities 
of a pilot the rules made under the Indian Aircraft Act, 1934 
(Act XXI1 of 1934), and Notices to Airmen. 
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4. Medical Examination. —(1) The medical examination shall Jbe 
carried out by a medical practitioner who possesses qualifications entitl¬ 
ing him to inclusion in the Medical Register of Great Britain, and who 
may be the applicant’s usual medical attendant. Such examination 
shall be conducted in ac<!ordance with sucdi form as may be proscribed 
by the Governor General in Council and u copy of that form, comploted 
as required, shall be forwarded by the medical ofti(er to the Director 
of Civil Aviation, Simla/Delhi, by whom copies of the form will be 
supplied on demand. 

(2) The medical examination shall be based upon the following 
requirements of mental and physical fitness: — 

(«) Good family and personal history, with particular reference 
to nervous stability, as to which information sliull be given 
in a statement made and signed by the applicant and satis¬ 
factory to the medical examiner. 

(b) General .nurgi-cal e-raminatum .—The applicant must neither 

8uft'(!r from any wound or injury noi- have undergone any 
operation, nor possess any abnormality, congenital or 
acejuired, which might interfere with the safe handliim of 
a private fi.ying machine under ordinary conditions. Palpa¬ 
tion of the abdomen and abdominal viscera, particularly the 
pyloric, vesicular duodenal and appendicular regions, when¬ 
ever it reveals any swelling or distinct pain, must be com¬ 
pleted by a radioscopic and radiographic examination. 

Any anatomical lesion in the walls of any part whatever of the 
digestive tube, any stricture of its calibre, any calculus or 
foreign body, any peritoneal lesion, establislu'd by clinical 
or l^oratory examinations, will entail rejection. Excep¬ 
tion may l»e made for spasmodic strictures not accompanied 
by other troubles and for ptos(‘s compensated by a good abdo¬ 
minal musmilature. 

An applicant who bus undergone a surgical intervention in the 
biliary passages or the digestive tube, c.vccpt u])pcndiciti8, 
involving a total or partiaf excision or a diversion of any of 
these organs, shall be declared unfit unless (i) a period of two 
years has elapsed since the surgical intervention and the 
etfecis of the operation are not considered liable to cause 
sudden incnjiacity in the air, or (ii) an attestation made by 
a surgeon, having knowledge of the nature of the disease 
which necessitated the operation, certifies that no immediate 
or future (ujiisequcnces are to he feared. 

Diseases of the liver (including those of the biliary passages) and 
of the pancreas shall in cases where it is deemed necessary 
be verified by laboratory examination, particularly by radio¬ 
graphy as well as by an examination of the blood and of the 
urine, and shall entail injection only if they afford indication 
of the existence of a calculus, tumour or Icsiou involving a 
persistent impairment of function of these organs. 

(c) General Medical K.ra mi nation .—The applicant must not suffer 

from any disease or disability which renders him liable, 
suddenly to become incompetent in the management of air- 
I’raft. He must possess heart, lungs and nervous system in 
a state to withstand the effects of altitude. Ho must be free 
from kidney disease, and must not present any clinical sign 
of syphilis, nor have any cardiac lesion. 
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(d) Eye Eicaviiiuilion. —The applicant must possess, urith correc¬ 

tion by (flasses if necessary, a visual aemtv equal to at lea^t 
70 per cent, of the normal visual aciiity for each eye taken 
separately. Visual acuity shall be measured by means of 
standard tost types (optotypes) powerfully illuminated in 
.Midi inuniior that the liffht does not shine directly into the 
eyes of the examinee. Itinoculur vision, oculai' poise, ocular 
mobility, the field of vision of each eye and colour percep¬ 
tion must be normal. With regard to colour perception, a 
candidate suffering from daltonism may however be accepted 
uuiler the fidlowiug conditions: — 

(i) if he is unable to distinguish pigmentary colours but is 

able to distinguish the coloured lights used in air 
uavigutiou, his licence is rendered viQid both tor flight 
by night and for flight by day; 

(ii) if lie is unable to distinguish either pigmentary colours 
or the coloured lights used in air navigation, his licence 
is rendered valid only for flight by day, that is to say, 
between sunrise and unset. 

(e) Em- E.i-ainiiuitloii .—The middle ►■ar must be healthy. The 

u])plieaiit must possess an auditory aeuity not les.s (ban that 
Corresponding with the perception of the whispered voice at 
one metre. The vestibular mechanism must bc' intact and 
not hyper-sensitive. It must be equal on both sides. 

(/) None, Throat and Mouth Examinatwn. —The applicant must 
jiossess free tubular air entry on both sides: 

Provided that a ]ierson w'ho does not satisfy the whole of the above 
medical reiiuirements may, at the discretion of the Governor General in 
(’ouncil, be accepted, so far us such lequirements are concerned, as 
eligible for tlie renewal of adicence, or for the issue of a licence if he 
has prcviou.sly been found medically fit for flying: 

Provided also that a person who docs not satisfy all the above 
medical reciuirements may, at the discretion of the Governor General 
in Council, be acccpti'd as eligible for the issue of a licence subject to 
such limitution.s as the Governor General in Council may impose and 
on the condition that the licence shall in no case be valid for flight out¬ 
side India. 

(3) The medical examination .shall take place before the. comraonce- 
ment of flying instruction in the case of an application for the issue 
of a licence, and, in the case of an application for renewal of a licence, 
not earlier than lb days before the date of expiry of the validity of the 
licence. 

(4) Every ajiplicant who presents himself to undergo the mediccl 
examination rccjiiircd for the issue or renewal of a licence must furnish 
to the medical examiner a'declaration signed by him stating whether 
he has previously undergone such a medical examination, and with 
what re.siilt. A false declaration shall render the applicant lioble to the 
cancellation of any licence issued or renewed to him as the result of the 
examination.

1. Flying experience. —(1) An applicant for tbe original endorHe- 
ment of a licence shall be required to produce evidence of having carried 
out during the two years preceding the date of application not less than 
100 hours solo flying (including not less than 30 landings) of which 
not less than Id liours shall have been performed during tne preceding 
six months, and of wliich not less than 25 hours shall consist of cross 
country flights: 

Provided that, exceid in a cose where the Governor General in

(c) A cross country or oversea flight of at least 200 miles with 
an examiner on board and including three forced land¬ 
ings at points selected by the examiner.

The applicant will at the time of dej)arture 
be informed of his route and furnished with the appropriate 
map.

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4. Medical Examination. —(1) The medical examination shall be 
conducted by medical officers specially approved for the purpose by the 
Governor General in Council, and shall be based on the following re- 
(juirements of mental and physical fitness: — 

(a) Preliminary: The applicant must have the complete use of 
his four limbs, must not be completely deprived of the use 
of either eye and must be free from any active or latent, 
acute or chronic, medical or surgical, disability, or infec¬ 
tion. He must be free from any injury or wound which 
would entail any degree of functional incapacity which 
might interfere with the safe handling of aircraft at any 
altitude even in the case of prolonged or difficult flight. He 
must be completely free from hernia, must not suii'cr from 
any detectable sensory lesion, and must be free from a 
history of morbid mental or nervous trouble. 

The applicant will he questioned concerning his family and per¬ 
sonal history. 

(i) Examination of the Nervous system : The examination of the 
nervous system of the appliiant shall wimprise a full inquiry 
into family and personal history. The iiifonnatioii obtain¬ 
ed shall bo given in a statement made and signed by the 
applicant and accoiupanied, it possible, by a certificate in 
regard esiiecially to lo8.seb of consciousness, fits and convul¬ 
sions of all kinds, from the applicant’s ordinary medical 
adviser or a responsible person who has known him for a 
long time. This statement and this certificate must be 
such as to sati.sfy the examining medical oHicer. The 
applicant must not jn-esent any mental or trophic imj)air- 
ment, j)athologi(al tremor, or presumptive evidence of latent 
epilepsy. Motility, sensibility, tendinous, cutaneous and 
pupillary reflexes, co-ordination of movements and cerebellar 
functions, miist be normal. An exception may be made for 
local peripheral trouble due to accidental section of a nerve 
branch. 

Fractures of the cranium iuv<dvjng the internal table of the ciianiul 
box, cv<!n without apparent impairment, will entail tem¬ 
porary unfitness during a period of two years from the date 
of the fracture. Any presumed nervous syphilis will entail 
rejection, unless the non-cxistence of such an imjiainnent 
is jiroved by an examination of the blood and an examina¬ 
tion of the cerebrospinal fluid, made with the consent of the 
applicant 

(c) General svrgical examination. —The requirements of this 

examination shall be the same as those laid down in clause 
(fe) of sub-paragraph (2) of paragraph 4 of Suction A for 
an applicant for a Pilot’s “A” licence, with the addition 
that the applicant must neither Buffer from any wound or 
injury, Ilor have undergone any operation, nor possess any 
abnormality, congenital or acquired, which might interfere 
with the safe handling of a flying machine at any altitude 
even in the case of prolonged or difficult flight. 

(d) General Medical Examination. —^The applicant must not suffer 

from any disease or disability which renders him liable 
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snddenlv to become incompeteDt Id the management of air¬ 
craft. His muscular power must be adeejuate for handling 
of the types of aircraft he will have to pilot or the appara¬ 
tus he is to use. He must nut have any signs of aneurism 
of the large arterial trunks, nor have any cardiac lesion, 
even if well (^impensated; the heart must be normal, with 
normal function, and only respiratory arrhylhimia, increase 
of pulse rate from excitement of exercise and a ^(>nural slow 
pulse not associated with auriculu-vcntriculur dissociation 
will be allowed. The applicant must not suffer from uny 
acute disability of tlie lungs, nor possess any cicatricial lesion 
of the lungs, and must be free from tuberculosis capable of 
being diagnosed l>y the usual clinical methods, from trace- 
bronchial disease of the glands, and from pulmonary em¬ 
physema, even if slight. However, with regard to the 
maintenance of the applicant’s efficiency, pulmonary 
emphysema will entail rejection only when the pulmonary 
capacity falls below throe and half litres at rest after full 
exhalation and inhalation and when the duration of the 
breath holding falls at rest below fifty seconds, or only forty 
seconds if the candidate is less than 5 feet or is of the female 
sex. In addition, each examination shall include a radio- 
scopic record in doubtful clinical cnse.s. When the ex¬ 
amination of the spleen and of the ganglionic tracts reveals 
hypertrophy of these organs, the candidate shall be declar¬ 
ed unfit unless u hemutologicul examination has shown that 
it is not a case of an original impairment of the heinoto- 
poietic organs. Hemoglobinary, hemopliily and purpuras 
shall also entail rejection, unless hemutologicul examina¬ 
tion shows that it is a case of only transitory impairment. 
The applicant must nut present any signs of organic diseu.se 
of the kidneys; these hitter must be insensitive to palpation 
and of normal size, iteiial ptosis shall entail rejetdion; this 
rule, however, shall not apply us regards the niuintenam e of 
efficiency if no functional trouble is involved. The urine 
must not coL'tuiu any putbulugical element. Aifectious of 
the urinary passages and of the genital organs, even bien- 
norrhoea, may eulail temporary or definite unfitness, an 
exception being allowed as regards tlie maintenance of 
efficiency in the case of tuberculous orclii-epididymitis iu 
its mild and localised form. 

Applieants of the female sex must ju’esent a normal uterus aud 
appendages. Cn.se.s in whieb surgieal intervention bus 
taken place shall be considered individually. Any i)resum- 
ed pregnamy shall entail rejection. Following confinement 
or miscarriage, tlie holder of a liceuee shall be allowed to 
resume her air duties ouly after having undergone a fresh 
medical examination. 

The applicant must not present any clinical signs of syphilis. 
Dysentery shall he considered as an acute disease; provid¬ 
ed that a presumption of dysenteric infection shall entail 
rejection, unless the medical examiner considers that the 
clinical phenumonu have disappeared. 
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(e) Eye Examinution .—The applicant must possesB a degree of 
visual acuity compatible with the efficient performance of 
his duties. Binocular vision, ocular poise, ocular mobility, 
the field of vision of eacb ej'e and colour perception must be 
normal. 

'I'he applicant mu.st pos.ssess, without correction by glasses, visual 
acuity c(]iial to at least 80 per cent, of the normal visual 
acuity for each eye taken separately, or 90 per cent, for one 
eye and 70 per cent, for the other, the vi.sual acuity being 
measured by mean.s of standard test types powerfully illu¬ 
minated in such a manner that the light does not sliiiie 
directly into the eyes of the examinee. 

if) Ear Examination .—The middle ear must be healthy. The 
applicant must possess an auditory acuity not less than 
corresponding with the normal perception of 04 vibrations 
per second, 250 vibrations per second and 4,090 vibrations 
per .second, the forks being held perpendicularly to the 
ground one centimetre from the auditory tube. The vesti¬ 
bular mechanism must be intact and not hypersensitive; it 
must be e(]ual on both sides. 

(g) None, Throat and Mouth Examination .—The applicant must 
])oss<iss free nasal and tubal air entry on Iroth sides and must 
not sutler from serious, acute or chronic affections »)f the 
buccal ciivitv or uj)per respiratory tract: 

l‘rovided that an ajjplicant who does not satisfy the whole of the 
above medical re<|uirements may at the diserciion of the 
(lovernor (joiu-ral in Council, be accepted, as far as such 
leiiuirements are concerned, as eligible for the renewal of a 
licence, or for the issue of a licence if he has previously 
been found medically fit for fl.ving in actrordance w'ith the 
above requirements; 

Provided further that an applicant who does not satisfy all the 
above medical requirements may, at the discrelitin of tlie 
(lovernor (leneral in Council, be accepted, so far as such 
re(|uirem(*nts are (toncerned, ns eligible for the i.ssue of a 
liciMice subject .to .such limitations us the Governor General 
in Council may impose and on the condition that the licence 
shall in no case be valid for flight outside India. 

^21 In the case of an application for renewal of a licence the 
medical examination shall take place not earlier than 15 days before 
the date of expiry of the validity of the licence. 

(.1) Kvery applicant who presents himself to undergo the medical 
examination required tor (he i.s.sue or renewal of a licence must fur¬ 
nish to the medical examiner a declaration signed by him stating 
whether he has previously undergone such o medical examination and 
with whal result. A false declaration shall render the applicant liable 
to the cancellation of any licence issued or renewed to him as the result 
ol the examinatioii.

3. Teehnic.nl Examination. —An applicant sholl undergo sucii 
tc(dinical examination in the principles of flying insti'ucfion as may be 
required by the Governor General in Council or produce evidence of 
■such qualifications as a pilot instructor as naay be considered equivalent. 
The exaniiiialion sliall include a demonstration by thi“ candidate of his 
ability to lecture on any subject of examination for the Pilot’s “B” 
licence, and shall test the enudidate’s knowledge of the rules made 
under the fndian Ail'craft Act. ]!K{-t (Act XXIf of 11)34). and of 
Notices to Airmen with particular reference to the training and licens¬ 
ing of pilots and the responsibilities of a pilot instructor. 

4. Me.fli.cal E.Tnmination. —The medical examination shall be 
based on the same requirements and shall be undertaken under the same 
conditions ns set out in paragraph 4 of Section C, of this Schedule for 
a Pilot’s “B” Licence. 

Section E. —Xavigatok’s Tucencb. 

1. Flying Experience. —(1) An applicaint for a second class licenta' 
sliall be re(|uired to produce evidence of having had at least two years 
air experience, during which at least 300 hours shall have been spent 
in the air. 

(2) An applicant for a first class licence shall be lequired to pni- 
du(;e evidence of hovinj^ had at least four years air CNperience. during 
which at least (100 hours shall have been spent in the air, not less than 
100 hours of this being experience of navigation in the air, of which 
not less than 15 hours shall have been obtained in connection with cross 
country flights made between two hours after sunset and two hours 
before sunrise.

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(«) Navigation by radiogoniometry; metbodd of fixing the position 
of an aircraft with the application of the necessary 
corrections. 

(f) International air legislation; regulations for the prevention 
of collisions at sea; publications for the assistance of 
navigators. 

iff) Signalling; semaphore, flashing, and international code flags. 

(/i) Meteorology; knowledge of meteorological elements and 
observations; arrangements for the issue of meteorological 
reports for aviation; principles of forecasting; construction 
and interpretation of synoptic charts; idimatology. 

(2) An applicant for a first class licence shall be required to pass 
to the satisfaction of the examiners an examination on the following

(i) Astronomical navigation; various methods of fixing the position 

of an aircraft, with the use and care of tables, diagrams, 
and instruments for the solution of this problem; knowledge 
of the mathematics involved. 

(,/) Meteorology, as in (dause (h) of" sub-paragraph (1); more 
advanced knowledge.

lacking.

(b) patency of Eustachian tubes; 

(c) absence of active otitis media; absence of ceruminous or

{d) perception of the whispered voice at seven feet or more for each 
ear; 

(c) perfect perception of air vibrations between 512 and 2,048; 

(/) absence of symptoms of serious labyrinthine disorder (vertigo, 
vomiting, loss of balance) whether spontaneous or easily 
evoked.

(csponsible authority, or of a certified extract therefrom in the prescrib¬ 
ed form. Such flying (.‘xperience shall be to the satisfaction of the 
(Tovernoi (lencral in Council. 

2. Flight hy night for the purpose of this Schedule, except where 
otlicr\vi.“e stated, means flight performed between the hours of one hour 
after .sunset and one hour before sunrise. 

d. A cro.ss country flight for the purpose of this Schedule means 
a flight of not less than 100 miles from the aerodrome from which the 
flight started, wliether over land or sea. 

4. Ill each filing test, unless otherwise specified, the candidate 
shall he alone in tin? flying machine. 

0. The flying tests specified in Sections A to U, respectively, shall 
he carried out within a maximum period of two months, and together 
with the technical examinations specihed in these Sections shall bo 
i;omiiletcd within a period of six months preceding the date of issue 
of the liceiK.'e. 

The flying te.sts may he carried out iu any order and each may be 
fitti'inpted twice. They shall he witnessed hy at least two properly 
aecredited examiners who shall hand over the ofliciul reports to the 
I>ropcr authoritio.s.

“Racing or record machines’’ means machines which are 
specially intended or arranged for the purpose of sporting or 
technical performances, to the exclusion of all other uses. 

Sub-division (g). —Research or experimental machines. 

‘‘Uesearch or experimental machines’’ means maehine.s which 
are si)eciully intended or arranged for the purpose of 
experimenting in flight with new aj)i)aratus, to the exclusion 
of all other uses. 

Acrobadc Category — 

Sub-diiusnms (a) to (g) as in the two preceding categories. 

Notts. —(f) An aerial work machine may be limited by the certifi¬ 
cate of airworthiness to specific purposes for which it is designed or 
equipped. 

(h) Machines in the Normal Category must not be flown at indicate.! 
air speeds greatly in excess of the indicated air spei'd corresponding to 
steady hurizouiai flight at the international number of revolutions- per 
minute, as specified in the certificate of airworthiness, at the rated alti¬ 
tude of the engine(,s) and must in no circumstances be fiown at speeds 
greater than .’iO per cent, in excess of this s]»eed. They are limited to 
normal flight. 

(mi) The conditions of flight for machines in the Special Category 
shall be determined for each individual machine on its merits. Flights 
of such machines may, as a precautionary measure, be limited to certain 
areas and to certain periods. 
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(iv) Machines in the Aerobatic Category shall not be restricted as to 
the indicated air speed at which tliey may be ilown and shall not be 
limited to normal night. 

(v) The Category in which a flying machine may be given a certi- 
fic^ate of airworthiness .shall depend upon its load factors, its perform¬ 
ance and its equipment. 

2. A flying machine which is classified in any sub-division in the 
Normal or Special Category may be used fr)r any of the sub-divisions 
which follow in those categories, and a flying machine which is classi¬ 
fied in any sub-division in tbe Acrobatic Category may be used for any 
of the sub-divisions which follow in that category, provided in each 
case that while being so used all the i;onditinnR (including those relating 
to the equipment and operation of the machine) applicable to the sub¬ 
division concerned shall be complied with.

3. Pilot's inspection. —The inspection of a flying machine required 
by sub-rule (3) of rule GO shall be such as to satisfy the pilot or person 
in (diarge of the flying machine on the points enumerated hereunder: — 

(«) the aircraft is equipped with the ju-escribed instruments and 
equii)irieut; 

(//) the controls of tlie machine are working freely in the correct 
sense, and the engines are giving their correct revolutions; 

(c) the aircraft is satisfactorily loaded with respect to total load 

and distribution of load as Ki>ecified in the certificate of air¬ 
worthiness, with such modification as may be necessitated by 
the conditions of the proposed flight; 

(d) the view of the pilot is not interfered with by any obstruction 

not forming part of the strxicture of the aircraft ; 

(e) sufficient fuel, oil and water are on board for the purpose of the 

proposed flight, and the fuel and oil arc of a grade specified 
by the manufacturer of the engine; 

and in the case of every flydng machine which is required by rule 
If) to be certified as airworthy: — 

(/) the aircraft, engines, insiruments and ci|uipnicnt have been 
certified by a ground engineer liohling tlie .npjirojiriate licence 
as fit in every way for the proposed fliglit, in accordance witli 
rule GO. 

4. Load sheet.~lu the t^ase of a public transport flying machine 
effecting public transport on a regular air .service, a load sheet shall be 
completed by the person siqierintemling the loading and such load sheet 
shall be submitted to the pilot or jierson in charge for the purpose of 
satisfying himself that the conditions set out in clause (c) of paragraph 
3 have been complied with. 

5. Disposal of certificates. —Of the copies of the certificates referred 
to in this Section, one copy shall be retained by tbe owner or operator of 
the aircraft, and one oopy shall be carried in the journey log book until 
replaced by a further certificate i.ssued under this Section. The load 
sheet shall be kept by the owner or operator of the aircraft. Certificates 
and load sheets shall be kept for six months from the date of their 
completion. 
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Sbctzon E. 

Inapeotion of aircraft and acro~enginea after overhaul, repair, etc. 

1. Conditions of Inspection. —Wlien any flying machine which is 
required by these Rules to be certified as airworthy or in respect of which 
a certificate of airworthiness has been issued by the Governor General in 
Coun<!il or the engine or engines of such flying machine is or are over- 
liauled, repaired or modified, or when any part thereof is replaced, the 
flying machine shall not fly again, except in so far as flying machines 
which have no certificate of airworlhincss are permitted to fly under 
these Rules, unless and until the following conditions have been com¬ 
plied with : — 

(1) The work shall be completed in all essenlial respects in accord¬ 

ance with— 

(fl) the approved type design in conformify with whicrh the air¬ 
craft or engine was constructed, iiichidiiig any modifica¬ 
tions to that design or to the uircrufl or engine which 
may have been re<iuired or ajqu'oved by the Governor 
General in CoTincil, or 

(h) a repair scheme whi<dj has been apin'oved by the Governor 
General in Council. 

(2) The materials \ised shall be not inferior lo those authorized for 

the type design in conformity with which the aircraft or 
engine was constructed. 

(3) The work shall be inspected in accordaiice with the provisions 

respecting inspection of subsequent aircraft or engines appli¬ 
cable to the case. 

(4) A certificate in the form set out in paragraph 3 of this Section, 

shall be obtained: 

Provided that in the case of repairs where it is not reasonably practic¬ 
able to comply with the above requirements, whether by reason of 
particulars of the,type design not being available or otherwise, a tem¬ 
porary repair may be made for the purpose of enabling the aircraft to 
proceed directly to the ueare.st place at which a repair complying with 
the above requirements can be carried out, and, if the pilot is 8Bti.sfied 
that, having regard to all the cirimmstances of the case, such re]>uir is 
adequate for the purpose, the aircraft maj' then i>roceed to fly to such 
place: 

Provided further that if it is proposed that such temporary repair 
shall remain in servicie, it shall be treated as a modification re<juiring the 
approval of the Governor (itencrnl in Council and until sutdj ut>proval has 
been obtained the aircraft shall not fly except ns specified in the preced¬ 
ing provi.so or in so far as aircraft which have no certificate of airworthi- 
ne.ss are permitted to fly under these Rules. 

2. Inspection Requirements. —The following conditions shall be 

complied with in the inspection of flying machines or engines during 
construction (including overhaul), repair, modifie.ation, or leplacements, 
namely:— » 

(1) All materials used in the constHiction of the aircraft or engine 
-shall be in accordance with the approved specification for the 
first aircraft or engine constructed of that particular type, 
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and such material shall be adequately identified as being 
of the approved specification or shall be proved to comply 
with such specification by suitable examination, sampling 
and testing. 

(2) The constructor’s inspecting staff shall stamp, or otherwise pro¬ 

vide means for the identification of, all parts aj)proved by 
them for incorporation in the aircraft or engine in such a 
way tliat the person so appn>viug eacli such part can sub¬ 
sequently be identified. 

(3) Only parts which have been approved in aciiordance with clause 

(2) may be issued to the workshops for assembly into, the 
aircraft or engine. 

(4) The constructor shall niaintain an efficient proc.ess inspection 

during the work of asseinbly, and record the progress of such 
inspection for each component. Every component shall be 
finally inspected and ajtproved by a qualified ineinber of his 
inspeetion statf, who sliall mark the component in such a 
way that be may afterwards be identifieil ns the person 
having so approved it and shall also sign the inspection 
record. 

(5) Operations such a.s beat treatment of steels and iionferrous 

metals, seasoning and conversion of timber, glueing of 
iinportnnt part.s. doping, welding, wbitemetalling, brazing 
and soldering shall be carried out by methods approved by 
the Governor (ieneral in Council. 

(ti) The constructor sliall ensure that all componeut.s and parts 
obtained from sub-eontruciors have been inspected and 
approved in accordance with these conditions. 

(7 The constructor shall ensure that all engines fitted in the air¬ 
craft have been insiiected and uiquoved in accordance with 
these conditions and have passed satisfactory tests. The 
constructor shall provide ntlec|iiate facilities for these tests. 

(8) The constructor shall ensure that the instniinents and equip¬ 

ment fitted in accordance with Sci-lion If have been manu- 
faclnrcd, ami any repairs ihereto executed, in accordunci' 
with ajiprovcd specifications. 

(9) The aircraft constructor sliall ensure by siiitahle inspection that 

all engines, instruments and parts (inchiding wiring for 
electrical equipment and radio-telegraph apparatus) which 
are fitted into the aircraft are so installed as to function 
correctly. The persons responsible for sncli insiiection shall 
he indicated by signatures on the inspection record referred to 
in cliinsc (4). 

3. Farm of ('crtifiaitf .—The certificate referred to in clause (4) of 
paragraph 1 shall he appended to the writt-eu particulars of the over¬ 
haul, reiiair, modification or replacement to which it relates, and shall 
be in the following form ; — 

I hereby certify that in carrying out the overhaul, repair, modifica¬ 
tion, replacement, specified above all the conditions required 
for the inspection of subsequent aircraft (aero-engines) during 
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construction which are applicable to this aircraft (aero-engine) 
have been complied with.

4. Persons authorised to give certificates. —The certificate referred 
to in c.lanse (4) of paragraph 1 shall be signed by a ground engineer 
qualified uiuler the terms and conditions of his licence to carry out or 
inspect the overhaul, repair, modification, or replacement to which the 
certificate relates, or by a person authorised l)y a firm or company 
approved by the (lovernor (Jeneral in Council in this behalf, or, where 
the overhaul, repair, or replai-enient has been curried out at a Royal 
Air Force workshop by Royal Air Force personnel, by the officer in 
cliai'ge of that workshop. 

5. Ground engineers authorised to inspect. —The categories of 
grouiul engineers who arc authorised to insjieet overhauls, replacements, 
modifications and repairs are as follows;— 

(a) Inspection of flying machines, excluding engines—a ground 
engineer licensed in Category B in resjiect of aircraft of the 
type in question. 

(h) Inspection of engines—a ground engineer licensed in Category 
D in respect of engines of the type in question. 

(c) Inspection of instruments, equipment and accessories of aircraft 
and engines—a ground engineer licensed in Category X in 
respect of the type of instrument, equipment or accessory 
in question. 

f). Disposal of certificates. —The certificate referre.d to in clause 
(41 of paragraph 1 shall, when it relates to the aircraft exclusive of the 
engine or engines, be written in the aircraft log book, or, when it relates 
to the engine or engines, be written in the engine log book, or, when it 
relates to instruments, ecmifiment and accessories, in the aircraft or 
engine log hook us may he most appropriate: 

I’rovided that if the uppi-opriate log book is not at the place where 
the overhaul, repair, modification or replacement is carried out, the 
eertifieute may be given separately, but shall be posted in the log book 
as soon as practicable and shall be kept with the working copy of the 
log book until so pasted, 

7. Inspection after damage. —^When stnu-tural’ damage which 
materially im]>airs its safely occurs to an aircraft,in respect of which a 
certificate of airworthiness is required by these Rules, the aircraft shall 
not again fly until the damage has been repaired and a certificate has 
been obtained in accordance with this section. 
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8. Defective part *.—When any part of an aircraft, an aero-engine, 
or an instrument or equipment of an aircraft is rerealed by inspection to 
bo defective, the Gkivernor General in Council may require it to be 
delivered to a person authorised by him in this behalf for examination, 
and on a request being made by the owner such part shall be ret\irned 
to him after examination. 


Section F. 

Ground Engineers' Ldcences. Qualifying Tests and Ewamiruitions 

1. Practical experience ret/uired. —(1) An applicant for the grant 
of a licencte under rule 61 shall normally be required to satisfy the 
examiner appointed or approved by the Governor General in (Vnmoil 
in this behalf that he has the qualifications and has hud the practical 
experience detailed below for the appropriate category of licence; — 

Category A .—Not less than two years on aircraft maintenance or 
construction and maintenance. 

Catefjory B .—Not leas than two years on aircraft construction, 
including overhaul and the testing of materials used in air¬ 
craft construction, and not less than four years in all on air¬ 
craft construction and maintenance. The applicant must he 
the holder of u licence in Category A. 

Category C .—Not less than two years on aero-engine maintenance 
or construction and maintenance. 

Category D .—Not less than two years on aero-engine construction, 
including overhaul and the testing of materials used in aero¬ 
engine construction, and not less than four years in all on aero¬ 
engine construction and maintenance. The applicant must 
be the holder of a licence in Category C. 

Category X .—Such practical experience of the particular work of 
which the licence is requireefas in the opinion of the aulhorised 
examiners will enable the candidate to perform satisfactorily 
the duties for which the licence is required. 

(2) A shorter ])enud of practical experience than that specified may be 
accepted as sufficient on proof that the candidate has otherwise acquired 
adequate engineering experience which may be applied to the construc¬ 
tion or maintenance of aircraft, aero-engines, instruments, accessories or 
equipment as the case may require. 

(3) A candidate wliose experience is limited to particular types of 
construction, methods of overhaul or materials may be granted a licence 
restricted to those particular types of construction, methods of overhaul 
or materials: 

Provided that tin applicant for such a restricted licence in Category 
n or D shall have had not less than one year’s experience in the complete 
overhaul or (■(instruction and overhaul of aircraft or aero-engines, as the 
case may be, and not less than three years’ experience in all in aircraft 
construction, overhaul and maintenunce, or aero-engine construction, 
overhaul and muintenance, as the case may be, and shall, if an applicant 
for a B licence have held an A licence for one year, and, if an applicant 
for a D licence have held a C licence for one year. 
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2. (1) Technical examination. —^An applicant for the grant of a 

licence snail be required to pass to the satisfaction of the examiner 
an examination in the subjects detailed below for the appropriate 
category of licence: —

Duties and responsibilities of a ground engineer; approved mate¬ 
rials and distribution procedure; procedure regarding modi¬ 
fications; forms and procedure regarding certificates and log 
book entries; ])rcscril)ed equipment of aircraft; generiU 
principles of engineering i)ractico.

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(b) The examiners may require u candiilate lo undergo a practical 
test in any of the subjects of examination. 

(c) An applicant for the renewal of a licence who has not, since 
the issue of the licence, been employed on the work for which the 
licence was issued may be re<|uired to undergo re-examination as a 
condition of the renewal of the licence.

General. 

1. Application for the issue or renewal of certificates of uiiworthi- 
ncss and ground engineers' licences shall In? made to the Uirecdor of 
Civil Aviation in India, Simla/New Delhi, by whom all the necessary 
forms shall be supplied on deim.nd, and b^' whom instruidions .sliall he 
issued as to the place and time of inspection or examination and as to 
further information or evidence required for the purpose of the issue 
of the certificate or licence. 

2. The detailed syllabus of examination for ground engineers shall 
he supplied by the Director of Civil Aviation in Indio, Simln/New 
Delhi, on demand.

2. For landing purposes, the area of an aircraft shall be calculated 
as the product of the span and the length «)f the aircraft. 

3. The payment of the landing fee shall entitle aircraft to the use 
of the landing ground for alighting and departure, to the supply of 
all available information as to routes and weather conditions, and to 
the rarvices of the aerodrome personnel, if available, for assisting in 
guiding the machine, starting propellers, carrying petrol and oil, etc. 
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4. Any flight, of which prior notice is given to the Aerodrome 
Officer, and which is undertaken solely for the purpose of ascertaining 
the service ability in tlic air of the engine or engines, air frame or 
equipment of the aircraft flown, shall he deemed to be a test flight and 
shall lie exempt from the levy of a landing fee. 

0 . Tlie extra fee for each landing or departure at night will be 
levied only when personnel are required to attend, or flares or other 
lighting apparatus are used. 

6. In lieu of the extra fee for each landing or departure at night 
the person by whom siudi fee is payable may at nis option pay a charge 
of Its. 5 per half hour or part thereof for a succession of landings or 
dejiartures performed by a single user of the aircraft concerned. 

7. In respect of an aircraft fitted with wireless telegraph apparatus, 
in lieu of the extra fee for each lauding, and in addition to the standard 
landing fee, a person by whom such fee is payable may at his option 
pay a monthly charge at the following rates: —

8. When an aerodrome is used temporarily for repeated landings, 
n daily charge ec|uivalerit to five times the charge for a single lauding

I’rovidcd thal, Avith the approval of the aerodrome authoritj', it shall 
not be iieecssary to fold the supporting surfaces of a flying machine in 
order to obtain a reduction of the housing foe Avhen there is space avail¬ 
able and the period of housing will not exceed 24 hours. 

11. fiO per cent, of the standard housing fees shall he charged for 
mooring aircraft in the open, hut this charge, shall be made only after 
an aircraft liap heen left on the aerodrome for a period of not less than 
six hours. 

12. All charges for lionsing and mooring other than daily charges 
shall be paid in ndvauce. When housing sjince which has been paid 
foi in advance is not used, the space may be used for the housing of 
other aircraft, and no refund shall be made td the lessee unless he is 
prevented by the housing of other aircraft from obtaining accommoda¬ 
tion for his aircraft.

Research Scholarships to be awarded in 1937. 

Three Research Scholarships will he award¬ 
ed for the encouragement of orinnal research 
to candidates who have high and special qua¬ 
lifications and appear to be likely to conduct 
original research with success. The value of 
each scholarship is Bs. 75 a month. 

2. Ordinarily one scholarship will be 
awarded annually to a student who proposes to 
carry on original research in scientific sub¬ 
jects, including such branches as natural and 
physical science, chemistry, mathematical 
science, etc., and another scholarship will 
similarly be awarded for research in literarj- 
subjects, including such branches as lan¬ 
guages, comparative philology, paleeography, 
epigraphy, philosophy, history, archaeology, 
anthropology, etc., and the third scholarship 
will be awarded for research either in scienti¬ 
fic or in literary subjects. No application for 
u research scholarship will be considered 
unless a candidate submits certificates show¬ 
ing that he has the capacity for undertaking 
the research proposed and a programme of 
work indicating a definite course of enquiry. 

3. Election will be made in the first 
instance for one year only, with effect from 
lh(> 1st July 1937, but a scholarship• may be 
renewed from year to year up to the limit of 
three years, provided the scholar has through¬ 
out the year vigorously prosecuted original 
research in the subject selected by him.

Director of Public Instruction, Bengal, on or 
before the 10th May next, and must produce 
evidence of having passed from a College or 
other institution in Bengal the M.A. or M.So.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS ANT) REASONS. 

The object of this Bill is to continue for a further period of one year certain duties and 
taxes imjiosed under 1 he Indian Finance Act, 1936, which would otherwise cease to have effect 
from the 1st April, 1937 ; and to increase the import and excise duties on silver and sugar. 

2. (Jlatise 2 provides for the eontiinianeo for a further period of one year of the existing 
provisions regarding salt duty. The duty of Rs. 1-4 0 p<*r maund on salt remains liahlc to the 
additional duty imposed under section 5 of the Indian Finance (Supplementary and Extending) 
Act, 1931. 

3. Clause 3 provides for the increase in the excise duty on khandmri sugar from 
10 annas per ewt. to Rs. 1-.5 per ewt. and on sugar, other than khandmri or palmyra, from Rs. 1-6 
per ewt. to Rs. 2 per ewt. 


4. Clause 4 provides for the increase in the import duty— 

(1) on sugar from Rs. 9-1 per ewt. to the rate at which excise duty is for the time being 

leviable on sugar, other than khandsari or palmyra, plvs Rs. 7-4 per ewt. and 

(2) on silver from 2 annas an ounce to 3 annas an ounce. 

6. Clause 6 provides for the increase in the excise duty on silver corresponding to the 
increase in the import duty. 
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6. CSause 6 provides for the oontinuanoe fat a further period of one year of the present 
inland postage rates with the following alterations:— 

(1) Book, Pattern and Sample Packets. —^The present rate is nine pies for the first five 

tolas and six pies for every additional five tolas. It is proposed to reduce the 
rate to six pies for the first 2^ tolas and three pies for every Eidditional 2^ tolas. 

(2) Parcels. —It is proposed to eliminate the present rate of 2 annas for parcels weighing 

up to 20 tolas, so that all parcels weighing 40 tolas or less will be charged 4 annas. 

7. Clause 7 provides for the continuance for a further perio<l of one year of the existing 
rates of income-tax and super-tax. 

8. The reasons for making the above changes have been fully explained in my budget 
speech.

WiiEUEAS by Letters I’ntent l»earing date the fifth day of March 
Nineteen hundred and thirty-seven. We have made i)emianent provi¬ 
sion for the office of Govermjr-General of India: 

And \vii£B.kas by those Ijotters Patent and by the Government of 
India Act, 1935 (hereinafter called "the Act”) certain powers, func¬ 
tions and authority for the Government of India are declared to be 
vested in the Governor-General: 
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Am> \vnKn.KA.‘< IliK late Maje.sty Eini; Gooi Re V did before the enact¬ 
ment of the Act issue certain Instructions under His Royal Sign 
Manual to Our said Governor-General beai-ing date the fifteenth day of 
March nineteen hundred and twenty-one, and did subNciniently amend 
the same; 

Anj) wnKKEA.s the imi)endiiig coiiinicncAiiuent of Part 111 of the Act 
has rendered it necessary to revoke the said Instructions: 

And wiik«kas witliout prejudice to the provision in the Act that our 
(fovernor-Generul shall he under the general control of and comply 
with such jwrticiilar directions, it any, as may from time t<i time be 
given hy Our S<‘crctary of State and to the duty of Oui- tlovei'iioj'- 
General to give effect to any Instnictions so received. We are inindod

THE INDIA AND BURMA (BURMA MONETARY ARRANGE* 

ME NTS) ORDER, 1837. 

AT THE (KITTRT AT BTTCKINGHAM PALACE, 

The ISth day of March, 1937. 

PRKSF.NT : 

THE KING’S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY IN COUNCIL. 

Whereas hy section <»ne hundred and fifty-oi|Lrht of the Government 
of India A'ct. 193r) (in this Order referre<1 to as “the India .Act”). His 
Majesty in Council is emptiwensl to make such ])rovision as may 
ap[)enr to him to he necessary or jirojicr for defining and repulatinp 
the relations In'tween the monetary systems of India and Burma and 
for pun)Oses connected with or ancillary’ to those purposes, and in 
particular, hut without preiudice to the penerality of that section, such 
provision as may api)ear to him to he necessary or proper for the purimse 
of pivinp effect to any arranpements with i-espect to the said matters 
made I)efore the conimencement of Part III of the India Act with the 
approval of the Secretary of State hy the Governor of Burma in Council 
with the Governor-General in Council : 

And whereas hy section one hundred and thirty-seven of the 
Government of Burma Act, 1935 (in this Order referred to as “the 
Burma Act”), His Majesty in Couneil is empowered to make such 
provision with respect to the monetary system of Burma and matters 
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coauocted therewith or ancillary thereto as ho thinkn fit, and in parti¬ 
cular, hut without prejudice to the genemlity of that Hoction, such 
provision as may .appear to him t<» be necessary or projK^r for the pur- 
jx)8e of R'iviiijr effect to any arranpements with resjiec-t to the said 
matters made before the commencement of tlm Hurina Act with the 
api)roval of the Socretary of State by the Governor of Burma in Oouncil: 

And whereas certain arranpements have been made with the 
a[)provul of the Secretary of State l)etweeu the Govornor-Oenerul in

separation of Burma from India: 

And whereas by section two hundrerl and ninety-three of the India 
Act His Majesty in Council is empowered to provide that, any law in 

force in British India shall, until rejH'alcd or amended by a competent 

Lepislature or other competent authority, have effect subject to such 
adaptations and modifications as aiijiear to IIis Majesty to l>c necessary 
or ex^KMlient for brinpinp the provisions of that law into accordance 
with the jirovisioiis of the India Act; 

And whereas hy section one hundred and forty-nine of the Burma 

Act IHs Majesty in ('‘ouucil is einiKiwered to provide that any law in 

force in Burma shall, until reiiealed oi amended by the Ijepislature or 
other coniix-teiit authority, have effect subject to sucli adai>tations and 
modifications as appear to His Majesty to lie conspiiuential oi' the sejm- 
ration of India and Burma; 

And wli(‘reas a draft of this Order has been laid before Parliament 
in accordance with the jirovisioiis of siilesection (1) of section three 
hundred and nine of tiu* India Act and siil>-section (1) of section one 
hundred and fifty-seven of the Burma Act, and an address has been 
jiT'osimted to His Majesty by both Houses of Parliament jirayinp that 
an Order may he made in the terms of this Order: 

Now, therefore. His Majesty, in the exercise of tlie powers con- 
ferrc'd on hini as aforesaid ami of all other jviwers eiiahiiiip liiiii in 
that behalf, is pleased hy and with the advice of His Privy Council 
to order, and it is herc'hy (irdcred, as follows:— 

PART 1. 

Jn trodurtori/. 

1. This Order may he cited as the India and Biiriiia (Burma 
Monetary Arraiipcmeiits) Order, 1!)37. 

2> In this Order, unless the context otherwise requires,— 

“the Bank’’ means the Reserve Bank of India; 

“the Goveriioi-fieiicrar’ means the Govenior-Cfeneral of India; 

“India rupee coin” means silver riijie.es which are for the time 
heiiip legal tender in British India; 

“India Huhsidiary <aiiii’’ menus coin of a lower denomination 
than one rujiee which is for the time heinp lepal tender 
in British India; 

"India notes’’ means eurreney notes of the Government of India 
and bank notes of the Bank, other than Burma notes; 
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“Burma noten” meaus the Burma bank notes and the over¬ 
printed currency noies of the Government of India, for 
the issue of which by the Bank provision is made in Part 
IT of this Order; 

“the Reserve Bank Act” means the Reserve Bank of India Act, 
1934; 

“separation” means the separation of India and Burma; 

“lefful tender”, in relation to a note, means legal tender in 
payment or on account for the amount ej£.i>res8ed therein; 

and other expressions have the same meaning ns in the Reserve Bunk 
Act. 

3, The Tiitei-pretation Act, 1889. applies for the intei-pretation of 
this Order as it applies for the interpretation of an Act of Parliament. 

4, Unless the contest otherwise requires, any i-efereiwe in this Order 
to, or to any jmivisions of, the Reseiwe Bank Act shall be construed 
as a reference to that. Act or those provisions ns for the time being in

Oenernl. 

1, The provisions ot this Part of this Order shall have effect as 
pai t of the law of Burma. 

2, The Bank sliall manage the c.uri'ency of Burma and continue to 
carry on the business of banking in Burma, subject to the provisions 
of this Part of this Order. 

3, —(It Until the Govoriuir of Burma otherwise determines, the 
standard monetary unit of Burma .shall be the Indian rujiee. 

(2) If the standard monetary unit of Burma («ases to be the Indian 
i-ujiee, any jiruvisious of this Part of this Order which refer to values 
stated in terms of riroees shall have effect subject to such consequential 
adaptations as may be prescribed by Act of the Legislature. 
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Provisions as to Government Money, etc. 

4> —(1) The Hank ehall accej)! moneys for account of the Govern¬ 
ment of Burma, make payments up to the amount standinf? to the 
credit of its account, carry out its exchanpre. remittance and other 
])ankiiipr operations, including the manaprement of the Public Debt, 
and prenerally afford to it similar facilities to those which the Bank 
affords to the Governor-General. 

(2) The Government of Burma shall entrust the Bank with all its 
money, remittance, exchanpe and bankinpr transactions in Burma and 
in particular shall deposit all its cash balances with the Bank free of 
interest: 

Provided that nothinpr in this siib-parapraph shall prevent tlu* 
Government of Burma from carryinp on money transactions at places 
where the Bank has no branch or apency and fi-ora holdinp at those 
places such balan<'«s as it may require.

(2) Nothing in the Indian Companies Act, 191.3, shall apply to the 
Bank. 

(3) Nothing in this paragraph shall— 

(a) revive in Burma the enactments repealed by tlie Reserve Bank 

Act; 

(b) affect, as respects Burma, the amendment made in section 

eleven of the Indian Companies Act, 1913, by section sixty- 
one of the Reserve Bunk Ac.t. 

19— (1) If any person in Burma makes a false statement in any 
declaration furnished by him in jmrsuanc-e of a requisition under sub¬ 
section (1) of section lifly-six of the Reserve Bank Act, ho shall be 
deemed in Burma to have committed the offence of giving false evidence 
defined in section one liuiidred and ninety-one of the Indian Penal Code 
and shall be punisliablo under the Mec.ond paragraph of setdion one 
hundred and ninety-three of that Code. 

(2) Nothing contained in any declaration furnished under the said 
sub-section (1) shall operate to affect the Bank with notice of any trust, 
and no notice of any trust expressed, implied or constructive shall be 
receivable by the Bank. 

20. References in this Part of this Order to the Central Board shall, 
in the event of the supersession of that Board under section thirty of 
the Reserve Bank Act, be construed as references to the agency to 
which the general superintendence and direction of the affairs of the 
Bank are entsusted under that section. 

21. —(1) Subject to the provisions of this paragraph, this Part of 
this Order shall .cease to have effect on the expiration of two years 
from the date on which a notice determining the operation thereof is 
given to. the Governor-Ceneral by the Governor of Burma or to the 
Governor of Burma by the Governor-General, so, however, that no 
such notice shall be given before the thirty-first day of March, nineteen 
hundred and thirty-eight: 
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Provided that, if in the opinion of the Governor of Burma the 
Bank faile to fulfil any of the dbligatione imposed upon it by this Part 
of this Order, or if the Reserve Bank Aot is amended in any manner 
which in the oj)inion of the Governor of Burma is seriously prejudicial 
to the iiiterests of Burma, the Governor may give notice to the Govornor- 
Geiieral determining the operation of this Part of this Order at any 
time, and that uoticH* shall take efi'ect on such date as may be specified 
therein. 

(2) The expiration of this Part of this Order shall not revive any 
enactment which has ceased to be in force as part of the law of Burma 
and shall not alfec.t the provisions of this Part of tliis Order declaring 
that the status of the Bank is to be that of a cxirporation existing by 
virtue of the law of British India and declaring the extent to which 
effect is to be given by courts in Burma to the Reserve Bunk Act. 


Paht III. 


Provisions to iMve efiect as part af the Taiw of lintish India. 

1. Until other provision is made by any Act of the Indian Legis¬ 
lature or the Federal Legislature, the Reserve Bank Act shall have 
effect in British India subject to the adaptations and modifications 
specified in the Tliird S(diedule to this Order. 

2. While Part 11 of this Order remains in force, it shall be the duty 
of the Governoi'-General to send as soon as may be to the Governor of 
Burma notice of anv proposal to introduce, or move an amendment 
to. a Bill in the Indian Legislature or the Federal Legislature which 
affects the coinage or currency of British India or the Federation or the 
constitution or functions of the Bank. 


Part IV. 

Adjustments (ipiirrcn (rOTemments, etc., and other Miscellaneous 

Provisions. 

Interpretation of Part IV. 

1,—(1) In this Part of this Order, unless the context otherwise 
reciuires— 

“note ratio fraction” for a specified jieriod means the fraction of 
which the denominator is the average amount of the India 
notes and Burma notes shown as being in circulation in the 
weekly accounts of the Bank relating to dates falling within 
that j)eriod, and the numerator is the average amount of the 
Burma notes shown us being in cirtmlation by those accounts; 

"the appropriate fraction" means, in relation to the transitional 
period, the note ratio fraction for the last year of that period 
and, in relation to any subsequent financial year, the note 
ratio fraction for that year; 
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“Governor-Qeiieral’s bank profits” in relation to any period means 
the sum of— 

(rt) any amounts paid in that period to the (lovernor-Geueral by 
the Bank under sention for^-seven, or sub-section (2) of 
section thirty-seven, of the Reserve Bank Act, and by the 
Issue Department under su1>-8oetion (2) of section thirty- 
four of that Act, and 

(fj) any other profits accruing- in tlint period to tlie Governor- 
Genural iby reason of any revaluation of the gold held by 
the Bonk, 

less any amount debited to the Governor-Gene nil in that period under 
sub-section (2) of the said section thirty-four; 

‘‘silver proceeds” and ‘‘silver deficiency” in relation to .any jioriod 
mean the amount by which the net receipts of the Governor-General 
for that period from sales of silver exceed or, as the case may be, fall 
short of the sums expended by him for that period on purchases of 
silver, and for the purposes of this definition any transfer of India 
rupee coin under section thirty-.s’\ of the Reserve Bunk Act shall be 
deemed to be a imrchase or sale, a^ the case may be; 

“gold” and “silver” mean respectivel.v gold coin n.’id gold bullion 
and silver coin and silver bullion; 

“the Burma debt to India” means any liabilities imposed on the 
revenues of Burma undc'r section one hundred and thirty-four of the 
Burma Act; 

“the transitional (teriod” means the first three financial years after 
separation : 

Provided that if it apiiears to the Governor of Burma at the end 
of the said threii years that India notes are still returning 
from circu’ilation in B.urma to a considerable extent, the 
Governor of Burma may, within one month after the end of 
the said three years, give notice to tlie Govcnior-tieneral that 
the t?-ansitioiial jieriod is to continue and it shall continue 
accordingly until the end of the finam-ial year in winch in 
the opinion of the Governor of Burma the amount of India 
notes returning from circulation in Burma has become 
negligible. 

(2) If, during the transitional period or during a financial .year, 
either of the following events occurs, tliat is to .say— 

(a.) Part II of this Order expires, or 

(fj) Burma coins intended to supersede India rupee coin in Burma 
are jmt into circulation, 

then, for the purjmses of au.v jirovision of this Order relating to, or 
coming into effect on the exjiiration of, fi period wliich ceases on the 
happening of that event, aiiv referoiu-e in this Part of this Order to the 
transitional jieriod or to that ,year shall be c.onstrucd as a reference to so 
much thereof as precedes the happening of the event-. 
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(3) For the purpose of computing the silver proceeds or the silver 
deficiency for any period, tlie (iovernor-General shall, in respect of any 
silver sold !by him in India, he taken fo have received either— 

(a) the rupee equivalent at the rate of exchange of the day of the 
London price of silver at the time when the contract was 
made, after deducting any Ibrokerage and other charges 
or rehates atd-ually incurred hy the Governor-General in 
effecting the sale, or 

(fc) the actual sum received hy him after deduction of any such 
hrokerage and other charges or reihates and of any import 
duty on silver in force at the time when the contract was 
made, 

whichever is the greater. 

References in this suh-paragraidi to the date when the contract was 
made shall, in relation to ruiiee coin delivered to the Rank under suh- 
section (2) of section thirty-six of the Reserve Bank Act, he construed 
as references to the date of the delivery of the coin. 


Division of Goi'ervor-dcncrol's Hank J*rofits Unring Ihc currency of 

/‘art. II. 

2m —(1) This paragraph shall have effect in relation to the period 
during which Part TI of this Order is in force. 

(2) At the end of the transitional period and of each sulhsequeut 
financial year there shall he paid by the Governor-tieneral to the Govern¬ 
ment of Burma the a]i]iropriate fraction of the Governor-General's 
hank profits foi- that jieriod, or, as the case may he, that year. 

fS) lJuring the transitional period, the Governor-General shall pay 
to the (iovernUK lit of Burma the following sums on aca-ount— 

(a) at the mitl of the first year, a sum ascertained by applying 
to the (iovcrnor-Gcnerars hank profits for that year the 
note ratio fraction for the last month thereof;

Division of Silver Stocks on the supersession of India rupee coin in

5. On the expiration of the period in relation to which paragraph 
three of this Part of this Order has effect, the Governor-General shall 
transfer to flie Government of Burma a proportion of his stocks of silver 
to be determined by ajjpl.ying thereto either— 

(a) if the transilionul period was still current on the du.v before 

this 7 )arBgrnph takes effect, the appropriate fraction for

(b) in any other case, the appropriate fraction foi the financial

Provided that if within one month after that day, either the 
Governor-General or the Governor of Burma so requires, the fraction 
to be applied shall be the note ratio fraction for such period as may be 
agreed between the Governor-General and the Governor of Burma or 
as may, in default of agreement, be determined by arbitration. 

Disposal of Befired India Coins, and Burma’s Share of the Silver

6i—(1) Any India coins retired from Burma (whether from circula¬ 
tion, from the Bank’s balauties, from Treasury balances or from small 
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coin depots) by I'euson of the inti'odiH'tion of coi’respondin^ Burma 
coins shall be disposed of us follows— 

(a) if and so far as the (lovernor of Buriiiii so desires and the Mints 
in India are able to undertake the work, they shall be 
recoined with Burma desif^ns at the Mints in India free of 
charffe, except that any additional expense arisinjf from a 
material alteration in the numbers and com position of the 
coins shall be defrayed by the Government of Burma; 

(fc) any India subsidiary c«un not so recoined shall be delivered to 
the Governor-General aprainst payment to the Government 
of Burma of its bullion value inc^reascd by an amount 
representing the cost to India of coining the same amount 
of coin in the same form; 

(c) any India rupee coin not so recoined shall not be disposed of 
as coin, but the silver content, thereof shall be disposed of in 
such manner as the Governor of Burma may think fit: 

Provided that the Governor shall not dispose by sale of any such 
silver before the first day of January, nineteen hundred and thirty-eight, 
otherwise than in accordance vith an agreement to he c:onclude<l with 
the Governor-General which shuli. among other things, determine, by 
reference to the respective stocks of silver held by the parties to the 
agreement, the maximum amounts to be sold by them respectively in 
any year. 

(2) Sub-paragraph (1) of this paragraph shall ap])ly in relation to 
India rupee coin transferred to the Government of Burma under the 
last preceding paragraph as it applies to retired India rupee coin, and 
shall apply in relation to silver bullion so transferred as it applies in 
relation to retired India rupee coin which is not recoined in India 
thereunder. 


Division of Assets and JJafrilities on expi-ration of l‘art ll. 

Im —(;1) On the expiration of Part II of this Order, the provisions c)f 
this paragraph shall take effect except so far as may be otherwise agreed 
l)etween the Governor-General and the Governor of Burma, nr, as the 
case may be, between the Governor of Burma and the Bank. 

(2) The Bank shall be absolved from all liability in respect of Burma 
notes and the revenues of Burma shall be liable in respeid thereof, 
and any guarantee thereof of the Government of India shall bo deemed 
to be a guarantee of the Government of Burma; and there shall be 
transferred from the Issue Department of the Bank to the OovernmenI 
of Burma assets whii-h, us valued for the purposes of the Reserve Bank 
Act, have together a value equal to the total liability in respect of 
the Burma notes outstanding on the expiration of the said Part, II 
other, than any notes-which are deemed fi>r the purposes of this sub- 
paragraph to have gone out of circulation.

(h) there, shall he deducted from the value as so ascertained the 
sums payable in respect of the finani-ial year current on 
that day to the Governor-General and the shareholders of 
the Bank; 

(r) the amount to be credited shall be a.sc.ertained by applying to 
the difference either —- 

(i) if the transitional period was still current on the day 
immediately preceding the expiration of Part II of this 
Order, the appropriate frac^tion for the transitional 
period, or 

(ii) in any other case, the appropriate fraction for the financial 
year current on that day: 


Provided that if within one month after that day either the Governor- 
General or the Governor of Burma so reejuires, the.fraction to be applied, 
to the said difference shall be the note ratio fraction for BUc:h period as 
may he agreed between the Governor-General and the Governor, or as 
may, in default of agreement, he determined by arbitration. 
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Proviaiom at to Agreementt and Arbitrationt. 

S> The Gorernor-Qeneral, the (roveruor of Bunna and the Reserve 
Bank may, as respects the riglits and liabilities eunferred and imposed 
on them respectively by the preceding provisions of this Part of this 
Order, agree on the substitution for any of the. said provisions of such 
other provisions ns may he specified in the agreement; and if in the 
opinion of the Oovernor-Oeiieral or the Governor of Burma unforeseen 
developments have rendered any of the said |)rovision8 inequitable the 
Governor-General or, us the ease may be, the Governor, may, in default 
of such agreement as aforesaid, require the question whether, and if so 
what, provisions should be substituted for the provisions aforesaid to be 
referred to arbitration, and in the event of any such arbitration effect 
shall be given to the award of the arbitrator accordingly. 

9 > Any dispute arising under this Part of this Order between the 
Governor-General and the Governor of Burma sliall be decided by arbi¬ 
tration . 


10 , —(1) Any mutter which under this Part of this Order is to be 
decided by arbitration shall be referred to and decided by such person 
as may he agreed upon by the jiaHies to the disi)ute or as may, in default 
of agreement, be appointed by the Secretary of State. 

(2) The Arbitration Act, 1889, shall not apply to any sucli arbitra¬ 
tion.

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THE GOVERNMENT OF INDIA (HIGH COURT JUDGES) 
ORDER, 1937. 

AT THE COURT AT BIK^KTNGHAM PALACE, 

The 18th day of March, 1937. 

Present: 

THE KING’S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY IN COUNCIL. 

Whereas by sub-section (1) of section two hundred and twenty of 
the Government of India Act, 1935 (hereafter in this Order referre.d to 
us “tlie Act”) it is provided that tlic Judges ajiiminted by His Majesty 
to any High Court in British India, tog’cther with any additional .Tudges 
appointed by the Governor-General under Huh-sec1ion (3) of seeiion two 
hundred and twenty-two of the. Act, shall at no time exceed in number 
such maximum number as His Majesty in Council rauy fix in relation 
to that Court: 

And whereas by section tw. hundred and twenty-one of the Act it 
is provided that the Judges of tiie several High Courts shall be entitled 
to such salaries and allowances, including allowoiccs for expenses in 
respect of equipment and travelling upon aiipointment, and to such 
rights in respect of leave and pensions, as may from time to time be 
fixed by His Majesty in Council; 

And whereas a draft of this Order has been laid before Parliament 
in accordance with the provisions of sub-section (1) of section three 
hundred and nine of the Act, and an address has been presented to 
His Majesty by botli Houses of Parliament praying that an Cider may 
he made in the terms of this Gi'der: 

Now, therefore, His Majesty, in exercise of the said powers and of 
all otlier powers enabling him dn that behalf, is pleased by and with 
th(‘ advice of His Privy Council to order, and it is hereby ordered, as 
follows: — 


Introd iictorii. 

1. This Order may he cited as “The Government of India (High 
Court Judges) Order, 1!I37”, and shall come into operation on the first 
day of April, nineteen hundred and thirty-seven. 

2. (1) In this Order, exeejit where it is otherwise expressly provid¬ 
ed or the context otherwise rcMiuires-- 

“High Court” means a court which is a High Court for the 
purposes of ihe Act; 

“Chartered High Court” means a High Court other than a Chief 
Court or a Judicial Coniinissioner’s Court; 

“Chief Justice” includes a Chief Judge and a Judicial Commis¬ 
sioner ; 
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“Judgo” inchidpH a Chief Justice, an acting Chief Justice an 
acting Judge, an additional Judge, a Judicial CommisBioner, 
an acting Judicial Commissioner, an Assistant Judicial 
Commissioner, an acting Assistant Judicial Commissioner 
and an Additional Assistant Judicial Commissioner; 

‘‘acting Chief Justice” means a Judge appointed under sub-section 
(1) of section two hundred and twenty-two of the Act to 
perform the duties of a Chief Justice; 

‘‘acting Judge” means a person appointed under sub-scction (2) 
of tlie said section to act as a Judge; 

‘‘additional Judge” means a person appointed under suh-section 
(d) of the said section to act as an additional Judge; 

‘‘acitnal service” inedudes— 

(i) tiiiK? spent hy a Judge on duty as Judge, or in the ])prform- 
ance of sucli otlier functions as he may he directed hy the 
(iovernor-deneral or the Governor to discharge; 

(ii) vacations, excluding any time during which the Judge is 
absent on h'ave; and 

(iii) joining time on transfer from one High Court to another; 

‘‘servicre for pension” includes— 

(i) actual service; 

(ii) one month or the amount actually taken, whichever is less, 
of each jieriod of leave ou full allowances; 

(iii) joining time on return from leave out of India; 

(2) In llie calculation of service for the purposes of this Order 
Iirevious service at any dale or dates as aiding Judge or iuhlitional 
Judge slut 11 he reckoned as service as Judge; hut, save as ex])ressly 
provideil, jirevious scj’viee as acting Chief Justice shall not he reckoned 
as siM'vice as Chief Justice. 

(d) Any period id' leave taken hy a Judge before the c.'ommeneement 
of this Order under the rules then applii^ahle to him as an aiding .ludge 
or ailditionul Judge shall for the purposes of this Order he treated as 
if it were leave taken hy him under this Order.

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THE INDIA AND BURMA (TRANSITORY PROVISIONS) 

ORDER, 1937. 

AT THE COUHT AT BUCKINGHAM PALACE, 


Tho IHlh <lay of March, 1937. 


I'kk.sent : 


THE KING’S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY IN COUNCIL. 

Whereas hy section tlin'e iiuliilred and ten of the (jovernment of 
India Act, 193r) (hercafier in this Order referred 1o as "the India 
Act”), His Majesty in Council is empowered, lor the purpose of facili- 
tatiuf^ the transition from (he pi'ovisions of the Government of India 
Act to tlie jirovisions of that .\ci. io diiect that (he India Act shall, 
duriiiff a limited period, have elYei’t snhject to aihqdations and modifi¬ 
cations, to make with respis't to a liinited jieiiod (emporai'v provision 
for ensurinpf that duriiif^ and after (he transition tlieri' an* availilde 
to all Governments in India sullicient i-evennes to t'liahle the husiliess 
of those tiovernments to lie carried on, and to make other tempoiary 
provisions for (lie puri>ose of removinfi' any diflicnlties arising in rela¬ 
tion to the transition. 

And whereas it is jirovided hv iiaragrapli two of the Third Sidiednle 
to tho India Act that such pro\ ision shall he made for enahling the 
(iovernors of Provinces io discharge conveniently and with dignity 
the duties of theii- otiices as may he dctermimnl hy His Maj(‘s1y iji 
Council: 

And whereas hy suhsection (”) of section three hundi'inl and nine 
of the India Act His .Majesty in Council is enipoweied to revoke or 
vary any (Irder in ('ouncil jireviously made under that Act: 

.And whereas hy section one hundred and tifty-six of the Govern¬ 
ment of Burnui Act, 1935 ^heieafter in (his (trder i-eferred to as “(he 
Burma Act”), His Majesty in Council is empoweied, for the puriiose 
of facilitating the transition from (he provisions of the Goveinment 
of India Act. to the jirovisions of the Burma .\c(, to make temporary 
provision for the purpose of removing any ilitliculties arising in relation 
(,i the said transition: 

.\nd whereas a draft of (his (trder was laid hefore Parliament in 
accordance with the jirovisions of suhsection (1) of section three hund¬ 
red and nine of the India Act, and suhsection (1) of section one 
hundred -md titty-seven of (he Burma .Act and an Address has hoen pre- 
senteil to His ^Injesty hy hoth Houses of Parliament jiraying that an 
order may he made in the terms of this Order: 

Now, therefore, His Majesty, in the exei-cise of the said powers 
find of all other powers enabling him in thnt behalf, is pleased, by and 
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■wiili Ite advico of Ilis Privy Council, to order, and it is hereby 
ordered as follona:-— 

Introductory. 

1, This Order may he cited as the India and Burma (Transitory 
Provisions) Order, 1937. 

2, The Interpretation Act, 1889, applies for the interpretation of 
this Order as it applies for the interpretation of an Act of Parliament. 


Provisions applicable only to India. 

3, (1) For a period of two years from the commencement of Part 
III of the India Act, the jirovisions of suhsection (2) f)f section one 
hundred and forty-iliree of tlial Act (which nuthorises the continuance, 
until provision to the conti«i-y is niiule hy tlic Federal TiCpislature, of 
certain provincial taxes falliup within the Federal Tiist) shall have 
effect as if the reference to the first of January nineteen hundred and 
thirty-five were a reference to the (onimencemc'nt of the said Piii-t TTI. 

(2) Nothinp in this paiapnaph shall continue any taxation heyond 
the time for which it would continue if the India Act had not heen 
passed. 


4, In evejy Province notwithstundinp anythinp contained in the 
India Act or in any Order in Council made thereunder, hut subject to 
any provision to tlie contrni’y which may he made hy an Act of the 
Indian, the Federal or the I'l-ovim ial Legislature jinssed in the exer¬ 
cise of th(! powers respectively conferred on them hy the India Act— 

(«) any tax, fine,' penalty or other sum of whatever nature 
re(iuired hy or under ' any haw as in force immediately 
before the commencement of Part. Ill of the India Act 
to he credited to any local fund or other fund shall, 
during the two financial years next following tin; com¬ 
mencement of the said I’art III, continue to ho so 
credited and shall not, during those years, Ik; deemed to 
he part of the revenues of the Province; 

(ft) any expenditure from provincial revenues, the amount of 
which is jireserihed by or under any law as in force im¬ 
mediately before the commem-enient of the said Part III, 
shall, in the said two financial years, he detmied to he 
expenditure charged on the revenues of the Province. 


5, For the avoidance ,of doid)t it is hereby declared that so much 
of the Road Develojiinent Fund, and so much' of the Fund for the 
F.conomic llevelopineut and Improvement of Rural Arens, ns remain 
in the hands of the (lovernor-tieneral in Coumdl immediately before 
the commencemcni of Part 111 of the India Act, will, notwithstand¬ 
ing anything in section one hundred and seventy-three of that Act, 
continue to he held hy him for the same purposes as theretofore. 
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6, (1) In the case, of OrisHa and Sind there nhall be charf^ed on 
the revenues of the J’rovince, in addition to the amounts directed to be 
(^harped thereon by the (Jovernment of India (Governors’ Allo^wances 
and Privileges) Order, l.'tilG, such sums us the Governor, exercising 
his individual iudginent, may deiuii it necessary to exj)etid in the pro¬ 
vision and furnishing of in’s ofiicial residences; and the Governor shall 
exei'cise his individual judgment as respects any question arising in 
connection willi the provision and furnishing of the said lesidencos. 

(2) In this jiaragraph “otticial resitlences” has the same moaning 
as in the Government of Iiidiu (Governors’ Allowances and I’riviloges)

cludes the reconstruction or improvement of a residence existing at the 
commencement of Pari III of the India A(d. 

(3) This pai-agraph shall ce.ase to have effect on the expiration of 
three years from the commencement of Part 111 of the India Act.

Present: 

THE KING'S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY IN COUNCIL. 

Whereas by seelioii oue hundred and thirty-four of the (iovcnmieul 
of Burma Act, 1935 (hereafter in this Order referred to a.s “the Act”), 
Jlis Majesty in C.'ouncil is empowered, if he thinks it just so to do, to 
make provision for the payment to t)>e revenues of tlie Federation or of 
the Governor General of India in t'ouneil out of tlie reveiuies of Burma, 
and for the charging on the revenues of Burma, of such periodical or 
other sums as may a 2 )])ear to him to Ihe pro])er: 

And Whereas by section sixty-eight of the Act, His Majesty in 
Council is empowered to recpiire certain contributions and payments to 
be made to, and out of, the Federal Fund of the Federiitetl Shan States 
and to make such otlier provision (including provision with respect 
to borrowing) as he thijiks fit with respect to the manner in whicli the 
said Fund is to be dealt with, but it will he impracticable for a con- 
siilcrahle period after the coinmencenicnt of the Act to determine what 
these contributions and payments should he: 

And Whereas it is provided'by section seventy-seven of the Act 
that there shall be deemed to be owing by the Government of Hurma 
to the Burma Railway Board such sum ns may be deeJared by llis 
Majcsh>' in Council to represent the amount of certain existing railway 
fiiiuls attribnlalilc to the railways in Burma, hut it is impruclicahlc to 
usc;ertaiu the said amount with accuracy until after the conimciu:emcnt 
of the Act: 

And Whereas hy suction one hundred and fifty-six of the Act Hi.s 
Majesty in Council is emjjowered, for the purpose of facilitating the 
transition id Burma from the provisions of the Government of India 
Act to the provisions of the Act, to direcd that the Act shall in Burma 
during a limiteil period have effect subject to adaptations and modifica¬ 
tions, and to make other temporary provisions for the purpose of re¬ 
moving any difficulties'arising in relation to the said transition: 


And Whereas a draft of this Order-was laid before Parliament in 
accordance with the provisions of sub-section (1) of section one hundred 
and fifty-seven of the Act and an Address has been presented to His 
Majesty by. both Houses of Parliament praying that an Order may be 
made in the terms of this Order: 
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NOW, THEREFORE, His Majesty, in the exercise of the powers 
conferred by the said sections one hundred and thirty-four, sixty-eight 
and one htindred and fifty-six and of all other powers eiinhling him in 
that behalf, is pleased, by and with the advice of His Privy (.'ouiicil, to 
order and it is hereby ordered as follows:—

No. F. 322/35-£8ts.—In exerciae of the powers conferred by sub- 
section (2) of section 265 of the Oovernnient of India Act, 1936, the 
Governor Gcineriil in his discretion is pleased to make the following 
regulations: — 


REGULATIONS. 


1‘ART 1.—pKELiMiNAny. 

J. These Itegiiliit ions may Ije called the Federal Public Service 
Commission ((Conditions of Service) Regulations. 

2. In these Regulations, unless there is something repugnant In 
the suhje(^t or context,— 

(a) “the Commission” means the Federal J’uhlic Service Com¬ 
mission ; 

(/j) ‘‘comjionsatory allowance” means an allowance granted to 
meet personal expenditure necessitated by the special cir¬ 
cumstances in which duty is performed; 

(o) ‘‘Governor General” means the Governor General in his discre¬ 
tion; 

(d) ‘‘Member” means a Member of the Commission and includes 

the Chairman thereof; and 

(e) ‘‘Travel by air” means journeys performed in the machines of 

public air transport companies regularly plying for hire, but 
does not include journeys performed by private aeroplanes or 
air taxis. 


A.—MEMBERS. 

PART II.- -CoMi'osjTioN ANn Pay and Tenubb. 

3. The Conimissiou shall consist of a Chairman and sucli number 
of other Members not exceeding four as the Governor General may from 
time to time appoint. 

4. (1) The Chairman shall receive a pay of four thousand ruju’es 
and each of the other Members shall receive a pay of three thousand 
five hundred rupees a mouth. 
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(2) If a Chairman or Memix'r at tlio time of his appointment as such

6. An officiating ni»poinlment may he made hy the Governor

Service, a Central Service, Class 1, a Railway Service, (IJass 
1, or u Service under the Crown Department corresponding 
to a Central Service,, (Mass I; 

(h) to a Central S<?rvice, Class II, of any oflicer hy transfer from 
anothcM’ (Vi;trul Servi<’e, Cliiss 11, or hy promotion from a 
suhoi'dinatc service; or hy tran.sfer or promotion from corre¬ 
sponding services under the (’rown Departnumt;

(b) an order by the Governor General on an appeal; or 

(c) an order by the Governor General, proposed to be made in 

response to any petition or memorial, overruling or modi¬ 
fying the order of a subordinate authority.

Provided (hat (he (iovcrnor-ticneral in Council or the provincial 
({oveniment, as (he case may he. nuiy ajipoint any person 
not so (]ua!ilied, if in his or its opinion such person is 
otherwise fully <|uulified to exercise the powers and i>cr- 
form the functions of an Inspector. 

■ 1 . E7iir!i and hispcciioit.--(\) Any Inspeefor or any otiieor ajipoint- 
ed to assist an Inspector muy enter, iiisjiecl and examine any place, 
carriage or v»'s.“cl in which he lias leason to hclieve (hat there is nay 
aipidiance m apparatus used iu tlic generation, Iransmissioii, supply or 
U.SI-, of energy and iiuiy carry out ti'sts therein. 

(2) Every lieciisee, non-lieensoe. <-onsuuier and occupier shall afford 
at all times all reasonahle facilities to any such Inspector or officer 
to make such examinatieus and tests us may he iiecessar.v to satisfy 
himself as to the due oliservam-e of the Aet, (he licence (if any) and 
those rules. 
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(3> Every licensee and every non-licensee supplying energy with the 
previous sanction of the provincial Government under section 28 shall, if 
reciuired so to do by an Inspector, provide means for curiyiiip out all 
tests prescribed by or under the Act of the appliances or ai)paratus used 
for the supply of energy by him. 

(4) An Inspector may serve an order in the form set out in Annexure 
Vlll, upon any licensee, non-licensee, consumer or (XTupier, culling ui)on 
him to couiydy with any specified rule, and the person so served shall 
thereu])on comply witli flie order wilbin (he peri(Ml named (herein, and 
.shall repor( in writing (o (he Iu.s|)ec(nr when the order is comy)lied with : 

Pnivided that, if within that period an appeal is filed against (he 
order, the apiiellatc. aiithorKy may suspend its oi>erution pending the 
decision of the appeal. 

(5. Livtitutiov of appeals. —No appeal from any decision of an 
Inspector shall he entertained unless it is preferred within three months 
of the date of the comniunication to the appellant of the decision. 

7. Aviniirif of fees. —(1) The fees si-( out in Annexure 11 sliall be i)ay- 
ahlc in rcs]iec( of the services therein mentioned, where the test.s are 
carried out by comparison with (he Government of India Standards 
referred to in rule 2(1). 

(2) The Governor General in Council or the y)rovincinl Government, as 
the case may he, may levy such fees for testing and inspection and 
generally ftw the .services of Inspectors as he or it may, from time to time, 
by general or special order, direct; and may, if he or it thinks fit. remit 
any fee oi' any portion thereof. 

8. 1 iieuJerire of fees. —Where an Inspector is culled in to decide any 
difference or dispute, and where a fee for such servit^e is re(!Overuhle, 
the Inspector .shall decide by whom .such fee .shall he y)ayahle. 

!). Siihiin'.sslon of records .—An Inspector may recyuire a licionsee 
and n licensee may require an Inspector to submit to .such Inspector 
or licensee for examination any records of tests made in connection with 
the licensee’s work.s by the licen.sec or the Inspector; and the licensee 
or Tnsi)ec(or shall comply with such rer|uisition. 

10. T/isf of consumers. —An Insyiector may re(iuirc a lic.cnsi'e or 
non-licensee to submit to him a li.st of all persons .supplied with energy 
by him at a pres.sure exceeding low pressure and of the addresses at 
which such energy is supplied; and the licensee or non-licensee shall 
comply with .such recyuisition. 

CHAPTER 111. 

• LICENCES. 

11. .\pplieiilions for licences. —(1) Every apyilication for a licence 
shall he signed by, or on behalf of,' the applicant and nddre.ssed to such 
officer as the provincial Government may desigjiate in this behalf, and

as to define any portion of sucli area which is under the 
administration of any local authority and shall be on a 
s(!ale — 

(it of not less than six inches to a mile, or 

(ii) if no such inai) is available, of not less than that of the 

largest, scale ordnance map available, or 

(iii) such as may be approved by the provincial (Jovernment; 

(c) a list of any local authorities invested with the ailminlslration 

of any portion of the area of supply ; 

(d) an ap 7 )roxiinate statement describing any lands which the 

applicant proj)oses to ac(juire for the ])urpose of the licence 
under the provisions of the Land Acquisition Act, LStl'l; 

(c) an approximate statement of the capital proposed to be ex- 
l)ended in connec.tion with the undertaking; 

(/) if the api)llcant is a (iompany which is registered under any of 
the enac.tinents relating to companies for tlie time being in 
force in Brilisli India, or in any other part ot Ills Majest\'s 
Dominions, or is incorpoi-ated by an Act of Parliament or of 
the (lovernor (ieneral in Council or by Royal Chartei or 
Ijetters I'atent, a cnj)\ ol the Memnrandnni and Articles of 
Association; and 

ijj) a treasury receipt for a fee of five hundred rujiees paid into a 
(lovernnient Ireasurv in tlie province concerned, unless such 
fee is remitted, wholly or in part, by general or special 
order ot the provincial (fovernment. 

(2) If the apjilicatlon lor a licence is rejected or it a licence is 
revoked under sub-section (.Vi of section 4 as to the wlude or ary\ jiart 
of the area of supply, the jirovincial (iovernment ma,\ at its discre¬ 
tion lefunil, wholly or in part, the fee referred to in clause (//) of 
Hib-rulc (1). 

Is!. ( fi/iif.i fif and draft hcciirc for j/i/ldic Iiisjarin/ii .— The 

apiilicant shall dcjiosit at liis own otticc and at that of his agent.,s (if 
any) and at the office of every local authority invested with the adminis¬ 
tration ot an\ portion ot the proposed arc,: of supjily— 

(a) a copy of the map referred to in clause (h) of sub-rule (1) of 
7-ule 11 for public insjiection; and 

(h) a sullicient number of cojiies of the draft licence to be furnisb- 

cd to all persons apiilying for them at a jirice not exceed¬ 
ing one ruiiee per copy. 

13. ConteiUn of draft llcevrr ..—The draft licence shall contain 
the following particulars, namely: — 

(a) a short title descrijitive of the proposed undertaking, together 
with the address and description of the applicant, or, in the 
case of a firm, the names of all the individual members of 
the firm; 

(i) a statement of the boundaries of the proposed area of supply; 
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(r^ if the generating atation i» situated, or is to be situated, out¬ 
side the urea of supply or if any intervening area, not 
included in the area of supply, is to be (irossed a list of the 
streets not included in the area of supply along or across 
which electric, supply-lines are to be laid down or jdaced; 

(il) the projiosed conditions of supply, including the niaximuin 
])rice.s, the nature and auiouiit of the supply (if linii(ed) and 
the like; 

(cl a list of the streets (if 0113 ') which are repairable neither by 
tiovermneiit nor by a local authority and of the railways 
and trainwa 3 's (if any) the soil or pavement of which the 
api)licanl seeks powers to open or break up, and the names 
of the persons by which such streets are repairable, or who 
are for the time being entitled to work such railway or 
tramway; 

(f) ihc proposed periods after which the right to ])urchase is to 
take eft'ect; 

((/) a statement of any special terms of purchase or orders pro¬ 
posed to be made under section 10 ; and 

(h) any i>roposed modiheation of the Schedule to the Act to be 
made under clause (/) of sub-section (2) of section O. 


14. Form oj draft licence .—The form of draft licejice contained 
in Aniuixure 111 may, with such variation as the circumstances of each 
case re<|uire, he used for the purposes of rule 11 , and. if used, shall 
be sutfieient. 

1.'). .Idvertisi’me.nt of applicatwn and contents thereof. —(1) The 
api)li(!unl shall, within fourteen days from the stibmission of the ai>i)lica- 
tiou under rule 11 , publish notice of his application by public adver¬ 
tisement, and such advertisement shall consist of— 

(«) the draft licence, 

{!>) the addresses of the offices at which, under rule ll 2 , (copies of 
the map therein referred to in»y he insjiectod and cojiit-s of 
the diaft licence obtained. 


(2) Tlfe adv(!rtisement shall be headed by a short title, correspond¬ 
ing with that at the head of the draft licence, and shall .state that every 
local authority, company or person, desirous of making any represen¬ 
tation witli reference to the application to the provincial (iovernment, 
may. do so by letter oddressed to such officer as the provincial (lovern- 
nient may de.signatc in this behalf, within- three mouths if the date of 
issue of the newspaper containing the first advertisement. 

(;i) I’lie advertiseinent shall be inserted by the aiiplicant in at least 
three suc.ce.ssive issues of such newspaper us the provincial (tovern- 
meut, having regard to its circulation among ])ersons likely to be 
interested, may direct, and, in the absence of any such direction, in 
at least three successive issues of any new.s])aper published within the 
proposed area of supply, or it there is no such newspaper, of any news¬ 
paper published within the province. 
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(4) The applicaoi Hhall nend a copy of each of the three successive 
issucH of the newspaper containing the advertisement to such officer 
as the provincial (joveriiinent may designate in this behalf as soon as 
the third issue has appeared, and the prf>vincial Government shall 
publish the advertisement at least once in the local official Gazette 
within six weeks from the date of the first advertisement published 
under sub-rule (H ):

17. LdciiI iiu/uincH. —if any person locally interested objects to 
the grant of a licence applied for under the Act, the provincial Gov- 
erniiicnt shall, if either the applicant or the objei^tor so rlesires, cause 
a local iiKiuiry to be held, of which due notice shall be given to both 
applicant and objei^tor: 

I'rovided that the provincial Government may refuse such an imjuiry 
if in its opinion the objection is of a trifling or vexatious nature. 

liS. j\/i/irov(il of draft licence. —When the provincial Goveru- 
nient has approved a draft licence, either in its original form or in a 
moditii'd form, such olficer as the provincial Goverunii'iit may desig¬ 
nate in this behalf shall inform the applicant of such npimival and 
of the form in which it is proposed to grant the licence. 

lil. Sotificalioit of arnni of licence. —On receivijig an intimation 
in writing Ironi the applicant, that he is willing to ac(;ept a licence in 
the form approved by the provincial Government, the provincial 
(iovernment shall pfiblish the licence by notification in the local 
aificial Gazette, together with u statement that it has been gruntc'd. 

:!(). Date of com niencemeat of licence. —The date of a notification 
iiuder rule I!) shall be deemed to be tbe dale of commencement of a 
li<’cn(!e. 


21. Deposit of map. —When a licence has been granted, a map 
showing, as regards such licence, the particulars specified in clause 
(h) of sub-rule G) of rule 11 shall be signed, and dated to correspond 
with the date of the notifitaition of the grant of the licence, by such 
officer as the provincial (iovernment may designate in this behalf aiul 
retained by him as tlie deposited map. 

22. Dcpo.sit of printed copies. —W^hen a lii'cm^e. has been granted, 
the lieen.see sltall, within thirty days, deposit ])rinted copies of the 
lleem-e together with eoi)ie8 of the map for ])ublic iiispeetion at his 
own office and at that of his agents (if any) and at the office of every 
local authority within the area of supply and shall furnish printed 
ctmies of the licence to all persons applying for them at a price not 
cx<;eeding one rupee per copy. 
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23. Application for ‘written consent of Provincial Government in 
certain eases. —If a licensee desires the written consent of the pro¬ 
vincial (iovernnieut under sub-section (tJ) of section 12 to enable him 
to open or break up tbe soil or pavement of any street which is repair¬ 
able neither by Government nor by a local authority, or any railway 
or tramway, be shall ajiply for such consent in writing tr) such officer 
as the provimial Government may designate in this behalf, and shall 
describe accurately the street, railway, or tramway which he seeks 
power to open or break up and the names of the persons by whom such 
street is re])airable, or who are for the time being entitled to work 
such railway or tramway, and the extent to which he projioses to open 
or break up the same. 

24. Awevilmevt of licences. —(1) No alterations or amendments 
in the t(‘i-ms and conditions of any licence shall be made under clause 
(/>) of sub-scclion {-'i) of section 4, until they have been published by 
the ap])licant. and by the jirovincial Government; and the provisions 
ol sul)-rnles (21, (3) and (4) o. rule 15 shall apply to such jmblication. 

(21 If any .such alteration or amendment as is referred to in sub- 
rule (1) is made, it shall be notified by the provinci;:! Government in 
the local official Ga.zette. 


CHAPTER IV. 

GONDITIONS OF SUPPLY BY IJOENSEK. 

25. Precautions of/ainst leakage before connection. —(1) A licensee 
shall not coiniect with his works the apparatus on the premises of any 
applicant for a snpjdy unless he i.s reasonably satisfied that the con¬ 
nection will Jiot at the time of making the connection cause a leakage 
from that up])aratus e.\ceeding one five-tbousajHlth pait of tbe maxi¬ 
mum supi)ly demanded on tin? applicant’s ])remises. 

(2) If a licen.see decliue.s to make a (iounectioii in ai’c<irdance with 
sub-rule (1), he shall serve upon the applicant a notice stating his 
jeasou for so declining. 

20. Leakage on cunsuriier’s premises .—(1) Tf a licensee has reason 
to believ(! that there is in the .system of a consumer leakage wbic.li is 
likely to affect injuriously the use of energy by the licensee or by 
olh(.-r per.sons or wliieh is likely to cause danger, be may givt? the c.oTi- 
sumer rea'sonable notice in writing that he desires to inspect and test 
the apparatus. 

(2) If on’ hucdi notice being given— 

■(a) the consumer does not give all reasonable facilities for 
in.sjjection and te.sting, or 

(5) a leakage from the consumer’s system exceeding one live- 
thousandth part of the maximum supply required by the 
eonsumcM- is shown to exist, 

the licensee may forthwith discontinue to supply energy to the system 
in question, giving immediate notice of the di.soonlinuance to the con¬ 
sumer, and need not recommence the supply until ho is satisfied that 
the cause of the leakage has been removed. 
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27. Appeal t,u Inspector in. regard to leakage. —(1) If an appli¬ 
cant for a supply or u (uinsumer is dissatisfied with the action of a 
licensee under rule 20 or I'ule 2() in declining; to make a connection 
or in discontinuiiiff, or in not rccoiniiicncing the Bup])ly of energy to 
his syst(Mn lie may ajiiical to an Inspector, and the Inspector or under 
his orders any other officer appointed to assist the Inspi'ctor shall, on 
such ajiplication and on payment of the fee fixed under sub-rule (2) of 
rule 7, test tlie ajipariitus for the existence of leakage. 

(2) Tlie test shall be carried out within forty-eight hours of the 
reccijit of the apjilicntion for it or of tlie payment of the fee under sub- 
lule (1), wliichever is later. 

(d) If tlie lns])cctor or other officer, as aforesaid, on testing finds 
that the leakage from the ajipelliint’s system is less than one fivc- 
thonsundth part of the maximum supply required by the appellant, 
the Inspector shall notify the* licen.see, and the licensc'c shall, -within 
twenty-four hours, comnieuc«> or continue the supiily of energy, and 
the licensee .■■'hall jiay to the appellant an amount equal to the fee jiaiii 
by the appellant to the Inspector under sub-rule (1), if the Inspector so 
diri>cts. 

(•1) This rule, shall be endorsed on every notice given under the 
provisions of rule 2r) or rule 20. 

2iS. Uerlftred pressure of supply to consumers .—Before commenc¬ 
ing to supjily energy to a consumer, a licensee shall declare to the 
consumer the jiressure at which he undertakes to supply energy and 
he shall not, without, the written consent of the consumer or the jjrevi- 
ous sauetion of the jirovincinl tiovernment, permit the jircssurc to 
vai'.v therefi-oni by more than b per cent, in the case of low or medium 
pressure, or by more than 12^ per cent, in the case of high pressure; 

Provided that, for the jmrposes of testing or for an.\ othi'r purposes 
connected with the efficient working of the undertaking, the suiiply of 
energy may be discontinued by the licensee for such jieriod as may be 
necessary suh.jeet (except in cu.ses of einergenc.v) to not leas than 
twenty-four hours' jiotice being given by the licensee to all cousunieir. 
likely to be affected by such discontinuance; and in the event of any 
such consumer objecting, the supjd.v of energy shall not be discon¬ 
tinued (except in ea.scs of emergency) without tlu‘ consent of the 
provincial (foverument and subject to suidi conditions as it may 
imjuisc. 

21). UccUirrd freyiiriicy of suply to consu tuers .— FT’om the time of 
commencing the supiily ot energy to a consumer by means of an alter¬ 
nating current a licamsee shall declare to the consumer the frequency 
at which he undertakes to supply energy and the licensee shall not, 
without the written consent of the consumer or the previous sanction 
of the provincial (iovernment, permit the frequency to vary' therefrom 
by more than 4 per cent. 

;10. Eicaniinations of licensee’s records hy consumer .— A con¬ 
sumer may, after giving not less than twenty-four hours’ notiisc to the 
licensee, enter any testing station established by the licensee, in 
accordance with clause Xlll of the Schedule to the Act, and may 
(‘xamine the records of the tests made therein; and he may also take 
copies of or extracts from such records on payment to the licensee ot 
a sum of one rupee for every such examination of a record covering a 
period of twenty-four hours or any part of twenty-four hours. 
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31. Sealing of vieters. —(1) A licensee may affix one or more seals 
lo any meter, maximum demand indicator, or other apparatus placed 
upon a consumer’s premises in accordance with section 2G, and to any 
cut-out placed upon a c.onsumer’s premises in accordance with rule 40 
iuid no person other than the licensee shall break any such seal. 

(2) The consumer shall use all reasonable means in his power to 
ensure that no such seal is broken otherwise than by the licensee. 

32. Limits of errors in the meters. —The limits of error pcrmissibh^ 
in a meter placsed upon a consumer’s premises in atjcordance witl> 
section 2G are for the purposes of that .section the following, namely: — 

(«) where the meter is of a type included in the “Hritish Standard 
Specification for Electricity Meters; No. 37” dated 1930, 
the limits of err(»r laid down in that Specification; 

(b) where ihe meter is of any other type, it shall not register more 

than 3 ])er cent, above or below absolute accuracy at all 
loads in excess of oiu'-fifth of full load and u]) to full load ; 

(c) no meter shall register at no load. 


33. Conditions for niaxininm demand indicators.—The conditions 
with which a maximum demand indicator or other apparatus placed 
upon a consumer’s premises in accordance with section 2ti, shall 
com]ily are for the purposes of that section the following, nmnely: — 

(«) it. shall not register more than 3 per cent, above, or below 
absolute accuracy at all loads in excess of o)>e-fifth of full 
load and up to full load; 

(b) it shall not register at no load. 


34. Sale of plans. —Copies of plans or sections such as are referred 
to in clause XV1 of the Schedule to the Act shall he supplied by the 
licensee to every applicant at a price not exceeding one rupee per 
.s(|u:ire foot. 

35. Point of commencement of supply. —Tlie point at which the 
sujjply of energy by a licensee to a consumer shall be deemed to com¬ 
mence shpll— 

(«) w'here the amount of energj' su])plied to a consumer or the 
electrical (juautity contained in the supply is ascertained 
by meter, be, in re.spcct of a conductor from the service- 
line which passes tlirough the meter, the point at which 
such conductor enters the meter, and, in respect of a con¬ 
ductor from the .service-lipe which does not pass through 
the meter, the point on such conductor nearest lo the. 
meter; 

(h) where the amount of energy supplied to a consumer or the 
electrical quantity contained in the supply is not ascer¬ 
tained by meter, be the point at which the cut-out is 
inserted in the service-line by the licensee in accordance 
with rule 40, 
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36. Preparation and submission of accounts. —(1) Every licensee, 
unless exempted in accordance with section 11, shall cause the accounts 
of his undertaking to be made up to the thirty-first day of December 
or the thirty-first day of March, at the o])tion of such licensee, or to 
such other date as the provincial Government may approve. 

(2) Such licensee shall ]»rej»are and render an annual statement 
of his accounts in accordance with the provisions of section 11 within 
a period of six months from sucdi date as aforesaid, or sucjh extended 
period as the jirovincial Government may authorise after it is satisfied 
that the time allowed is insufficient owing to any cause not within the 
control of the licensee; and the statement shall be rendered in dupli- 
(sale if the provincial Government so desirt^s. 

(3) The accounts shall ht! made uii as far as circumstances permit 
in one or other of the prescribed forms set out in Annexures IV and 

V atwording as the licensee is or is not a local authority and may, at 
the option of the licensta-, he rendered either in British Indian or in 
British sterling currency: 

I'rovided that the provincial Government may, by special or general 
order, direct that the actMinnts of any undertaking shall he madi? up 
in any form it may direct in such order. 

37. Forms of certain requi.'iiLions. —Itei'inisitions under sub-clause 
{4) of clause V or sub-clause (-5) of «dauKe VI, as the case may he, of 
the Schedule to the Act shall he made in the form set nut in Annexure 

VI or Annexure Vll. 


CHAPTER V. 


GENERAL PUKEATTTIONS FOR THE SAFETY OF THE PEBLIC. 


38. Hesponsihility of licensees for their works on consumers' 
premises. —Lic(«nsees shall ensure that oil electric. supi)ly-line8 and 
apparatus ladonging to them, or under their control, which are on a 
con.sumcr’s premises, ar«* maintained in a sole condition electrically and 
mechanically and shall tnke due precautions to av(dd danger arising 
on such piemiscs from such supply-lines or apparatus. 

39. ,Serricc-Iilies on con.sniners' /ireiniscs .— ,Service-lines placed by 
a li<‘ensee on the premise’s of ti consuno’r which are iimhugniund or 
which are accessil)le without the aid <d' a ladder or other siiecial 
apjdiance shall be so iu''ulat<’d and protected by the licensee as to he 
secure under all «)rdimiry comlifions against electrical, inechanical, 
cluunical, or <ither injury to the insulation, .‘ind againsi access of 
moisture. 


40. Cut-out tm consnniers’ i>rcinises.—.\ licen.see sliall provide a 
suitable <'ut-out in cnch conductor of every service-line (other thuu an 
oarthed neuiral condnetor or the earthed external conduc^tor of u (sjii- 
centric cable) within a consumer's preiui.ses, in an acce.ssible position 
ns close as ])ossible to the j)oinl <d' entry. Smdi cut-out shall be con¬ 
tained within an adetiuately enclosed fire-pnx)! rece])t«rle : 

I’rovided that-, where more than one consumer is supplied through 
a common service-line, <‘ach siudi (•onsumer who so requires shall he 
provided with an independent cut-out at the jKiint of junction to the 
(x^mmon service. 
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41. Accetsibilif-y of bare conductors. —Where bare conductors are 
iiwed in a buildinpr the owners of such conductors shall ensure that they 
ore inaccessible without the aid of a ladder or other si»eciul appliance 
and shall provide switches for rendering them dead wlieiiever necessary. 

42. Ilandliny of apyaniius. —Hefore any conductor or apparatus 
is handled, adequate jjrecautions shall be talteu, by earthing or other 
suitable lueaiis, to discharge electrically such conductor or apparatus, 
and any adjacent c<iuductor or apparatus if there is danger therefrom, 
and to prcv(>nt any conductor or apparatus from being accidentally or 
inadvertently electrically idiargtrd when persons are working thiu’eon : 

Provided that this siib-rub* shall not apply to the cleaning of com¬ 
mutators and slip-rings working at low or medium pressures. 

4-‘5. Ucimirs to opixtrattis. —No repair of any part of any apparatus 
shall be effectcMl while the part is live, except by an authorised person. 

44. Siiyylij lo vehicles, etc. — Kvery person owning a vehicle, 
travelling crane or the like to wl.bdi energy is sujiplied shall ensure 
that it is efficiently controlled by a suitable switch enabling all pressure 
to be cut oil, and, where such vehicles, travelling cranes or the like run 
on UK’tal rails, the owner slimll ensure that the rails are electrically con¬ 
tinuous and earthed. 

dh. ('nhle.i for portable motors. —(1) Trailing cables shall not be 
used for portable unitors and apparatus connected therewith unless they 
are specially flexible, heavily insulatml and protecteil from mechani¬ 
cal injury. 

(2) Where the protection is by means of metallic covering, the 
covering shall be in luetallie; connection with the frame of the motor 
and earth. 

4fi. Instructions far restoration of persons suffering from electric 
shock. —(1) Instructions, Ixith in Knglisli and in the vernacular of the 
district, for the re8t<iniitiou of persons sutl'eriug from el(‘ctric shock, 
shall lie affi.xed liy the owner iu a conspicuous plaia* in every generating 
station and sub-station, and in every factory as defined in clause {}) of 
section 2 of the l‘'a(.itories A<'t, 1!J;{4, iu wliicb electricity is used, and 
[■XXV of sucli other (ircinisi's where electricity is used as the Tuspeetor may, 

by notice .served on the owner, direct. 

(2) Copies of the instructions shall be supplied on demand by every 
liisjiector at a price t<i be lixed by the provincial Government. 

47. /n.struction in artificial respiralson. —The owner of every 
generating station and suli-station and of every factory to which rule 
4f) ajiplies shall ensure tliat all autlmrised per.sons employed by him 
are aiaiuainted with and .able to aiiply the instructions referred to in 
rule 4(). 

48. Precautions to he adopted by consumers and. owners, electrical 
contractors and, electrical workmen. —-(1) No electrical installation 
work, including additions, alterations, repairs, and adjustments to 
existing installations, except 8u<di rejilacement of lamps, fans, fuses, 
switches and other eompouent purls of the installation as in no way 
alters its capacity or (tbarncter .shall bt* cai-ried out upon the premises 
or on behalf of any esmsumer or owner for the purposes of the supply 
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of piiurffy to Hiich w)iisuiaor or owner, exce})t by an electrical contrac¬ 
tor lifJcnBed by tlie provincia'l (iovernment in this behalf and under 
the direct supervision of a person holdiiiff a certificaxte of <ximpetency 
issued by the provincial Government; 

I’rovided tlwit, Ihe pwvincial Government may by notification iji 
the local official Gazette exempt such conditions as it may impose an.\ 
such des(!ript.ion of work either ft-enemlly or in the r-ase of any sp<‘ci- 
fied class of consximers or owners from so mu(!h of this sub-rule as 
re(]uires such work to be carried out by an electrical contracitor licensed 
by the pr<ivinciul Government in this behalf: 

Provided further that this rule shall not apj)ly to any work carried 
out by or on behalf of the Government of India unless the Government 
of India .so direct. 

(2) This rule shall come into force in any province or part there¬ 
of on such date as the provincial Government may by notification in 
the local oflicial Gazette appoint. 


CHAPTER VI. 

KhKCTRlG SUPPLY-IJNKS AND APPARATUS. 

40. (lonxfnK^tuin, inxuhilion and earthing of aiiparatns. —(1) All 
apparatus shall be sufficient in power and size and of sufficient 
me,(jhanica! strength for the work it may bo required to do, and, so far 
us is practicable, shall la; so constructed, installed, protected, worked 
and maint/jiined as to prexamt danf^er. 

(2) All iiistilafinp' material shall be chosen with special regard to 
the circunis(anc<'s of its projm.sed use. It shall be of meidionical 
strength suffieh.'nt for its jnirpos<‘, and, so far as is jn’uclicable, shall 
he of such o charactei- oi- so protected as fully to maintain its insulating 
j)roj)(‘rties under working conditions of temperature and moisture. 

(fi) .Vo live parts shall be so exposed as to be ca])able of being touch¬ 
ed by jjersons not intended to have access to them. 

(4) Every pint of a system shall be kept efficiently insulated from 
earth, except that: — 

(/) the neutral point of a jMil.vphase system may bo earthed at one 
point on ly ; 

(ii) the mid-voltage point of any system, other than a concentric, 
system, may l)e earthed at one point only. 


oO. ArcidvuUd charge. -'Phe owners of all circuits and apparatus 
shall so arrange them that there shall be no danger of any part therisif 
becoming acciilentully (diargial to any pressure beyond the limits of 
])ressiue foj' which it is intended. 

bl. Sicitchc.i !</ be on the lire wire. —(1) In any case, whei’e the 
comluctors brought by the 'Ui-eusec to the point of commencement of 
supply include an Murthed neutral conductor, the supply of energy shall 
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not be commenced, or continued, until or unless the following provi¬ 
sions have been or are complied with, namely: — 

(a) An indi(!atiou of a permuuent nature shall be inovided by the 
licensee at or near the jHiint of (iommencement of supply to 
enable such ncutml conductor to be distinguished from any 
live conductor at that point, and no single-pole switch shall 
be, inserted by tlie licensee in such conductor or any branch 
there<if except us hereinafter provided by this rule; 

(h) If SO re(|uircd by the licensee the consumer shall provide a 
similar indication to distinguish that conductor, forming 
part of his system, which is he lonnccded to the earthed 
neutral conductor at the point of commencement of supply. 

(2) In no case referred to in sub-rule (1) shall the (onsumer insert 
any single-pole switch or cut-out or permit such switcdi or cut-out to 
b(! or to remain inserted in any < >nductor referred to in sub-rule (1) (h). 

(3) Notwithstanding the provisions of suli-rule tl) (it) of this rule, 
certain apparatus may be connected in an earthed neniral conductor us 
f(dloW8: — 

(ft) A link may be inserted for testing jnirposes, or a switch for 
use in controlling a geneciitir or tiiiuisformcr; 

(h) A switch or link may he instoted in the connection bedween the 
neutral (smdviclor and earth ut a generating station or suli- 
station for u.se in testing and emergencies only: 

Provided that, jn the case of consumers’ systems connected to the 
licensee’s main prior to the Ist, .July 1937 no penalty shall attach to 
any breach of this rule occurring before the l.st July 193H. 

02. C'roxxini/ mr.hiUie suh.sfiinrr.'t. —(!) Whc're an electric supply¬ 
line (crosses, or is in proximity to, any midullic substance, the owner 
of the supply-line shall take such precautions as an Inspector may 
approve against the jwssibility of tlie metallic substance' betioming 
charged. 

(2) Where s»ich inetullie sub.staiice is iniroduei'd afli'r the electric, 
supply-line has been laid or erected, the cost incurred in taking such 
precautions shall be refunded to the owner of the oleidric supply-line 
by the owner of the metallic sub.stance. 

,')3. ((ut-ovt .—The owner of every electric supply-line (otiier tlian 
the earthed neutral conductor of any systtuu or the earthed external 
(conductor of a concentric cable) shall protect it by a suiUible cut-out. 

54. Metal cagini/x, —All metal (^usings or metallic^ co\ ('rings con¬ 
taining or jiiotecting any electric supply-line or apyniratus shall be 
(jonnected with earth by the owner, and shall be so joined and con¬ 
nected across all junction-boxes and other openings as to make good 
mechauical and (dectric«il connection throughout their whole length: 

Provided that this rule shall not apply to is<jluted wall tul)es or to 
brackets, electroliers, standards, switch or fan regulator covers or other 
fittings (other than portable hand-lamps in factories) where the supply 
is at low pressure. 
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55. Junctioi\A)Oxe ».—The owners of all street junction-lnixes or 
pillars containing oirciaits or apparatus shall secure their covers and 
doors in such a manner that they e;aii he opened only by means of a 
special appliance. 


5(1. Di..<it,inction of (rircnits of (lijfrrent pressure .—The owner of 
every {jeneratiuff station, sub-sUitiou, jujietion-l)ox or pillar in which 
there are any circuits or ajiparatus, intended for operation at different 
pressures, shall ensure that tiu' respeetivt* eireuits are readily dis- 
tinpuishahle from one another. 


.57. Conne.ction with earth- of fra>nr.'< of ijeiirriitors, etc. —Tlie fmme 
of every (fcnerator, stationary motor, and, so far as is prae.ti(rable, 
portahle motor, and the metallic parts (not intended as conductors) of 
all tiansformers ond »-epulutin{f or e<mtrolliu"' a 7 )parntus e.onncctod 
with the supply, shall he earthed by the owner hy two separate and 
distinct connections with earth. 

58. Convection with, earth of a multi-wire .ii/.it.r-ui ..—In every dis¬ 
tributing system in which then* is a neutral conductor, where the 
pressure between the, neutral eondin'tor and an outer or i)hase conductor 
exce(>ds 12.5 volts, the neutral conductor shall h(> connected with earth 
by two sejiamte find distinct connections from the lunitral hns-liar and 
in accordaneo with the followinp provisions, namely : — 

(a) the eoiinection shall he made at one (foint only on each distinct 
system, namely, fit the >rencr«liu)>- station or sub-station, or 
Ixitli, as the (•tise nmy he, and the insuhition of the system 
shall be maintain(?d at all other parts; 

(h) the connection shall not be made by the aid of. nor shall it he 
in contact with «ijiy water-main, ffas-main or similar main 
not helong'ing' to the licensee or noii-lifauisee, as the case may 
be, exffcpt with the consent of the owni'r thereof and of the 
Inspector; a resistance, not exee(>din}>' 20 ohms, ma.v h(> in¬ 
serted between tin* neutral hus-lmr and earth, and, if so 
inserted, it shall he of sufficient cross-sectioiml area to carry 
the mirrent whiidi would ])(iss should fin outer or ])lnisc con¬ 
ductor become acddentally c<)unected with ciirth; 

(c) the connection shall not Ibe removi'd e.xcept for the purpose of 

testing', ifi which ea.se it shall he made good again fis .soon ns 
such test is finished, and a record of an.v such disconnection 
shall Ibe kejit by the licensee or non-licensee, as the case may 
he; 

(d) the connection shall not be removed in a liirensee’s system except 

between I a.m. and .‘I A.M., and, in a non-licensee’s system, 
while the generator is in operation or energy is being used; 

(e) the current from the neutral conductor to earth shall, in the 

ease of a licensee’s direct current distributing system, be 
continuously recorded, and, if at an.v time it exceeds one- 
piousaudth part of the maximum supid.v current, steps thall 
immediately Ibe taken to improve the insulation of the 
system. 
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59. Connection with earth of concentric conductors. —(1) Notwith¬ 
standing anything oontained in sub-rule (4) of rule 49, when concentric 
conductors are used, the owner shall mainlain the insulation throughout, 
except that the external conductor may he connected with earth at one 
jjoint: 

Provided that where a jiersoii generates electricity exclusively for use 
on his own jireinises, he may use a hare external conductor if it is con¬ 
nected with earth and if no switch, iMil-cmt or circuit breaker is inserted 
in that conductor or in any conductor connected thereto. 

Exception. —Switches, cut-outs or circuit breakers may Ibe used to 
break the cfinnection with the generators or transformers supplying 
energy : 

Provided that in no case shall the connection of a (bare external con¬ 
ductor with earth be there'by broken. 

CHAPTER VII. 

SUPPLY AT MEDIUM OR HIGH PRESSURE. 

60. General preemutions applicahle to supply at medium or high 
pressure. —Where a licensee jirojioses to suj)]>ly or use energy at medium 
or liigh pressui'c, he shall give notice to an Insj)ector and shall not i-om- 
mence or coutinuo the supply unless and until he has complied with the 
following provisions, namely: — 

(a) all live parts of aimaratus .shall, nnle.ss accessible only to, and 
under the control of, an authorised person, be protected by 
mechanically strong metal casings or metallic coverings 
securely fastened throughout; 

(h) suitable linked switches, of retjuisite cui>acity to carry and break 
the current, shall be inserted in each conductor, near the 
point of origin on the consumer’s premises; 

(c) every conductor, unle.ss accessible only to an authorised person, 
shall be. as far as is juaclicahle, (;om))lcte]y enclosed in a 
mechanically strong metal casing or metallic covering, 
securely fastened throughout or lixed in such other manner as 
may be ajiproved in writing by an Inspccdor; 

{d) the sujiply to every a]ij)aratu8 shall be efficiently controlled by 
sustjiblc linked switches, of requisite ca])acity to carry and 
break the current in each <-onductor, idaced near the ajiparatus 
in such a position as to be readily handled by the ojierator, 
so that hy their means all jtressure can be cut off from the 
aiiparatus concerned and from any device in connection there¬ 
with ; 

(e) the word “CAUTION” both in English and in the vernacular 
shall be affixed perraanently in a c.on,spicuouH })osition, where 
jjossible, on every generator and every motor and every con¬ 
trolling or regulating ap])aratus in connection with such 
generator or motor: 

Provided that, where it is not jjossible to affix them on the 
generator, motor, or apiraratus, they shall be fixed as near as 
possible: 
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J’lovidod hIso IIihI, where (lie fcenerulor, motor, controlling' or 
regulating n]>]mratuH, is within an enclosure, accessible only 
111 an iiuthorised person, one notice affixed to the enclosure 
sliiill he sufficient for (he piirpose.s of this sub-rule. 


01. Main, nu'lfrlihourd .—The owner of every main switclilboard con¬ 
nected witli a supply of energy at inediiini or Iiigh pressure siiall comply 
with the following jirovis'ions, namely: — 

(a) a clear sjiuce of not less than ^5 feet in width shall be. provided 
in front of the switchboard; 

(h) if there are aiiv attachments or hare connections at the back 
of the switchboard, the sjiace (if any) behind the switch- 
hoard shall Ihe either less than 5> inches, or more than 30 
inches in width, mea.sured from (he furthest outstanding 
part of any attachment or conductor; 

(c) if (he space Iiehind (lie switchhoard cxceeils 30 inches in width, 
there shall he a pussage-way clear to a height of not less 
than (i feet, save as regards any horizontal supports of the 
switchlioard, which may be placed at a height of not less 
than 4 feet fi inches. 


(i2. Apjironil of lii(/li firriiiiurr xiip/ili/. —(1) ?Io lic.ensoe or non- 
licensee sliall deliver a high (iressure suiiply to any person, other than a 
distributing license!-, excejit with the ajiiiroval in writing of an 
Inspector, and subject to such conditions (if any) as such Tns|iector may 
think reasonalhie and iiioper in the circumstances, and tlie owner shall 
not bring the installation into use until it has lieen inspected by an 
Tnsjiector or otlier officer appointed to assist an Tnsiiwtor. 

(2) Where energy is to be used by an ownei- at high pressure, the 
owner shall not bring the installation into use except with the approval 
in writing of an Inspi-ctor and subject to such conditions (if any) as he 
miM- think fit. 

^•3) When the position of a high pressure uioloi' or other apjiaratiis 
is changed, notice shall fortliwith he given to (he lns)iei'Tor showing the 
extent and nature of the cliauge <if position. 

( I) The owner of any high pressure installation who makes any such 
altii.itions in or additions to the installation as atfect (lie supply shall 
not utilize tin- alterations or additions for Ihe |iurposes of su])ply unless 
and until they have been apiiroved by an Inspector. 

(i-’i. 'I'esliiif/ of iii.iolotioii of lupli pn-xsorr rirriiit.- —-(1) The owner 
of a liigli pressure circuit, other than an aerial line, .shall not bring it 
into use unless tin- insulation of elei'trie supjily-line, imicliine, device, or 
apparatus pertaining tliereto has withstood (lie continuous application, 
during one minute, of (he testing pressure given in sub-rule (2); and the, 
owner shall duly record tlie results of eai-h test and shall forward them 
to an Tnspector. 

(2) Tor tlie pur]ioses of sub-rule (I)— 

(d) if (ho normal working jiressiire does not exceed 1,000 volt.s the 
testiug pressure shall be 2,000 volts, 
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{}>) if the normal working; pressure exceeds 1,000 volts but does 
not exceed 10,000 volts, the testing pressure shall he double 
(lie normal working jiressure, 

(r) if the normal working pressure exceeds 10,000 volts tlie testing 
j)ressure shall he the normal working jjressure j)lus 10,000 
volts; 

Provided that an Inspector may, if he thinks fit, ataiept the manu¬ 
facturer’s certified tests in jdace of the tests reipiired by this rule. 

04. Hinh firruxurr fieri rir xupply linex and apparatiix placed above 
finiujid. —(1) All owners of high pressure aj)paratus. imduding every 
imrtion of any high ])ressurc electric supply line (otlier than an aerial 
line) jjlaced above tlie surface of the ground, unless it is in a suih- 
statioii. or in a comitartmcnt specially arranged for the pui’iiose and 
accessible only to authorised person-;, shall ensure that it is com])lptelv 
enclosed in, or protei'ted Iby, a m»clianically strong metal casing or 
metallic covering securely fastened throughout : 

Provided that this sub-rule shall not ajtply to neon signs and X-ray 
apparatus which are opcrat<-d in accfirdance with instructions issued by 
the Tnspt-ctor. 

(2) All owners of circuits and ajiparatus connected with any high 
jircssure apparatus to which sub-rule tl) is aj'plictihlc shall ensure that 
they are marked at tretjuent intervals with the word “(’AV'I’It)N"’, both 
in English and in the vernacular. All supjtorts of high jiressiire aerial 
lines shall be similarly marked at fretpient intervals. 

CHAPTER VIII. 

AElUAIi LINES. 

Minim.uiu xlrent/th of rondurtorx of aerial litiex. —'['he owner of 
an at-rial line shall not use it for the supply of imergy unless each con¬ 
ductor has an actual Ibri-aking load of not less than 7t)tl lbs. :

—The owner of an aerial 
line shall ensun- that the conductors are attaidied to supports at intervals, 
not exceeding tJie safe limits based on the actual breaking load of the 
conductor and the factor of .safety pre.scriibed in rule fiS: 

Provided t.hat where such a line is erected in, over, along or aci-oss 
any street, the iu-terval shall not, without the consent in wr’ting of the 
Inspector, exceed 2s!(l feet. 

(57. ('oiiii-eel.ion irllli earth of nielal sapportx and xtay trirex .— 
(1) The owner of every aerial line supported by metal supjiorts .shall 
ensure that these support:- are permanently and efficiently earthed. For 
this purpose a continuous earth wire .securely fastened to each sujiport 
and connected with earth at four points in every mile, the spacing 
between the points Ibeiiig as nearly e(|uidistant as possible, .shall be, jiro- 
vided, or alternatively, each support shall be connected to an effective, 
earthing device.

Kri’i'lion or illfrralion of huildiiii/s. —fl) If, at any time si h- 
sp.iiuent to the erection of an aerial line, any person ]iro]ioses to erect a 
new huildine' or structure, whether permanent or temporary, or to make

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addition or iilleralion, lie shall, if such Imilding, structure, addition or 
alteration would, duriuf^ or aft«‘r l•o^slruc,lion. result in a contravention

(d) Where an aerial line crosses or is in ])roximity to an aei-ial line 
belotigijig to another person, the ownei- of the line which was last 
erected shall so |iro1ect it as to guard against tlie possilbilily of it.s 
coming into contact with the other aerial line. 

(4) A ))ersoii erecting or jiroposing to erect an aerial line wliich 
crosses or is in proximity to another aerial lim* may reiiuire the owner 
of the other aei'ial line within 1weiiiy-one days to ])rovide the protection 
referred to in sub-i'iile (.‘1). 

(o) In all eases refei-i-ed to in the jireceding sub-rule the (‘xpense oi 
making the guarding arrangenieiit shall the borne b> thi' person whf)se 
line was last erected. 

(U) Where two lines cross, the crossing shall ')e made as nearly at. 
right angles as the nature of the ca.se admits. 

(7) 'I’he guarding arrangement shall ordinarily be carried out !hy the 
owner of the posts on wliich it is made, and lie shall be • I'sponsible for 
its efficient maintenance. 

(H) All work reipiired to be done by or under t.his rule shall be 
carried out (o the satisfaction of the Inspector. 

70. Lines rrnssiiiy I In the <ase of a crossing over a 
trolley-wire the guarding shall fulfil the f dlowing conditions, namely — 

(//) whore, there is only one trolley-wire, two guard-wires shall be 
ereided as in the ajipcnded diagram A ; 

(h) Avliore there are two Irolle.V-wires and the distance het.ween 
them does not exceed 10 inches, two guard-wires shall be 
erected as in the appended diagram U; 

<c) where there are two trolley-wires and tlie distiinee between them 
exceeds 10 inelies but does not e.xeeed IS inelies, three 
guard-wires shall be erected as in the u])pended diagram CJ: 

u/) where there are two trolley-wires and llie distance between tliem 
exceeds 4<S irndies, each trolley-wire shall be sejiarately 
guarded as in tlie, apjieiided diagram 1); .

(/) where a telegrajih-line is liable to fall or be blown down upon 
an arm, stay-wire or span-w’ire, and so slide down upon a 
trolley-wire, guard hooks shall he jirovided to prexmut such 
sliding. 
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7(j. Guard-wires. —(1) Evciry g'uard-M’ire oliall be connectetl with the 
earth, at eut'h point at whit-.Ii its elertrical lunitiiiuity is liroken and, in 
the caHe of electrie tract ion-lines, shall also be connect’d, at intei vals of 
not more than five sjians, ■with the rails. 

(2) Every K'i>ard-\vire shall have an actual 'hreakinp load of not less 
than llhs., and shall, if made of iron tir steel, he galvanised. 

(d) Every p-uard-wire or cross-connected s.vstem of puurd-wires, shall 
have sufficient current-carrying capacity t(» ensure the rendering dead, 
till the contact has heeji removed, of any live-wire cominp into contact 
with it, without risk of fusing of the f'liard-wire or wires. 

(4) Every puard-wire or system of jfuard-wires and its suppoi'ts shall 
have sutlicient strenp-th to carry without hreakiup" the e.vtra loud whiidi 
may he (lut on them hy the fall of any or all the wires puariled. 

77. AIleriuiti re iiirluf ijuiiriiini). —Alternative methods of 
puardiup- may he snhstituted with the aj)proval of an Insjiector for those 
re(|uired by rule 7'> and rule 70. 

7S. Si'rrirr-liin‘.‘< from orrifti Hut x.— -So service-line oi- tai)j)inp shall 
Ihe taken off an aerial line e.\ce[>t at a point of support. 

7y. Gii/li /trt’xxiiff iieriiil Itiifx. —The owner of hiph jiressiire aerial 
lines shall not make them live niitil they have been ai)proved by an 
Inspector, and shall make arrangements t-o the satislaction of the 
lnsj)ector to prevent any j)erson from climihing n|) any of the sup])or1s 
witlmut the aiil <if a la<lder or special ai)|diancc wbili> the lines are in use. 

80, I'liiixcd ocriol iiiif. —(1) Where an aerial line erected in, over, 
along or ar-ross any streei or other public ])luce, ceases to be nseil as an 
electric su)i|dy-liTie, the owner shall maintain it in a safe nuadianical 
coudition in accoi'dancc with rule (i-S. or shall remove it. 

(2) Where any aerial line ceases to be n.sed as an electi'ic sii])|)ly- 
line, an lnspef-t<ir may by a notice served on the owjiei', require him to 
maintain it in a saf(‘ mechanical condition or to remove it within tifl(>en 
days of the receijit of the noti(te. 


CHAPTER iX. 


K hE(' ru 1(' TRAOTIO^. 

81. AJtHtioiitil nilcx for ftecl rtf Irax-.lioii. —(1) The rules in this 
(diajder uj)ply only where energy is used for |)i)rposes of traction : 

Frtjvided that nothing in this t'hapter shall a])j)ly to energy used for 
the public carriage of passengers, animals or goods on, or for Ihe light¬ 
ing or venlilatifin of the rolling-stock of, any railway or tramwav sub- 
IXoi lSlK). to the provisions of Ihe Indian Railways Act, IShl). 

(2) In this (lha]iler the condin-tor used for transmitting energy to a 
vehicle is referred to as the “line” and the other conductor as Ihe 
“ret urn”. 

(8) The owner of the. line, return, rails or trolley-wire, as the case 
may Ice, shall be responsible for the due observance of rules 82 to 94. 
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82. VressuTe of supply to vehicle. —No person shall supply energ^y 
at high pressure <»ii any Irolley-wire or other conductor used Jii direct 
electrical and itiechaiiical ctuiueclion with any vehicde, exce])t with the 
written api)roval of the j)riivincial Government and subject to such 
conditions as tlie provincial Governiuent may think reasonalde and 
projier in the circumstances. 

8'i. /Hsulalioii of htifs .—Every line shall he itisulahnl thrmigh- 

out. 

iS4. /usulotiou of reliirus. —(1) Where any rails on which cars 
run, or any conductors, laid hetween or within three feet of such rails, 
loi-m any jiarf of a return, such part may he uninsulated. All other 
returns or parts of a return shall he insulated, unle.ss the\ are of such 
conductivitv as to secure the conditions required hv the rule .So (2i and 
(3). 


(2) Where any j)art of a rciiirn is uuiiisuluted, it shall he connected 
with the negative terminal of tlie generator. 


.So. 1‘ro.nuniy to iiictoUir pipes, etc. —(1) Whei'c an uninsulated 
return is in j)roximity to any metallic J'ipe, stiaicture or suhstance. md 
helonging to the owner of the return, he shall, if so reriuired h\ the 
owner of such pilie. structure (»r suhstance. connect his return therewith 
a: the latter's exiiense. 

(2) Where the retiiin is partly or entirely uninsulated, the owjier 
shall, in the construction and maintenance of his sssteni. adopt such 
means for reduedng the ilitferejice produceil hv the current hetween the 
jiotential ol the uninsulated return at an\ one point and the potential 
ot the uninstilated return at ali.\ other point as to ensure tluit the 
difference (d' p(deutial hetween the uninsulated return and atis metallic 
])ipe, structure or suhstance in the vicinity shall not exceed font volts 
where tlie return is I'elafivel.v positive, or one anil one-third volts wliere 
the return is relatively negative. 

(2)) The owuier of any such pijie. structure-, m- suhstance as is 
referred to in sub-rule (2) may, in respect of it, require the owner ot 
the uninsulated return at reasonable times and intervals to ascertain h\ 
test in his presence, or in tluit of his rejiresentative, whether the condi¬ 
tion .sjiecified in sub-r>ile (2) is fulfilled; ainl, if such conilition is found 
to be fullilled, all reasonable expenses id', ainl incidental to. the cai'r\ing 
out of the test .shall he borne hy the ow'iier of the pipe, structure or 
substance. 


8fi. Dlffereiire of potential on return .—Where the return is j)artly 
or entirely uninsulated, the owner shall keep a <-ontinuous record itf the 
diiferenc.e of potential, during the working of his system, hetween 
every junction of an insulated return with an uninsulated return and 
the point on the route most distant from that junction, and the 
difference of ]>oteiitia,l .siiall not, uniler normal running conditions, 
exceed a mean value of seven volts between the highest momentary peak 
and the average for the hour of maximum load. 
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87. Leakage, on conduit gystem .—Where both the line and the 
return are plncicd within a etmdiiii, the followinff conditions shall be 
fulfilled in the construction and inuintenance of the system:— 

(a) where the rails are used to form any part of the return, they 
shall he electrically connected, at distances apart of not 
more than 100 feet, with the conduit by means of coppei' 
strips huviiip a cross-sectional area of at least one- 
sixteenth of a H(|uare inch or by other means of equal 
conductivity. Where the return is wholly insulated and 
contained within the c^onduit, the latter shall be connected 
with earth at the peiieratiiif? station or sub-station through 
an instniineiit suitable for the indication of any contact or 
jiartlul contact f)f either the line or the return with tlie 
conduit; and 

(h) the leakiiH'e-current shall be ascertained daily, before or after 
the hours of runninp, when the line is fully charg'ed; and, 
if at any time it is found to exceed one ampere per mile 
of sini^le tramway track, the transmission and use of ener^jv 
shall he suspended unless the leakage is stopjied within 
twenty-four hours. 


88. Leakage, on other than conduit xystem .—Where both the lini* 
and the return arc not placed within a conduit, the leakui^e-current 
shall he ascertained daily before or after the hours of running, when 
(he line is fully tdiarged, anti if at any time it is found to exceed one- 
half of an amjiere per mile of single tramway tratsk, the transmission and 
use of energy shall be suspentled unless the leakage is sfoppetl within 
twenty-four hours. 

89. Pax.ienger.i not to have access to electric circuit .—Precautions 
to the satistac-lion of an Inspector shall be taken by the owner of 
every vehicle to prevent— 

(a) the access of finssengers to any' portion of the electric circuil 
where thert? is danger from electric shock; 

(//) any metal hand-rail or ofher metallic substance liable to be 
ha lulled by passengers becoming charged. 


90. Current density in rails .—Where rails ou which cars run are 
used .Ts a return, (he current density in such rails shall not, under 
ordinary working conditions, exceed nine amperes per square inch of 
cr()sB-.section.Tl area. 

91. Isolation of sect Ions .—Every trolley-wire shall be constructed 
in sections not exceeding one mile in length, and means shall be 
provided for isolating each section. 

9t2. Aliniinii'iii size and strength, of trolley-wire .—No trolley-wire 
shall be of less cross-sectional area than eight one-hundredths of n 
square iindi or shall have an actual breaking load of less than 4,5(10 lbs. 

!);i. Tleight of trolle.y-wire and. length of span .—A trolley-wire or 
a traction-feeder on the same supports as a trolley-wire .shall nowhere 
be at a height from the surface of the street of less than 17 feet, except 
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where it iiasses under a hridfje or other fixed structure, or through or 
uloiiR' a tunnel or mine-shaft or the like, in which (jase it shall he 
suspended to the siitisfaction of an Inspector. The intervals between 
the Hupi)ortH shall not exceed 140 feet. 

04. Records.— {!) The owner shall, so far as is consistent with his 
system of workiii}?, keep the followiiiR' records, namely:— 

{a) daily records showinff:— 

the maximum working current from the source of siip])ly; 
the maximum workinic pressure at the source of supply; 
tl>e difference of potential, us required hy rule 8(>; and 

the leakaf'e-current (if nny), ns required hy rtilc 87 and rule 
88; and 

(6) occasional records showinp— 

every test made under rule 86 (2') and (3); 

every stoppa^’e of leakatre. toffether with the time occupied; and 

])nrticiilars f)f any ahnormal occurrence affecting the electrical 
working’ of the system. 

(2) These rej^ords shall he open to inspection hy an Inspector or 
hy any j)erson aiithorised in writiiijj hy an Ins]>ector. 

CHAPTER X. 

ADDITIONAL I'EEf’ACTTlONS TO BE ADOPTED IN MINES AND 

OIL-FIELDS. 

95. Application of Chapter. —(1) The rules in this Chapter apply 
only:— 

(a) where enerpy is used in mines where the provisions of Part III 
of the Act apiily: and 

(h) where energy is used in oil-fields. 

(2) In mines the rules in this Chapter do not apply to apparatus 
used above pround, exceptinp such apparatus ns may direedly affect the 
safety of ])ersons below pround. 

96. Responsihility for ohservance. —(1) It sliall he the duty of the 
owner,.upent, or manaper of the mine, or of the apeiit of any company 
operatinp in the oil-field, or of the owner of one or more drilled wells 
situated in the oil-field, to comply with and enforce the followinp rules 
and it shall he the duty of all persons emjdoyed to conduct their work 
in ac/Cordance with the rules. 

(2) An luithorised person shall ho on duty in every mine or r>il-field 
wliile enerpy is heinp used therein. 

97. Notices .—(!) On or before the first day of February in every 
year in every oil-field returns pivinp the size and type of apparatus 
and any particulars as to the circumstances of its use which may he 
required hy the Insjioctor shall he sent hy the persons specified in rule 
90 in the form set out in Annexure IX. 

(2) This rule docs not apply to telephones and sipnallinp a])parut.u.s 
or to low pressure installations for lighting only.

98. Plans. —(1) A correct plan on the same scale as the plan kept 

at the mine, in fulfilment tif ilie refjuirements of the Indian Mines Act, IV of 
1923, shall he kept in Ihe office at fhe mine sliowinff the jiositioii of all 
fixed a])paratuH ,n.iid conductors in the mine, other than lifflils, 
telephones or aiffunlliuK apparatus, or cahles for the same.

(31 A sin)ilar jilan. on siicli scale as the Governor (IcTieral in f'oiinc.il 
may require, shall he kept in fhe oftlee of the licensee or j)erson 
transmittiTio' or distrihutinp enerffv in a mine t)r oil-fiehl, sliowin^ the 
])osition of jill electric su|iply-lines under his control. 

(4) The ]iln.ns re(]uired hy this rule sliall he corrected every six 
months, and the dates of correction entered on them hy the MamiKer 
of the mine or wells or the owner <if the wells, ami they .shall he produced 
to an Inspector or an Inspector of Mines at any t.ime on his request, 

99. Ijiiih.tinfj, rovi-nniniralions nnj firr prrcnvlions. —(1) In a 
mine lifjfhted hy eleetric.ilA', one or more safety lamps or f)ther prrqier 
lij^hts shall he kept continuou.sly hurninp in all places where failure of 
the electric lin'lit at an.\' time woiilil he likely to cause danper. 

(2) EtTicient means shall he jwovided in every mine for coniTiiuni- 
catijip hetween the ]dace in which the switchfrear proviilcd under 
suh-rulc (1) of rule lOfl is erected anil the shaft-hot tom or jnain 
distrihutinp centre in the mine. 

(31 Ajiplinnces for extinfruishinjf fires shall h(> ke])l ready for 
immediate use in every idace in a mine containing ajqiaratns, other 
than cahles, telephones and .sifjnalliup apparatus. 

100. Isolation and fir-lnp of tran.s former, switch fjrar, etc .— 

(11 Where necessary to prevent danijer nr mechanical damaffc, 
transformers and switchfrear slndl he placinl in a sp])arate room, com¬ 
partment, or hox. 

(21 TTnless the apparntns is .so constructed, protected, and worked 
ns to nhviate the risk of fire, no inflammahle material shall he used in 
the eonstrnction of any room, compartment, or hox containing' 
apparatus, or in the construction of anv of the fittinsrs therein. Each 
such room, compartment, or hox .shall he snhstantially constructed and 
.shall he kept dry. 

(31 Adequate workinp space and means of access clear of ohstruc- 
tioii and free from danp-er shall, so far as circumstances iiermit, he 
provided for all apparatus that has to he worked or attended to, and 
all handles intended to he operated shall he conveniently placed for that 
purpose. 

101. Method of rarthinr/. —Where earthinp is nec.essary it shall he 
carried out in a mine hy connection to an earthinp system at the. 
surface of the mine, in a manner ap]»roved h.v an Inspector. 

102. Earth or fault defectors. —(11 Earth or fault detectors or 
recorders .shall he connected u]) in every .system in a mine to show 
immediately an.v defect in the insulation of the system. 

(2) The reading's of these instruments shall he recorded daily in 
a book kept at the generating station, suh-slation or switch room. 
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{(1) the metallic covering of every cable sliall be— 

(i) electrically contiiiuonH throughout; 

(ii) earthed, if it in required by sub-rule (1) of rule 103 to la; 

earthed, by a connection t(» the eiirthing systeiri of not 
leas conductivity than the aame length of the said 
nietalHc covering; 

(iii) efficiently protected againat corrosion where iiecicsaary; 

(iv) of a conductivity at all imrts and at all joints at least equal 

to 50 per cent, of the conductivity of tlie largest cf)ii- 
ductor enclosed by the said nietallic covering; and 

(v) where there may be risk of igniting gas, coal-dust, or other 
inflainninlde material, so constructed as to prevent, as 
far as is pra ficable, the occurrence of open sparking as 
the result of any fault or leakage from live conductors; 

Provided that, where two single-core cables ])rotected by 
metallic; covering bonded togelher in accordamre with 
clause (f) of this rule are xised tor a circuit, tlic conducti¬ 
vity of each of the said metallic coverings at all j)arts and 
at all joints shall be at least ecpial to 25 per cent, of the 
conductivity of the conductor encloseil thereby; 

{(•■) cables and condu<;tors wbere joined up to motors, transformers, 
switchgear, and other apparatus, shall b(> installed so that - 

(ij they are nu'chanically protected by securely atta(;hing tin; 
metallic covering to the apparatus; and 

(ii) the. insulating material at each cable (>ml is efficiently sealed 
NO as to prevent the diminution of its insulating ])ro- 
perties. 

Where necessary to i>revent abrasion or to secure gas-tightness 
there shall be jxroperly constructeial glands or bushes; and 

(f) unarmoured cables or conductors, shall be either conveyed in 
I)ll)eH or casings or Huspended from efficient insulators by 

• Jiieuus of some nou-conducting material which will not (;ut 
the covering and xvhich will prevent contae-t with any timber- 
. ing or metal work. If separate uncased wires arc used, they 
shall be kept at least one and a half inches apart and shall 
not be brought together exce])l at Ian ps, switches and 
fittings. 

108. Flexible cables. —(1) Flexible cables for portable ai)i>aratuH 
shall be two-core or multi-core unless they arc required for electric; weld¬ 
ing, and shall be covered with insulating material which shall be 
efficiently protecteil froju mechanical damage. Tf a flexible metallic; 
covering is used either as the outer conductor of a concentric system 
or as a means cjf protection from mechanic-al damage, it shall not be 
used l)y itself to form an earth conductor for the portable aiqxaratus, but 
it inuy be used for that purpose in conjunction with an earthing core. 
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(2) Every flexible cable fcr portable apparatus shall be connected 
to the system and to the portable ajiparutus by a properly constructed 
connector, 

(3) At every point where flexible cables are joined to main cables 
a switch shall be provided which is capable of entirely cutting olf tlie 
pressure from the flexible cables. 

(4) Every flexible cable attached to a i)ortable niacliine shall be 
examined periodically by the person authorised to work the machine, 
and, if such cable is used underground, he shall examine it at least once 
in each shift. If such (iable is found to be damaged or defetdive, it 
shall forthwitli be repla<ieil b.y a spare cable in good (toudition, and 
shall not again be used until it has been j)roperly repaired. 

109. PoTtable nuich.ines .—The jK'rson authorised to work an elecv 
trically driven coal-<!utter or other portable machine sliall not leave the 
machine while it is working and shall, before leaving the place where 
such machine is working, ensure that the ])ressure is cut olf from the 
flexible truiling-eul)]e which su}>)>lies such niacliine. 'rrailing-caliles 
sluall not lie dragged along by the niacliine when working. 

110. Sundry precautionn. —(1) All apparatus shall be kept clear of 
obstruction and free from tiust, dir( and moisture. 

(2) Inflammable or exiilosive material shall not be stored in any 
room, comiiartment, or box containing apparatus, or in the vicinity of 
upiiaratus. 

(3) Should there be a fault in any circuit, the part affected shall be 
made dead without delay, and shall remain .so until the fault has been 
remedied. 

(4) While lamps are being changed the prcs.sure shall be cut off. 

(h) No lumiiholder shall be in metallic connection with the guard or 
other metal work of a jiortable lum]i. 

111. _ Prrctiutious irherr. yas e.rist.it. —(1) In any jiarl of a mine or 
oil-fleld in which inflammable gas or vapour, whether normally jiresent 
tir not, i.s likely to occur in (|uantity sufficient to be indicative of 
danger, and in any working approaching such part, the following addi¬ 
tional reiiuirements shall be satisfied as regards all ajiparatus: - 

(a) all cables, apjiaratus, signalling wires and signalling instru¬ 
ments shall be so constriicted, installed, ^irotected, worked 
and imiintained, that in the normal working thereof there 
shall he no ri.sk of opmi s]iarking; 

(h) all motors shall be so constructed that, when any part is live, 
all rubbing contacts (such as conimntators and .sliji-rings) 
are so urranged or enclosed as to prevent open sparking; 

(c) the pn»ssure shall be cut off the ajiparatus immediately if ojieii 
sparking occurs, and during the whole time that examination 
or adjustment di.sclosing jairts liable to open sjairking is 
being made. llie pre.s.sure .shall not be switched on ag„in 
until the ajijiaratus has beim examined by the electrician or 
one of his duly ajiiiointed a.s.sistants and the defect, if any, 
has been remedied or the adjustment made; 
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(<7) ©very electric lamp shall be enclosed in an air-tight fitting, and 
the lam]) globe shall be hermetically sealed; and 

(e) a safety lain]) shall be j*rovided and kept continually burning 
near each motor when working and, should the a])pearance 
of the flame of such safety lamp indicate the j)reHence of in- 
tiammahle gas, the pressure shall be cut ofl‘ immediately 
from all n}>paratu8 in the vicinity and the matter shall be 
rejiorted forthwith to an official of the mine. 

(2) If at any time in any i)lue,o the percentage of inflammable gas 
in the general body of the air is found to exceed one anil a quarter, the 
suj)ply of energy shall be <'.ut oft' immediately from all cables and 
ap])uratus in that place and .shall not be recommenceil so long as the 
percentage of inflammable gas excee«ls that amount. 

112. Shoi-firiny. — (1) When shot-firing is being carried on 
adequate jirecautions shall be taken to protect conductors and a])j)aratUB 
from injury. 

(2) Current from lighting or power circuits shall not be iiseii for 
firing shots. 

],3) Shot-tirinp cables shall be covered and protected as provided by 
rule 108 for flcxihh’- cables. Adequate precautions .shall be taken to 
prevent them from touching other cables and ai>i)aratus. 

113. Siipuilliny. —Where electrical signalling is used:—• 

(fl) iule(|uate precautions shall lie taken to prevent signal and tele¬ 
phone wires fnmi touching cables and other apparatus; 

(b) the jiressure used in any one circuit shall not exceed 25 volts; 

and 

(c) contact makers shall be so con8tructe<l us to prevent the acci¬ 

dental closing of the circuit. 

114. /Juiilaye. —Haulage by electric loct.motives on the overhead 
t)olley-wire system, at pressures not exta'eding medium, and haulage by 
storage butteiy locomotives, may be u.sed with the ])rior consent in 
writing of an Jnsju-ctor, and subject to such conditions afl'octiiig safety 
as he may impose. 

115. Siipcrrixuni .— (1) An electrician .shall be a]»point.ed in writing 
by the owner, agent or manager of the mine or by the agent or the 
owner of one or moi'c wells in an oil-field to sui)ervise the apparatus. 
If nece.ssary for the projsT fulfilment of the diities detailed in this 
rule, one or more assistants to the e](»ctrician shall be apis)intcd by the 
aforesaid authority. 

(2) Every per.son ni)[siint.ed to work, 8U])ervi.sc, examine, or adjust 
any apparatus .shall be comj»etent for the Work that he iS set to do. 
Ko jierson except the electrician, or u_ coiiq)eteut iHfrson acting under 
his Nupervi.sion, shall undertake any work where, in order admiuately 
to avoid dun,gcr, technical knowledge or exiH*ricnce is required. 

(3) The electrician shall be resiwn.siblc f))r the proper perfcniuance 
by himself or by au as.sistant ap]K>inte<l under suls-rulo (1) of the 
following duties, miniely:— 

(i) the thorough examination of all ajmaratus ^including the test¬ 
ing of earth conductors and metallic covenngs for continuity) 
as often as may be necessary to prevent danger; and 
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(ii) the exaiuiiiation and tcHliiiff of all new apparatus, and of all 
apimratus re-ereeted in the mine before it is put up into 
service in a new iwsition. 

(4) In the absence of the electrician for more than three days the 
owner, agent or manager of the. mine or the agent or owner of one or 
more oil-wells in an oil-field shall appoint in writing on efficient sul>- 
stitute. 

(5) The electrician or the substitute apjtointed for him under sub- 
rule (4) shall keep at the mine or oil-field a lo,g-book made up of daily 
log-sheets kept in the form set out in Annexure X. The log-book 
shall be prodnce<l at any time on re<juest loan Insjjector of Mines or an 
Insjwctor.

Research Scholarships to he awarded in 1937. 

Three Besearch Scholarships will bo award¬ 
ed for the oncouraffeincut of origrinal research 
to candidates who have high and s]>ecial qua¬ 
lifications and appear to be likely to conduct 
original research with success. The value of 
each scholarship is Its. 75 a month. 

2. Ordinarily one scholarship will be 
awarded annually to a student who projioses to 
carry on original research in scientific sub¬ 
jects, including such branches as natural and 
physical science, chemistry, mathematical 
science, etc., and another scholarship will 
similarly be awarded ft)r research in literary 
subjects, including such branches as lan¬ 
guages, comparative philology, paluiograpby, 
epigraphy, philosophy, history, archmology, 
anthropology, etc., and the third scholarshij) 
will be awarded for research either in scienti¬ 
fic or in literary subjects. No application for 
a research scholarship wiU be considered 
unless a candidate submits certificates show¬ 
ing that he lias the capacity for undertaking 
the research proposed and a programme of 
work indicating a definite course of enquiry. 

3. Election will be made in the first 
instance for one year only, with effect from 
the Ist July 1937, hut a scholarship may be 
renewed from year to year up to the limit of 
three years, provided the scholar has through¬ 
out the year vigorously prosecuted original 
research in the subject selected by him. 

4. Each candidate for a scholarship should 
submit his application through the head of the

Director of Public Instruction, Bengal, on or 
before the 10th May next, and must produce 
evidence of having passed from a College or 
other institution in Bengal the M.A. or M.Sc.

He 
must state as definitely as possible the subject 
or part of the subject in which he intends, if 
elected to a scholarship, to carry on his ori¬ 
ginal investigation.

1. Two claasea of students are admitted to the college: — 

(1) Civil pvpils’ cUus. —^Admission to this class is restricted to 
students, male or female, who were born within or whose parents are 
domiciled within the territorial jurisdiction of the Calcutta University. 
Three students are also eligible for admission from the Dacca University 
urea and three from the Dacca Intermediate Board. Students from 
other provinces and from Indian States for whom places have been 
reserved are also eligible for admission to the college. 

Only students who intend to take the M. B. examination of the 
Calcutta University are admitted to this class. 

(2) Military pupils’ class. —Only European or Anglo-Indian students 
are admitted to this class (see separate prospectus for military pupils 
whose admission is regulated by the Director-General, Indian Medical 
Service). 

Note.—C asual students are not admitted. No students lue admitted other than 
those in one or other of the above classes. 

2. The minimum preliminary qualification for admission is the 
First Glass Pass certificate of the I. Sc. examination of the Calcutta 
University with Physics, Chemistry and Mathematics or an examina¬ 
tion recognised as equivalent to it. This rule may be relaxed in favour 
of Muhammadan students and such candidates having passed the said 
examination in the second division may be admitted, provided they are 
otherwise considered suitable, to make uj) the number allotted for the 
Muhammadan students. In assessing the (‘laims of those eligible for 
admission special weight will, be attached to proficiency in English. 

3. (a) Female students qualified under rules 1 and 2 will be 
admitted to the college, provided there is a vacancy in the Swarnamoyee 
Hostel in which all female students must reside. For special reasons 
to be recorded in writing, the Principal may allow any female student 
to reside outside this Hostel. 

(6) Female students studying in the college but belonging to pro¬ 
vinces other than Bengal and not domiciled in Bengal will pay rents 
for accommodation in the Swarnamoyee Hostel.

4. The session commences with the summer term which begins on 
the 15th June and ends on the day before the commencement of the 
Diirga PujA holidays. The winter term commences on the day after 
close of the Diirga Puja holidays and ends on the 31st March.

5. All applications direct from new students in Bengal for admis¬ 
sion to the college should be accompanied by a fee of Rs. 4 which will 
not be refunded. 

All new students must apply for admission to the Principal, Medical 
College,' Calcutta, in the prescribed form, available in his office before 
the 25th May except in the following cases: — 

(а) Students from other provinces for which places are reserved 
should apply to the Inspector-General, Civil Hospitals, of those pro¬ 
vinces for admission within such dates as that officer may prescribe. 

(б) The candidates from Indian States will be nominated by the 
States themselves.

Preference for admission will usually be given to candidates who 
have superior qualifications, but the final selection lies entirely with 
the Selection Committee appointed by Government. 

(a) Besides the students nominated by the Indian States under rale 
5 (b), one student will be nominated by the Inspector-General of Civil 
Hospitals, Central Provinces, six students (including one female 
student) by the Inspector-General, Civil Hospitals, Assam, and six by 
the authorities mentioned in rule 5 (c). 

These students must possess the qualifications mentioned in rule 2 
and the nomination must reacdi the Principal, Medical College, Calcutta, 
before the 10th June each year, failing which the vacancies will be 
filled with local candidates.

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(a) A student who without leave absents himself from the College 
or In's hostel for more than one month, shall be removed from the rofls 
of the College, if the College Council so recommend. No refund of fees 
paid (;an be claimed in such cases. 

Fees other than caution money once paid cannot be refunded except 
to those whose claim for refund is tenable under rule 17. The levy, 
accounting and disxjosal of caution money will bp governed by the 
rules prescribed under Government order No. 1689Medl., dated the 24th 
May 1932. 

9. Forms of application for admission will be issued from the 16th 
April and received up tf» the 25th May every year. 

10. Failed students must apply for admission and pay the fees 
within the date pre.scrihed by the Principal, otherwise their claim will 
lapse.

14. The fee for certificates issued to «’ivil students leaving the 
college before completing their study shall be Rs. 40 for each course of 
lec^tures and iiractical cla.s.ses and Rs. 30 for every three months of 
hospital' i)ractice. 

[In calculating the s\im to be paid under'this rule the .imount of 
college fees paid by the student .(or in the <'aBe of a student enjoying a

15. Students who fail to appear at or to pass the Final M. B. 
Examination shall immediately on readmission after failure, pay fees 
each term at the rate of Rs. 25 for each of the subjecits in which they 
are to ajipear at the subsequent examination. 

16. The fee for iiost-graduate students undergoing a course of 
training in the Pathological, Bacteriological, Physiological or Chemical 
Laboratory is Rs. 90 for a period not excetiding six months. 

17. Students who hold 8cholarHhii)8 awarded by the Government 
of Bengal or Government scholarships awarded by the Board of Inter¬ 
mediate and Secondary Education, Dacca, and all holders of Mohsin 
Stipend irrespective of the authority granting such stipend are not 
req\iired to pay the annual fee of Rs. 200 for the year_ in which they 
hold such Hcliolarships if they are natives of Bengal or if their parento 
arc domiciled in Bengal.

Test Examinations in tihese subjects will be held during the course. 
Students who fail* in these Test Examinations will not be sent up for 
the Third M.B. Examination. This year’s curriculum also includes 
lectures on Medicine, Clinical Medicine, Surgery, Dental Surgery 
(Optional), Midwifery, 20 Demonstrations in Practical Midwifery and 
Hospital Practicie for 12 mouths. Students who fail* four times to 
pass the Third M.B. Examination will not be allowed to continue in 
the M.B. Course, but will be transferred to the Membership Course 
of the State Medical Fac.ulty of Bengal.

20. The following are the scholarships and rewards obtained by

Mots. —Only students of Bengal are allowed to compete for these scholarships. 
40 per cent, is the pass mark for Text Examinations, 60 per cent, in the af^eeate 
must be obtained by a candidate to be eligible for a scholarship. AU sohoUtrships 
are granted subject to good conduct and satisfactory progress. 

(f) Six Government scholarships (one for each year) of the value 
of Rs. 25 will be awarded to the female students of the regular classes 
who do not hold DuJEeriu or other scholarships except Mrs. Mary 
Chandra’s Scholarship. 
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(a) Mohsin scholarsJdps .—Six Btipends of the value of Rs. 15 each 
tenable in the Medical College, Calcutta, are annually awarded by the 
Director of Public Instruction from the Mohsin Endowment Fund to 
deserving poor Bengali Muhammadan students in the following 
manner: — 

Two scholarshps on admission tenable for one year only on the 
result of the I. Sc. Examination. 

Two scholarships tenable for two years on the result of the Preli¬ 
minary Scientific M. B. Examination. 

Two scholarships on admission tenable for three years on the result 
of the First M. B. Examination subject to their passing the Second 
and Third M. B. Examinations in regular course. 

(h) A limited number of stipends will be granted to Muhammadan 
students in straitened circumstuncses who must prove to the satisfaction 
of the Principal that they are poor and deserving Bengali Muhammadan 
students. 

21. If on account of the death, resignation or dismissal of any 
college scholar a scholarship falls vacant, such a scholarship for the 
remainder of its tenure will be awarded to the next best student in 
the list of the first scholarship examination or to such other students 
as the Principal may consider fit. 

22. Holders of college scholarships, any other Government scholar¬ 
ships or Trust Fund Scholarships administered by Government are not 
eligible for the Durga Charan Luha Scholarship. Similarly a student 
already holding a scholarship, either on the results of the University 
Examination or gi'anted by Government, is not eligible to compete for 
the college scholarships. 

23. Civil students who at any time are kept back for a second year 
of study, in all the subjects of one curriculum, are thereby rendered 
ineligible for any of the stipendiary scholarships awarded by the Govern¬ 
ment of Bengal. They are, however, eligible for the special scholar¬ 
ships, Mohsin Stipends and class i)rizes and medals and c.ertificatcs of 
honour of the (lollege except the Sir Frank Connor Memorial Prize for 
whi(!h only the regular studcJits are eligible. 

24. Certificates of honour to the number of three in each subject, 
may be awarded by the Professor, subject to the sanction of the 
Principal, to students who have not obtained the medal but are deemed 
worthy of it (on the result ()f the test examination in that subject or 
any special Honours Examination held for tlie purpose).

Tho following Act of tbo Indian Legislntiiro received 
the assent of tht! Governor General on the 4th March, 1937, 
and is hereby promulgated for general information ;— 


Act No. VI of 1937. 

An Act to make certain further provisions respecting the law of 
arbitration in British India. 

Whekkas India was a Slate signatory to the Protocol 
on Arbitration Clauses set forth in thi* Eirst Seliediile, and 
to the Convenlion on the Kxeeution of Foreign Arbitral 
Awards set forlli in the Second Sehc<lu]e, subject in each 
case to a rcservution of the right to limit its obligations in 
respect thereof to c{>ntra(!ts which are considered ns commer¬ 
cial under the law in force in Hritish India : 

Anu WiiEiiEAS il is exfKslieiit, for the purjiose of giving 
effect to th<? said I’rotocol and of enahling tlie said Convention 
to become operative in Hritish India, to rnaki^ certain further 
provisions respecting the law of arbit ration ; 

It is hertiby enacted as follows : - 


1. (7) This Act may 1 hi called the Arbitration (Protocol 
and Convention) Act, 1937. 

(2) It extends to the whole of British India, including 
British Baluchistan and the Sonthal Parganas. 

(3) The provisions of this Act. except this seiition. shall 
have effect only from such dak* as the Governor (li'iieral 
in (.'ouncil may. by notification in the Gazette of India, 
appoint in this behalf, ami the Governor General in Council 
ma,' appoint different dates for the coming into (‘Ifeet of 
different provisions of the Act. 

2 . In this Act “foreign nwanl ” means an award on 
differences relating to mutters considered as commercial 
under the law in force in British India, imadi* after the 2.Sth 
day of July, 1924,— 

(ft) in jtursunnee of an agreement for arbitration to 
which the Protocol set forth in the First Schedule 
applies, and 

(6) between persons of whom one is subject to the juris¬ 
diction of some on«( of smJi Pf)wers as the Governor 
General in Council, being sati.sfied that reciprocal 
provisions have, bec'n mad»*. may, by n itification 
in the Gazette of India, declare to be jjurties to 
the Convention set forth in the Second Schedule, 
and of whom the other is subjf’ct to the jurisdic¬ 
tion of some other of the Powers aforesaid, and 

(c) in one of sueh territories as the Governor General in

and for the purposes of this Act an award shall not be deemed 
to be final if any proceedings for the purpose of eontesting 
tho validity of the award are ponding in the country in which 
it was mmle.

it was signed by India appiies, or any person claiming through 
or under liim, commences any legal proceedings in any Court 
against any other party to the submission or any person 
claiming through or under him in respect of any matter agreed 
to be referred, any party to such legal proceedings may, at any 
time after appearance and liefore filing a written statement 
or taking any other steps in the proceedings, apply to the 
Court to stay the proceedings ; and the Court unless 
satisfied that the agreement or arbitration has tiocome 
inoperative or cannot proceed, or that there is not in 
fact any dispute between the parties with regard to the 
matter agreed to be referred, shall make an order staying 
the proceedings.

onforcuig a foreign award shall be construed as including 
roferent«8 to relying on an award. 


6 . (1) Any person interested in a foreign award may 

apply to any Court having jurisdiction over the subject- 
matter of the award that the award be tiled in (U)url. 

(2) The application shall lie in writing and shall be 
numbered and n^gisteretd ns a suit between tlu' applicant 
as plain till and the other jiartios as defendants. 

(3) The Court shall direct notice to bo given to the 
parties to the arbitration, other than the aj)])licant, 
requiring them to show cause, within a tinui spocilied, 
why the award should not be liled. 


6 . (i) Wliore the Court is satisfied tliat the foreign 

awaal is oiifor(!eable under this Act, the Court shall 
order the award to bo liled and shall proceed to pro¬ 
noun ce judgment according to the award. 

(2) Upm the.judgment so pronounced a decree shall 
follow, and uo appeal shall lie from -such decreo except 
in so far as the decree is in excess of or not in accordance 
with the award. 


7. (/) In order that a foreign award may be enforce¬ 

able under this Act it must have 

(а) been niado in pursuance of an agreement for 

arbitration which was valid under tho iaw by 
which it was governed. 

(б) been made by tho tribunal provided for in the 

agnieinont or constituted in manner agreed 
upon by tho parties, 

(f.) been made in conformity with tho law governing 
the arbitration procedure, 

(d) become final in the country in which it was 

made, 

(e) been in rospect of a matter which may law¬ 

fully be referred to arbitration under tlie law 
of British India, 

and the enforcement thereof must not bo contrary to 
the public policy or the law of British India. 
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(2) A foreign award shall not be onforoeablo under 
this Act if the Court dealing with the ca.se is satisfiod 
that— 

(a) the award has been annulled in tlio country 

in which it was made, or 

(b) tlie party against whom it is sought tv”, enforce 

tlie award was not given notice of the arbitra¬ 
tion proceedings in suflicierit time to enable 
him to present his ca.so, or was under some 
legal incapacity and was not properly repre¬ 
sented, or 

(c) the award does not lieal with all the questions 

referred or contains decisions on matters 
beyond the scope of the agreement for arbitra¬ 
tion : 

Provided that if the award dinvs not deal with all ques¬ 
tions referred the Court may, if it thinks fit, either post¬ 
pone the enforcement of the award or order its enforce¬ 
ment subject to the giving of such security by the person 
setiking to enforce it as the Court may think itit. 

(3) Tf a party seeking to resist the enforcement of a 
foreign award proves that the^^ is any ground other than 
the non-existence of the conditions specified in clau.ses (n), 
(h) and (c) of sub-section (/), or the exdstence of the condi¬ 
tions specified in clauses (b) and (c) of sub-section (2), en- 
tif.ling him to contest the validity of Ihcv awani, the (kmrt. 
may, if it thinks fit. either refn.se to enforce the award or 
adjourn the hearing until after the expination of such jssriod 
as appears to the Court to be reionai)ly sufficient to enable 
that party to take tlu' nece-ssary steps t o have the award 
annulled by the competent tribunal. 

Evidence. 8 . (7) The party seeking to enforevo a foreign award 

must produce— 

(а) the original award or n copy thereof duly authen¬ 

ticated in manner required by the law of t he eountry

(б) evidence })roving that the award has become final : 

and 

(c) such evidence a.s may be necessary to jvrove that 
the award i.s a fonngn award and that the conditions 
mentioned in ehnises (a), (b) and (c) of snb-.section (J) 
of section 7 arc satisfied, 

(2) Wlierc any iloeuraent requiring to be jvrodiieed under 
Buh-section (7) is in a foreign language, the |)arty seeking to 
enforce the award shall prorluce a translation into English 
cortified as eorretvt by a diplomatic or consular agent. <3f the 
country to which that party belongs or tverlilied as correct 
ill such other manner as may be siiflicieiit according to the 
law in force in British India. 


Saving. 9 . Nothing in this Act shall— 

(o) prejudice any rights which any ))er8on would have 
had of enforcing in British India any award or of 
availing himself in British India of any aw-ard if

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THE FII^T SCHEDULE. 

Protocol on Arbitration Clausxs. 

■■— 

The undersigned, being duly authorised, declare that 
they accept, on behalf of the countries which they represent, 
the following provisions : 

1. Each of the Contracting States recognises the validity 
of an agreement whether relating to existing or future 
differences between parties subject respectively to the juris¬ 
diction of different Contracting States by which the parties to 
a contract agree to submit to arbitration all or any differences 
that may arise in cotuiection with such contract relating to 
commercial matters or to any other matter capable of 
settlement by arbitration, whether or not the arbitration is to 
take place in a country to whose jurisdiction none of the 
parties is subject. 

Each Contracting State reserves the'right to limit the 
obligation mentioned above to contracts which are consider¬ 
ed as commercial under its national law. Any Contracting 
State which avails itself of this right will notify the Secretary- 
General of the League of Nations in order that the other 
Contracting States may jc ho informed. 

2. The arbitral procedure, including the constitution 
of the Arbitral Tribtinal, shall be governed by the will of 
the parties and by the law of the countrj' in whose territory 
the arbitration takes place. 

The (Contracting States agree to facilitate all stops 
in the procedure which require to bo taken in their own 
territories in accordance with the provisions of their law 
governing arbitral procedure applicable to existing differences. 

3. Each Contracting State undertakes to ensure the 
execution by its authorities and in accordance with the 
provisions of its national laws of arbitral awards made 
in its own territory under the preceding articles. 

4. The Tribunals of the Contracting Parties, on being 
seized of a dispute regarding a contract made between 
persons to whom Article 1 applies and including an Arbitration 
Agreement whether referring to present or future differences 
which is valid in virtue of the said article and capable of 
being carried into effect, shall refer the parties on the appli¬ 
cation of either of them to the deiasion of the Arbitrators.' 

.Such reference shall not prejudice the competence of the 
judicial tribunals in case the agreement or the arbitration 
cannot proceed or Ixjoomos inoptirative. 

5. The present Protocol, which shall remain open for 
signature by 'all States, shall bo ratifiod. The ratiffcation 
shall be deposited as soon as possible with the Secrotary- 
General of the League of Natiqns, who ^^shall notify such 
deposit to all the Signatory States. 

(5. The present Protocol will come into force os soon 
as two ratifications have been deposited. Thereafter it 
will take effect, in the cos*? of each C'ontracting State, one 
month after the notification by the Secretary-General of the 
deposit of its ratification. 

7. The present Protocol may be denounced by any 
Contracting State on giving one year’s notice. Denun¬ 
ciation shall be effected by a notification addressed to the 
Secretary-General of the League, who will immediately 
transmit copies of such notification to all the other Signatory 
States and inform them of the date on which it was received. 
The denunciation shall take effect one year after the date 
on which it was notified to the Secretary-General, and shall 
operate only in respect of the notifying State. 

8. The Contracting States may declare that their 
acceptance of the present Protocol does not include any 
or all of the undermentioned territories : that is to say, their 
oolouies, overseas possessions or territories, irotoctorates 
or the territories over which they exercise a mandate. 


[Part V 
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The said States may siibsequontly adhere separately 
on behalf of any territory thus excluded. The Secretary- 
General of the League of Nations shall be informed as soon 
as possible of such ^hesions. He shall notify such adhesions 
to all Signatory States. They will take effect one month 
after the notification by the Secretary-General to all Signatory 
States. 

The CJcjiitracting Stat4;.s may also denounce the Protocol 
separately on l)ehalf of any of the territories referred to 
above. Article 7 applies to such denunciation. 


THE SEOOND SCHEDULE. 

Convantion on tho Exocuiion of Foreign Arbitral Awards. 

Article. I .—ill the lerritories of any High (Contracting 
Party to which the present Convention njiplies, an arbitral 
awaiil made in fiur.suanee of an agrei-nient, whether relating 
to existing or future diflFerenef's (hereinafter called “ a siih- 
inission to arhiiration ”) eov'ered by the Protocol on Arbitra¬ 
tion (ilan.ses opened at (Tcneva on September ^-flh, 1!123, .shall 
be recognised as binding and shall he imforced in accordance 
with the rules of the procedure of the ti'rritory where the 
award is relied upon, jirovided that the said award has been 
made in a territory of one of (he High Contracting Parties to 
which the {iri'scnt. (Convention applies and between jiersons 
who are siilijeet. to the jurisdii-tion of one of tho High (.'on- 
tracting Parties. 

To obtain such recognition or enforcement, it shall, further, 
be lu'cc'ssary : 

(tf) That the award ha.s been made in pursuance of a sub¬ 
mission to arhitrat ioii which is valid under the law 
applicable thereto ; 

(6) That the siiliject-iuatler of the award is capable of 
scltkuticiii by arhiiration uialer the law of the 
country in whieh the award is sought to he relied 
upon ; 

(r.) That t he award has been made by the .Arbitral Tribunal 
provideil for in the suhinission to arbitration nr 
constituted in the ’nanner agri'cd upon by tin' 
parties nn<l in eonforniity witli the law governing 
the arbitration proeeilure ; 

(d) That, the award has l«-eonie final in the. country in 
which it has Iweii made, in the sen.se that it will not 
1 h' considered as such if it is open to opposition, appcl 
or pourvoi cn cassation (in the countries where such 
forms of procedure <*xist) or if it is (iroved that any 
jiroei'cdings for the? purpo.se of contesting the validity 
of the award are jiending ; 

(c) That t he recognition or eiiforeeinent of tiie award is not 
conl.rary to the public policy or to the jwinciples 
of the law of the country in which it is s(jiight to bo 
relied upon. 

Articlr 2. -Even if the eoiulitions laid down in Article 1 
hereof are fulfilled, rceomiilioii and enforcement of the award 
shall he refuscwl if the Court is satisfied : 

(a) That the award bus b<»eii annulled in the country in 

which it was made; 

(b) That, the party against whom it is sought to use the 

award was not given iiotiix* of the arbitration proceed¬ 
ings in sufficient time t.o enable him to presemt his 
fiase ; or that, Ixung under a legal innapaeity, he was 
not j)ropi'rly n^presented ; 

(c) That the award does not deal with the differeucos 

oontemplaled by or falling within the terms of the 
submissio i to arbitration or that it eontains decisions 
on matters beyond tho scope of the submission to 
arbitration. 
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Tf the award has not epvered all the questions submitted 
to tlie arbitral tribunal, the competent authority of the 
country whore recognition or enforcement of the award is 
sought (!an, if it thinlcs fit, postpone such recognition or 
enforcomt'iit or grant it subject to such guaranty as that 
authority may decide. 

Article. !{.—Tf the party against whom the award 
has becni niuflo proves that, under the law governing 
the arbitration proctedure, there is a ground, other than 
the grounds referred to in Artich? 1 (o) and (c), and 
Artic'Ic 2{h) and (c), <mtitling him to contest the validity 
of the award in a (Vuirt. of Law, the Court may, if it 
thinks fit, either refuse recognition nr enforcement of 
the award or adjourn the consideration thereof, giving 
such party a r(!a.sonablc time within which to have the 
award annulled by the competent tribunal. 

Article 4.~Thn party relying upon an award or 
clainring it.s enforc<-ment must .supply, in particular : 

(1) 'I'lu^ original award or a copy thereof duly authenti- 

catcil, aeeordiii.» to the requirements of the law 
of the country in which it was nuMle ; 

(2) TToeumentary or other evidence to prove that 

the award has become final, in ihe sense defined 
in Article. I (rf), in the- country in which it was 
made ; 

(3) When nei-essary, documentary' or other evidence 

to jirove that, the conditions laid dowm in Article 
1, jiaragrajih I and jiaragraph 2 (a) and (c). have 
been fulfilled. 


A translation of the award and of the other documents 
mentioned in this Article into the official language of the 
country where the awartl is sought, to he relied upon may he 
demanded. Such translations must he certified correct 
hy a difilomatic or consular agent of the country to which 
the party who seeks to rely u|»on the award belongs or by 
a sworn translator of the country where the award is sought 
to be relied upon. 


Article H.- -The jirovisions of the above Articles shall not 
(lt*prive any interested party of the right of availing himsiilf 
of an arbitral awanl in the manner and to the extent allowed 
by the law or tin,' treaties of the country where such award 
is sought to bo relied upon. 

Article (i. -The (ire.sent Convention applies only to .irbitral 
awards made after the coming into force of the Protocol 
on Arbitration (Causes, opened at (Jcne.v.a on September 
24 th, 1<)23. 


Article 7.- -The present (Ionvolition, which will re.main 
open to the signature of all the signatories of the Protocol 
of 11)2.3 on Arbitration (llauscs, shall he ratified. 

It may he ratified only on behalf of tho.se Members of 
the League of Nations and non-Momber States on whose 
behalf the T^rotoeol of 1923 shall have been ratified. 

Uatifi(;ations shall be deposited as soon as po.ssible with 
the ScaTCitary-deneral of the League of Nations, who will 
nof.ify such dejiosit to all the signatories. 

Article H. —The present tlonvention shall come, into force 
three, months after it shall have lx*(!n ratifiwl on behalf of 
two High (.lontraeting Parties. Thereafter, it shall take 
effect, in the ca.se. of each High Contracting Party, three 
months after the de|K)sit of the ratification on its behalf with 
the Secretary-General of the League of Nations.

Report under section 21 of the Indian Mines Act on the disaster at 
Poidih Colliery which occurred on the 18th of Deoember 1936. 

1. Ownershty anil ■iiuiiuiyciaeiit of the colliery .—The Poidih 
Colliery belongs to tlie Bengal Goal Company, Limited, whose. Manag¬ 
ing Agents lire Messrs. Andrew Ynle and (lomjmny. This and other 
collieries belonging to the (Vmipany at the time of the ae(^ident were 
under tlie sujiervision of Mr. C. W. G. liindley, who was ajipointed 
Acting Chief Mining Engineer on the death of Mr. Cunningham who 
was killed in a mining ui- ideiit in .Inly 193ti. Mr. (hinningham had 
succeeded Mr. YVardlow in Marc-b 193(i. Mr. 11. P. Rosser was Mr. 
Hindley’s Personal AssistaiU and made freijuent inspections of Poidih 
Colliery on behalf of Mr. liindley, who as (Miicf Mining Engineer of 
the Company had charge of 2(1 1o 31) colliioies. The Manager of the 
mine, was Mr. fi. Doblis. Mr. .las Thoioson, (’hief of the Survey 
Uepartment, Messrs. Andinw Yule and Company, also assisted Mr. 
Hindley by inspecting this and other mine.s on his behalf. 

Mr. R. JH. Worthington, a Director of Messrs. Andrew Yule and 
Company, has assured us that the whole technical direction of the 
colliery was left to their Chief .Mining Engineer, whose duties included 
the laying out of the workings ami the contrid of the mine thi'ough 
the Manager;, and who, as Agent, was re.sponsihle together with the 
Manager to the Mines Depai-tmenl for the safety of the mine. 

We are satisded that the oltie.ers emjdoyed hy the Company, Lum 
the Manager upwards, were all fully ijualified men. 

2. Description of the colliery .—Poidih Colliery is situatod about 
7 mile.s fj-om Asansol and 2A miles from Kitaranijiur. It consists of 
workings in the Dishei-garh seam. A plan of the mine, brought up to 
date by the Chief Insjiector of Mines, is attached to this report.* 

There .are two shafts, 74(1 and 7.b4 feet deep. Coal was reached in 
1931 and since then the mine has been worked continuously. The 
seam ie about 1-5 feet thick and the coal is of high quality. 

At the time, of the accident, extraction of pillars was going on in 
tlie places marked on the plan as the main west dip depillaring district 
and No. (i east dip depillaring district. In two other areas near the 
shaft, depillaring' hud been done. One of those areas was sealed off 
by stoppings. There are two areas of disturbed ground both ad,-join- 
ing the shafts. The seam, is traversed by seveial dykes, most of which 
are in the neighbourhood of the shafts. 

3. Description of the accident ..—The evidence of Mr. Davies, 
Manager of the adjoining colliery of Bejdih, fixes the time of the 
accident with accuracy as 10-52 standard. He heard the noise of the 
explosion from a distance of about j of a mile, and about 4 seconds 
aft.erwuj’ds perceived a large cloud of black smoke and dust with white 
smoke in the middle come out of each shaft simultaneously. He went 
straight to Poidih Colliery, and found, on arrival, that smoke was still 
coming up from each shaft but in less quantity. About 2 minutes 
after his arrival, i.e., about 12 minutes after the explosion, ventilation 
l>egan to i-esume its normal course, i.e., down the downe,aBt and uji 
the upcast shaft. The latter shaft continued to emit smoke for some 
time. 

A second eye-witness of the explosion, Banku Bowri, surface tram¬ 
mer, was- shunting empty tubs at the top of No. 1 shaft, when he saw 
smoke coming from the pit and then heard an explosion. He jumped 
off the pit bank and escaped with his life. 3'hero were four men with 
Banku, at the time, namely, Fakir, the signalman, who was killed 


•Not printed. 
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W the explosion, and tliree trolley men, who escaped. In addition to 
Ittkir’s, a sec-ond lK)dy and parts of a third body were found on the 
surface, but they could not be identifie<l. It seems probable that they 
were blown u]) the shaft by the explosion. 

The state of the pit head just after the explosion has been clearly 
described by Mr. N. Itarrach)Uj»h, Inspector of Mines, a member of 
the Coal Mininp Committee. He and other members of tlie Com¬ 
mittee were returninjr to Asansol fi-oiii Salloro Colliery, and passed 
by Poidih at 11-30 a.m. on the IStli December. Meeting an excited 
c;rowd, they went at once to tlic colliery arriving' five minutes later. 
Mr. Barraclouph’s des(;ription, g’iven cerhot./m, is as follows: — 

“.4t No. 1 Downcast Shaft .—The west cage had been blown to the 
top of the headpear, wlierc it was held. The I’ope was detached from 
its pulkw and the overwindinp hell boxes, with the two heavy pirders 
supportinp them, liad l)een blown over the pulley wheels. On the east 
side, the pxilley wheel had been broken and the toi> girders bent. 
The cape keps and the heavy pirders su]>portinp thejn hud been dis¬ 
lodged and left suspended 3 feet above their original ])osition. 'I'he 
wall, 3 feet in thickness, wliich surrounded the shaft fiom grtnind level 
to tlic banking level, had been blown down, one block of masonry, 
weighing aliout a ton, having been shifted about til) feet from the shaft. 
Enijity tulis on the hanking level had been smasl)ed and some had been 
blown off the hanking level. A steel c.orrugated slieet shelter over the 
hanking h'vel had been destroyed. Cndcr the debris on the south 
side of tlie shaft was the mutilated body <d' the h.anksman. 

No. 2 IJpra.tt Shaft .—The jnt top covering had been blowji into the 
headgear. The west cage which hud been at the top of the shaft at 
the time of tlie accident was resting on the keps, hut the other cage 
which had been near the bottom of the sliaft at the time of the accident 
had been blown uji the sliaft into the headgear, a distance of over 
700 feel. The, top of the shaft was blocked by a tangled mass of iron¬ 
work and ropes. The fan was standing, with the fan doors ojien. 

About 20 yards .soiith-cnst of the shaft there was a body so badly 
sruushed as to he beyond recognition. The bonnets of three safely- hnn]>s 
which had probably been those used at the bottom of the shafts were also 
found on the surface. 

There was bhuh smoke and soot coming up the upcast shaft". 

It is clear that tin* violence of the explosion within the mine must 
have been terrific, and its extent considerable, in older to cuuse such 
damage at the pit head. 

4. Measures taken iiii.iiietjiafcli/ after the e.rplosion. -'iAr. Harra- 
(dough on his arrival at 11-10 a.m. assumed charge of the situation in 
his otficial ca.jiacil.y as Inspector id' Mines. lie sent word to the Chief 
Insjiector of Mines, who was at Dhaiibad, and reiiuisitioned iiolicemcn 
to control tile gathering crowd. He asked the head clerk to inform him 
about the number of jiersons undergrouiid, and learned that the number 
was l.'il persons, including the Manager. 'I’liis number was subse- 
ipiently found to be incorrect, for reasons which will be exiilained later 
on 

Mr. Harraclough proceeded then, in consultation with .several Mine 
Managers who had arrived at the spot, to make' |)re]iarations for 
descending the downcast shaft. It was idivious that, several hours' 
work was necessary before even tenijiorary arrangements for descent 
could he made. Dc.sccnt of the n]>ciiHt shaft was out of the question 
owing to smoke and asidiyxiating gases, it was re.ali.sed by all jire.sent 
that t.here was very little possibility of any ])erson being hd'l alive in 
the mine, but Mr. Rosser and Mr. Thomson, who had arrived, ]iointed 
out that there was a bottle-neck at the bottom of the North East Dis¬ 
trict, and suggested that it wms jiossihle lor persons in that district 
1.0 be still alive. The only thing that could be done to help such 
Jiersons was to increase, the (iminlity of fresh air going into the mine, 
by re-starting the fan, and susjiending hrattiee cloth round the head- 
gear and over the cross girdei's of No. 2 ujicast shaft, in oi-ilcr to form 
a temporary airlock, so that air might be effectively c‘xhausled from 
the pit. 

The fan w’as started at 1 ji.m. and by 1-30 ji.ni. was doing (‘ft'ective 
work. The bratticing was comjileted at 2 ji.m. Simultaneously with 
this work, clearing of debris at. No. 1 jiit. head went on, and arrange¬ 
ments were taken in hand for the jnirpose of bringing into use a sinking 
bucket for lowering an exploratory party into the mine. This work 
was completed by 8-46 p.m. 
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Til till' ineuutimt!, tlie Chief Inspector of Mines had arrived (at 
J-To ii.jii.). He was infornied of the arranpenients made, and ajiproved 
of them. Mr. Harraelouf'li stated that he anticipated that the explo¬ 
sion would be followed by a fire, and had kept this daiiffer clearly in 
view. Tt was realised by all present that exploratory work would be 
difficult and danfrerons, but that the attempt would have to be made, 
in view of the possibility (remofe thoii^rh it was) that some persons 
might still be alive, below ground. 

b. Ejploraiorii wurh afirr the tlLsaitter—Jut Part.ji .—Programme 
for e.\]doratory work was drawn up by the Chief inspector, and at 
9 p.m. a party consisting of Mr. Harraclough (leader), and Messrs. 
Wilkinson, Barron and Rosser descended the shaft in a bucket, with 
safety lamps, electric torches, some light tools, and a cage of birds. 
IJesciml had lo be slow and cautious, owing to obstructions in the 
shaft. There was also danger, during the desiient, from loose brick¬ 
work. Botf.oin was reached at tl-ftO p.ui. The condition of the bottom 
of the shaft is thus described by Mr. Barraclough : — 

“The prof.ect.ive roofing of the shaft, c.onsisting of a heavy concrete 
and girder sfructun* on both siilcs, had been blown inwards and rested 
on the top of th(' cage. There were loose guide rojies coiled on the top 
of other debris. A wall of brii kwork in mortar about HO inches thii^k, 
af one side of the shaft, had been blown away. A number of tubs, both 
full and empty, bail been driven into the shaft bottom’’. 

It was decided to explore the east side first. Mr. Barron was left 
at the buckcl to give signals. There w'as a idear air current in the 
shaft bottom. 'The party climbed over the debris in the shaft bottom 
and on to a row of lull tubs in the east side level. At the side of the 
tub then' was dust 2 feet in thickness. Evidence of great violence was 
found at the ('iid of the set of full tubs. A piece of rock weighing 
about Kll lbs. had bei'u carrii'd along the level a considerable distance 
and had knocked a hide through tlie .s1t>el jibite of the end tub. The 
full tubs, of w'hich there were twelve, had not. bt'cn derailed. At the 
point (Bj on the plan (Plan Mo. 2; the wall in the cross-cut had fallen 
into th(! b'vcl. At the point (A) there was white smoke at the roof. 
At the point (t'.j there was a full of roof, forming a cavity wbicb was 
tilled with white smoke. Beyond the ]»oint {{.') the whole roadway 
was filled with white smoke. 

All the ventilation stoipiings which could be examined had been 
blown to considerable distances and the bricks broken to small ])ieces. 
At the iioint (])) (In' stopping in the gulb*ry had been blown down and 
the bricks br(d%cn to small pieces and strewn from one shaft b'Vel to 
the other. The air was clear but bad an odour characteristic of “gob- 
sti n k ’ ’. 

(Jn the West side id' the shaft bottom, empty and full tubs were found 
tightly jiacked across the full width of the roadway. Some of the tubs 
hud been overlurned, others canted at various angles, and one empty 
tub had been lifted on to the toj> of others and jammed ag,ainst the. 
roof. . Jn the cross-cut gallery (H) there were four empiy tubs, one 
being on the top id' the id hers. 'Two bodies were found at the ]ioints 
x.x. 'The limbs were br(dn'n,.tbe hair, appeared lo have been singed 
and the skin on the jialms of the bands and the soles of the feet was 
peeling idf, indicating burning. 'The Inidics were badly smashed and 
it is probuiile that they had been carried a considerable distance by 
the force of the explosion. At ((i) there was thick white smoke coming 
out of the rise gallery anil drifting across the level for a depth of two 
or three feet from the roof. Fresh air was passing along the level 
under the smoke us well us short circuiting down the dip gallery with 
the .smoke into the return airway. A test was made for inflammable 
gas at this jmint and a full “cap’’ was obtained indic.ating at least 4 to 
b per cent, of “inflammable gus”, Mr. JJarraclough assumed from this 
that tbe rise workings were full of inHumumble gas combined with other 
gases. The Chief Inspector of Mines considers, and we agree, that this 
assumption was correct. 

By this time Mr. Barraclough hud a severe headaclie, and his knees 
were shaking jnobably because he had advanced further than the others 
into the noxious gases to make the tests. Moreover, the (larty had been 
underground for inoie than the time allotted to them by the Cliief 
Inspector of Mines, ■lu’.r., one hour. They therefore returued to the 
shaft bottom and re-ascended. 'The time was then ltJ-15 p.m. 

\V bile the other three of the party had been away from the shaft 
bottom, Mr. Barron had gone into a rise gallery to the point (F) where 
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he found a atoppinjf blown down and smoke near the roof. At the 
point (E), n large electric! transformer, weighing aboTit a ton, had been 
blown over in a direction away from the shaft. 

G. Conference afte/r the first e.rploratory party .—The Chief Inspec!- 
tor of Mines, after receiving the report of the exploratory party, held 
a conference with the members of the )»art.y, Mr. Worthington, u 
Director of the Company, the Agent and severol of the Company's 
Colliery Managers, besides other Mining Engineers. The conference 
was unanimously of opinion that conditions underground were very 
dang(!rous, and that it seemed impossible that any person left under¬ 
ground could have survived. 

The Chief Inspector of Mines considered that before any further 
ex])loratnry work could be undertaken with a reasonable measure of 
safety, the top of the downcast slmft should be further (deared and 
loose brickwork removed fi-oni tlie sides of the shaft. It was deciided 
to carry out this work during tlie night and to attempt further e,\'])lora- 
tio7i the following day. 

7. SeenntI ra-plorniorij pari lO-db on the j9th of December, 
preparations were complete for the second descent, which commenced 
at 11 a. III. The party consisted of Messrs. Rarraclough, Wilkinson, 
Ihirron, and an overman of the ctdliery, Dabu A. N. Sen fiuptu. They 
got traces of “gob-stink” when jiassing the Rurra-dhemo “inset” on 
the way down the shaft. 

The overman was left at tlie botloiii and the rest of the party conti¬ 
nued to explore'. 

On the west side at the poinl (O) it was found that thi' white smoke 
had increased and had spread along the roof almost to tlie bottom of 
the shaft. The quantity of air passing along the level was dec.idcdly 
less than on the previous niglit. At this point a test showed the 
liresence of indaminable gas. A sample of the atmosphere was also 
taken. At the point (1) the pump pipes had been broken and the' 
corrugated roof sheeting had fallen across the pumps. The wall against 
th(' shaft side had been destroyed. At the point (.1) 3 per cent, of 
indamniablc gas was found in the air and a sample of the atmosphere 
taken. The samples of air taken showed the presence of inflammable 
gas, carbon dioxide, and a deficiency of oxygen. One of them gave 
1 per cent, of carbon monoxide but the other show'ed none of that gas. 
The conditions in the upcast pit bottom were as follows: — 

“The heavy proti'ctivc rooflngs at the shaft bottom had been blown 
inwards and had pushed the guide ropes together. The guide rojies 
appeared to be intact and no other material damage was observed. On 
the east side at (])) tests for inflammable gas were made aiul it was 
found that the main body of the air travelling low'ards the upcast 
shaft contained 2A jier cent, of inflaminablc gas. A safety lam]), which 
appeared to be undamaged, was seen lying near the point (D). A 
change had taken place at the jioini (D). The, atmosphere which had 
been clear the ])rcvious night had become ‘foggy’. At (B) white smoke, 
or vapour was coming nut of the rise gallery and passing across the 
level into the di]) gallery ‘K’. There was also white smoke or vapour 
j)assing along the level from the direction of (C) and visibility was 
only possible for a short distance along the floor beyond the point (K). 
A test for inflammable gas at the point (K) gave a full ‘cap’. The 
birds which were being carried became afFec.tcd and were found to be 
dead shortly after the iiarty reached the surface at about 1*2-15 p.m ” 

The party reported to the Chief Inspector of Mines at once, all of 
them being of opinion that conditions below ground were worse than 
on the previous occasion. 

8. Attempt to get response from those entomhed. —The. i)o88ibility 
of anyone being alive underground seemed now more remote than ever. 
No sign of life had been noticed by either exjjloratory party, and 
Mr. Barraclough had got no response to his shouts when below ground. 
The whole mine seemed to be full of asphyxiating gases and it was 
impossible for any exploratory ])arty h) proc^eil for any distance. If 
any person had survived the explosion (which was most improbable) 
it seemed practically certain that he must have been asphyxiated. As 
a last resort, however. Dr. Bennian arranged for Mr. D. Heron, 
Manager of Sodepur No. 9 and 10 pits, to traverse the harrier between 
his colliery and I’oidih and to knmik on the coal. This was carried out 
over the whole length of the accessible barrier between Poidih and 
Sodepur, but no response was obtained. 
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9. C-onferenre. after lUe seeond exploraUtrs' party .—After the 
second jiarty ren<'licd tlie surface*, the Chief Inspector held another 
conference with the officials of the Company, Aifeuts, and Managers of 
collieries and ineniln'rs of the exploratory party. 

There was a c<insideral)le body of opinion in favour of closing the 
mine a1 once, in view of the ]>rohahle existence of fire in the mine 
an<l the danger of another explosion, if fresh air coiifinucd tx> he 
circulated. The (diief Inspiudor gave this pioposal most careful i!on- 
sidesration and decided that In* could not agree to it. without ohtaining 
the opinion of otlnu- Afiiiing Kiigineers who hail knowledge of under¬ 
ground fires. He agreed, howevc-r, to n tem|K)rarv stoppage? of fhe 
fan, in order that the gast>s from the mine might come up the upcast 
shaft in a less diluted form, and might be examined in this state, 
from the surfai-e, in order to estimate the prolmhle <‘oniiitions in tin? 
interior (d' 1h(> mine. It was argue<l, with consideiahle force, that 
th<‘ whole syst(>m of vimtilation must have been wrecked by tin? 
explosion. Fresh air, therefore, was not reaching thi' rc'i-esses of the 
mine, but. was passing, by a short circ-uit. down one shaft and up 
the other. 

10. Final eaiifereiiee iihaitf el/j.’tiiif/ the w//(c.—The final conference 
of exj)(?rts t.(Hik place oi. 201 h December, and lust<'d from 9-30 a.m. 
till noon. It. was attended by u large number of e.vperienced Mining 
llngineors from both the liaiiigaiij and dhariii. coalfields. The most 
experienced Kiigineers were of ojiinioii that ihe smell at the fop of 
the upcast shaft indii-ated the presence of tire in the mine. Messrs. 
Hairaelough, Wilkinson and Jhirron, mcmliers <d' both exjilorat.ory 
jiaities, had fornu'd the same opinion from thi' conditions ohsi'Tvcil 
by them below ground. The eonfcrence were unanimously of opinion 
that there was no possihility of anyone Ixdng alive in the mine, and 
that the iirobability was that all were dead shortly after the exjilosion. 
(•pinion was unanimous tiiat the shaft should be scaled. 'I'lii' Chief 
liiSpeefor then agreed to the sealing of the shafts. He has placed it 
on record that In? came to this decision with extreme reluctance nml 
a heavy Inud-t. because no other eonr.se was ojani to him. 

11. /friiiarl'.f on the aet'ian taken •'<nh.<eqnenl to the aeeiilent~We, 
aic definitely of opinion that the action taken attm- the accident Mas 
promjit and mhaiuate, considering that no trained rescue team eipiippcd 
with the n(>cessai^’ o])paratus M’as available, that, tin* eX])loratorv 
work was widl organised ami that the members of the 
exiiloratorv parties carried out their dangerous and, in souio cases, 
s(df-iinposed dutii's, M-ith great courage, as M'ell ns M'ith disei’ction. 
Kurther (>xplorat.ory work woubl have bemi useless and dangerous, and 
the final di-cision to clo.se the mine was sup|Kirt.ed b,y a widghty body 
of profe.ssitinal opinion. 

12. /'ro.vprct of re.-o/ienin;/ the mine. —It seems unlikidy that the 
mine M’ill be re-ojiened for several months, anil after J’e-ojiening, it udll 
take sintie time before the udiole mine i-an be safely explored. After 
re-opening opein.itions have been fiuishisl, detailed examination id' the 

'mine may furnish more definite evidenc«> regarding the cause of the 
disaster. -In the meantime this report is being submitti'd on the basis 
of the evidence at jiresent available. 

13. 'nrerta.inty re.iiardinii eanxe of the areifle.ril. —The availuble 
evidence is at pi'esent in.sufficieiit to justify a definite finding ms to the 
(?auses of the disast.er, and after carefully conHideriiig the jilan of the 
mine and the descriptions given by various M'itne.s.ses of the conditions 
Im'Iow ground lud’ore and after (he accident we find it. dillVult to exjilain 
how an exjilosion of such great, violence could oei-ur. 

As no exjilo.sives were useil in the mine, it is extreim?ly pivdiabh? 
that the accident hsid its origin in the accitlental ignition of an 
uccuinulat ion of inflammable gas rather than coal dust, but there, is 
no (lefinit.e evidence to show from what part of the mine the explosion 
originated, how it was projiagated through the galleries, or what was 
tho igniting I'wuse. 

14. The innitinfj rarnse .—Any one of the following i?aiiS(?H may 
have originated a gas exjilosion : — 

(«) A defect in, or accidental damage to, a safety lainji. 

(h) Misuse of a safety lamp in the presence of gas. 

(c) A light from a match or other njiparatiis for jiroducing a 
light. 

(a) A sjiark from electrical apparatus. 

(t?) A spark from some other accidental cause, e.g., a falling stone 
in a goaf, or a runaway tub. 
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15. Coal (J.vnl. and r)a.i an prohnhle cavxes. —It is inoii', oasy to 
oxpluin the violenee of tlio explfwion if it ii» UHninned thot a spcoiitiary 
exploHioii of coal duat followcal the initial fjas ox])lo,sioii. Tt in also 
possible that the orifyinal explosion may have released an accumulation 
of jfas and so cuuscid secondary explosions. 

WlnU'ever the explosion orifyinated, and however it was propajjated, 
it seems pndiahlc, froin its preat xiolem-e aD<l from the way in which 
its force was rliiected fi-oni both sides towards No. 1 shaft, that it was 
not one exjdosion only, hut « series of separate explosions hdlowinir 
one another in quiclc succession fi-om one part of the mine to another. 
A ffas ex[)losion followed hy a coal dust explosion may have been 
followed afrain by another ^as explosion. 

An air blast in one of the froaves ini^ht raise a cloud of coal dust 
in the ad,iacent (rallcries which the ipiiition of inflatnmnhle pas would 
explode. 'I'hen this coal dust explosion mipht, hy hreakinp down the 
sto[)pinps of the walled olf pouf, release anti ohnost simiiltanismsly 
ex])loile inhuinimihle gas whirdi had accumulated behind those 
sto])pinps. 

It). Ti’/tcrc llir main r.cfilo.iiiin orrarreil. —The main explosion 
which wri'ttked the mine jirohahly ts-curred at some distance from tin* 
shafts. No flame uns seen cominp out of the pit at tlu' time of tint 
explosion, and there was no eviileuce of flame, in or in the vicinit.v 
of, the shafts after the explosion, whitdi forced itself with pi'cat. violcnctt 
throuph both shafts. And from the tdtst'i-vations of the exploratory 
jiartit's. it st'ems tliat thty foi'ce of the blast came towards the downcast 
shaft almost eipially from both sides. Mr. Rarraclouph has deposed 
that the explojator\- party found .soot hut no signs of cokinp. If a 
coal dust explositui is assumed, this fact points towards the same con¬ 
clusion, namely, that the explosion probably oripiuated at sotiie 
ilistance from the shaft (riilr pages 19 and 2t), Ilulletin l(>7, F. S. A. 
Hureau of Afines, (piotc'd by Air. Uarraidoupli in the note appeiuled to 
his evidence). 

17. I'larrx ii'hcrr mai/ liari' wrv mu la-led T/ct us now consider, 
havinp regard to the j)lan of the mine, in what jwirt of it such an 
explosion <’oubl jiossibly oi'ipinate. 

The mine is one in which inflammahle gas has been detectc'd from 
time to time. In one place, as tlu' evidence shows, pas was pivcui off 
<smlinually in v(>ry small (juantities, and it is po.ssihle that even 
suiallei' ((uautities were elsewhere cominp into the workings without 
being deterded. Hut since tlie 27th of Alay previous to the aci-idont, 
no inflammahle gas had been reimrted as found in any of the ■workings. 
Hefore that date, pas Imd Iksui detected occasionally in working faces, 
ami had been dealt with in the usual way by dilution with air from 
the ventilating curicnt. In recent months gallery driving had Tcached 
the boundaries in i)iacli<xilly every part of tin- mine, and at the time 
of the accident oidy two g'alleries remained to he driven through the 
coal. It is possible for is(dat(-d pockets of gas tr> he encoinitei'ed in 
the small galleries which are driven to s]dit pillars hefore extraction, 
or even in the pillars themselves during extrac-tioii. Hut, it is in 
gvillei’y driving pnqier that gas is most frequently 1ai)i)ed, so the 
nmimgement had va-ry little rea.son to expect to taj) a fresh source of 
pus in the, coal seam. 

liS. Ca!is‘il)ilil 1 / oj t/a.i in the iiitavex. —Hut, in addition to the 
ilauger of gas from this souice, there is the ixissihility that pas may 
have lodgx'd in some of flic goaves iTeuted by the e.xtraction of coal 
pillars, anil may have been suddenly exjielled by ii eavinp-in of the 
roof. Such piwves existed in the following four dis1ri<-ts: — 

(It The -Mam We.it Di/i Dixtrirl ll» ‘re coal extraction was going 
on «t the time of the accident, A goaf had been formed. I'overinp an 
area of about 5l)tt feet long between liarriers iind lt)0 to 25tl feet in 
breadth from the extreme dip upward.s. The roof had fallen to a 
height of from It) to 30 feet above the senin, hut tin* main roof had 
not come down. The overmen and sirdars in the relays pivccdinp the 
day nday of 18th December state that the goaf was quiet, that is, no 
turther falls of roof were imminent. Insjieetions for gas, aj the edge 
ot and inside tin* goaf, lind been made by the Manager and others 
from time to time, but no gas had been found. These tests were, 
however, not conclusive. Tt was iiujiossible to reach the extreme 
height in order to test for gas, and after the first roof fall it is 
possible that an accumulation of inllauiniable gas remained undetected 
m the cavities and in the breaks or joints above. 
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(2) No. 5 West Dip TH»tritrt .—This Ih situated nearer the sliaftH 
than the firwt mentioned |?onf. It is a Hinaller excavation, its diinen- 
sions beiiip 350 feet lonj? and 50 to 150 feet broad, from dij) to rise. 
It also had reached its dip barrier limit and was beinff brought 
backwards in the piocess of jullar extraction. On the 18th Deceml)er, 
and for some time previously, coal extraction in this area had been 
at a standstill owing to shortage of miners, but the usual statutory 
inspections wen; being made. Some h»cal roof fulls had already taken 
plac^e but no further falls were considered to lie imminent. As in the 
main west district, it is jmssible there was some accumulation of gas 
in the roof cavities. 

(3) No. 5 Ww/. ('ronscvl Diulrirt .—This adjoins the last mentioned 
district and is separsited from it on its west side by a <'oal barrier 
70 feet thick, (containing one opening in which a musoniy wat('r dam 
had been built.. The (linu-nsions of this goaf were roughly 500 feet. 
Hcpiare, and on the rise side, for a length of about 200 feet, it adjoins 
the shaft pillar. Unlike the other depillaring dist.ri('ls, it had been 
worked out, and was isolated from tbe rest of the mine by seven 
masonry stoppings of substantial construction, in addition to the water 
dam mentioned above. The height up to which the roof had fallen 
was unknown. It is probabh. that gas had lodged in tbe roof cavities 
here. 

The late Manager, on one occasion at least. Pound inflammable 
gas outside these stopiiings and rejiorted the fact to Mr. Rosser. The 
gas was dispersed by increasing tbe ventilating current outside tlie 
stopjiings. This discovery indicates that there was probably sonu* 
inflammable gas behind these stoppings. Water was accumulating 
inside the goaf and had risen to above the dam level. Thenc was an 
outlet pijie in the dam which bad been blank-flanged. The only e,scape 
for air nr gas (conijiressed by the ri.se of tlu' wcatcr would be thi’ough 
or around the cnlges of the stopjiings. It does not appear that the 
water edge had rcacdied the site of the stoppings. The east edge of 
the goaf was a1 a dyke which continued across thi' shaft levels and 
to the rise. 

(4) No. a Eostt Pip /b'.ftrirt.—-Lies to the east of the district just 
(IcscrilK'd and is separated from it by a solid biirrier described on tlu! 
plans as “disturbed ground,” of an average width of ulsuit 2tM) b'ct. 
Extraction had been started, us in the otlu'r disti’icts, from the diji 
barrier, and a goaf had been formed about 450 feid long and 200 tect 
broad from diji to rise. At one point, for a short distance of 50 b'et, 
the goaf was within 00 fec't of the main intiirn level of No. 2 jiit. 
Owing to the shortage of labour, there had been no actual cutting of 
pillars in this district recently, but only a little roof coal cutting. 
The roof was rejKiried (piiet within the goaf. 

This goaf is traversed by .several small dykes. The disturbed 
ground on-the west, likewise, has dykes and a fault running through 
it. From one of these dykes in tbe shaft main levid the. sound of gas 
e.scaping in small (juantity was always to lie heard. This goaf jiossibly 
contained some inflammable gas. No 'further falls of roof were 
e.xpeeted, aei'ording to the. night shift officials. 

19. Pofnilnlitp of explosion of pas in the poaves .—The method of 
jiillar-extraction followed in this mine, namely, working from the dip 
boundaries towards the rise, was calculated to minimise accumulation 
of gas in the goaves. Such accumulation would tend to begin only 
after the first cavity was formed. The gas would then be liable to 
exjmlsion by rcKif falls, and to become ignited after exjiulsion under 
certain einmmstaiiees. Though all goave.s were rejiorted as (juiet and 
without any roof weighting in the relay preceding the one during 
which the explosion oecurrecl, the jiossibility of a roof fall cannot be 
ignored. 

20. Possihilitp of pas explosion elsewhere, ihnii near the poanies .— 
Returning to the possibility of a gas ex|)losion in the few remaining 
“whole” workings, that is, on the East Rise Gallerv District, we think 
this to be extremedy unlikely as the source of the disaster, although 
gas might he emitted from the dyke which foinis the rise boundary 
of this district. This dyke is one of those which were susjieet.ed of 
giving off the gas which caused an exjilopioii at the adjoining Aldih 
(.lolliery in November 19.’13. Rut in Poidih Colliery, no emission of 
gas from this dyke had lieen detected, although it had lieen touched 
by four galleries. Assuming that an undeteet.ed quantity was present 
and exjiloded, it could not have caused so serious a disaster, as the 
quantity must have been small and the district being very wet, na 
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propagation by (!oal-d«Kt would have been poHsible. Accumulations of 
luflamniablc gas in the old workings to the rise of the shafts ou both 
east and west sides were only remotely possible. These workings were 
regularly inspected and were kej>t ventilated throughout. 

21. Gtmeral, ronrlusinn reifanliiMJ iinture, of fhn exploxiun. —We 
agree with the o[)inion exi)re.s.sed by the Chief Tiisiiector of Mines that 
the disasirouH results of the explosion were due either to the ignition 
of ii eonsidemble body of a highly exjdosive mixture of fire-damp and 
air, or to a c-omparatively .smaller body of this mi,\turp followed by 
an explosion propagated by fine coal-dust. On no tit tier assum]itiun.s 
can w<! explain the extent and violence of tlie explosion. 

22. Simpinon falls on the. depifla-rinii (listriels. —Now, if com¬ 
bustion of coal-dust played a part in the explosion, it seems to us 
that the priniaiy ignition of iiifiainmablc gas iirobably took place in 
the neiglihourhood of one of the four districts where depillariag 
operations were or had bec'u in pi-ogress. Our rea.sons for this opinion 
are, firstly, that in these disli'icts aii accumulation of inflammable gas 
to cause llic initial exjilosinn could more easily (u-cur, through expulsion 
from the goaves, than in tho rise workings, whether old or in jirogress; 
and sei’ondly, that in the rise workings, it was ])iact ic-ally impossible 
for a coal-dust explosion to lx* propagated, as the district is naturally 
wet throughout. 

23. Of the four depillaring districts, we consider that tlie Main 
West Dip depillaring area is the most likely seat of the disa.ster, if it 
was caused by a camjwratively small explosion of gas, initiating a 
coal-dust explosion. 

The other depillaring districts are all closer to the sliafts. and wo 
have already given reasons for considering that the m.-iin explosion 
took iilacre at some distance from the shafts. No. h AV'est Crosscut, 
District., in particmlar, .seems the most unlikely of all, as it is mainly 
under water. 

24. ('oal-dv.st comtiitiuHS.- Regarding co«il-dust conditions in the 
Main West Dip District, Mr. ('hatteriee, .luiiior Insjx'ctor of Mines, 
has tostificil that during his inspections ou the jirevious 22nd Aiigust 
and (ilh (Jetobor he was fairly satisfied with conditions, and that he 
considered that the l),ve-luw.s in force at i'oidih were la'ing cari'icd out 
as far as was practicable at that time. From that, we may conclude 
that conditions were not favouivible for a coal-dust ex])lo8ion; hut, on 
the other hand, it is a fact that it was the intention of the management, 
at the instance of tlic Chief Inspeidor of Mines, to take further steps, 
by stone-dusting, to improve the underground conditions and render 
them safer. Preparations to this end were already in hand. We 
infer that as regards coal-du.st the di.strict was reasonably safe, but not 
absolutely so. If coal-dust of the propc-r fineness and dryness existed 
in sufficient (|uantilies, there ma,v liave been a coal-du.st ignition hcjc. 

If this were arrested by la(;k of sufficient suitable mateiial to carry the 
propagation as far as the mine outlets, the absence of the major evidenee 
of a coal-dust explosion, that is, coking of the coal-dust, and flainc near 
or ii. the shafts, W’ould be accounted for. 

~<i. Plncfs where a hip cwplo.sion of pas vuiy have onevrred. —In 
considering the possibility of an explosion purely or at least mainly tif 
fire-damp, we have to assume that a relatively large (iuuntit,Y of gas 
existed and was ignited, and our attention is called to the goiifed and 
goafing areas (.3) and (4) {vide piurugiaph IS above) especially the 
latter. In contrast to the goaves in the areas (1) and (2) th('-s(> are 
traversed by dykes and lie adjacent to what is described as disturbed 
groTmd, through which other dykes aud a fault ruu. One 
at least of those dykes continually cxiided gas in small iiuantilies. 

Mr. Thomson, while Manager iu June 1935, found gas in the East 
Dip District, when the fan had been stopped for a few hours owing to 
breakdown, aud ascribed its T'rcsonce to exiidaliaiis from three dykes 
on the rise of the district. We think therefore that, in order to olitaiii 
as eomplote a jiieture as we can of the possible iactoi’s, we should 
realise that thcso_ areas may huve acted as reservoirs or recejitaclcs for 
gas, and that this gas may have been released by breakdown of the 
strata following extraction of pillars. In No. (I East Di]) District 
any gas given off in ordinary (pmntities would have been curried into 
the main return airway and to the upcast shaft, but it is conceivable 
that larger quantities coming off at some pressure, might find their way 
into the mtakos of the main rise district, and might be carried along 
and Ignited, under favourable conditions. 
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2(j. 6 Vm in the mine after the aecident .—A fBaturw of the disaster 
is the lurjjc vnlinne of inilamiiiahle uucxploded ffus found in the mine 
hy the two explpriuj? parties which descended 12 and 24 hours after 
the cxidosion. The quantity cannot he estimated, as only at the edges, 
at or (ionipaiatively near to, the sliafts, could tests he made. Hut it 
was clear that (he (piautity had increased hetwecn the tirsi and second 
descents, a safety lamj) test made hy Mr. Harraclough showing a 3 per 
(ierit. mixture in the full air current, the fan running a( the time. 
The rise workings, at least, were full of intlaminahle gas, prohaldy 
highly (suicenlrated, and douhtless for some distaiu^e iu (he direction 
of the dip there would he gas, pridaibly less coucentraied. Dr. I’eimian 
has suggested that this accumulation may have represented tlic ordinary 
“make” of the mine in 12 or 24 houi-s with little or no venlilaling 
current passing into the workings, plus what may have hecn ejected 
from the walled off goaf to the dip of the shafts 8ul).sei|uent to the 
explosion. In th(! ahsenee of any exact data, however, we (liink that 
(liere may liave heen some other source of supply. If an ahnonnal 
diseliarge of gas caused the explosion, this discharge may luive conti¬ 
nued and may even have increased, after the «‘X])losion. 

27. \iimJwr of persons inwdvei] in the ne.cident .—The Chief 
Inspector has calculated tne numher of persons nndergi-ound at the 
time of tile accident as 2(it^ including the Manager. The calculation 
Hjipcars to us to be corivct. iVJl these perislied. In addition, a.s already 
described, one more was killed at the pit head liy the ex]ilosion, so 
that the total casualties were 2119, of whom (13 wore women. All these 
women were below ground (it the time of the aiaddent. The numher 
of women below ground was therefore greatly in excess of (he permi.s- 
sihle jiercentagi!, viz., 8 jiei' cent. The attendame regislc]-, 1iow<>vim', 
showed as below ground only 144 men and (1 women, excluding the 
Manager, whose name was not on the register. This discrejiancy was 
due to delih(‘rate falsification of the ottendunce registers by tlu^ attend- 
aiue clerks under the instructions of the late Manager Mr. Dobbs. 
There was similar falsification <d' the safidy lamp issue registers. For 
iustauei', the entries in -the lamp issue register relating to the shift 
which perished show 153 lamps issued only. The colliery ('inployees 
who kept uj) these registers have admitteci that they falsified *tho 
entries. Their jilea is that they had to obey the Manager’s instructions. 

28. The true numher of easnal.lies hoie aseertnined ..—The Manager 
obviously had to keep a true record of the jxwsons entering (he mine. 
Hut he wished to eonc.eal from (he (fovernnient Inspeefoi’s the fact 
that he rvas emploving women over (he permissible percentage. Dndor 
his iustruetions, therefore, only a few women were (>ntered in (he 
attendance register. The names of the others were noted in a rough 
Hcraj) book. To keep up the dece])tion, it -was necessary al.so to falsify 
the lamp issue register, for the lamji is.sue clerk has to record again.st 
the name of each jierson going down mine the number of the jiarticular 
safety lamp issued to him or her. In .addition, therefore, to (he 
ordinary lamp 'i.ssuo register, there was a .scpar.ate sera]) book kept, in 
which the nami‘s of tlie extra women and the nu'obcis of the extra 
lamps is.sued were noted. From the rough scrap books ke])t. by the 
attendance and lump issue clerks, together with the regular registers, 
it has been possible to ascertain (ho names of all those persons who 
perished in the mine on the 18(h December. The real stage of olfairs 
as regards the numbers below ground was discovered by Mr. (kiuieron, 
Ins]>ector of Mines, during enquiries made by him after the accident. 

29. Responsibility of the. ^f(^nat|er and, his staff fur the emplonmenl 

of e:re.ess leome.n .—Tt is clear from the evidence tliat (his fraudulent 
system, by which the presence of exi-ess women below ground was con- 
ccmled, w'as the invention of Mr. Dobbs, and had not been practised by 
previous Managers. At the same time, there are indications that it 
had been going on for several months. Precautions were also taken 
to conceal the women from the Inspector of Mines on the occasion of 
his visits. Mr. N. C. Chatterjee, Junior Inspector of Mines, paid 
visits to Poidih f’olliery without previous notice on 22ud August 193(5 
and fith Dctolier 1936. He has stated that in course of his inspections 
on those dates he examined the attendance register and checked it with 
the .safety lamp register, and found nothing irregular. He has also 
deposed that he took notice of the number of women to be s(>cn below 
ground and had no reason to suspect that the permissible numher was 
being exceeded. The Chief Inspector has stated that Mr. Fhatterjoe 
is most meticulous in his work, and careful and alert in mutters of 
/ ^ i’ no.Wame attaches to him for failure to detect the 

fraud. We agree with,this. In fact, the careful manipulation of the 
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registers indicates that. Mr. Dobbs knew veiy well that the (lovernmciit 
inspection \vt)uld be thoi'ougb and took his precautions ac.cordiiigly. 

By f«lsili(‘ation of the attendance register, tlic attendance clerks 
seems to have rendered tlienisclves liable under regulation No. 14!) and 
bye-law Mo. Df). 'Die lainii issue clerks’ liability under the regulations 
is not so clear, as they did aetnaily record the number of th(> .safety 
lamps issued to eaidi per.son, and there is no jiresi-rihed form for the 
register to be kept liy them (ride reguhitioii 12() and bye-law !)■''>). 

'Die laliour contractor, Hahn llam Kinkar Sarkai', also must have 
known of the excess women in the mine and practically ailmits .so in 
his evidence, but he di.sclaims liability, and it is ilifHcnlt to fix any 
statutory liability on him. 

■iO. lii'niiiinmliililji of tit!' for ra-cess of iroint'ii. W’l- have 

candully eonsiden'd, in the light of the available evidence, whether any 
oi the lat(‘ Mr. Dolihs’ .sn|)erior.'' knew or should have known about the 
enijiloynuMit ot exis-s.s women. It is clear that in the ihiily retuins 
siibmitti'd to the .\gent, whiidi show, amongst other things, dailv 
attendance of lalioiir bidow ground, there is nothing to indicate any 
malpractice. 

rile only lepmfs wliicdi were submitted to Mr. Jlindley’s office aiirl 
whndi coii1aine<l rcti'rcnce to lalsmi- atti ndani-e were tlii' dailv raisings 
returns. In columns ahoigside the tonnage figures the attendance ot 
miners and ‘Kamins , that is, female loaders of r-oal, were shown 
sejiaratci,\. Messrs. lliiidl(\\ and Ifosser would know that the tiguis s (d 
coal-raisings were authentic, and having gone into the details of these 
re|iorts covering .s('ven days iminmliatelv liefore the accident, we consi¬ 
der that, tlo'y would not have been justified in douliting the accuracy 
ot tlu' attendance figure's, for the following reason: — 

I’or the vyeek preci'diiig the disaster <S77 tons of sti'ani coal and 
slack were raised from the mine with a declaied total biboiir attendance 
of.l,22iS miners and Kamins so that the average yield per head ))er 
shift was about 14 ewts., /.c., alMiut the eajiaeity of one tub. The out¬ 
put being ismtined i»iactically to coal from (dllar cutting, and niinin,g 
conditions generally being favourable for oul]iu1, this may be i onsidt'rcd 
as a very poor average yield, and <-erlaiiily did iiof denote that there 
was any under-ri'jiorting of laboiii- atfenilances. (lomjairisons bi'lwcen 
these reports and the attendance registers would have revealeil oiilv 
sniiill discrejianeies, it any, and we hardly think that any officer superior 
to th(' Manng'C'r would have felt that tiiere was an,\ need for investi¬ 
gation by him. 'I'hc only criticism that can jinstly be levied again.st 
the Agent and his Assistants in this conneetion is ii' fidlows:- 

'Ihe reason why sv' man,\ women were employed underground was 
in nil jii'obubility the diftii'ulty winch Mr. Dobbs, like other Afnnagers, 
was experiencing in finding sufficient labour to kee|i raisings of eoal 
up to the reipiired standard. 'Die shortage of labour was abnormal not 
only in this, but in ot her <Mdlieries. The Agent ami his I’er.sonal 
Assistant had to keeji on pressing the Manager to iiicrea.-e his ou(. 
init. But they did not, as they ailmit, pay jmrtieular attention to the 
W'a,> in which the .Manager was tackling the ditficulty arising from the 
shortage of labour, noj- did they (|uestioii him as to whether he was 
tenijited to employ an e.xcess of females in ordi'r to niaintnin a sufficient 
output ot eoal. We consider it would have been better it the Agent 
and his I’l'rsonal Assistant had interested themselves in this matter. 
Mr. Thomson, on behalf of the Agent, paid two visits to the mine 
between the middle of November and the date of the accident, to emiuirc 
ubout Ali t'Oill. ||(» (H<1 not s(*(* ilio oil I'itIuM' 

ocension or go iindergrouml. It is clear that Mr. 'riiomson hud mm h 
less opimrtunity than the Agent’s Personal Assistant, Mr. Bos.ser, to 
diHcovor the ]jrese]ict* oi oxetsss woiuhii iiiider^rouinl. Jili’. liossiM- ^ isilt'd 
the mine on an average once in tliree weeks, and went below ground with 
t.he Managei on these occasions. Tie did not iiotici* anv excess of 
w'oinen lie.low giymnd, and in our opinion, he was not likely to do so 
unless he had paid ]iartieular utteiitioii to this mutter. 

31. PreranUoiiii fohrn aiiiiinxi. accident.t — renUlahoii. -Yhi' mine 
was known to be a gassy one. 'I he. seam gave off inflamniable gas, and 
it had been detected on 27th May 193(1 and on sevei.il juevious (s'ca- 
sions. ^ Safety lamps were in use, and there was regular testing for 
gas. The need for adeiiuate ventilation, which is the eliief safeguard 
against explosions, wa.s clearly leeognise.d, and an elee-lricallv driven 
fan was kepi constantly running at the top of the upcast shaft during 
the greater part of the year. 
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Mr. Dobhw ajjpeurs to have atopped the fan at certain times of the 
(lay from 26lh to 28th November, stopped it from 20th to 28tli Novem- 
1ici% run it for a short time oti 2nd December and then stopped it from 
.‘trd De(^emb(‘r to the lime of the accident. The Afyent and his Personal 
A'ssistant both knew the fan had been stopped, and raised no objection. 
The latter deposes that the ventilation was excellent with the fan 
stopped. Some previous Manaffcrs of this same mine bad also stopped 
the fan in the cold weather, and found that at this season of the year 
the natural ventilation was (piite sufficient. The evidemee of the over¬ 
men is to the .same effect. The Chief Insp»«dor of Mines has (jono 
carefully into the question of vonlilalion, and has come to the conclu¬ 
sion that air was beinp projierly c<inrscd round the mine. The evidence 
that no pas was In'inp found in the workinp places, points, he says, to 
the same eoneliision. The Chief Inspector considers that ventilation 
was adequate up to the relay before the accident oe.curred. He has 
piven his opinion, however, that it was a mistake to atop the fan. He 
points out (11 that the records show that the draupht produced by 
natural A’entilation was about 20,00(1 cubic feet per minute less than at 
the correspondinp time in the previous month and about 10,000 cubic 
feet j>er minute h'ss than ni the niontb of May of the same year, (2) 
that the mine had pi'own icore extensive and (‘D that the fun had been 
kept runuinp in the pi'cviou- cold weather. He admits, howcv(‘T, that 
there is notbinp, ajiurt from the explosion, to show that the .stoppape 
of the fan led to inadequacy of ventilation; and it is riplit to point 
out that, althouph the mim* had extended to a small extent as com¬ 
pared with the previous year, the number of palleries drivcui in the 
solid wei-e only two in nuiriber, and beiiee tbe ventilation system had 
become more simplified on tbe whole. 

I’erbaps the fairest way to sum tbe matter up would be as follows; — 

Tn the light of subsequent (>vents. it is a pity that the fan was 
stopped: for to keep it rumiiup would have been au additional precau- 
tion, which .pist possibly miplit have .averted tbe exiilosion by ju’event- 
iiiR accumulation of pas;, but to say that tbe mouapenuMit were 
actually at fault in stoppinp the fan, would he poing ton far. 

32. Prrrnvliovn lalcen against accidents — cnal-dust .—Siieeini hve- 
laws prescrihinp pis'cautions against explosion of coal-du.st had been in 
force in this mine since 24Tlt .Tannary 193(!. These bye-laws are as 
follows: — 

“1. Tbe floor, roof and sides of airways, Imnlage and Iravrllinp 
roads of parts thereof, which are not natuially wet, shall be systemati¬ 
cally rleared of all loo.se coal-dust so as to nrevent, as far as ])raetieable, 
dry coal-dust accumulating, and such clearings of coal-dust .sbnll be sent 
out o'f the mine.” 

“2. The airways, haulage and tr.avcllinp roads and working T'laces 
or parts’of tbe same which contain drv coal-dnsi shall be treated with 
v'ater or stone dust in such manner and at sneb intervals as will ensnir* 
■immunity from tbe danger of ipiiitioii by coal-dust f”om any cause.” 

“■3. A' special examination of the nnderpround roadways and work¬ 
ing faces .shall be made’ at least’once a month or, if these places arc 
naturally wet tbroiipbout, at intervals not exeeediiip three months, by 
a competent underground nffieial, and a report (to be recorded in a 
book kept at tbe mine for tbe. puroosel made on their condition as to 
tbe nature of coal-dust pre.sent and the steps taken to mitigate any 
danpiu’ arising therefrom.” 

The first nucstion for consideration is w'helbev these bye-laws were 
being oVisetwed. Mr. N. 0. Dbatterjee, Inspector of Mines, renorted on 
22ud August 19.30 that “water was being allowed to run down the 
haulage dips to keep them damp. Tln^ prexent Manager is not in 
favour of providing syirays on roadways. The level roads are periodi- 
c.'dly treated with ashes. Tbe eastero rise sc'ction was found to be 
naturally wet tbrongbnnt”. Mr. (Ibattcu'jce was gpiierallv satisfied that 
the hye-laws for coal-dust, were heing complied with. The (Thief 
Tii.sm’ctor was not satisfied, however, with the w.ateving arrangements 
and directed another inspection. This was done hv Mr. riiattei-jee on 
Rth October 1930. On laxudving bis ref>ort, the Chief Insoeetor was 
still not fully satisfied, and informed the Inspector of Mines that 
ade(|uate watering of the roadways or stone dusting should be insisted 
on. 

The luBpee.tirr wrote to the Agent, who replied that the measures 
taken at Hnidih Colliery were of a temporary and experimental nature; 
that a mill was shortly to he constructed to supply stone 
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du8t to Poidih Collierj'; and that, in the nieantiine wateriuj^ of 
the haulage roads and reffular sweepinp to prevent aneumulations of 
coal-dust was being carried on as the Iwst means available for the 
present, to meet requirements. 

As to the actual state of the mine just before the accident, the 
evidence of the overmen, of Mr. Ro.sser and of Mr. Hindley indicates 
e.lonrly what precautions against coal-dust were being taken. 

Overman Abanindra ^Jaih Sen (lupta, for instance, deposes that 
since Mr. Ohatterjee’s last inspection both east and west main haulage 
roads hud been ke]d dust-free. Wliite-wasliing has been done, and 
aiTangements made for regular watering. The water pipes were kept 
open continuously to ki>ep the haulage dip roadway wet. The floor 
throughout the section under this overman (i.e., west dip depillaring 
section, which was imt nalurally wet) was kept thorougiily wet and 
free from dust. 

This evidence is eorrolKirated by Mr. llosser, svho inspected the 
mine on behalf of thi! Agent a w'eek before the disaster. He considered 
that the bye-laws relating to coal-dust wejc being satisfactorily carried 
out. Mr. llosser candidly a<iniitK, however, that coal-dust may have 
played some part in the explosion. “1 do not think it is likely", he 
says, “that a ])ure gas explosion could cause such tlamagc". 

The Agent, ill'. Hindley siateil as lollow.s: — 

“1 have no idea bow this accident could have been caused. In 
coliipliaiice with the byc-laws regarding coal-dust, we were watei'ing 
haulage roads in tlie iliji workings, the rise workings being naturally 
wet. The first .steps we took were to course water down the haulage 
roads in the di]> wiivkiiig to keei) the doors thoroughly wet. (kiolies 
weie also cniployetl to sweep up and take away any tine dust that we 
could discover. 'I’lie uietliods of dealing with this matter were gradu¬ 
ally being inijiros'ed and it w^as my iutentiou to adopt stone dusting as 
soon ns we could gel a stone mill i-ris'led at the adjoining eidlieiy. The 
machinery had been eonsirueted and election work was exjieelerl to 
begin w'ithiti a few days. Since 1 )iav<- taken ovei, J liavc sjieeded nji 
the urrangemenhs for stone dusting at all i-ollieries at wliich hye-laws 
have been established.” 

Again, Mr. Uiudley says: — 

‘‘When 1 got the letter from the liispoclor of Mines, No. 2 Circle, 
that he did not consider the met hod of dealing with coal-dust adequate, 
1 discussed the luatlcr with Mr. ltos.ser and rejilied to llie Insjiee.tor of 
Mines. l;Hl<‘r, I talked it over with the Manugur. AVc agreed that 
dry' sweeping was no u.se. We decided to jmt .stone ilust down as soon 
as wc could.” 

On this evidc'nce, we tliiiik it is clear that hyc-law’s (1) and (3) 
were properly observed. As regard.s hye-law {‘J) the position was not 
quite HO satisfactory. The watering of the dry jiarts of the mine was 
isinfiued to the roadways only, lenviiig the. roof and sides neither 
sprayed with water nor treated with .stone dust as the hye-lnw pre¬ 
scribed. 

We are satisfied that the Agent and the Company' had intended to 
comjdy fully with the second bye-law and had made preparations for 
a snjiply of stone dust for Poidih. Ttiifortuiiately the .supply was uot 
available up lo the lime of the accident. ;Jt should lie added tliat 
it is by no means certain that, the mine ■u'ould have been completely 
safeguarded against explosions of coal-dust even if the hye-laws lhad 
been fully complied with. The Chief Inspector of Mines has stated 
in his report that jirccautions against c(Mil-dust are of comparatively 
reeent origin in Indian mines, and that, while much has been done, 
(diiefly at his instance, mue.li remains to lie done. Some groups of 
collieries prefer -watering, and others .stone, dusting. There has been 
doubt in some minds as to whether watering is to he preferred to stone 
dusting, and also as to wiliat standard of precaufion could he considered 
adequate. Tlie Cliief Inspector is of opinion that coal-dust in old 
galleries may he a danger, although, up to the present, attention has 
been paid to the treatimuit of coal-dust at what has been considered 
tlie most dangerous jiarls of the mine, vi:., haulage and tramming 
roads, travelling roads, airways and working places. 

Our conclusions as regards e(Mi]-dust preeautioiis in this mine may 
he summed up as follows: — 

ni Those responsible for the mnnugeincnl and control of tlie mine 
did make an honest effort, to take adequate jirecautious against 
coal-dust but had not, up to the time of the accident, fully complied 
■with bye-'law No. 2, to the satisfaction of the Chief Inspector. 
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(2) lu view of the prohahility that explosion of eoal-dust played 
an important ])art in the a(H;ideut, it is possible that the precautions 
taken were not as a matter of f«<-t arlejjuale. 

(3) Even if the cxistinp- bye-laws had been fully complied with, 
the danper of coal-dust explosion would not have lieeii entirely absent. 

33. J‘rcc<iuhi)iix oijainst accidents—safety lamps .—In Poidih 
Colliery, safety lami)s were in use throughout the mine. The question 
arises whether repulations and bye-laws relatinp to their use were pro¬ 
perly observed. 

Tile Chief Insiiector is of opinion that an ath'quate number of lamp 
cleaners, examiners and issue ederks was maintained in the lamp cabin, 
and that tliore was an ample numlM'r of lamjis to ensure that they 
could be (defined and examim>d between relays. fn addition to the 
instruedion id' lainjis on issue, a weekly inspection of. and rejiort on, 
all safety lanijis was made by eoinjudent persons to the Manaper and 
Apent. We think, on the evidence', that tihe rules w(*re beinp eomjilied 
with, except for the Fact that the lamp issue repister was beinp mani¬ 
pulated, ulonp with the .aitendancc' repistc'rs, in order to conceal from 
(lovernment Inspectors the fact that the number of women employed 
underpround was beyoi d the jiermissible percentape. Rut the lamp 
issue men who p-ave evidence' before us did not seem to have suflicic'iit 
sense of resjionsibility, und no preat reliance can be plac'ed on thi'ir 
testimony. It is a inattc'r of doubt, in our c-pinion, whelhi'i- they were 
actually iierforminp thc'ir duties i-onscientiously, thoupli our iinprc's- 
sion may be due to their sc'ekinp to c'vacle responsibility, after the 
accident. 

34. J‘rccaiitl)/n.'! ayainsi. aeridrnt.s — searcJic.<i for iiiatrhcs, c.tr .—In 
respect of searches, the jiroccedure at I’oidih Colliery was In advance of 
the rep'ulatioiis and byc'-laws, which, althouph they prohibit poss<'ssion 
of matches and sni<d<inp apparatus, etc-, frepulation 127(c)] do not jire- 
scribe thu,t jx'rsons c'ulc'rinp mine's should be searched tor eoncc'aled 
matches, etc. I'he laiyp ctic'ckei, who was stationc'd at the entrance 
to the shaft, not only examine thi' safc'ty lam])s of those' enteriup the 
mine' lint iisked e'iich ja'rson to make' sure that he had no “biri” or 
iruite'he's with him, and also se'are''heel such men as he' susjie'C'teel, 
Women we're not se'are'he'd (evide'ue'e of Reipeda Pnisad Monelal e'orro- 
borated by fiobindu Rarui). 

3-*), :\ppointtacut.'i hy the Maiiaycr under reyulations I'dT, etc.— 

ITneb'r repulalion 127 and bye-laws 2(i iind 27. lamp issue e'h'rks have 
to be esmiiietent persons a]>|)ointe'el ley the Mauaper. Now. if wi' were 
to belie'vc the e'videni'e of tiiese e-lerks, some' of them we're not duly 
aulhorise'd. Rut we eirc' nueeble to eiccejet their evidenee iu this respee't. 
Mr. N. Chattei-je'c', Inspe'ctor of Mines, says that he' insjee'e-ted the' 
mine on title Octobei' liJ-'tO eind was satisfied that those persons who 
should be eiuthorised, were etuthoriseel. Heirihor Roy, lamj) issue 
clerk, teilel . Mr. (duette'rje'e, that he Imel nei nutlheeri.satieui 
letter, but in e'leiss-e'xeiminatiein befeire' us, bee jiiLnitted tlmt he pe>l 
an uuthbrisatiein freim ei pre'vienis Manapi^r, Mr. Reesser. We think it 
preebable' tluit seemee eit those \vitnesse*s whei have eh'uieil ree'eijet of 
autheerisutieuis hiive eh'peese'd fahse'ly with the ielea eit e'vaelinp resjxensi- 
bility. In the' ah.seuie'e eif ■iiny e-eiinplete repister sheiwinp eell ujepoint- 
ments or autheerisatiems in tore'e' eit this eadliery, eio e'eeiee-lusion can be 
drawn fremi the men-elise-eevery eif a e-ejinplcb' sot e)f e-eepie's e>f authori- 
satiou.s. If the' witue'sses wished tee elen.v their eiutheeri.sations they 
would probiibly dee iiway with .seeme eef the' eeopies. Repulation 25, whieb 
deals with appeeintinents by the' Manaper eef the' supervisiiip staff of 
the mine, is met suffie:ie'ntl\' strinpent. TTneler this repulation, ceepies 
of such apieointun'iits have lee be kept in the offiree at the mine but they 
need not be noted in eiiiy repister. fn our e)pinie>n a Ixeund repister 
of authorisations should be pri'scrvcd. 

30. Jieronuiht!iidation.s. —'I'he makinp t>f receunmeudatieens is, 
strictly sjieakinp, uot within the se'eepc of this eneiuiry, but the facts 
which have traiesjeired indie'ute that, action on the followinp lines may 
be advisable: — 

(1) Improvement of the- ])re'sent system of miniup, as far as pos¬ 
sible, so us to prevent accumulation of gas in goaf cavities, w’hieh fre¬ 
quently form re.servoirs for the. acTUiuulntion of inflammable gas. This 
question, we understand, is at present uiuler the consideration of the 
Coal Mining Committee.

(2) The att.eiitioii of Af^eiils and Manafftsrs of jjassy milieu ehould 
be drawn to the net^essity of keepiiif^ meohanical ventilators working’- 
continuously in order to safeguard against any unforeseen accumulation 
of inflammaldc gas. 

They should he advised to bring to the notice of the Inspector 
of Mines any prolonged stoppage of sucli ventilators. 

(3) It is advisable that a regulation sliould he introduced to make 

it compulsory that persons entering a gassy mine should he searched. 
This regulation niiglit be framed on the lines of section of the 

English Coal Mines Act of 1911. 

(4) Regulation 25 sliould he amended so ns l.o jirovide that a hound 
register should lie keiit at every colliery, showing all u]>puintmHnts or 
authorisations of competent jiersons by the Manager. 

(5) A reguLation should he framed reipiiriiig the Manager or a com¬ 
petent person appointed by him to examine all the safety lamps in use 
at the mine at least once a week, and to record the result of surih 
examinations in a hook to he kept at the mine for the jini'iiose. 

((») We think that electric safety lamps arc* less liable to misuse 
in the hands of irresjionsilde jiersons, and their use by all jiersons 
excojit the, supervising and inspecting staff should he entaiuraged, in 
jnvference to the llaiiie type of lamji. This is jiart.icularly advisable 
when extraction of (lillars is being carricil on. W'e do not advise, 
however, that the use of electric ianijis in jilac.e of the flame type should 
he (simjiulsory. 

(7) Regiilulion 122 iJhouId he ^iniended .so as to s|iecifv more clearly 
the jioinl.s at wiiich the moiitlily nieasiircnients of air shall he made. 

(8) A regulation shoulrl he issued reijuiring old wtirkitigs in gassy 
mines, and jiarticularly jilais's in which intlanimahh* gas may atuiumu- 
iate, to he examined once a week by eoniiietent jiersoii and the results 
reisirded in a Isiok ki'jit at the mine for the jiurjiosc. 

(9) We are iiiipressml with the dangers arising from coal-dust, in 
gussy mines and are of ojiinion that existing regulations and hy*‘-laws 
regulating coal-dust should 1 h‘ examined with ji. view to their ismsoli- 
dation and possibly more stringent ujijilicafion. Rut in view <if the 
limited scojie of (he jire.sont einjuir.v, and the controversial natui'e of 
the technical i|uestions involved, we do not make any specific reconi- 
mendalioas. Wc understand that the (|ncstion is one of those eagag- 
iiig the attention of the (’oal Mining- rommillee. 

(10) We invite attention of the fact that in I’oidili mine there wi-re 
goaves isolated h.\ stojipings in such a way as lo make it imjiossilile 
to ascertain whether inilammalde gas nas aei-nmiilating hehitid tlie.st- 
stojijiiugs. It is advisalde that in ii stojijiing or series of stopjiings 
there should he an-augemenfs whereliy almosplievie eonditions behind 
the shijijiings (am he readily ascertain ml. 

37. In eonelusion we wish lo aeknowledge our indebtedness in 
this enquiry to the careful ami thorough rejiorl prejiared by the (thief 
Insjieetor of Mines; (o record our thanks lo the Director and Managing 
Agents of the Rengal (toal (toniji-any. Limited, and to the Agent of

1. Two claBBes of studenta are admitted to the college: — 

(1) Civil pupils' class .—Admission to this class is restricted to 
students, male or female, who were born within or whose parents are 
domiciled within the territorial jurisdiction of tho Calcutta University. 
Three students are also eligible for admission from tho Dacca University 
area and three from the Dacca Intermediate Board. Students from 
other provinces and from Indian States for wlioin places have been 
reserved are also eligible for admission to tho college. 

Only students who intend to take the M. B. examination of the 
Oalciitta University are admitted to this class. 

(2) MUitari/ pupils' class .—Only European or Anglo-luditin students 
are admitted to this class (see separate prospectus for military pupils 
whose admission is regulated by the Director-Oenerul, Indian Medical 
Service). 

Notk.—C asual Kludonls uro not udinitiMl. No students are admiitted other than 
those in one or other of tho above clussos. 

2. The minimum preliminary qualih’catiou for admission is the 
Eirst Class I’ass certificate of the I. Sc. examination of the Calcutta 
University with Physicis, Cheuu.stry and Mathematics or an examina¬ 
tion recognised as equivalent to it. This rule may he relaxed iti favour 
of Muhammadan students and smdi candidates having passed the said 
examination in the second division may he admitted, provided they are 
otherwise considered suitable, to make up the number allotted for the 
Muhammadan students.

4. The session commences with the summer term which begins on 
the 15th June and ends on the day before the commencement of the 
Durga I’uja holidays. The winter term commences on the day after 
close of the Durga Puja holidays and ends on the illst March. 

5. All applications direct from new students in Bengal for admis¬ 
sion to the college should he ac<-,ompanied by a fee of Rs. 4 which will 
not be refunded. 

All new students must apply for admission to the Principal, Medical 
College, Calcutta, in the prescribed form, available in his office before 
the 25th May except in tho following cases: —

Preference for admission will usually be given to candidates who 
have superior (jualifications, but the final selection lies entirely with 
the Selection Committee appointed by Government. 

(«) Besides the students nominated by the Indian States under rule 
5 (/>), one student will be nominated by the Inspector-General of Civil 
Hospitals, Central Provinces, six students (including one female 
student) by the Insjiector-General, Civil Hospitals, Assam, and six by 
the authorities mentioned in rule 5 (<■). 

The.se students must possess the uualifications mentioned in rule 2 
and the nomination must reach the Principal, Medical CJolloge,, Calcutta, 
befme the lOth June each year, failing which the vacaacies will be 
filled with local (randidates. Vacancies arising Iby resignation or other¬ 
wise in places filled by reservation for the authorities in iiaragraph (a) 
c.annot be filled again by those authorities during the year.

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(a) A student who without leave absents himself from the Collepe 
nr his hostel for more than one month, shall he removed from the roils 
of the College, if the College Council so recommend. No refund of fees 
paid can be claimed in such cases. 

Fees other than caution money once paid cannot be refunded except 
to those whose claim for refund is tenable under rule 17. The levy, 
accounting and disposal of caution money will be governed by the 
rules prescribed under Government order No. lG89Medl., dated the 24th 
May 1932. 

9. Form.s of application for admission will be issued from the 15th 
April and re«!oived up to the 25th May every year. 

10. Failed students must apply for admission and pay the fees 
within the date prescribed by the Principal, otherwise their claim will 
lapse. 

11. All civil students admitted after 1925-26 will pay Rs. 200 in 
two instalments, viz., Rs. 100 for the summer term and Rs. 100 for the 
winter term. They must also pay the annual Athletic Club fee of 
Rs. 4 (with the exception of female students) and any caution money 
due for attendance at practical classes along with the fees for their 
summer term. Fees once paid cannot be refunded except those whose 
claim for the refund is tenable under rule 17. 

12. The fees for each term are to be paid in one instalment. The 
fees for the summer term are due (except from new students) on the 
15th June and those for the winter term on the 1st November and must 
be paid together with athletic, c.lub fees, on those dates or on such later 
dates as the Principal may direct, after which a daily fine of annas 
four will be levied along with the fees on each defaulter. The names 
of students whose fees are more than 30 days overdue will be removed 
from the rolls of the college.

any examination prescribed for promotion to the next higher class, will 
jiay Rs. 5(1 each term until he passes the examination in question, after 
which he will pay foes on tlie full scale laid down in rule 11. 

14. The fee for certificates issued to civil students leaving the 
college before completing their study shall be Rs. 40 for each course of 
iectures and practical classes and Rs. 30 for every three months of 
hospital practice, 

[In calculating the sum to be paid under this rule the amount of 
college fees paid by the student (or in the case of a student enjoying a 
stipendiary scholarship and free tuition the amount of which would 
have been paid by him had he been a paying student) shall be 
deducted.] 

15. Students who fail to appear at or to pass the Final M. B. 
Examination sliall immediately on readmission after failure, pay fees 
each term at the rate of Rs. 25 for each of the subjects in which they 
are to appear at the subsequent examination. 

16. The fee for post-graduate students undergoing a course of 
training in the rathological. Bacteriological, Physiological or Chemical 
Laboratory is Rs. 90 for a period not exceeding six months. 

17. Students who hold scholarships awarded by the Government 
of Bengal or Government scholarships awarded by the Board of Inter¬ 
mediate and Secondary Education, Dacca, and all holders of Mohsin 
Stipend irrespective of the authority granting such stipend are not 
required to pay the annual fee of Rs. 200 for the year in which they 
hold such scholarships if they are natives of Bengal or if their parents 
are domiciled in Bengal.

Test Examinations in tlhese subjects will be held during the course. 
Students who fail* in these Test Examinations will not be sent up for 
the Third M.B. Examination, This year's curriculum also includes 
lectures on Medicine, (liinical Medicine, Surgery, Dental Surgery 
Optional), Midwifery, 20 Demonstrations in Practical Midwifery and 
Hospital J’ractice for 12 months. Students who fail* four times to 
pass the Third M.B. J'lxamination will not be allowed to rx)ntinue in 
the M.B. Course, but will be transferred to the Meml)ership (bourse 
of the State Medical Faculty of Bengal. 

VI. Sixth Year (one summer and one winter term)— 

liBctureh- on Advanced Midwifery, Ophthalmic Surgery', Clinical 
and Operative Surgery, Mental Diseases, Hospital Prac.tice for 12 
months, including attendance in the special departnu'iits for diseases 
of the eye, ear, nose and thrmit and venereal diseases, elementary 
instruction in Radiology and classes in Special I’allioJogy and in 
Surgical Anatomy. 

Any student failing* to puss the Final M.B. Examination of the 
Calcutta University within the limit of 19 months cabnilated from the 
date of the candidate’s passing in a subject or subjo(;ts of the said 
examination, will be transferred to the Membership Course of the 
State Medical Faculty of Bengal. 

19. In ordei to qualify for signature for lectures and Pracitical 
Classes and attendance at Hospital 75 per cent, of possible attendance 
at lectures, demonstrations. Practical Classes and working days in the 
wards of the Hospital is compulsory. Absence with or without leave 
is calculated as non-attendance. 

20. The following are the scholarships and rew’ards obtained by 
students: — 

(а) Ten college scholarships of lls. 12 each with free tuition tenable 
for one year awarded to the hrst ten students on the results of the Test 
Examination of the first year class, provided such students also pass the 
Preliminary Scientific M. B. Examination of the Cahmtta University 
at the first attempt. 

(б) Ten college scholarships of Bs. 12 each with free tuition tenable 
for one year awarded to the first ten students on the results of the 
second year’s Test Examinations, provided they have not attended more 
than one course in the second year. 

(c) Ten scholarships of Rs. 12 each with free tuition awarded to 
the first ten students on the results of the Test Examinations of the 
third year class, pn)vided such students also pass the First M. B. 
Examination of the Calcutta University at the first attempt. 

(d) Ten scholarships of Rs. 12 each with free tuition tenable for one 
year awarded to the first ten students on the results of the Test Exami¬ 
nation of the fourth year class, provided such students also pass the 
Second M. B. Examination of the Calcutta University at the first 
attempt. 

(c) Ten 8cholarshii)8 of Rs. 12 each with free tuition tenable for 
one year awarded to the first ten students on the results of the Test 
Examination of the fifth year class, provided such students also pass 
the Third M. B. Examination of the Calcutta University at the first 
attempt. 

Notr. —Only Htudents of Ben^I are allowed to compete for these Bcholarships. 
40 per cent, is the pass murk for Text Examinations, 60 per cent, in the ungregate 
must be obtained by a candidate to be eligible for a scholarship. AU sch^rships 
are granted subject to good conduct and satisfactory progress. 

(J) Six Government scholarships (one for each year) of the value 
of Rs. 25 will be awarded to the female students of the regular edasses 
who do not hold Dufferin or other scholarships excejit Mrs. Mary 
Chandra’s Scholarship. 

'Failure to appear at an examination is equivalent to failure in the examina- 
tioii. 
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(ff) Mohsin »cholar»hvp ».—Six stipends of the value of Bs. 16 each 
tenable in the Medical College, Calcutta, are annually awarded by the 
Director of Public Instruction from the Mohsin Endowment Fund^ to 
deserving poor Bengali Muhammadan students in the following 
manner: — 

Two scholarshps on admission tenable for one year only on the 
result of the I. Sc. Examination. 

Two scholarships tenable for two years on the result of the Preli¬ 
minary Scientific M. B. Examination. 

Two scholarships on admission tenable for three years on the result 
of the First M. B. Examination subject to their passing the Second 
and Third M. B. Examinations in regular course. 

(/i) A limited number of stipends will be granted to Muhammadan 
students in straitened circumstan<’.es who must prove to the satisfaction 
of the Principal that they are poor and deserving Bengali Muhammadan 
students. 

21. If on account of the death, resignation nr dismissal of any 
college scholar a scholarship falls vacant, such a scholarship for the 
remainder of its tenuie will be awarded to the next best student in 
the list of the first scholarship examination or to such other students 
as the Principal may consider fit. 

22. Holders of college scholarships, any other Government scholar¬ 
ships or Trust Fund Scholarships administered by Government are not 
eligible for the Durga Charan Laha Scholarship. Similarly a student 
already holding a scholarship, either on the results of the University 
Examination or granted by Government, is not eligible to compete for 
the college scholarships. 

23. Civil students who at any time are kept hack for a second year 
of study, in all the subjects of one curriculum, are thereby rendered 
ineligible for any of the stipendiary 8<!holarship8 awarded by the Govern¬ 
ment of Bengal. They are, however, eligible for the special scholar¬ 
ships, Mohsin Stipends and edass-prizes and medals and certificates of 
honour of the college except the Sir Frank Connor Memorial I’rize for 
wliich only the regular students are eligible. 

24. Certificates of honour to the number of three in each subject, 
may be awarded by the I’rofessor, subject to the sanction of the 
Principal, to students who have not obtained the medal but are deemed 
worthy of it (on the result of the test examination in that subject or 
any special Honours Examination held for the purpose).

3. To section 3 of the said Act tlm following proviso

STATEMENT OF OB.TECTS AND REASONS. 


Rule 3 of Order XXXII of the B’irat Schedule to the Code of Civil Procedure, 1908, lays 
down that where the defondnnt ib a minor, the Court ahnll appoint a proper person to be guardian 
for the suit for such minor. It has bcien held by the High Courts that an appointment made 
during the course of original suit t-ndim‘B during prof^dings on appeal. There is no provision 
in the Code requiring fesh appointment of guardians for the execution proceedings following 
suits. It might tliereforc be thought that a guardian ad litem appointed during a suit continuea 
as such till the termination of the execution proceedings. But some High Courts followa different 
interpretation and one of them has held that the guardian ad, litem appointed by a 
Court for a minor defendant does not continue to lie the guardian for the suit in the execution 
proceedings without a fresh apjxiintment. The Bill proposes to make it clear that the appoint¬ 
ment endun-s throughout all proeec'dings arising out of the suit, including those in any appellate 
or revisional Court and those in the ex(>cution of a dc'cree.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The ijreaentrcpnfsentationof tinn-uffiuial hodies on the Soft Coke Ceas Committee, constitut¬ 
ed under section 4 (7) of the Indian Soft Coke C«*8 h Acst, 1929, consiataof seven persona nominated 
l>.y tlie Indinii Mining Federation and one person nomimvtt'd by the Indian Mining Association. 
Ttiis allocation of seats was originally adopted iK^oniise practically all the proprietors of cfillicrica 
which produce a )ft coke wero then members of the Indian Mining Federation. The position 
has, howevi-r, since bticn altered owing to the interest which other bodies engaged in this 
industry have acquired in the manufacture of soft (!oke, and tlm Indian Colliery Owners’ 
Association have for this reason been pressing for some time for separate rt'prestJiitation on the 
Committee on the basis of tlie r)utput of soft coke by tiu'ir members. An examination on this 
basis of the relative iraportaiuie of the v.arious interost»*d lH)dies shows that the claim of this 
Associatioit is justified and that a readjustment of the repri'scmtation of non-official bodies on 
the Coranvittee is necessary in the. mamier proposetl in the Bill. 

It is further proposed to amend the Act so as to provide that the nomiimtion hitherto 
made by the Govenunent of Bihar and Urissu will in future be made by the Government of Bihar 
in whose territory the coalfields are m.aiiily situated. The Bill is also intended to give efTeet 
to this proposal, and to cei'tain formal <'h.angeB in the long title and preamble and in sc'ction H 
(1) of the A(!t rendered necessary by the (^oii.^titution of Orissa as a BOj)arttte Province.

Presidency cf Uen^^al for (he year 1935—‘Ui. 

Mr. T). MaclMierson, 1.C..S., reimiiiied in udmiiiistralive cliurpre of the 
dejiartment llirouf^'hout the year exeejit for the ]»eriod from 1st April 
ly.'lo to ITtli June 1935, wlien Mr. 8. K. Haidar, i.c..s., was in charffe. 
Hahn A. K. Hasii worked as (he Collector of Excise. Calcutta, and was 
also in cliarfye of (lie Kxcise Intellifjeiice Hnreait. Rai Haliadur 
T. Bliattacliarjya. Deputy Ciumnissioner, was in eharjre of the {jeneral 
inspection and jirevenlion woi'k and in addition held charffe of the 
Matclies, Suf^ar and Tohacco llramdies. 

For the past few years tlie excise policy of (lovernnieul has ibeeii 
“niaxiuium revenue with iiiiiiimum consumption”. The ])rinci])al 
c.lianjje that has been effected in the policy of the department since its 
reorR'anisution in 1910 lias been the adoption of the Fixed Fee System 
of Licensiuff, with eorrespondinfi’ fixation of retail prices for excisable 
articles in 1917-18 in Cabuitta, and from 1917-18 to 1921-22 in the 
ninfassal. W'ilb a view to counteract the fall in revenue the aui'tion 
s.\ stem of licensing' was reintroduced in 1933, but subseiinently it was 
found that, tbougli this system resulted at first in a marked im|)rove- 
ment, the revenue was not steady. It was decided to revert to the 
Fixed Foe System as that system was cainsidered to jdace tlie ri'vimue 
on a more stable (basis and to result in the better management, of excise 
sho])s. Popular (lontrol over licensing and lotiation of shojis has been 
introduced. In the selection of licensees the policy of Government has 
been for the last few years to give jireference to educated young men 
of the bh/idralnh class with a view to providing them ■«'ith employment 
and placing the business in the hands of a better educated class. 
Facilities to enable them to take up the business were given by the 
reduction of the rale of advance fees from one and half montlis to 
fifteen days. 


The following measures Inne been adopted with a view to give effect 
to the pidicy of restricted sujijdy and contnd over consumption of 
excisable articles: — 

(t; Levy of a sliding scale of rates of taxation on licpior and drugs 
with adecpiate and suitable regulations to cumtrol jirices for 
the consumer. 


(ii) Gradual reduction in the nuinher of places of retail vend. 
(Hi) Effective control over the manufacture and whcdesale vend, 
(i'r) Regulation and gradual restriclion of hours of sale. 


There are Liceusinjf Boards in all (he districts except Darjeeling, 
where (here is an Excise Advisory Committee. They functioned sati.s- 
factorily during the year in controlling the number and locution of 
shops and also in regulating the hours of sale in the iniifassa'l shops. 

Since 1931, following the general economic depression, illicit dis¬ 
tillation of liquor as a means of livelihood has been largely adonted, 
specially in the Calcutta area. With a view to tackle this pronlem 
the Central Detection Department was c;reated in 1933. The activities 
of the department were extended during the year under review. The 
results achieved so far by tlie department are satisfactory. 

Revenue fell under almost all heads except tari and bhang. The 
total fall was Rs. 4,20,997 compared with the jirevious year. This is 
due partly to failure of crops in a part of the Fresicleiicy and partly to 
the prevalence of illicit distillation which is believed to be the principal 
cause. 
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The Tree Tax System of taxation on tori—-a. system by which a tldt 
is levied on each date cocoanut and palm trees tapped for the mantt> 
fnctnre of Ui.ri —continued to lie in forr;e in the districts of Calcutta, 
24-l’ar<?aua8, Hooghly and Howrah. 

The iinprovenient in tlie imports of potalble liquors continued during 
the year and, owing to cheapness of spirit manufactured and denatured 
locally, the import of .Java spirit is gradually on the decline; Govern¬ 
ment also observe witii satisfucttion that the medicinal prejiarations 
manni'aetured in the bonded laboratories in this province, of which 
there are nine, have, to a considerable extent, replaced articles formerly 
imported from abroad. 

Ganja is iiroduced only in Naogaon in the district of llajshahi. 
The area under cultivation was reduced from 870 to 710 bighas and 
consumption fell by 3.‘1 niaunds lo seers, which is attributed to general 
economic, conditions on account of trade dej)re8Bioii, failure of (;rops and 
the low prices of agricultural products. The co-operation between 
licensed cultivators and the excise patrol partly in preventing smuggling 
is worthy of note. 

Chnrm is procured from Central Asia through the medium of 
lie^ensed contractors in the Punjab. The i-onsumption fell by albout 
3 iiinunds, which is attributed to illicit sale of contraband charat. 

Opium is obtained from the Government Opium Factory at Gazipur 
in the United Provinces. A system of restrirted supply of opium 
according ti> local requirements as fixed by the {Collectors of districts is 
in force. The tlpiuni Smoking Act and the rules made thereunder had 
the desired etfecit tliroughout llie Presidency, and the Humber of ojiiuiu 
smokers is reported to Ihe gradually decreasing. The regulations 
prescribed by Government on the recommendations of the League of 
Nations, relating to import, export or transport of “Dangerous Drugs’’, 
which include opium and its derivatives, continued to be in force. In 
accordance with the restricdions imposed on the consumption of opium 
in tlie industrial areas near (Calcutta as recommended by the Opium 
EiKiuiry Oommittee the limit of retail sole and private pos.session con¬ 
tinued to be \2 grains in the district of ralcutta anil the urban thanas 
of ilooglily, Howrah and the 2-1-lhirganus lying along the river 
Hooghly, except under a permit on a medical certificate in which case 
the limit was fixed at 90 grains. 

(tilt of 13,i)38 jiersnns proseeuted for various excise offences 11,.^G9 
wen* convicted during the year. Figures for detection indicate that 
excise crime is most jirevalent in the western districts of the proviniie 
particularly Jlunlwan and Midnapore. The discovery of an illicit still 
at 52, Gariahut Hoad, Calcutta, and the suh.seqneiit discovery of the 
ramifications of the illicit trade eoniiected with it ha.s provided one of 
file most spiisutioiial cases yet brought to liglit in tlie history of the 
excise administration of the province. Government agree with the 
Commissioner of Excise that the importance of imposing deterrent 
sentences, particularly in the case of liabitunl oft'emlers, in excise and 
opium cases needs to he brought to the notice of trying Magistrates. 
Gofvemment nUte that the .Customs,- Police and Hallway officials 
rendered valuable assistance in the delei-tioii of excise crimes. 

Temperance work was carried on in the districts of Rajshahi, Malda 
and Darjeeling. In the two former districts though there was no 
organised temperance campaign, the ciforts of the. “Hliagat” movement 
among the aboriginals in Hajshalii and the influence of the Special 
Officer among the Sontliuls in Malda have resulted in some reduction 
in the drink holbit among those jieople. Tlie educated liillmen of 
Darjeeling are abstaining more and more from indulgence in liquor, 
hut among the uneducated classes no appreciable change in the halhit 
was noticed. Such results as have been obtained in this district are 
due to the work of Christian Missions and the Hillraen's Association. 

The Government of .Bengal have much pleasure in recording their 
appreciation of the manner in which the work of the depaitment was 
coi^ucted by Messrs. D. MaePherson and S. E. Haidar. Thanks are 
also due to the officers mentioned in paragraphs 96 to 98 of the report 
whose loyal co-operation contributed to the successful working of the 
department.

In the exercise of the powers conferred by 
sub-section (3) of section 266 of the Govern¬ 
ment of India Act, 1935, and by clause 14 
(2) of the Government of India (Commence¬ 
ment ond Transitory Provisions) Order, 
1936, the Secretary of State, with the' 
concurrence of a majority of votes at a 
meeting of the Council of India held this 
23rd day of March 1937, hereby makes the 
following regulations which shall have effect 
from 1st April 1937, namely: — 

1. These Regulations may be called the 
Federal Public Service Commission (Con¬ 
sultation by the Secretary of State) Regula¬ 
tions. 

2. It shall not be necessary for the 
Secretary of State to consult the Commission 
in regard to tlie selection for any appoint¬ 
ment which falls to be made by £im. 

3. It shall not be necessary for the 
Governor General to consult the Commission 
in respect of officers appointed by the 
Siecretary of State in regard to— 

(i) any matter mentioned in clauses (a) 

and (b) of siib-sertion (3) o*' 

section 206 of the Government of 
India Act, 1935; 

(ii) any matter mentioned in claus<' (c) 

of the said sub-section other than— 

(1) a recommendation for removal or 

dismissal; and 

(2) an appeal made in accordance with 

the provisions governing appetils 
for the time being in force if the 
Commission had not been pre¬ 
viously consulted when the 
original order was passed against 
which the appeal is made; 

unless the Secretary of State considers such 
consultation desirable. 

4. It .shall not be necessary for the 
Secretary of State to consult the C/ommisaion 
in regard to any matter mentioned in 
clauses (a), (b), t'e,!, t li and <e.) of sub¬ 
section (3) of s«*ction 266 of the G<jvernment 
of India Act, 1935, which falls to be decided 
by him in aiiy case in which the Governor 
General 1 has at any previous stage obtained 
the advice of the Commission as to the orders 
to be passed or in which the Secretary of 
State does not consider that such consultation 
would serve any useful purpose. 

5. It shall not be necessary for the 
Secretary of State or any authority in India 
to consmt any Public Slervice Commission in 
India other than the Federal Public, Service 
Commission in any case relating to an officer 
appointed by the Secretary of Stoto or to an 
officer holding a Commission in His 
Majesty's Forces.

1. Two classes of students are admitted to the college: — 

(1) Civil nupiU' clast. —Admission to this class is restricted to 

students, male or female, who were born within or whose parents arc 
domiciled within the territorial jurisdiction of the Calcutta University. 
Three students are also eligible for admission from the Dacca University 
area and three from the Dacca Intermediate Board. Students from 
other provinces and from Indian States for whom have been 

reserved are also eligible for admission to the c-ollege. 

Only students who intend to take the M. B. examination of the 
Calcutta University are admitted to tliis class. 

(2) Military pupils' class. —Only European or Anglo-Indian students 
are admitted to this (dass vsuo separate prospectus for military pupils 
whose admission is regulated l)y the Director-General, Indian Medical 
Service). 

Note.—C asual students are not nduiilted. No siinlentB are admitted other than 
those in one or other of tho above classes. 

2. The minimum preliminary cjualihcation for admission is the 
First Glass Pass certificate of tlie 1. Sc. examination of the Calcutta 
University with Physics, Chemistry and Mathematics or an examina¬ 
tion recognised as equivalent to it. This rule may be relaxed in favour 
of Muhammadan students and such candidates having })assed the said 
examination in the second division may he admitted, provided they are 
otherwise considered suitable, to make up the number allotted for the 
Muhauimadan students. In assessing the claims of those eligible fur 
admission special W'eight will he attached to proficiency in English. 

3. (a) Female students qualified under rules 1 and 2 will he 
admitted to the college, })iovided there is a vacancy in the Swarnamoyee 
.Hostel in which all female students must reside. For special reasons 
to be recorded in writing, the Principal may allow any female student 
to reside outside this Hostel. 

(b) Female students studying in the college hut belonging to pro¬ 
vinces other than Bengal and not domiciled in Bengal will pay rents 
for accommodation in the Swarnamoyee Hostel. 

4. The session commences w'ith the summer term which begins on 
the Ifith June and ends on the day before the commencement of the 
Dnrga J’uja holidays. The winter term lunnmences on the day after 
close of the Durga Puja holidays and ends on the 31bt March. 

5. All ajiplications diVcct from' new students in Bengal for admis¬ 
sion to the college should he accompanied by a fee of Rs. 4 which will 
not be refunded. 

All new students must apply for admission to the Principal, Medical 
College, Calcutta, in the iirescrihud form, available in his office before 
the 26th May except in the following cases: — 

(a) Students from other provinces for w'hich places are reserved 
should apply to the Inspector-General, Civil Hospitals, of those pro¬ 
vinces for admission within such dates as that officer may prescribe. 

(b) The candidates from Indian States will be nominated by the 
States themselves. 

• (c) Students from the Dacca University area will be selected as 

follows: — 

(i) Three students will be selected by the Dacca University, and 

(ti) Three students by the Chairman of the Dacca Intermediate 
and Secondary Education Board.

6. The number of civil students to be admitted each year is 105. 
Vacancies are allotted as follows: —

Preference for admission will usually be given to candidates who 
have superior qualifications, but the final selection lies entirely with 
the Selection Committee appointed by Government. 

(«) Besides the students nominated by the Indian States under rule 
5 (fc), one student will be nominated by the Inspector-General of Civil 
Hospitals, Central Provinces, six students (including one female 
student) by the Inspector-General, Civil Hospitals, Assam, and six by 
the autnorities mentioned in rule 5 (c). 

These students must possess the qualifications mentioned in rule 2 
and the nomination must reach the Principal, Medical College, Calcutta, 
before the 10th June each year, failing which the vacancies will be 
filled with local (landidates. Vacancies arising Iby rosignation or other¬ 
wise in places filled by reservation for the authorities in paragraph (a) 
cannot be filled again by those authorities during the year. 

(h) Five scats shall be reserved annually for nomination by the 
Surgeon-General provided the candidates possess the necessary physical 
qualifications and at least a 2nd class pass certificate of the l.Sc. 
examination of the Calcutta University with the subjects mentioned in 
rule 2 or of an examination recognised as equivalent to it. These nomi¬ 
nations shall ordinarily be made after the Selection Committee have 
made their choice under clause (c). 

(c) The remaining vaciancies shall be filled up by the Selection Com¬ 
mittee specially appointed by Government from year to year. This 
Selection Committei! will be the authority to select candidates belonging 
to Bengal. 

(d) Every student selected by the Selection Committee for udmissiun 
shall be examined medically in the Medical College, have his health 
card filled uji and be passed lit before his fees are accepted, provided 
that if it is proposed to reject any student on the ground of his being 
medically unlit as a result of such examination, such decision shall not 
take effect unless it is sanctioned by the majority of votes of the mem¬ 
bers of the medical i)rofession on the Selection Committee. 

(e) Any candidate who has— 

(i) endeavoured to enlist for his candidature the support of persons 

of influence or of Government officials, 

(ii) personally canvassed any member of the Selection Committee 

or on whose behalf anyone else has canvassed any such 
member, 

(tit) produced any letter of recommendation other than certificates 
from teachers or testimonials from persons under whom be 
has actually been employed, 

shall be held to be disqualified for admission into the Medical College. 

7. Of the total number of candidates nominated by the Selection 
Committee at least one-fourth should be Muhammadans, if a suitable 
number of qualified candidates belonging to that community can be 
obtained. 

8. Selected candidates must pay the following fees within the time 
prescribed by the Principal, failing which their names will be struck 


off the rolls: —

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(a) A student who without leave absents himself from the College 
or his hostel for more than one month, shall be removed from the roUs 
ol the College, if the College Council so recommend. No refund of fees 
paid can be claimed in such cases. 

Fees other than caution money once paid cannot be refunded except 
to those whose claim for refund is tenable under rule 17. The levy, 
accounting and disposal of caution money will be governed by the 
rules prescribed under Government order No. lG89Medl., dated the 24th 
May 1932. 

9. Forms of application for admission will be issued from the 16th 
April and received up to the 25th May every year. 

10. Failed students must apply for admission and pay the fees 
within the date prescribed by the Principal, otherwise their claim will 
lapse. 

11. All civil students admitted after 1925-20 will pay Hs. 200 in 
two instalments, viz., lls. 100 for the summer term and lls. 100 for the 
winter term. They must ai.«» pay the annual Athletic Club fee of 
Rs. 4 (with the exception of female students) and any (;aution money 
due for attendance at practical classes along with the fees fur their 
summer term. Fees once paid cannot be refunded except those whose 
claim for the refund is tenable under rule 17. 

12. The fees for each term are to be paid in one instalment. The 
fees for the summer term are due (excej)! from new students) on the 
15th June and those for the winter term on the Ist November and must 
be paid together with athletic; club fees, on those dates or on such later 
dates as the Principal may direct, after which a daily line of annas 
four will be levied along with the fees on each defaulter. The names 
of students w'hose fees are more than 30 days overdue will be removed 
from the rolls of the college. 

(a) A student detailed to hospital duty who overstays the authorised 
vacation leave without the permission of the Principal will be liable 
to pay a fine of Rs. 2 only for each day of overstay. 

13. A sludcut kept back in, or referred bacjk to the class in which 
he was previously studying on account of his failure to appear at or pass 
any examination i)re8crlbed for promotion to the next higher class, will 
])ay Rs. 50 each term until he passes the examination in question, after 
which he will pay fees on the full scale laid down in rule 11. 

14. The fee for certificates issued to civil students leaving the 
college before completing their study shall be Rs. 40 for each course of 
lectures and practical classes and Rs. 30 for every three months of 
hos])ital practice. * 

[In calculating the sum to be paid under this rule the amount of 
college fees paid by the student (or In the c.ase of a student enjoying a 
stipendiary scholarship and free tuition the amount of which would 
have been paid by him had he been a paying student) shall be 
deducted.] 

15. Students who fail to appear at or to pass the Final M. B. 
Examination shall immediately on readmiH.sion after failure, pay fees 
each term at the rate of Rs. 25 for each of the subjects in which they 
are to appear at the subsequent examination. 

16. The fee for post-graduate students undergoing a course of 
training in the Pathological, Bacteriological, Physiological or Chemical 
JyaboraWy is Rs. 90 for a period not exceeding six months. 

' 17. Students who hold scholarships awarded by the Government 
of Bengal or Government scholarships awarded by the Board of Inter¬ 
mediate and Secondary Education, Dacca, and all holders of Mohsin 
Stipend irrespective of the authority granting such stipend are not 
required to pay the annual fee of Rs. 200 for the year in which they 
hold such scholarships if they are natives of Bengal or if their parents 
are domiciled in Bengal. All holders of other scholarships, whether 

f ranted by other Local Governments, Local Bodies or the Dufferin 
'und, shall pay the same fees as Civil Students.

22. Holders of college si^holarships, any other Government scholar¬ 
ships or Trust Fund Scholarships administered by Government are not 
eligible for the Durga Charau Eaha Scholarship. Similarly a student 
already holding a sc.holarship, either on the results of the TTniversity 
Examination or granted by Government, is not eligible to compete for 
the college scholarships.

They are. however, eligible for the special scholar¬ 
ships, Mohsin Stipends and (da.s.s prizes and meihils and certificates of 
honour of I he ccdlcgc except the Sir Frank Goiinor Memorial Prize for 
which only the regular students arc; eligible. 

24. Certificates of honour to the number of three in each subject, 
may be awarded by the Professor, subject to the sanction of thi> 
Principal, to students wlio have not obtained the medal but are deemed 
worthy of it (on the result of the test examination in that subject or 
any special Honours Examination held for the purpose).

“Provided that whore the witness is a child under twelve 
years of age, and the Court or person having authority to 
examine such wdtness is of opinion that he does not understand 
the nature of an oath or affirmation, the foregoing provisions 
of this section and the provisions of section 6 shall not apply 
to such witness, but in any snob case the absence of an oath 
or affirmation shall not render inadmissible any evidence 
given by such witness nor affect the obligation of the witness 
to state the truth.” 
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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

Sectionn 6 and 6 of the Indian Oaths Act, 1873, make it obligatory upon all persons who may 
be lawfully examined or may give evidence to make an oath or affirmation, and section 118 of 
the Indian Evidence Act, 1872, makes only such persons competent to testify who are not 
prevented from understanding questions put to them and from giving rational answers to those 
questions by reason of tender years, etc. The combined effect of these provisions is that, unless 
in the opinion of the Court the tender years of a child appearing as a witness prevent him from 
understanding the questions put to him and from giving rational answers, he is a competent 
witness and must be sworn. The English Law—section 38 of the Children and Young Persons 
Act, 1933—^provides for the contingency, not recognised by the Indian law, of a child being 
posse-ssed of sufficient inteUigenis? to justify the reception of his evidence, and understanding 
the duty of speaking the truth but not undcrsttinding the nature of an oath. The principle of 
the English law is considered more sound. The Bill proposes to bring the Indian law in its 
application to both civil and criminal proceedings into conformity with the English law by 
inserting a proviso to section .'5 of the Indian Oaths Act.

NOTICE. 

In compliance with the provisione of section 481 of the Calcuttti 
Municipal Act, 1923, it is herehy notified for general information that 
the Corporation of Calcutta propose to make the following, byo-laws 
under clause 20 of section 478, regarding the provision of approach 
roads over footj)ath8 of public streets: — 

(/) No person shall eitlno- i»ermaiiently or teinj)orarily ride or 
drive or ])ermit to ride or drive a horse i»r any carriage, cart, cur or 
any other vehicle whatsoever over or across the footpath of a public 
street, except through an aiiproncli road to be provided for the purpose 
as hereinafter specified. 

(2) The owner or occujjii'r of any premises abutting on the footpatJi 
of a public street shall for tin* pnrjMJses aforesaid at his own cost 
provide an approach road or loads in front of liis premises in the 
manner laid down in clauses 4 to 10 below. 

(•3) The owner or occupier of any preniise.s abutting on tlie footpath 
of public street shall ordinarily be entitled to one approacdi road in 
front of his premises. In specdal cases two approach roads may he 
allowed at the disei-etion of the District Engineer concerned, provided 
that there shall be between sucli approach roads u space of not less 
than .‘iO feet. In the special liriumstances of any case, the Chief 
Executive Officer may allow a larger nmuber of ajiproach roads. 

(4) Every person who intends to constnict an approach road or 
roads shall apply to the District Engineer of the Oorpoiation in the 
printed form (to be supplied free of <-harge) prescribed by the 
Corporation, 

(’5) Such aiiplication shall be aecomjianied by a plan in triplicate 
drawn to a scale of 8 fee.t to the inch showing— 

(a) the full frontage of the premises to which the ax)i)roach road 
or mads is or are reqtiired and the neighbouring premises 
on either side thereof abtitting on the footpath of the public 
street showing all openings tliereon, 
ih) the width of the entrance gate or door in front of which the 
approach road is intended to be constructed, 

(( ) tbc width of the footjiath and the street on which the 
jireinises abut. 

(0) M'ithin a nioutb from tbe dale of receipt of an application 
under b.\e-law No. 4. the District Engineer shall either communicate 
his approval to the work lieing done or refuse the ajjplication. In 
the event of communicating his apjuoval, the Distri'-t Engineer siiall 
prepare and send to the aiijilicuiit an estimate of the cost to he incurred 
for the constrtiction of the a]>iiroach road or roads and shall require 
the ap])licaut to rle]>osit the amount mentioned therein in the office of 
the District Engineer within two weeks from the date of intimation 
of approval. 

(7) On tile amount of costs being deposited, the Distriet Engineer 
shall proceed to construct the approach road according to the .sanctioned 
plan. In the, event of the owner’s failure to deposil tlie cost, or in 
case he signifies his unwillingness to have the work done, the Distriet 
Engineer shall have power to demand from him lls. 2 or any other 
sum as is, or may be, prescribed by the Corporation for supidying 
rates for constructional works to be done by tlie Corjioration on otliers’ 
behalf, and the owner shall be bound to pay the same. 

(5) Th(> width of the ap])roaeh road snail ordinarily be equal to 
that of the entrance gate or door to which it leads, provided the 
District I'higineer may permit a greater or smaller width accairding 
as the nature and condition of the site may require, and provided also 
that in no case should tlie width of the approsich road exceed Ifi feet. 

{^9) Tbe approach road shall have, a fall or inclinaiion towards the 
street depending on the width of the footpath across which it runs, 
and slinlJ have such gradient as the District Engineer may decide, 
having regard to the nature and condition of the site. 

(Ju) The owner or occupier of the premises to which the approach 
road is attached shall maintain and keep the same in projicr repairs. 

(11) All approach road, which, in the opinion of the District 
Engineer, is no longer necessary, shall be - removed by the owner or 
occupier of the premises, whenever culled upon to do so. The decision 
of the District Engineer on the question of necessity sliall 1 h: final. 
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{I'J) If it ai)peora to the Distript Engineer that the £o«)tpath iu 
front of any premises is used or is intended to be used as a roadway 
for riitinp' or driving a horse or any carriage, cart, or car or any other 
vehi<‘les to the said premises and by any 8u«‘h act the kerb and channel 
stones are being damaged or are likely to be damaged either tem¬ 
porarily or permanently, he may, by written notice, require the 
owner or the occupier of such premises to have an approach road 
constructetl in accordance with these bye-laws. 

(IS) If such notice be not complied with within a week, the 
District Engineer may cause such appioa«‘h road to be constructed as 
may, in his opinion, be iiecessijry, and the expenses thereof shall be 
paid by the person or by any of the persons on whom such notice was 
served. If the footpath or the kerb and channel stones, as the case 
may be, are already.damaged, and no construction be found necessary, 
the Distrief Engineer shall have power to demand such compensation 
as may be payable under the rates in force for restoring the footpath 
or the kerb and channel stones to its or their original condition. 

{J4) The District Engineer may cause such approach road to bo 
constructed whether or not the person who has failed to comply with 
the notice is liable to punishment or has been prosecuted or sentenced 
to any punishment for such failure. 

(7d) Any person who comm'ts a brcac-h of any of the foregoing 
bve-laws shall be punishable with a line which may extend tt> Rs. oO 
and in case of a continuing broach, with fine which ma.y extend to 
Rs. 10 for every day during which the breach continues after convic¬ 
tion for the first breach.
